This  Institution  comprises  the  following  departments :  Collegiate, 
Preparatory,  Academic,  German,  Commercial,  Music  and  Art,  each 
offering  appropriate  courses  of  study.  The  Collegiate  Department 
presents  to  the  student  the  choice  of  four  parallel  courses  of  study, 
each  requiring  four  years  for  its  completion,  and  named  respect- 
ively the  Classical  Course,  the  Philosophical  Course,  the  Scientific 
Course,  and  the  Course  in  Modern  Literature. 

Classical  Course. — This  course  gives  prominence  to  the  study 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages.  Three  years  of  preparatory 
work  in  Latin  and  two  in  Greek  are  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  Class.  The  study  of  these  languages  and  their  literature 
is  continued  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and  pro- 
vision is  made  for  their  further  pursuit  in  the  Junior  year. 

Philosophical  Course.  —  In  this  course  the  requirement  in 
Latin  (or  Greek)  is  substantially  the  same  as  in  the  Classical  Course. 
One  of  the  ancient  languages  is  omitted,  and  the  time  so  gained  is 
devoted  to  a  more  extensive  study  of  the  German  language. 

Scientific  Course.  —  In  this  course  less  time  is  given  to  the 
study  of  languages,  while  several  branches  of  advanced  Mathe- 
matics, and  of  other  departments  of  study  are  introduced. 

Modern  Literature. — This  course  makes  prominent  the  study 
of  modern  languages.  In  Philosophy,  Physical  Science,  Political 
Science,  and  General  Literature,  these  courses  cover  substantially 
the  same  ground,  but  may  be  variously  modified  by  the  selection 
of  elective  studies. 

Special  Courses. — Persons  wishing  to  attend  college  for  some 
special  work  in  any  department,  may  be  admitted  as  special  students, 
taking  any  studies  for  which  they  may  be  prepared.  Should  such 
students  subsequently  desire  to  become  candidates  for  degrees,  due 
credit  will  be  given  for  the  work  accomplished  in  previous  study. 

Required  and  Elective  Studies.  —  In  each  of  the  regular 
courses  all  the  studies  of  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  are 
prescribed,  except  that  students  of  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific 
Courses  have  the  option  between  Greek  and  Latin,  and  that  a  few 
electives  are  introduced  in  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  Classical 
Course.  During  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  certain  studies  are 
prescribed  for  all  candidates  for  degrees,  while  others  are  made 
elective.  These  electives  embrace  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  and 
enable  the  student  to  select  his  work  with  special  reference  to  his 
chosen  vocation  in  life.  Substitutions  of  elective  for  prescribed 
studies  are  allowed  whenever  the  interests  of  the  student  seem  to 
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justify  the  arrangement.  The  choice  of  electives  is  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Faculty ;  in  no  case  is  a  student  allowed  to  select  a 
study,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  he  cannot  profitably 
pursue.

ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS, 


Entrance  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  Spring  term 
and  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  college  year.  Appli- 
cants may  be  examined  and  admitted  at  other  times,  but  are 
advised  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  examined  in  the  studies 
previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  propose  to  enter. 

Applicants  from  other  institutions  must  present  certificates  of 
honorable  dismission,  and  may,  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory 
proof  of  preparation  for  the  class  which  they  wish  to  enter,  be 
admitted  without  examination.  Such  proof  should  consist  in  cer- 
tificates, stating  explicitly,  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  work 
there  accomplished. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  be  at  least  15  years  of  age,  and 
must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  character.

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical,  Philosophical,  Scien- 
tific and  Literary  courses  of  the  College.  The  courses  of  study  pre- 
paratory to  the  Classical  mid  Philosophical  courses  extend  through 
three  years;  those  for  the  Scientific  and  Literary  courses  through 
two  years. 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the  plan  of  study 
is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  manner  the  requirements  of 
such  students  as  may  not,  on  account  of  adverse  circumstances,  be 
able  to  take  a  regular  College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in  the  elementary  English 
branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue  successfully  some  one  of  the  regular 
courses  of  study.  Being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Col- 
lege Faculty,  classes  are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the 
Faculty.  The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction 
as  those  in  the  College  Department. 


Academic  Department. 

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers'  Course  is  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elementary  English 
Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public  schools  such  persons 
as  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to  preparation.  In  addition  to 
the  common  English  branches,  this  course  embraces  the  elements 
of  Physical  Science,  Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and 
Philosophy.  The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the 
branches  required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  for  successfully  discharging  the 
wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teacher's  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hygiene  constitute  part  of  the  course, 
and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are  discussed,  while 
the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate  and  inculcate  the  best 
methods  of  instruction. 

Latin  or  German  may  also  be  added  to  this  course.

MENTAL  AND  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Logic. — The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  forms  of  deductive  and  inductive  reasoning.  Attention 
is  consequently  directed  chiefly  to  the  study  of  the  principles  of  cor- 
rect definitions,  analysis  and  synthesis  of  argument,  detection  of  fal- 
lacies and  estimation  of  evidence.  While  Logic  is  not  regarded  merely 
as  a  preparator}-  philosophical  discipline,  care  is  taken  to  secure  the 
disciplinary  value  of  this  study  for  abstract  thinking  and  advanced 
work. 

Jevons'  Hill's  Elements  of  Logic,  McCosh's  The  Laws  of  Discursive 
Thought,  and  Lotze's  Outlines  of  Logic  are  used  as  text-books  on 
this  subject. 

Psychology.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  givefthe  student  a  clear 
conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul  and  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life.  Careful  observation  of  the 
personal  intellectual  activity  is  constantly  encouraged,  and  the  con- 
scious operations  of  the  mind  become  a  test  and  criterion  in  many 
investigations.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  relation  of  mental 
phenomena  to  physiology,  and  of  the  senses  in  their  service  to  the 
mind.  The  most  important  philosophical  and  metaphysical  questions 
now  at  issue  among  speculators  receive  due  consideration  and  the  re- 
sults of  recent  critical  discussions,  together  with  comments,  are  inter- 
spersed with  the  daily  recitations.  Physiological  Psychology  is  of- 
fered as  an  elective  extending  through  two  terms  of  the  Senior  year. 

McCosh's  Psychology,  Porter's  Elements  of  Intellectual  Science, 
Baldwin's  Psychology  and  Ladd's  Physiological  Psychology  are  used 
as  text-books  in  this  department. 

History  of  Philosophy. — The  study  of  this  subject  extends  through 
two  terms  of  the  Senior  year.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  secure 
a  clear  and  comprehensive  idea  of  the  philosophical  systems  of  ancient 
and  modern  times,  and  to  develop  in  the  student  the  philosophical 
habit  and  taste  in  dealing  with  philosophical  problems.  Constant 
reference  is  made  to  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines  to  practi- 
cal life,  personal  and  social,  as  illustrated  in  history. 

Stuckenberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy,  Schwegler's 
History  of  Philosophy  and  McCosh's  Realistic  Philosophy  are  used 
as  text-books. 
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Moral  Philosophy.— The  study  of  Ethics  is  intimately  connected 
with  the  instruction  in  Psychology  arid  Philosophy.  In  theoretical 
ethics,  attention  is  chiefly  directed  to  the  psychology  of  conscience 
and  the  investigations  concerning  the  ultimate  ground  of  moral 
obligation.  The  remainder  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  most 
important  distinctions  of  practical  ethics,  and  to  the  study  and  dis- 
cussion of  ethical  problems. 

Robinson's  Principles  and  Practice  of  Morality,  and  Porter's 
Elements  of  Moral  Science  are  the  text-books  on  this  subject. 

Christian  Evidences.— This  subject  is  pursued  during  two  terms 
of  the  Senior  year.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the 
fundamental  grounds  of  theistic  belief,  and  the  principal  anti-theistic 
theories  are  duly  noted.  The  object  is  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature  and  the 
dictates  of  reason,  and  as  having  consequently  the  highest  claims 
upon  human  acceptance. 

Text-books  used,  are  Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian 
Belief,  Row's  Manual  of  Christian  Evidences,  and  Butler's  Analogy 
of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion. 

The  instruction  on  the  subjects  of  this  department  is  not  confined 
to  the  use  of  the  textbook;  free  discussions  in  the  class-room  are 
constantly  encouraged,  and  frequent  lectures  are  introduced  to  explain 
and  supplement  the  outlines  furnished  by  the  text-book. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related  to  the  study 
of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given  to  the  principles  of  social 
philosophy  and  constitutional  and  political  developments.  The  sub- 
jects considered  are  so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis  for  an  intelli- 
gent investigation  of  the  economic  and  social  problems  of  to-day. 

Constitutional  Law.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  study  civil 
institutions,  both  in  their  theory  and  in  their  positive  form,  and  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and  principles  which 
underlie  the  civil  polity  of  the  American  State. 

Willson's  The  State,  and  Cooley's  Principles  of  Constitutional  Law 
are  used  as  text-books. 

International  Law.— This  subject  is  studied  during  the  second 
term  of  the  Junior  year.  Its  aim  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent 
outline  of  this  science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances 
which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized  law  of 
nations. 
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Woolsey's  International  Law,  and  different  standard  works  of  refer- 
ence are  used  in  this  department. 

Political  Economy. — Political  economy  is  not  regarded  nor  treated 
as  an  isolated  science,  but  as  intimately  connected  with  that  of  gov- 
ernment, and  bearing  directly  upon  the  welfare  and  interdependence 
of  States  as  well  as  individuals.  The  study  if  based  upon  a  text- 
book, but  is  supplemented  by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on 
the  more  important  topics  and  the  practical  applications  of  economic 
principles. 

F.  A.  Walker's  Political  Economy,  and  Andrew's  Institutes  of 
Economics  are  used  as  text-books  in  this  department. 

GERMAN  DEPARTMENT. 

The  two  courses  of  this  department  are  designed  to  meet  the  wants 
both  of  German,  and  English  students. 

The  (pure)  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and  writing 
in  German  and  English  as  preparatory  studies.  Arithmetic,  Geogra- 
phy, U.  S.  History  and  Physical  Geography  are  taught  in  English. 
These  with  English  grammar,  reading  writing  and  spelling  give  Ger- 
man students  a  g6od  foundation  for  an  English  education.  The  other 
studies  of  the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  German  language  and  literature.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  grammar,  composition  and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures 
supplements  the  text  book  on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic, 
psychology,  evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with  special  instruc- 
tion in  elocution  and  oratory,  prepare  the  student  for  public  speaking, 
which  is  the  aim  of  most  of  those  who  pursue  this  Course. 

The  English  German  Course,  affords  English  students  an  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  a  thorough  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of  the 
German  language.  To  secure  this  result,  the  so-called  grammatical 
and  natural  methods  are  judiciously  combined.  The  student  is  led 
naturally  but  systematically  to  acquire  a  sufficient  working  vocabu- 
lary, a  knowledge  of  the  grammatical  construction  and  idioms  of  the 
language,  and  of  the  best  German  literature,  by  translation,  sight- 
reading  and  lectures.  To  secure  the  highest  practical  results,  the 
German  language  is  made  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  medium  of  all 
instruction  ;  and  regular  exercises  in  conversation  and  composition 
are  required  throughout  the  entire  course. 

Students  completing  either  of  the  above  courses  receive  a  diploma. 
Those  entering  opon  a  regular  College  Course,  will  receive  credit  for 
some  of  the  above  studies. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN  AND  LATIN  LITERATURE, 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire  a  good  work- 
ing vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms  and  constructions  ;  and 
along  with  this  to  teach  sentence-building,  correct  and  fluent  pro- 
nunciation, correct  style  and  the  art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible  instrument 
of  thought,  in  questions  and  answers  on  the  text,  and  by  turning 
small  portions  of  Latin  into  English  and  English  into  Latin. 

The  basis  of  this  work  is  Caesar's  "Helvetian  War",  and  the  induc- 
tive method  is  used  as  far  as  practicable. 

In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based  upon  selec- 
tions from  the  Authors  usually  read.  In  connection  with  the  reading 
of  Caesar  and  Cicero,  daily  exercises  in  Composition  based  on  the  text 
are  required  and  a  special  study  is  made  of  the  subjuntive. 

Along  with  Virgil,  prosod}-  is  studied  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  practice  in  sight-reading  is  begun. 

In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  Latin  ends  here,  but  in  both 
the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical  Courses,  one  year  more  is  required. 
Selections  are  made  from  the  best  Authors  of  the  Golden  and  the 
Silver  age  —  Livy,  Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued  ;  and  written  translations  and  historical, 
critical  and  explanatoiy  papers  are  from  time  to  time  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  additional  3-ears  of 
Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set  forth.

GREEK. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four  years  and  are 
required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Luring  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflection,  with  the  use 
of  accents  and  the  ordinal  grammatical  constructions,  is  acquired. 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to  Greek  syntax 
and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study  :

Isomer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with  Metrical  reading. 

Fourth  Year.  —  Sophocles'  Oedipus  Tyrannus,  Demosthenes' 
Oration  on  the  Crown  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selections  from  other 
authors. 

An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  any  one  who  desires 
to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geography  and  Archaeology  as  related 
to  the  various  subjects  and  countries,  receive  proper  attention  :  and 
throughout  the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contribute 
its  share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of  scholarship  in 
those  who  receive  instruction  in  it. 

RHETORIC  AND   ENGLISH   LITERATURE. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one,  and  any 
deviation  from  the  line  of  study  here  laid  down  will  be  in  harmony 
with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  literature  has 
become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses  is  as  necessary  to  the 
useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to  the  cultured.  It  is  the  fine  thought 
that  is  immortal,  and  it  takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully 
the  finest  thought,  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear  perception 
of  the  beautiful  inventions  of  the  masters.  But  the  active  age  of 
mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought  is  yet  to  be  produced  to  answer  the 
demands  of  this  persuasive  era  ;  and  every  institution  that  would 
escape  the  future  censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this 
refining  and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  North- Western  College  to  place  its  students 
upon  a  plane  where  they  can  commune  with  great  and  noble  minds. 
It  aims  to  help  them  to  teach  letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books 
of  the  century  may  be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of 
the  past ;  —  so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical  joy. 

Preliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a  year  is  spent 
under  a  very  competent  and  efficient  instructor.  This  is  followed  b}T 
Elements  of  Composition  from  which  the  student  advances  to  Rhetoric 
proper.  The  elementary  text  books  are  Chittenden's,  and  Our  Lan- 
guage. Kellogg's  Rhetoric  will  be  used  with  chapters  from  William's 
and  from  Genung's.     All  essays  are  carefully  criticised,  and  students 
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are  invited  to  bring  their  compositions  for  face  to  face  criticism.  For 
aid  in  the  study  of  literature,  students  are  earnestly  recommended 
to  use  Meiklejohn's  English  language,  an  able  and  concise  work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical  productions 
until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  outline  the  styles  of  promi- 
nent authors.  The  study  of  English  Philology  has  been  added  to 
the  course. 

For  convenience  the  following  order  of  exercises  has  been  arranged, 
but  it  will  be  varied  by  frequent  description  :

MATHEMATICS. 

The  value  of  a  stud}'  depends  upon  the  mental  discipline  it  affords. 
The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to  discipline  and  invigorate  the 
mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of  clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning  and  advanced 
Arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is  aimed  to  have  the  student 
la}'  a  broad  foundation  here  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  creditably  upon 
the  advanced  course  in  Mathematics.  Those  desiring  to  prepare  for 
teaching  have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arith-

metic.  Algebra  through  Qaudratics  and  plane  Geometry  are  taught 
in  the  last  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in  Geometry,  in- 
cluding regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry  with  original 
work  in  demonstration  of  theorems  and  solution  of  problems. 

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra  including  the  binomial 
theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms,  theory  of  equations,  and  solu- 
tion of  higher  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  in  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in  Spherical  Astron- 
omy.

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic  Geometry, 
construction  of  equations,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  properties 
of  the  Conic  Sections  and  introduction  to  higher  plane  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Mathematics  is  elective.  The  student 
may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying,  Analytic  Geometry  of  Space, 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 

PHYSICAL   SCIENCE. 

Physics.— A  class  in  elementary  Physics  is  organized  in  the  Spring. 
This  is  especially  intended  for  students  preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a 
preparation  for  the  more  advanced  work.  The  advanced  work  on 
Physics  is  begun  in  the  Fall.  Paring  this  term  Mechanics  and  Acous- 
tics are  studied  and  during  the  Winter  Electricity,  Heat  and  Light. 
Avery's  Text-book  is  used.  In  addition  to  the  Text-book,  hints  and 
lectures  are  given  on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Laboratory 
work  per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry.— About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic  chemistry  and 
half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's  Complete  Chemistry  is 
used  as  a  Text-book.  Each  student  is  expected  to  spend  at  least 
three  hours  per  week  in  the  chemical  laboratory. 

Geology.— Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many  other  sciences 
for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately  placed  in  the  last  term  of 
the  Junior  year.  The  Text-book  used  is  Le  Conte's  Compend  ;  and 
Le  Conte's  Elements  and  Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  addi- 
tional reading.  Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible  :  our  locality 
affording  special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  deposits.  Mineralogy 
is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology  one  hour  a  week.  Talks  are 
given  on  Composition  of  Minerals,  Crystallography  etc..  etc.  and  about 
fifty  minerals  are  studied  and  determined  by  their  external  character- 
istics. 

Astronomy.— Young's  General  Astronomy  will  be  used  as  text- 
book for  class  work.     Observation  is  encouraged  a  much  as  possible. 
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BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCE. 

—The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student   a 


general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  various  organs  of  the  body 
in  their  normal  condition.  Enough  anatomy  is  given  to  render  the 
physiological  discussions  intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene  to  guide 
to  an  intelligent  care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illustrating  the  sub- 
ject accompany  the  study.    .Martin's  Human  Body  is  the  text-book. 

ZOOLOGY. — The   study  of  animal   life  is  as  much  as  possible  from 
specimens.     Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed  in  the  practical  work 
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and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in  the  recitation.  Students  are  encour- 
aged to  observe  the  habits  of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  local- 
ity. The  Museum  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students  in  this  branch 
of  science. 

Botany.— The  stud}'  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as  far  as  possible 
by  specimens,  especial  attention  being  given  to  microscopic  structure. 
As  soon  as  the  season  allows  in  the  Spring,  the  class-room  exercises  are 
supplemented  by  field  and  labratory  work,  much  time  being  given  to 
the  analysis  and  description  of  plants  and  the  study  of  structural 
botany.     Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text-book. 


Commercial  Department. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial 
transactions,  with  a  thorough  drill  in  Orthography,  Penmanship  and 
Arithmetic. 

The  course  embraces  the  theory  of  accounts  by  Single  and  Double 
Entry.  The  student  first  enters  the  elementary  or  theoretical  course, 
where  he  becomes  familiar  with  Day-book  and  Journal  entries,  opening 
and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances,  Financial  Statements, 
etc.  ;  with  all  forms  of  Inventories,  Bills,  Discounts  and  Premiums, 
with  the  books  and  forms  as  used  in  wholesaling,  Retailing,  Commis- 
sion, Shipping,  Partnership,  Banking,  Railroading,  Manufacturing, 
Farming,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Commercial  Corre- 
spondence, English  Grammar,  Spelling,  and  Letter  Writing. 

After  completing  this  course  the  student  enters  the 
ACTUAL  BUSINESS  PRACTICE. 


Here  business  is  transacted  on  the  Actual  Business  Plan,  which 
brings  into  practice  the  theories  and  principles  daily  taught  in  the 
class-room. 

The  papers  and  books  of  this  department  are  carefully  inspected 
by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  all  errors  are  marked  and  forms  of 
corrections  suggested.  The  student  in  each  and  every  case  is  required 
to  make  the  corrections  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and  manuscript 
in  which  errors,  blots,  or  erasures  occur. 
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The  Business  Rooms  are  elegantly  fitted  up  with  different  offices, 
and  the  student  passes  from  one  office  to  another,  remaining  long 
enough  in  each  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  its  actual  work. 

SPECIAL  DRILL  EXERCISES. 

Special  daily  drill  exercises  in  writing  Letters,  Notes,  Drafts,  Checks, 
Receipts,  Orders,  Contracts,  Deeds,  Mortgages,  Leases,  etc.,  continue 
during  the  entire  course.  The  student  becomes  thoroughly  proficient 
in  writing  and  transferring  all  forms  of  negotiable  paper,  learns  how 
to  endorse  all  forms  of  notes  and  bills  ;    how  to  examine  titles,  etc. 

PENMANSHIP. 

Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed  every  term.  Students  have  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the 
art  as  well  as  the  correct  movement  and  facility  and  beauty  of  execu- 
tion. The  members  of  each  class  receive  weekly  drills  in  writing 
•Letters,  Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders,  Checks,  etc. 

The  whole  work  of  the  course  is  made  so  practical  that  it  will 
prove  to  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  all  young  men  and  women, 
whatever  their  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  satisfactorily  pass  the  examination  at  the  close  of 
the  six  months'  course,  are  entitled  to  a  diploma.  A  course  of  nine 
months,  however,  is  offered  to  those  who  desire  special  and  advanced 
studies. 

A  good  library,  literary  societies,  lectures,  instructive  entertain- 
ments, and  graduating  exercises  make  the  work  of  the  department 
thoroughly  interesting  as  well  as  instructive.

Department  of  Music 


In  this  department  excellent  advantages  are  offered  for  gaining  a 
thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers. have  had  many  years'  experience,  and  have  been 
at  much  pains  and  expense  to  become  acquainted  with  the  best 
systems  of  teaching.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  young 
teachers  and  those  desirous  of  becoming  teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz:  Piano-forte,  Organ, 
Voice  Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and  Advanced,)  and 
Theory  of  Music,  including  Thorough-Bass,  Harmony,  and  Form. 

The  Course  of  instruction  in  Piano-Forte  playing  is  arranged  as 
follows  : 

1.  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  various  kinds  of  touch, 
finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios  in  moderate  tempo  and  in  various 
rhythmical  forms  with  accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  Wm.  Mason's  System  cf 
Piano-Forte  Technics;  selections  from  the  following  works:  Kunz,  200  canom, 
Koehler  op.  151,  Doering  op.  8,  Krause  op.  2,  Heller  op.  47;  together  with 
pieces  of  suitable  grade  in  both  classical  and  popular  style. 

2.  Middle.  More  advanced  technics,  canon  and  velocity  forms,  Studies  in 
Phrasing,  Heller,  op.  46  and  45,  Loeschhorn,  op.  66,  Bach,  Two  and  Three — 
Voiced  Inventions,  Jensen,  op.  32. 

Compositions  by  Schumann,  Mendelssohn,  Merkel,  Grieg,  Wollenhaupt, 
Mason  and  others. 

3.  Advanced.  High  Technics;  scales  in  double  thirds  and  sixths,  octave 
studies. 

Selections  from  Cramer's,  Moscheles  and  Chopin's  Etudes,  and  from  the 
composition  of  Bach,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  Mendelssohn,  Weber,  Chopin,  Liszt, 
as  well  as  from  representative  American  and  European  composers  of  the 
present  day. 
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The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the  above  course  will 
depend  upon  the  pupil's  talent  and  amount  of  practice. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily  complete 
the  Course  in  Piano  and  Theory  of  Music.

Art  Department 


The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough  training  in 
the  principles  of  iVrt,  fitting  students  for  teaching,  or  the  further 
pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  culture  or  an  artistic  career. 
The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  foundation  for  seeing  and  ob-* 
serving  nature,  and  to  develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to 
enable  the  pupil  to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment 
in  practical  life.  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having 
other  studies  in  the  College  as  well  as  those  able  to  devote  all  their 
time  to  the  work. 

Students  will  be  advanced  as  they  progress  individually,  not 
being  confined  to  any  branch  for  a  specified  length  of  time.  The 
instruction  of  this  department  is  based  upon  the  method  employed 
in  the  best  Art  Schools. 

The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  charcoal,  crayon 
and  pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still  life,  the  antique  and 
the  living  model,  and  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors.

LOCATION,    BUILDING  AND   CAMPUS. 

North-Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Evangelical  Association, 
is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois,  twent}T-eight  miles  from  Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thousand,  and  is  classed 
with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago.  It  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  and  Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most  popular 
railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central  location,  in  the  very  heart  of  the  country, 
and  its  proximity  to  the  great  metropolis  of  the  West,  make  it  easily  accessible 
from  all  points.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and  healthful  site  cannot  be  found 
in  the  entire  North-west.  It  is  near  enough  to  the  city  of  Chicago  to  secure 
many  of  the  advantages  without  incurring  the  moral  dangers  of  city  life. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious  edifice  of  stone,  of 
which  the  frontispiece  in  this  catalogue  is  a  correct  representation.  It  is  con- 
veniently arranged  and  suitably  furnished  for  its  intended  purposes.  Its  site 
affords  a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent  country  surrounding  the 
location.  The  campus  is  spacious  and  beautifully  ornamented  with  a  fine 
variety  of  trees,  making  the  surroundings  of  the  College  cheerful  and  attractive. 

DESIGN   AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the  liberal  education  of  the 
young  men  and  women  who  may  be  entrusted  to  its  care  and  instruction,  and 
thus  to  aid  them  in  securing  the  best  preparation  for  the  different  spheres 
and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal ;  its  ideals  are  high,  and  its  work 
is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decidedly  Christian  in  theory 
and  practice,  and  to  apply  Christian  principles  and  methods  in  all  its  depart- 
ments. As  the  best  results  of  educational  effort  are  conditioned  upon  the 
symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  this  Institution  ever  recognizes  the 
development  of  moral  character  as  an  essential  part  of  its  work.  While 
endeavoring  to  inspire  and  encourage  a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the 
Faculty  desires  and  aims  to  foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit  which 
shall  permeate  and  crown  the  entire  Institution. 


METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  Institution  to  keep  its  standard  fully  up  to  that  of  the 
best  western  colleges,  and  its  methods  of  instruction  in  harmony  with  the  most 
enlightened  views  of  education.     These   methods  will  naturally  vary  with   the 
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subject  and  proficiency  of  the  student;  but  the  aim  is  the  same  in  every 
department  of  College, — mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  inde- 
pendent and  original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon  an  intelligent  use 
of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the  daily  work.  Lectures  are  frequently 
introduced  to  elucidate  and  illustrate  the  various  subjects  of  investigation. 
Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the  student  accompany  both  methods. 

The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  departments  in  which  it  is 
practicable. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of  study  has  been  com- 
pleted, examinations  are  held,  either  oral  or  written,  as  the  Faculty  may  deem 
most  suitable.  No  standing  in  scholarship  will  be  given  except  as  the  result 
of  such  examination  or  its  equivalent.  If  a  student  fails  to  obtain  a  grade  of 
seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study,  he  will  be  required  to  pursue  the  study  again, 
or  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  therein. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accommodation  of  such  as  may  design  to  enter 
any  of  the  departments  are  held  on  the  day  before  the  opening  of  each  term. 

STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the  scholarship  and 
deportment  of  each  student. 

The  record  of  deportment  is  read  publicly  at  the  close  of  each  term. 
Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of  a  student  will  be  sent  to 
parents  or  guardians  whenever  it  may  be  requested,  or  when  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Faculty  it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  students  who  complete 
satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course  ;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  on  those 
completing  the  Philosophical  Course ;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science  on  those 
who  complete  the  Scientific  Course ;  and  that  of  Bachelor  of  Literature  on 
those  who  complete  the  Course  in  Modern  Literature. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy,  Master  of  Science,  or 
Master  of  Literature,  will  be  conferred  on  corresponding  Bachelors  of  two 
years  standing  or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good  character,  and  who  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a  professional  or  advanced  liberal 
course  of  study.  Such  evidence  may  be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate 
of  graduation  from  a  Theological  Seminary,  Law  School,  or  Medical  College; 
or  by  passing  an  examination  on  a  course  of  liberal  and  non-professional  study 
pursued  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not 
less  than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study,  and  embodying 
results  of  careful  investigation.  Candidates-  for  degrees  should  apply  to  the 
President  at  least  one  month  before  Commencement.  The  fee  in  each  case, 
including  the  diploma,  is  five  dollars,  payable  in  advance. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm.  The  Faculty  aims  to 
exercise  a  parental  and  moral  supervision  over  the  conduct  and  character  of 
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the  students.  Such  relations  between  students  and  teachers  are  cultivated  as 
will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence.  The  work  of  the  Faculty  is  to 
instruct,  rather  than  to  administer  discipline. 

Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies,  who  will  respect  them- 
selves and  the  authority  of  the  College.  A  high  sense  of  honor  and  truthfulness 
is  inculcated  and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of  rules  is  given  for  the 
intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 

I.   THINGS  REQUIRED. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  proper  deportment,  a  decorous  intercourse 
among  themselves,  a  respectful  treatment  of  their  officers,  a  faithful  observance 
of  the  appointed  hours  for  study,  and  a  punctual  attendance  upon  all  prescribed 
exercises  of  the  College. 

II.  PROHIBITED. 

All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  College  Building;  absence 
from  recitations  and  other  enjoined  exercises  without  previous  permission; 
communication  during  recitations,  prayers,  or  other  exercises  of  the  College; 
social  visiting  during  study  hours;  injury  to  College  property;  the  use  of 
intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco;  all  offensive  and  profane  language, 
or  indecent  behavior  ;  playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  chance  ; 
visiting  saloons  ;  interchange  of  visits  between  the  sexes  in  their  private  rooms, 
except  by  special  permission  ;  attending  parties  or  mixed  assemblages  without 
special  permission  ;  desecration  of  the  Sabbath,  and  everything  in  the  deport- 
ment of  students  inconsistent  with  the  utmost  propriety  of  conduct  and  their 
highest  mental  and  moral  development. 

For  the   violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  College,  students  will  be 
liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public  reproof,  suspension,  or  dismission. 
LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  and  to 
remain  until  its  close.  No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent  from  College  without 
special  permission  of  the  Faculty.  The  time  appropriated  to  vacations  and 
holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  test  and  relaxation  from 

study.  , 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or  any  other  period  of  the 
term  can  only  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  standing  and  proficiency  of  the 
student,  the  Faculty  earnestly  requests,  that  parents  or  guardians  will  in  no 
way  encourage  or  even  sanction  such  absence  without  most  urgent   reasons. 
Any  student  leaving  without  permission  before  the  close  of  the  term,  cannot  re- 
enter until  he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 
RELIGIOUS   EXERCISES. 
Devotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing  and  prayer, 
are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  at  which  students  are  required  to  be  present. 
Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship  and  Sunday-school  on 
the  Sabbath  at  one  of  ihe  churches  in  the  city.     Students  are  allowed  to  attend 
such  places  of  worship  as  they,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  may  select ;    but 
they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some  one  church,  regularly,  unless  specially 
excused. 
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Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week,  which  students  are  invited 
to  attend.  These  facilities  afford  ample  ^opportunity  for  Christian  growth 
and  work. 


LECTURES. 

The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  during  each  Winter  season. 
Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures  are  provided  by  the  Scientific  and  Christian 
Associations,  and  frequent  lectures  by  members  of  the  Faculty  are  introduced 
throughout  the  3rear.  Among  the  more  prominent  lecturers  engaged  by  the 
College  during  the  past  year,  were  Robert  Norse,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
Rev.  F.  J.  Probst,  of  Chicago,  Hon.  R.  G.  Horr,  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  and 
Dr.  Gunsaulus,  of  Chicago. 

These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear  the  best  speakers  in  the 
land. 

LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is  steadily  increasing.  The 
additions  are  made  with  reference  to  the  literary  and  scientific  studies  in  the 
several  courses.  It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the  Library  shall  largely 
supplement  the  class-room  instructions.  Systematic  collateral  reading  is 
encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various  departments.  The  books  are 
arranged  on  open  shelves,  accessible  to  all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost 
freedom  of  reference  and  use  without  extra  cost.  The  arrangement  of  books 
is  by  subjects,  according  to  the  "  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classification," 
so  that  a  book  on  any  subject  can  readily  be  found. 


READING   ROOM. 


A  Reading  Room  connected  with  the  Library  is  provided  with  a  large 
number  of  periodicals,  secular  and  religious,  as  well  as  a  good  collection  of  the 
leading  magazines  of  the  day.

NORTH-WESTERN  COLLEGE. 


COLLEGE  PUBLICATIONS. 

"The  North-Western  College  Chronicle"  is  published  monthly  during  the 
academic  year. 

I  Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the  work  and  condition 
of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ' of  the  students,  and  contains  original 
articles'by  members  of  thejschool  and  others,  personal  notices  of  past  and 
present  members  of  the  College,  proceedings  of  the  Literary  and  Scientific 
societies, 'and  Christian  associations,  and  such  other  matter  pertaining  to 
college  life  as  will  prove  of  interest  to  all  friends  of  higher  education.  Sub- 
scription, seventy-five  cents  per  annum. 

Catalogues  and  Circulars  are  published  annually,    and  are   supplied  gratis 
upon  application. 

LABORATORY. 
The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and  reagents  neces- 
sary for  the  performance  of  experiments.  Students  are  not  charged  extra  for  the 
use  of  apparatus  and  chemicals.  In  the  Physical  Laboratory  there  has  recently 
been  added  some  very  fine  apparatus,  and  more  will  be  added  during  the  year. 
The  facilities' for  experimental  or  practical  Physics  are  good. 

MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of.  the  upper  floor  of  the 
main  College  building.  The  collection  comprises  a  large  number  of  our  native 
birds,  smaller  mammals  etc;  a  number  of  the  smaller  reptiles  and  batrachea 
in  alcohol,  and  a  small  but  good  collection  of  marine  invertebrates  donated  by 
the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The  collection  of  minerals  is  good  and  represents 
many  of  the  American  localities.  The  fossils  are  chiefly  from  rocks  of  the 
Palaeozoic  era.  The  lossil  plants  from  the  Carboniferous  are  especially  fine. 
Students  have  access  to  the  Musium  at  all  times. 

LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  three  flourishing  literary  societies  connected  with  the  College,  viz  : 
the  Cliosophic,  the  PMlologian,  and  the  Fhilorhetorian  (German).  These 
Societies  have  good,  well-furnished  halls,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for 
practice  in  public  speaking,  debate  and  other  literary  exercises.  _ 

The  Senate  of  North-  Western  College,  organized  in  1887,  has  for  its  object 
the  "consideration  and  discussion  of  themes  relating  to  political  science,  and 
the 'promotion  of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our  Federal  Institution 
and  the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds  weekly  meetings,  and 
presents  opportunities  for  practice  in  extempore  speaking,  debate,  and  parlia- 
mentary procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate  individual  workers,  and  to  enable 
members  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  and  advancement  of  science.  It  holds 
regular  meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers  are  read,  embodying  profound 
study  and  original  research.  Occasional  lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects 
are  delivered  by  resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently  lecturers 
from  abroad  are  invited. 
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These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Faculty.  No  public  entertainment  shall  be  given  by  any  society  without 
permission  from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the  exercises  intended  for  such  entertain- 
ments must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  Faculty  before  their  public 
delivery. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1873,  is  the  second 
oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  Its  objects  as  set  forth  in  the 
constitution  is  to  promote  growth  in  grace  and  Christian  fellowship  among  its 
members,  and  aggressive  Christian  work  among  all  students.  It  holds  five 
meetings  weekly,  and  with  its  Devotional,  Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room, 
and  Finance  Committees,  is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian  work. 

The  Young  Woman's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1875,  also  the 
second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  organization  in  the  State,  has  for  its  aim  and 
object  Christian  work  among  the  lady  students.  Its  organization  is  similar  to 
that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  doing  much  good  in  developing  and  organizing  the 
Christian  activity  of  the  students,  and  in  exerting  a  wholesome  influence  upon 
the  religious  life  of  the  Institution. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Room  with  a  number  of 
standard  periodicals  and  leading  magazines  of  the  day;  and  lectures  by  noted 
speakers,  are  given  from  time  to  time,  under  the  auspices  of  these  Organizations. 

An  Annual  Address  is  delivered  before  the  Associations  by  an  invited 
speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Commencement  week.

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sick- 
ness. The  Treasurer's  receipt  for  tuition  and  incidentals  is  necessary  to 
secure  admission  to  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals  to  any  student  of  any 
Department,  who,  on  account  of  improper  conduct  or  violation  of  the  Rules 
of  the  College,  shall  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled. 

BOOKS. 
'    All  text  and  reference  books  are  kept  in  the  College  Building,  and  are  sold 
to  students  below  Chicago  retail  prices. 

BOARD. 

The  College  does  not  provide  board  for  students,  nor  does  it  oblige  them  to 
adopt  any  particular  plan. 

A  large  proportion  of  our  students  adopt  the  "club"  plan,  appointing  their 
own  officers,  through  them  regulating  their  bill  of  fare,  buying  provisions, 
hiring  cooks,  and  maintaing  order.  The  average  cost  of  board,  for  each 
student,  by  this  plan,  has  proved  to  be  about  $1.85  per  week. 

Another  method  adopted  by  some  of  our  students  is,  to  take  table  board  in 
private  families,  at  prices  ranging  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  week.  Students 
who  take  their  meals  in  clubs,  or  as  table  boarders  in  private  families,  rent 
their  own  rooms  separately. 

The  price  for  board  in  private  families  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50  per  week. 
This  includes  room  and  board,  a  complete  home  excepting  washing  and  fuel. 

ROOMS. 

Students  may  rent  rooms  either  furnished  or  unfurnished.     Usually  two,  but 

sometimes  three  or  four  go  together  and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  a  set  of 

rooms.     The  prices  for  single  furnished  rooms  range  from  40  cents  to  50  cents 

per  week  for  each  student.     Unfurnished  rooms  cost  correspondingly  less.     By 
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bringing  some  articles  of  bedding,  towels,  lamps,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat 
reduce  their  expenses.  But  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent  rooms 
at  any  place  without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty;  nor  to  change  place  of 
boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the  term  without  their  consent.  Families 
who  let  rooms,  or  board  students,  are  expected  to  be  interested  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  College  rules. 

WASHINC    AND    FUEL. 
The  price  for  washing  is  about  60  cents  per  dozen.     The  cost  for  fuel  ranges 
from  $5.00  to  $7.00  per  year. 

SELF    HELP. 

Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities  for  work  whereby  to  pay 
expenses  while  at  school.  Such  opportunities  are  not  plentiful.  Yet  there 
are  generally  a  few  students  who  "  earn  their  way  ",  in  part  at  least.  Others 
succeed  in  earning  considerable  during  the  Summer  vacation.  Some,  after 
obtaining  a  teacher's  certificate,  teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their 
college  course.  This,  though  necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete  a 
course,  gives  the  student  much  practical  and  valuable  experience,  and  is, 
therefore,  by  no  means,  lost  time. 

GROWTH  AND  NEEDS. 

The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  encouraging. 
All  the  departments  of  instruction  are  now  fully  organized  and  well  equipped 
for  efficient  work. 

Strong  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase  the  endowment  and  to 
develop  all  the  resources  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  united  purpose  of  the 
Faculty  and  the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep  pace  with  the  progress  and 
educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may  be  mentioned:  The 
endowment  of  several  additional  Professorships;  the  founding  of  perpetual 
scholarships;  the  enlarging  of  the  Library ;  and  increasing  the  facilities  of  the 
Physical  Laboratory.  To  these  may  be  added  as  further  needs:  An  appropriate 
fire-proof  Library  building;  a  regular  Gymnasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well 
equipped  Astronomical  Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education  are  invited  to  contribute 
to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used  most  advantageously  in  the  present  work  of 
instruction,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  highest  interests  of  the  Institution.

CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION, 

A  'collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological,  but  as  unavoidable 
circumstances  may  render  the  completion  of  a  collegiate  course  impossible, 
applicants  are  admitted  to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  following  preparatory  studies: 

1.  The   common   school  studies:    Arithmetic,    Geography,   Grammar.  U.  S. 

History,  Elocution. 
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2.  General  History,  Logic,  Rhetoric,  Psychology.* 

3.  Those  wishing  to  take  Greek  Exegesis  must  have  completed  the  Greek 
of  the  College  Preparatory  Course,  and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  idiom  of  the 
New  Testament  Greek. 

The  Institute  is  open  to  all  who  believe  themselves  called  of  God  to  the 
office  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life. 
Applicants  for  admission,  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Association, 
must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommendation  from  a  class,  approved 
by  a  quarterly  conference,  and  signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in 
charge.  Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satisfactory 
certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some  recognized  authority  of  their 
church.  None  of  the  above  credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  uncon- 
ditional claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are  requested  to 
notify  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  as  soon  as  possible. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION, 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study,  named  respectively  the 
Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma  Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and  makes  prominent 
tke  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  original  languages — Hebrew  and  Greek. 
The  satisfactory  completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D. 
— Baccalaureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two  years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  can 
not,  on  account  of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  course.  In 
Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these  courses  cover  substantially 
the  same  ground.  Students  satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled 
to  the  Diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the  above  courses,  may 
receive  instruction  in  such  studies  as  they  may  select,  provided  they  prove 
themselves  qualified  to  pursue  them  with  advantage.  The  choice  of  elective, 
studies  is  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

Instruction   is  imparted  in  both  the  English   and   the   German   languages.

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Courses  of  Stub^ 

This  Institution  comprises  the  following  departments:  Collegiate, 
Preparatory,  Academic,  German,  Commercial,  Music  and  Art,  each 
offering  appropriate  courses  of  study.  The  Collegiate  Department 
presents  to  the  student  the  choice  of  four  parallel  courses  of  study, 
each  requiring  four  years  for  its  completion,  and  named  respect- 
ively the  Classical  Course,  the  Philosophical  Course,  the  Scientific 
Course,  and  the  Course  in  Modern  Literature. 

Classical  Course.— This  course  gives  prominence  to  the  study 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages.  Three  years  of  preparatory 
work  in  Latin  and  two  in  Greek  are  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  Class.  The  study  of  these  languages  and  their  literature 
is  continued  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and  pro- 
vision is  made  for  their  further  pursuit  in  the  Junior  year. 

Philosophical  Course. —In  this  course  the  requirement  in 
Latin  or  Greek  is  substantially  the  same  as  in  the  Classical  Course. 
One  of  the  ancient  languages  is  omitted,  and  the  time  so  gained  is 
devoted  to  a  more  extensive  studyof  the  German  language. 

Scientific  Course.  — In  this  course  less  time  is  given  to  the 
study  of  languages,  while  several  branches  of  advanced  Mathe- 
matics, and  of  other  departments  of  study  are  introduced. 

Modern  Literature.— This  course  makes  prominent  the  study 
of  modern  languages.  In  Philosophy,  Physical  Science,  Political 
Science,  and  General  Literature,  these  courses  cover  substantially 
the  same  ground,  but  may  be  variously  modified  by  the  selection 
of  elective  studies. 

Special  Courses.  —  Persons  desiring  to  receive  instruction  in 
any  particular  department  of  the  college,  without  becoming  can- 
didates for  degrees,  may  be  admitted  as  special  students,  provided 
they  prove  themselves,  upon  examination,  qualified  to  pursue  with 
advantage  the  studies  of  those  departments.  In  no  case  will  a 
student  be  allowed  to  select  studies  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Faculty,  he  cannot  profitably  pursue.  The  provision  of  special 
courses  is  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of  such  students  as  cannot, 
on  account  of  adverse  circumstances,  pursue  any  of  the  regular 
courses,  but  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  the  broadest  culture 
possible  from  a  partial  course. 

Should  such  students  subsequently  desire  to  become  candidates 
for  degrees,  due  credit  will  be  given  for  work  accomplished  in 
previous  study. 

Required  and  Elective  Studies.  —  In  each  of  the  regular 
courses  all  the  studies  of  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  are 
prescribed,  except  that  students  of  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific 
Courses  have  the  option  between  Greek  and  Latin,  and  that  a  few 
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electives  are  introduced  in  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  Classical 
Course.  During  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  certain  studies  are 
prescribed  for  all  candidates  for  degrees,  while  others  are  made 
elective.  These  electives  embrace  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  and 
enable  the  student  to  select  his  work  with  special  reference  to  his 
chosen  vocation  in  life.  Substitutions  of  elective  for  prescribed 
studies  are  allowed  whenever  the  interests  of  the  student  seem  to 
justify  the  arrangement.  The  choice  of  elective  studies  is  in  all 
cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty.

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical,  Philosophical,  Scien- 
tific and  Literary  courses  of  the  College.  The  courses  of  study  pre- 
paratory to  the  Classical  and  Philosophical  courses  extend  through 
three  years;  those  for  the  Scientific  and  Literary  courses  through 
two  years. 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the  plan  of  study 
is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  manner  the  requirements  of 
such  students  as  may  not,  on  account  of  adverse  circumstances,  be 
able  to  take  a  regular  College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in  the  elementary  English 
branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue  successfully  some  one  of  the  regular 
courses  of  study.  Being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Col- 
lege Faculty,  classes  are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the 
Faculty.  The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction 
as  those  in  the  College  Department. 


Hcabemic  ^Department 

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers'  Course  is  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elementary  English 
Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public  schools  such  persons 
as  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to  preparation.  In  addition  to 
the  common  English  branches,  this  course  embraces  the  elements 
of  Physical  Science,  Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and 
Philosophy.  The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the 
branches  required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  for  successfully  discharging  the 
wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teacher's  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hygiene  constitute  part  of  the  course, 
and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are  discussed,  while 
the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate  and  inculcate  the  best 
methods  of  instruction. 

Latin  or  German  may  also  be  added  to  this  course.

MENTAL  AND  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Logic. — The  aim  of  this  stud}-  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  forms  of  deductive  and  inductive  reasoning.  Attention 
is  consequently  directed  chiefly  to  the  study  of  the  principles  of  cor- 
rect definitions,  analysis  and  synthesis  of  argument,  detection  of  fal- 
lacies and  estimation  of  evidence.  While  Logic  is  not  regarded  merely 
as  a  preparatory  philosophical  discipline,  care  is  taken  to  secure  the 
disciplinary  value  of  this  stud}'  for  abstract  thinking  and  advanced 
work. 

Jevons'  Hill's  Elements  of  Logic,  McCosh's  The  Laws  of  Discursive 
Thought,  and  Lotze's  Outlines  of  Logic  are  used  as  text-books  on 
this  subject. 

Psychology. — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear 
conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul  and  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life.  Careful  observation  of  the 
personal  intellectual  activity  is  constantly  encouraged,  and  the  con- 
scious operations  of  the  mind  become  a  test  and  criterion  in  many 
investigations.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  relation  of  mental 
phenomena  to  physiology,  and  of  the  senses  in  their  service  to  the 
mind.  The  most  important  philosophical  and  metaphysical  questions 
now  at  issue  among  speculators  receive  due  consideration  and  the 
results  of  recent  critical  discussions,  together  with  comments,  are 
interspersed  with  the  daily  recitations.  Physiological  Psychology  is 
offered  as  an  elective  extending  through  two  terms  of  the  Senior  year. 
McCosh's  Psychology,  Porter's  Elements  of  Intellectual  Science, 
James'  Psychology  and  Ladd's  Physiological  Psychology  are  used 
as  text-books  in  this  department. 

History  of  Philosophy.— The  study  of  this  subject  extends 
through  two  terms  of  the  Senior  year.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to 
secure  a  clear  and  comprehensive  idea  of  the  philosophical  systems  of 
ancient  and  modern  times,  and  to  develop  in  the  student  the  philo- 
sophical habit  and  taste  in  dealing  with  philosophical  problems. 
Constant  reference  is  made  to  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines? 
to  practical  life,  personal  and  social,  as  illustrated  in  history. 

Stuckenberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy,  Schwegler's 
History  of  Philosophy  and  McCosh's  Realistic  Philosophy  are  used 
as  text-books. 
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Moral  Philosophy. — The  study  of  Ethics  is  intimatety  connected 
with  the  instruction  in  Psycholog}'  and  Philosophy.  In  theoretical 
ethics,  attention  is  chiefly  directed  to  the  psychology  of  conscience 
and  the  investigations  concerning  the  ultimate  ground  of  moral 
obligation.  The  remainder  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  most 
important  distinctions  of  practical  ethics,  and  to  the  study  and 
discussion  of  ethical  problems. 

Robinson's  Principles  and  Practice  of  Morality,  and  Porter's 
Elements  of  Moral  Science  are  the  text-books  on  this  subject. 

^Esthetics.  -  The  study  of  this  subject  complements  the  study  of 
Ethics  and  Psychology,  and  includes  the  culture  of  both  a  perception 
of  the  beautiful,  as  it  exists,  and  also  an  ability  to  arrange  elements 
in   such   a  manner    as  to    produce    the    beautiful. 

In  the  study  of  the  nature  of  the  beautiful,  its  physiological  and 
psychological  basis  is  carefully  examined,  and  attention  is  con- 
stantly directed  to  its  elevating  and  refining  influence  upon  the 
noblest  types  of  mental  and  moral  culture. 

Day's  Science  of  ^Esthetics  and  Lotze's  Outline  of  ^Esthetics  are 
used  as  text-books. 

Christian  Evidences. — This  subject  is  pursued  during  two  terms 
of  the  Senior  year.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the 
fundamental  grounds  of  theistic  belief,  and  the  principal  anti-theistic 
theories  are  duly  noted.  The  object  is  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature  and  the 
dictates  of  reason,  and  as  having  consequently  the  highest  claims 
upon  human  acceptance. 

Text-books  used,  are  Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian 
Belief,  Row's  Manual  of  Christian  Evidences,  and  Butler's  Analogy 
of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion. 

The  instruction  on  the  subjects  of  this  department  is  not  confined 
to  the  use  of  the  text-book  ;  free  discussions  in  the  class-room  are 
constantly  encouraged,  and  frequent  lectures  are  introduced  to  explain 
and  supplement  the  outlines  furnished  by  the  text-book. 


POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related  to  the  study 
of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given  to  the  principles  of  social 
philosophy    and    constitutional    and    political  developments.      The 
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subjects  considered  are  so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis  for  an 
intelligent  investigation  of  the  economic  and  social  problems  of  to-day. 

Constitutional  Law.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  study  civil 
institutions,  both  in  their  theory  and  in  their  positive  form,  and  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and  principles 
which  underlie  the  civil  policy  of  the  American  State. 

Willson's  The  State,  Cooley's  Principles  of  Constitutional  Law  and 
Bryce's  American  Commonwealth  are  used  as  text-books. 

International  Law. — This  subject  is  studied  during  the  second 
term  of  the  Junior  year.  Its  aim  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent 
ontline  of  this  science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances 
which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized  law  of 
nations. 

Woolsey's  International  Law,  and  different  standard  works  of  refer- 
ence are  used  in  this  department. 

Political  Economy.— Political  economy  is  not  regarded  nor  treated 
as  an  isolated  science,  but  as  intimately  connected  with  that  of 
government,  and  bearing  directly  upon  the  welfare  and  interdependence 
of  States  as  well  as  individuals.  The  study  is  based  upon  a  text-book, 
but  is  supplemented  by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on  the 
more  important  topics  and  the  practical  applications  of  economic 
principles. 

F.  A.  Walker's  Political  Economy,  and  Andrew's  Institutes  of 
Economics  are  used  as  text-books  in  this  department. 

GERMAN  DEPARTMENT. 

The  two  courses  of  this  department  are  designed  to  meet  the  wants 
both  of  German,  and  English  students. 

The  (pure)  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and  writing 
in  German  and  English  as  preparatory  studies.  Arithmetic,  Geogra- 
phy, U.  S.  History  and  Physical  Geography  are  taught  in  English. 
These  with  English  grammar,  reading,  writing  and  spelling  give 
German  students  a  good  foundation  for  an  English  education.  The 
other  studies  of  the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  German  language  and  literature.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  grammar,  composition  and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures 
supplements  the  text-book  on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic, 
psychology,  evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with  special  instruc- 
tion in  elocution  and  oratory,  prepare  the  student  for  public  speaking 
which  is  the  aim  of  most  of  those  who  pursue  this  Course. 

The  English  German  Course,  affords  English  students  an  opportunity 
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to  acquire  a  thorough  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  German 
language.  To  secure  this  result,  the  so-called  grammatical  and 
natural  methods  are  judiciously  combined.  The  student  is  led 
naturally  but  systematically  to  acquire  a  sufficient  working  vocabulary, 
a  knowledge  of  the  grammatical  construction  and  idioms  of  the 
language,  and  of  the  best  German  literature,  by  translation,  sight- 
reading  and  lectures.  To  secure  the  highest  practical  results,  the 
German  language  is  made  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  medium  of  all 
instruction  ;  and  regular  exercises  in  conversation  and  composition 
are  required  throughout  the  entire  course. 

Students  completing  either  of  the  above  courses  receive  a  diploma- 
Those  entering  upon  a  regular  College  Course,  will  receive  credit  for 
some  of  the  above  studies. 

LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire  a  good  working 
vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms  and  constructions  ;  and  along 
with  this  to  teach  sentence-building,  correct  and  fluent  pronunciation 
correct  style  and  the  art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible  instrument  of 
thought,  in  questions  and  answers  on  the  text,  and  by  turning  small 
portions  of  Latin  into  English,  and  English  into  Latin. 

The  basis  of  this  work  is  Cseser's  "  Helvetian  War,"  and  the 
inductive  method  is  used  as  far  as  practicable. 

In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based  upon  selec- 
tions from  the  Authors  usually  read.  In  connection  with  the  reading 
of  Csesar  and  Cicero,  daily  exercises  in  Composition  based  on  the  text 
are  required  and  Sight  Reading  is  begun. 

Alone  with  Virgil,  prosody  is  studied  and  there  is  frequent  practice 
in  scanning. 

In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  Latin  ends  here,  but  in  both 
the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical  Courses,  one  year  more  is  required. 
Selections  are  made  from  the  best  Authors  of  the  Golden  and  the 
Silver  age— Livy,  Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued ;  and  written  translations  and  historical, 
critical  and  explanatory  papers  are  from  time  to  time  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  additional  years  of 
Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set  forth. 

GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four  years  and  are 
required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
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During  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflection,  with  the  use 
of  accents  and  the  ordinary  grammatical  constructions,  is  acquired. 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to  Greek  syntax 
and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study  : 

First  Year.  —  Goodwin's  Grammar,  Whiton's  Preparation  for 
Reading  Xenophon  and  Moss'  First  Greek  Reader. 

Second  Year. — Selections  from  the  Anabasis,  Hellenica  and  New 
Testament  ;  Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses  and  Jones'  Prose  Com- 
position. 

Third  Year. — Extracts  from  St.  Paul's  writings  and  Herodotus'; 
Homer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with  Metrical  reading. 

Fourth  Year.  —  Sophocles'  Oedipus  T}Trannus,  Demosthenes' 
Oration  on  the  Crown  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selections  from  other 
authors. 

An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  anj'  one  who  desires 
to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geography  and  Archaeology  as  related 
to  the  various  subjects  and  countries,  receive  proper  attention  ;  and 
throughout  the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contribute 
its  share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of  scholarship  in 
those  who  receive  instruction  in  it. 

RHETORIC  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one,  and  any 
deviation  from  the  line  of  stud}*  here  laid  down  will  be  in  harmony 
with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  literature  has 
become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses  is  as  necessary  to  the 
useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to  the  cultured.  It  is  the  fine  thought 
that  is  immortal,  and  it  takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully 
the  finest  thought  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear  perception 
of  the  beautiful  inventions  of  the  masters.  But  the  active  age  of 
mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought  is  yet  to  be  produced  to  answer  the 
demands  of  this  persuasive  era  ;  and  every  institution  that  would 
escape  the  future  censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this 
refining  and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  North- V/estern  College  to  place  its  students 
upon  a  plane  where  they  can  commune  with  great  and  noble  minds. 
It  aims  to  help  them  to  teach  letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books 
of  the  century  may  be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of 
the  past  ;  —so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical  joy. 
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Preliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a  year  is  spent 
under  a  very  competent  and  efficient  instructor.  This  is  followed  by 
Elements  of  Composition  from  which  the  Student  advances  to  Rhetoric 
proper.  The  elementary  text  books  are  Chittenden's,  and  Our  Lan- 
guage. Kellog's  Rhetoric  will  be  used  with  chapters  from  William's 
and  from  Genung's.  All  essays  are  carefully  criticised,  and  students 
are  invited  to  bring  their  compositions  for  face  to  face  criticism.  For 
aid  in  the  study  of  literature,  students  are  earnestly  recommended 
to  use  Meiklejohn's  English  language,  an  able  and  concise  work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical  productions 
until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  outline  the  styles  of  prominent 
authors. 

English  Philology  has  been  added  to  the  course,  in  which  students 
are  directed  to  apply  the  methods  of  philological  science  to  the  study 
of  English.  The  English  language  is  studied  in  its  historic  develop 
ment,  and  the  relations  between  English  and  cognate  languages  are 
carefully  pointed  out. 

For  convenience  the  following  order  of  exercises  has  been  arranged 
but  it  will  be  varied  by  frequent  description  :

During  this  year  and  the  following,  students  will  be  required  to 
revise  their  exercises. 

HISTORY. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  essential  facts  and  principles  of  history,  but  to  develop  in 
him  that  habit  of  mind  that  will  enable  him  to  discover  the  causal 
relations  of  events  and  to  determine  intelligently  the  conspiring 
factors  of  great  national  changes.  While  tracing  the  course  of  events, 
as  they  affect  the  political,  social  and  ethical  relations  of  society,  the 
attention  of  the  student  is  constantly  directed  to  a  correct  estimation 
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of  the  fundamental  conditions  of  national  progress,  which  history 
so  amply  illustrates. 

The  course  embraces  the  histories  of  the  leading  nations  of  ancient 
and  modern  times,  and  is  supplemented  by  the  stud}'  of  Constitutional 
History  and  the  History  of  Civilization.  Electives  offer  an  opportu- 
nity for  advance  work  in  this  department. 

The  method  of  instruction  employed  aims  to  encourage  students  to 
follow  out  independent  lines  of  investigation  and  to  go  as  far  as 
possible  to  original  sources  of  information. 

Text-books  :  Montgomery's  American  History,  Johnston's  History 
of  the  United  States,  Sheldon's  Studies  in  General  History,  Meyer's 
General  History,  Fiske's  Critical  Period  of  American  History  and 
Guizot's  Histor}'  of  Civilization. 


MATHEMATICS. 

The  value  of  a  study  depends  upon  the  mental  discipline  it  affords. 
The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to  discipline  and  invigorate  the 
mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of  clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning  and  advanced 
Arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is  aimed  to  have  the  student 
lay  a  broad  foundation  here  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  creditably  upon 
the  advanced  course  in  Mathematics.  Those  desiring  to  prepare  for 
teaching  have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arithmetic; 
Algebra  through  Qaudratics  and  plane  Geometry  are  taught  in  the 
last  }rear  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in  Geometry, 
including  regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry  with 
original  work  in  demonstration  of  theorems  and  solution  of  problems. 

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra  including  the  binomial 
theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms,  theory  of  equations,  and 
solution  of  higher  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  ill  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in  Spherical  Astron- 
omy. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic  Geometry, 
construction  of  equations,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  properties 
of  the  Conic  Sections  and  introduction  to  higher  plane  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Mathematics  is  elective.  The 
student  may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying,  Analytic  Geometry 
of  Space.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 
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PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Physics.— A  class  in  elementary  Physics  is  organized  in  the  Spring. 
This  is  especially  intended  for  students  preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a 
preparation  for  the  more  advanced  work.  The  advanced  work  on 
Physics  is  begun  in  the  Fall.  During  this  term  Mechanics  and  Acous- 
tics are  studied  and  during  the  Winter  Electricity,  Heat  and  Light' 
Avery's  Text-book  is  used.  In  addition  to  the  Text-book,  hints  and 
lectures  are  given  on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Laboratory 
work  per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry. — About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic  chemistry  and 
half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's  Complete  Chemistry  is 
used  as  a  Text-book.  Each  student  is  expected  to  spend  at  least 
three  hours  per  week  in  the  chemical  laboratory. 

Geology.— Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many  other  sciences 
for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately  placed  in  the  last  term  of 
the  Junior  year.  The  Text-book  used  is  Le  Conte's  Compend  ;  and 
Le  Conte's  Elements  and  Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  addi- 
tional reading.  Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible;  our  locality 
affording  special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  deposits.  Mineral- 
ogy is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology  one  hour  a  week.  Talks 
are  given  on  Composition  of  Minerals,  Crystalliography  etc.,  etc.,  and 
about  fifty  minerals  are  studied  and  determined  by  their  external 
characteristics. 

Astronomy.— The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  mathematical  and  descriptive  astronomy.  The 
instruction  is  based  upon  the  use  of  a  text-book,  and  observation  is 
encouraged  as  far  as  possible.  The  most  recent  additions  to  our 
knowledge  of  the  heavens  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students 
and  duly  considered  in  the  recitation  and  lecture  room. 

One  term  of  General  Astronomy  is  required  of  all  candidates  for 
degrees  ;  in  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific  courses  provision  is  made 
for  an  additional  term.  Young's  General  Astronomy  is  used  as  text- 
book. 

BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCE. 

Physiology.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  various  organs  of  the  body 
in  their  normal  condition.  Enough  anatomy  is  given  to  render  the 
physiological  discussions  intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene  to  guide 
to  an  intelligent  care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illustrating  the 
subject  accompany  the  study.     Martin's  Human  Body  is  the  text-book. 

Zoology.— The  study  of  animal  life  is  as  much   as  possible  from 
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specimens.     Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed  in  the  practical  work 
and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in  the  recitation.     Students  are  encour- 
aged to  observe  the  habits  of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  local 
it}'.     The  Museum  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students  in  this  branch 
of  science. 

Botany — The  stud}*  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as  far  as  possible 
by  specimens,  especial  attention  being  given  to  microscopic  structure. 
As  soon  as  the  season  allows  in  the  Spring,  the  class-room  exercises 
are  supplemented  b}T  field  and  laboratory  work,  much  time  being  given 
to  the  analysis  and  description  of  plants  and  the.  study  of  structural 
botan}\     Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text-book. 

ELOCUTION. 

The  study  of  this  subject  is  required  of  all  regular  students,  and 
instruction  is  imparted  without  extra  charge.  The  aim  of  this  depart- 
ment is  to  aid  students  to  become  eas}-,  natural  and  effective  readers 
and  speakers.  The  fundamental  principles  of  good  elocution  are 
elucidated  and  embodied  in  the  student's  practice.  Elocutionarj- 
training  is  closely  related  to  general  culture,  and  adds  very  materially 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  student.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the 
course  much  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  essential  elements 
of  vocal  expression,  analysis  of  English  sounds,  quality  of  tones, 
force,  pitch  and  movement,  while  in  the  more  advanced  Mrork  the 
subject  of  gestures  receives  attention  in  connection  with  the  study 
of  inflection,  emphasis,  climax  and  pauses. 

Russel's  Vocal  Culture  and  Bacon's  Manual  of  Gestures  are  used 
as  text-books,  and  frequent  lectures  on  extempore  speech  and  the 
source  of  power  in  oratory  are  introduced. 

Classes  meet  once  a  week. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial 
transactions,  with  a  thorough  drill  in  Orthography,  Penmanship  and 
Arithmetic. 

The  course  embraces  the  theory  of  accounts  by  Single  and  Double 
Entry.  The  student  first  enters  the  elementary  or  theoretical  course, 
where  he  becomes  familiar  with  Da}~-book  and  Journal  entries,  open- 
ing and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances,  Financial  State- 
ments, etc.  ;   with   all   forms  of  Inventories,    Bills,    Discounts   and 
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Premiums,  with  the  books  and  forms  as  used  in  Wholesaling,  Retail- 
ing, Commission,  Shipping,  Partnership,  Banking,  Railroading,  Manu- 
facturing, Farming,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Com- 
mercial Correspondence,  English  Grammar,  Spelling,  and  Letter 
Writing. 

After  completing  this  course  the  student  enters  the 

ACTUAL  BUSINESS  PRACTICE. 

Here  business  is  transacted  on  the  Actual  Business  Plan,  which 
brings  into  practice  the  theories  and  principles  daily  taught  in  the 
class-room. 

The  papers  and  books  of  this  department  are  carefully  inspected 
by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  all  errors  are  marked  and  forms  o 
corrections  suggested.  The  student  in  each  and  every  case  is  required 
to  make  the  corrections  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and  manuscript  in 
which  errors,  blots,  or  erasures  occur. 

The  Business  Rooms  are  elegantly  fitted  up  with  different  offices, 
and  the  student  passes  from  one  office  to  another,  remaining  long 
enough  in  each   to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with   its  actual 

work. 

SPECIAL  DRILL  EXERCISES. 

Special  daily  drill  exercises  in  writing  Letters,  Notes,  Drafts,  Checks, 
Receipts,  Orders,  Contracts,  Deeds,  Mortgages,  Leases,  etc.,  continue 
during  the  entire  course.  The  student  becomes  thoroughly  proficient 
in  writing  and  transferring  all  forms  of  negotiable  paper,  learns  how 
to  endorse  all  forms  of  notes  and  bills  ;  how  to  examine  titles,  etc. 

PENMANSHIP. 

Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed  every  term.  Students  have  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the 
art  as  well  as  the  correct  movement  and  facility  and  beauty  of  execu- 
tion. The  members  of  each  class  receive  weekly  drills  in  writing 
Letters,  Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders,  Checks,  etc. 

The  whole  work  of  the  course  is  made  so  practical  that  it  will 
prove  to  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  all  'young  men  and  women, 
whatever  their  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  satisfactorily  pass  the  examination  at  the  close  of 
the  six  months'  course,  are  entitled  to  a  diploma.  A  course  of  nine 
months,  however,  is  offered  to  those  who  desire  special  and  advanced 

studies. 
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A  good  library,  literary  societies,  lectures,  instructive  entertain- 
ments, and  graduating  exercises  make  the  work  of  the  department 
thoroughly  interesting  as  well  as  instructive.

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In  this  department  excellent  advantages  are  offered  for  gaining  a 
thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers  have  had  many  years'  experience,  and  have  been 
at  much  pains  and  expense  to  become  acquainted  with  the  best  sys- 
tems of  teaching.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  young  teachers 
and  those  desirous  of  becoming  teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz  :  Piano-forte,  Organ,  Voice 
Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and  Advanced,)  and  Theory 
of  Music,  including  Thorough-Bass,  Harmony,  and  Form. 

The  Course   of  instruction  in  Piano-Forte  playing  is  arranged  as 

follows  : 

1.  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  various  kinds  of  touch, 
finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios  in  moderate  tempo  and  in  various 
rhythmical  forms  with  accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  vVm.  Mason's  System  of 
Piano-Forte  Technics ;  selections  from  the  following  works :  Kunz,  200  canons, 
Koehler  op.  151,  Doering  op.  8,  Krause  op.  2,  Heller  op.  47  ;  together  with 
pieces  of  suitable  grade  in  both  classical  and  popular  style. 

2.  Middle.  More  advanced  technics,  canon  and  velocity  forms,  Studies  in 
Phrasing,  Heller,  op.  46  and  45,  Loeschhorn,  op.  66,  Bach,  Two  and  Three- 
Voiced  Inventions,  Jensen,  op.  32. 

Compositions  by  Schumann,  Mendelssohn,  Merkel,  Grieg,  Wollenhaupt, 
Mason  and  others. 

3.  Advanced.     High  Technics;  scales  in  double  thirds  and  sixths,  octave 

studies. 

Selections  from  Cramer's,  Moscheles  and  Chopin's  Etudes,  and  from  the 
compositions  of  Bach,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  Mendelssohn,  Weber,  Chopin,  Liszt, 
as  well  as  from  representative  American  and  European  composers  of  the 
present  day. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the  above  course  will 
depend  upon  the  pupil's  talent  and  amount  of  practice. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily  complete  the 
Course  in  Piano  and  Theory  of  Music. 

No  student  of  the  College  is  expected  to  take  lessons  in  music 
except  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  of  music.

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough  training  in 
the  principles  of  Art,  fitting  students  for  teaching,  or  the  further 
pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  culture  or  an  artistic  career. 
The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  foundation  for  seeing  and  ob- 
serving nature,  and  to  develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to 
enable  the  pupil  to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment 
in  practical  life.  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having 
other  studies  in  the  College  as  well  as  those  able  to  devote  all  their 
time  to  the  work. 

Students  will  be  advanced  as  they  progress  individually,  not 
being  confined  to  any  branch  for  a  specified  length  of  time.  '  The 
instruction  of  this  department  is  based  upon  the  method  employed 
in  the  best  Art  Schools. 

The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  charcoal,  crayon 
and  pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still  life,  the  antique  and 
the  living  model,  and  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors.

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LOCATION,  BUILDING  AND  CAMPUS. 

North- Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Evangelical 
Association,  is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois,  twenty-eight  miles  from 
Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thousand,  and  is 
classed  with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago.  It  is  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best 
equipped  and  most  popular  railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central 
location,  in  the  very  heart  of  the  country,  and  its  proximity  to  the 
great  metropolis  of  the  West,  make  the  College  easily  accessible  from 
all  points.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and  healthful  site  cannot  be 
found  in  the  entire  North-west.  It  is  near  enough  to  the  city  of 
Chicago  to  secure  many  of  the  advantages  without  incurring  the 
moral  dangers  of  city  life. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious  stone  edifice, 
conveniently  arranged  and  suitably  furnished  for  its  intended  pur- 
poses.    It  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

Its  site  affords  a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent  country 
surrounding  the  location.  The  campus  is  spacious  and  beautifully 
ornamented  with  a  fine  variety  of  trees,  making  the  surroundings  of 
the  College  cheerful  and  attractive. 

DESIGN  AND  CHARACTER  OF   THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the  liberal  educa- 
tion of  the  young  men  and  women  who  may  be  entrusted  to  its  care 
and  instruction,  and  thus  to  aid  them  in  securing  the  best  preparation 
for  the  different  spheres  and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal ;  its  ideals  are  high,  and 
its  work  is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decidedly  Christian 
in  theory  and  practice,  and  to  apply  Christian  principles  and  methods 
in  all  its  departments.  As  the  best  results  of  educational  effort  are 
conditioned  upon  the  symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  this 
Institution  ever  recognizes  the  development  of  moral  character  as  an 
essential  part  of  its  work.  While  endeavoring  to  inspire  and  en- 
courage a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the  Faculty  desires  and  aims 
to  foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit  which  shall  permeate  and 
crown  the  entire  Institution. 
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METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  Institution  to  keep  its  standard  fully  up  to 
that  of  the  best  western  colleges,  and  its  methods  of  instruction  in 
harmony  with  the  most  enlightened  views  of  education.  These 
methods  will  naturally  vary  with  the  subject  and  proficiency  of  the 
student ;  but  the  aim  is  the  same  in  every  department  of  the  College, 
—mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  independent  and 
original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon  an  intelligent  use 
of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the  daily  work.  Lectures  are 
frequently  introduced  to  elucidate  and  illustrate  the  various  subjects 
of  investigation.  Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the 
student  accompany  both  methods. 

The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  departments  in 
which  it  is  practicable. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of  study  has 
been  completed,  examinations  are  held,  either  oral  or  written,  as  the 
Faculty  may  deem  most  suitable.  No  standing  in  scholarship  will  be 
given  except  as  the  result  of  such  examination  or  its  equivalent.  If 
a  student  fails  to  obtain  a  grade  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study, 
he  will  be  required  to  pursue  the  study  again,  or  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  therein. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accommodation  of  such  as  may  design 
to  enter  any  of  the  departments  are  held  on  the  day  before  the  open- 
ing of  each  term. 

STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the  scholarship 
and  deportment  of  each  student. 

The  record  of  deportment  is  read  publicly  at  the  close  of  each 
term.  Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of  a  student 
will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  whenever  it  may  be  requested  or 
when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  students  who  com- 
plete satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course  ;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Phil- 
osophy on  those  completing  the  Philosophical  Course;  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  on  those  who  complete  the  Scientific  Course ;  and 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Literature  on  those  who  complete  the  Course  in 
Modern  Literature. 
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The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy,  Master  of 
Science,  or°  Master  of  Literature,  will  be  conferred  on  corresponding 
Bachelors  of  two  years  standing  or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good 
character,  and  who  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a 
professional  or  advanced  liberal  course  of  study.  Such  evidence  may 
be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Law  School,  or  Medical  College  ;  or  by  passing  an 
examination  on  a  course  of  liberal  and  non-professional  study  pursued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty  ;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not 
less  than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study,  and  em- 
bodying results  of  careful  investigation.  Candidates  for  degrees 
should°apply  to  the  President  at  least  one  month  before  Commence- 
ment. The^  fee  in  each  case,  including  the  diploma,  is  five  dollars, 
payable  in  advance. 

GOVERNMENT. 
The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm.  The  Faculty 
aims  to  exercise  a  parental  and  moral  supervision  over  the  conduct 
and  character  of  the  students.  Such  relations  between  students  and 
teachers  are  cultivated  as  will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence. 
The  work  of  the  Faculty  is  to  instruct,  rather  than  to  administer 

discipline. 

Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies,  who  will  respect 
themselves  and  the  authority  of  the  College.  A  high  sense  of  honor 
and  truthfulness  is  inculcated  and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of  rules  is  given 
for  the  intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 

I.  THINGS  REQUIRED. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  proper  deportment,  a  decorous 
intercourse  among  themselves,  a  respectful  treatment  of  their  officers, 
a  faithful  observance  of  the  appointed  hours  for  study,  and  a  punctual 
attendance  upon  all  prescribed  exercises  of  the  College. 
II.  PROHIBITED. 

All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  College  Building  ; 
absence  from  recitations  and  other  enjoined  exercises  without  pre- 
vious permission;  communication  during  recitations,  chapel  or 
other  exercises  of  the  College;  social  visiting  during  study  hours; 
injury  to  College  property;  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use 
of  tobacco  ;  all  offensive  and  profane  language  or  indecent  behavior  ; 
playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  chance;  visiting 
saloons;    interchange  of  visits  between   the  sexes   in  their  private 
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rooms,  except  by  special  permission  ;  attending  parties  or  mixed 
assemblages  without  special  permission  ;  desecration  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  everything  in  the  deportment  of  students  inconsistent  with  the 
utmost  propriety  of  conduct  and  their  highest  mental  and  moral 
development. 

For  the  violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  College,  students 
will  be  liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public  reproof,  suspension,  or  dis 
mission. 

LEAVE  OR  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  to  remain  until  its  close.  No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent 
from  College  without  special  permission  of  the  Faculty.  The  time 
appropriated  to  vacations  and  holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  of  rest  and  relaxation  from  study. 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or  any  other 
period  of  the  term  can  only  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  stand- 
ing and  proficiency  of  the  student,  the  Faculty  earnestly  requests, 
that  parents  or  guardians  will  in  no  way  encourage  or  even  sanction 
such  absence  without  most  urgent  reasons.  Any  student  leaving 
without  permission  before  the  close  of  the  term,  cannot  re-enter  until 
he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Devotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing 
and  prayer,  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  at  which  students 
are  required  to  be  present. 

Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship  and  Sunday- 
school  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  the  churches  in  the  city.  Students 
are  allowed  to  attend  such  places  of  worship  as  they,  or  their  parents 
or  guardians  may  select ;  but  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some 
one  church,  regularly,  unless  specially  excused. 

Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week,  which  students 
are  invited  to  attend.  These  facilities  afford  ample  opportunity  for 
Christian  growth  and  work. 

LECTURES. 

The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  during  each  Win- 
ter season.  Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures  are  provided  by  the 
Scientific  and  Christian  Associations,  and  frequent  lectures  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  are  introduced  throughout  the  year.  Among  the 
more  prominent  lecturers  engaged  by  the  College  during  the  past 
year  were  Rev.  Charles  H.  Caton,  of  Chicago,  Major  Dane,  of  Boston, 
and  Jahn  DeWitt  Miller,  of  Chicago. 
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These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear  the  best  speakers 

in  the  land. 

LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is  steadily  increasing 
The  additions  are  made  with  reference  to  the  literar}r  and  scientific 
studies  in  the  several  courses.  It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the 
Library  shall  largely  supplement  the  class-room  instructions.  Sys- 
tematic collateral  reading  is  encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
departments.  The  books  are  arranged  on  open  shelves,  accessible  to 
all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost  freedom  of  reference  and  use 
without  extra  cost.  The  arrangement  of  books  is  by  subjects,  accord- 
ing to  the  "Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classification,"  so  that  a  book 
on  any  subject  can  readily  be  found. 

READING  ROOM. 

A  Reading  Room  connected  with  the  Library  is  provided  with  a 
large  number  of  periodicals,  secular  and  religious,  as  well  as  a  good 
collection  of  the  leading  magazines  of  the  da}'.

"The    North-Western    College    Chronicle"    is   published   monthly 
during  the  academic  year. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the  work  and 
condition  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ  of  the  students,  and 
contains  original  articles  by  members  of  the  school  and  others,  per- 
sonal notices  of  past  and  present  members  of  the  College,  proceed- 
ings of  the  Literary  and  Scientific  societies,  and  Christian  associations 
and  such  other  matter  pertaining  to.  college  life  as  will  prove  of 
interest  to  all  friends  of  higher  education.  Subscription,  seventy-five 
cents  per  annum. 
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Catalogues  and  Circulars  are  published  annuall}',  and  are  supplied 
gratis  upon  application. 

LABORATORY. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and 
reagents  necessary  for  the  performance  of  experiments.  Students  are 
not  charged  extra  for  the  use  of  apparatus  and  chemicals.  In  the 
Physical  Laboratory  there  has  recently  been  added  some  very  fine 
apparatus,  and  more  will  be  added  during  the  year.  The  facilities  for 
experimental  or  practical  Physics  are  good. 

MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of  the  upper  floor 
of  the  main  College  building.  The  collection  comprises  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  native  birds,  smaller  mammals  etc.;  a  number  of  the  smaller 
reptiles  and  batrachea  in  alcohol,  and  a  small  but  good  collection  of 
marine  invertebrates  donated  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The 
collection  of  minerals  is  good  and  represents  many  of  the  American 
localities.  The  fossils  are  chiefly  from  rocks  of  the  Palaeozoic  era. 
The  fossil  plants  from  the  Carboniferous  are  especially  fine. 

Students  have  access  to  the  Museum  at  all  times. 

LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies  connected  with  the 
College,  viz.:  the  Cliosophic,  the  Philologian,  the  Laconian  and  the 
Philorhetorian  (German).  These  Societies  have  good,  well-furnished 
halls,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for  practice  in  public  speak- 
ing, debate  and  other  literary  exercises. 

The  Senate  of  North-  Western  College,  organized  in  1886,  has  for  its 
object  the  consideration  and  discussion  of  themes  relating  to  political 
science,  and  the  promotion  of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our 
Federal  Institutions  and  the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds 
weekly  meetings,  and  presents  opportunities  for  practice  in  extempore 
speaking,  debate  and  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate  individual  workers, 
and  to  enable  members  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  and  advancement 
of  science.  It  holds  regular  meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers 
are  read,  embodying  results  of  careful  study  and  original  research. 
Occasional  lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects  are  delivered  by 
resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently  lecturers  from 
abroad  are  invited. 
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These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under  the  general 
npervision  of  the  Faculty.  No  public  entertainment  shall  be  given 
by  any  society  without  permission  from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the 
exercises  intended  for  such  entertainments  must  be  submitted  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Faculty  before  their  public  delivery. 
CHRISTIAN   ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1873,  is 
the  second  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  Its  objects  as 
set  forth  in  the  constitution  is  to  promote  growth  in  grace  and 
Christian  fellowship  among  its  members,  and  aggressive  Christian 
work  among  all  students.  It  holds  five  meetings  weekly,  and  with  its 
Devotional^  Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room,  and  Finance  Com- 
mittees, is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian  wor£. 

The  Young  Woman's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1875 
also  the  second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  organization  in  the  State 
has  for  its  aim  and  object  Christian  work  among  the  lady  students. 
Its  organization  is  similar  to  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  doing  much  good  in  developing  and  organ- 
izing the  Christian  activity  of  the  students,  and  in  exerting  a  wholesome 
influence  upon  the  religious  life  of  the  Institution. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Room  with  a  number 
of  standard  periodicals  and  leading  magazines  of  the  day ;  and 
lectures  by  noted  speakers,  are  given  from  time  to  time,  under  the 
auspices  of  these  Organizations. 

An  Annual  Address  is  delivered  before  the  Associations  by  an 
invited  speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Commencement  week. 

LADIES'  ROOMS. 

The  new  building,  71  feet  long,  41  feet  wide,  four  stories  high, 
erected  during  the  past  year,  provides,  among  other  accommodations, 
a  limited  number  of  fine  rooms  for  lady  students.  These  rooms  are 
furnished  with  steam  heat  and  electric  lights.  Each  one  will  accom- 
modate two  occupants  and  is  provided  with  inside  blinds,  ample 
closet  and  bureau-room  and  new  furniture,  viz:  carpet,  bedstead 
with  springs  and  mattress,  wash  stand  and  toilet  set,  table  and  chairs. 

The  rent  for  these  rooms  ranges  according  to  location,  from  $4.00 
to  $6.00  per  term  for  each  student.  The  cost  of  steam  and  electric 
light  for  the  Winter  term  is  $5.00,  and  for  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms 
$2.50  each,  for  each  student. 

LAUNDRY  ACCOMMODATIONS 
will  be  furnished  in  the  same  building  at  moderate  rates. 
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BOARDING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  building  also  provides  fine,  commodious  rooms  for  a 
boarding  department,  where  ladies  who  room  in  the  building,  and 
other  students  also  who  so  desire,  can  get  good  board  at  "  club-rates." 
In  short.  North -Western  College  now  offers  to  lady  students,  good- 
sized,  steam -heated,  electric-lighted,  well  ventilated,  well  furnished 
and  in  all  respects  desirable  rooms  ;  also  boarding  accommodations 
and  laundry  privileges  ;  —  all  within  the  same  building  ;  all  under  the 
supervision  of  the  College  Faculty  ;  and  all  at  a  cost  as  low  or  lower 
than  like  accommodations  can  be  gotten  for  outside  of  the  Colleg 
Buildings. 

BOARD. 
The  College  does  not  oblige  students  to  adopt  any  particular  plan 
of  boarding.     It    now   provides    a    boarding   department,    as    stated 
above,  where  students  can  get  good  board  at  u  club-rates." 

A  large  proportion  of  our  students  adopt  the  "  club  "  plan,  appoint- 
ing their  own  officers,  through  them  regulating  their  bill  of  fare, 
buying  provisions  hiring  cooks,  and  maintaining  order.  The  average 
cost  of  board,  for  each  student,  by  this  plan,  has  proved  to  be  about 
$1.85  per  week. 

Another  method  adopted  by  some  of  our  students  is,  to  take  table 
board  in  private  families  at  prices  ranging  from  $2.00  to  $2.50 
per  week.  Students  who  take  their  meals  in  clubs,  or  as  table 
boarders  in  private  families,  rent  their  own  rooms  separately. 

The  price  for  board  in  private  families  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50 
per  week.  This  includes  room  and  board,  a  complete  home  excepting 
washing  and  fuel. 

Rooms. 
Students  may  rent  rooms  of  private  families  either  furnished  or 
unfurnished.     Usually  two,  but  sometimes  three  or  four  go  together 
and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  a  set  of  rooms.     The  prices  for  single 
furnished  rooms  range  from  40  cents  to  50  cents  per  week  for  each 
student.     Unfurnished  rooms  cost  correspondingly  less.     By  bringing 
some  articles  of  bedding,  towels,  lamps,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat 
reduce  their  expenses.     But  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent 
rooms    at   any   place  without  the  approval   of  the   Faculty  ;  nor  to 
change  place  of  boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the  term  without 
their    consent.      Families    who    let    rooms,  or   board    students,   are 
expected  to  be  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  the  College  rules. 
Washing  and  Fuel. 
The  price  for  washing  is  about  60  cents  per  dozen.     The  cost  for 
fuel  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $7.00  per  year.

The  charge  for  one  study  is  one-half  the  tuition  and  incidental  fees  ; 
or  mo  re  than  one  study  full  rates  are  charged. 

Scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  instruction  in  any  of  the  above 
named  branches.  Orders  on  Scholarships  will  be  honored  only  if  they 
contain  the  name  of  the  bearer  and  the  proper  signature  of  the 
Scholarship-holder,  and  are  presented  on  entering  College. 

A  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  charged  for  examination  in  any  Collegiate 
study  not  regularly  taken  in  class. 

All  College  bills  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted 
sickness.  The  Treasurer's  receipt  for  tuition  and  incidentals  is 
necessary  to  secure  admission  to  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals  to  any  student 
of  any  Department,  who,  on  account  of  improper  conduct  or  violation 
of  the  Rules  of  the  College,  shall  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled. 

SELF   HELP. 

Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities  for  work  where- 
by to  pay  expenses  while  at  school.  Such  opportunities  are  not 
plentiful.  Yet  there  are  generally  a  few  students  who  "earn  their 
way",  in  part  at  least.  Others  succeed  in  earning  considerable  during 
the  Summer  vacation.  Some,  after  obtaining  a  teacher's  certificate, 
teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their  college  course.  This,  though 
necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete  a  course,  gives  the 
student  much  practical  and  valuable  experience,  and  is,  therefore,  by 
no  means  lost  time. 

GROWTH  AND  NEEDS. 

The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  en- 
couraging."5 All  the  departments  of  instruction  are  now  fully  organ- 
ized and  well  equipped  for  efficient  work. 

Strong  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase  the  endow- 
ment and  to  develop  all  the  resources  of  the  Institution.     It  is  the 
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united  purpose  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep 
pace  with  the  progress  and  educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may  be  mentioned  : 
The  endowment  of  several  additional  Professorships ;  the  founding 
of  perpetual  scholarships  ;  the  enlarging  of  the  Library  j  and  in- 
creasing the  facilities  of  the  Physical  Laboratory.  To  these  may  be 
added  as  further  needs  :  An  appropriate  fire-proof  Library  building ; 
a  regular  Gymnasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well  equipped  Astronomical 
Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education  are  invited  to 
contribute  to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used  most  advantageously  in  the  present 
work  of  instruction,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  highest  interests 
of  the  Institution. 

INFORMATION". 

New  students  should  plan  to  arrive  a  day  or  two  in  advance  of  the 
opening  of  the  term,  in  order  to  secure  rooms  and  effect  all  their 
preparatory  arrangements.  Upon  arriving  in  the  city,  they  should 
repair  to  the  Treasurer's  office  in  the  College  building,  where  they 
may  find  necessary  information  in  regard  to  available  rooms  and 
places  for  boarding,  and  such  other  counsel  and  direction  as  may  be 
helpful  to  them.  It  is  generally  better  to  defer  making  definite 
arrangements  for  room  and  board  until  the  student  can  personally 
inspect  and  then  select  according  to  his  own  taste,  or  the  requirements 
of  his  circumstances. 

By  calling  upon  the  President  advice  may  be  obtained  in  reference 
to  the  mode  and  conditions  of  entering  the  College  and  other  matters 
of  personal  interest  pertaining  to  College  life.

College,  but  is  organized  and  maintained  as  a  separate  and  distinct 
institution.  Its  location  is  convenient  and  pleasant,  and  its  rela- 
tion to  the  College  secures  to  the  students  many  and  important 
advantages.  All  the  privileges  of  Library,  Reading-Room,  Lecture 
Courses  Literary  Societies,  and  Christian  Associations  are  open  to 
the  students  of  the  Institute,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for 
intellectual  development  and  spiritual  growth.  Many  students 
have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
school,  and  are  now  laboring  successfully  as  preachers  and  pastors, 
religious  editors,  and  foreign  missionaries  in  various  parts  of  the 
Church  Under  able  supervision  and  with  competent  instructors, 
the  Institute  recommends  itself  to  all  candidates  for  the  Christian 
ministry,  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  thorough  preparation  for 
their  calling. 


CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

A  collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological,  but  as  unavoidable 
circumstances  may  render  the  completion  of  a  collegiate  course  impossible, 
applicants  are  admitted  to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  the  following  preparatory  studies  : 

1.  The  common  school  studies:  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  U.S. 
History,  Elocution. 

2.  General  History,  Logic,  Rhetoric,  Psychology. 

3  Those  wishing  to  take  Greek  Exegesis  must  have  completed  the  Greek 
of  the  College  Preparatory  Course,  and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  idiom  of  the 
New  Testament  Greek. 

The  Institute  is  open  to  all  who  believe  themselves  called  of  God  to  the 
office  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life. 
Applicants  for  admission,  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Assoc.ation 
must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommendation  from  a  class,  approved 
by  a  quarterly  conference,  and  signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in 
charge  Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satisfactory 
certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some  recognized  authority  of  their 
church  None  of  the  above  credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  uncon- 
ditional claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are  requested  to 
notify  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  as  soon  as  possible. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study,  named  respectively  the 
Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma  Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and  makes  prominent  the 
study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  original  languages-Hebrew  and  Greek  The 
satisfactory  completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D  -Bacca- 
laureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two  years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  can 
not,  on  account  of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  course  In 
Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these  courses  cover  substantially 
the  same  ground  Students  satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled 
to  the  diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the  above  courses  may 
recede  instruction  in  such  studies  as  they  may  select,  provided  they  prove 
themselves  qualified  to  pursue  them  with  advantage.  The  choice  of  elective 
stud.es  is  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty 

Instruction  is  imparted  in  both  the  English  and  the  German  languages

ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS. 

Entrance  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  Spring  term 
and  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  college  year.  Appli- 
cants may  be  examined  and  admitted  at  other  times,  but  are 
advised  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  examined  in  the  studies 
previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  propose  to  enter. 

Applicants  from  other  institutions  must  present  certificates  of 
honorable  dismission,  and  may,  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory 
proof  of  preparation  for  the  class  which  they  wish  to  enter,  be 
admitted  without  examination.  Such  proof  should  consist  in  cer- 
tificates, stating  explicitly,  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  work 
there  accomplished. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  be  at  least  15  years  of  age,  and 
must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

Ladies  are  admitted  to  equal  privileges  with  gentlemen  in  this

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical,  Philosophical,  Scien- 
tific and  Literary  courses  of  the  College.  The  courses  of  study  pre- 
paratory to  the  Classical  «nd  Philosophical  courses  extend  through 
three  years;  those  for  the  Scientific  and  Literary  courses  through 

two  years.  ,    , 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the  plan  of  study 
is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  manner  the  requirements  of 
such  students  as  may  not,  on  account  of  adverse  circumstances,  be 
able  to  take  a  regular  College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in  the  elementary  English 
branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue  successfully  some  one  of  the  regular 
courses  of  study.  Being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Col- 
lege Faculty,  classes  are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the 
Faculty.  The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction 
as  those  in  the  College  Department, 

Hcaoemic  department. 

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers'  Course  is  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elementary  English 
Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public  schools  such  persons 
a,  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to  preparation.  In  addition  to 
the  common  English  branches,  this  course  embraces  the  elements 
of  Physical  Science,  Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and 
Philosophy.  The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the 
branches  required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  for  successfully  discharging  the 
wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teacher's  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hygiene  constitute  part  of  the  course, 
and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are  discussed,  while 
the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate  and  inculcate  the  best 
methods  of  instruction .

German 
and  English  reading  and  spelling  are  required  as  preparatory  studies  for 
the  German  Course.  Numerals  in  the  above  outline  of  studies  refer  to  the 
number  of  recitations  per  week. 
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MENTAL  AND  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Logic.— -The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  forms  of  deductive  and  inductive  reasoning.  Attention 
is  consequently  directed  chiefly  to  the  study  of  the  principles  of  cor- 
rect definitions,  analysis  and  synthesis  of  argument,  detection  of 
fallacies  and  estimation  of  evidence.  While  Logic  is  not  regarded 
merely  as  a  preparatory  philosophical  discipline,  care  is  taken  to 
secure  the  disciplinary  value  of  this  study  for  abstract  thinking  and 
advanced  work. 

Jevons'  Hill's  Elements  of  Logic,  McCosh's  The  Laws  of  Discursive 
Thought,  and  Lotze's  Outlines  of  Logic  are  used  as  text-books  on 
this  subject. 

Psychology.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
clear  conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul  and  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life.  Careful  observation  of 
the  personal  intellectual  activity  is  constantly  encouraged,  and  the 
conscious  operations  of  the  mind  become  a  test  and  criterion  in  many 
investigations.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  relation  of  mental 
phenomena  to  physiology,  and  of  the  senses  in  their  service  to  the 
mind.  The  most  important  philosophical  and  metaphysical  questions 
now  at  issue  among  speculators  receive  due  consideration  and  the 
results  of  recent  critical  discussions,  together  with  comments,  are 
interspersed  with  the  daily  recitations.  Physiological  Psychology  is 
offered  as  an  elective  extending  through  two  terms  of  the  Senior  year. 
McCosh's  Psychology,  Porter's  Elements  of  Intellectual  Science, 
James'  Psychology  and  Ladd's  Physiological  Psychology  are  used  as 
text  books  in  this  department. 

History  or  Philosophy. —  The  study  of  this  subject  extends 
through  two  terms  of  the  Senior  year.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to 
secure  a  clear  and  comprehensive  idea  of  the  philosophical  systems  of 
ancient  and  modern  times^and  to  develop  in  the  student  the  philo- 
sophical habit  and  taste  in  dealing  with  philosophical  problems. 
Constant  reference  is  made  to  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines 
to  practical  life,  personal  and  social,  as  illustrated  in  history. 

Stuckenberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy,  Schwegler's 
History  of  Philosophy  and  McCosh's  Realistic  Philosophy  are  used 
as  text-books. 
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Moral  Philosophy.— The  study  of  Ethics  is  intimately  connected 
with  the  instruction  in  Ps3'chology  and  Philosophy.  In  theoretical 
ethics,  attention  is  chiefly  directed  to  the  psychology  of  conscience 
and  the  investigations  concerning  the  ultimate  ground  of  moral 
obligation.  The  remainder  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  most 
important  distinctions  of  practical  ethics,  and  to  the  study  and 
discussion  of  ethical  problems. 

Robinson's  Principles  and  Practice  of  Morality,  and  Porter's 
Elements  of  Moral  Science  are  the  text-books  on  this  subject. 

Esthetics.— This  subject  complements  the  study  of  Ethics  and 
Psychology,  and  includes  the  cultivation  of  both  a  perception  of  the 
beautiful,  as  it  exists,  and  an  ability  to  arrange  elements  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  produce  the  beautiful.  In  addition  to  a  careful  examin- 
ation of  the  physiological  and  psychological  basis  of  aesthetics,  con- 
siderable attention  is  devoted  to  the  determination  of  the  nature, 
laws,  elements  and  utility  of  the  beautiful. 

Day's  Science  of  ^Esthetics  and  Lotze's  Outline  of  ^Esthetics  are 
used  as  text-books. 

Christian  Evidences.— This  subject  is  pursued  during  two  terms 
of  the  Senior  year.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the 
fundamental  grounds  of  theistic  belief,  and  the  principal  anti-theistic 
theories  are  duly  noted.  The  object  is  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature  and  the 
dictates  of  reason,  and  as  having  consequently  the  highest  claims 
upon  human  acceptance. 

Text-books  used,  are  Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian 
Belief,  Row's  Manual  of  Christian  Evidences,  and  Butler's  Analogy 
of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion. 

The  instruction  on  the  subjects  of  this  department  is  not  confined 
to  the  use  of  the  text-book  ;  free  discussions  in  the  class-room  are 
constantly  encouraged,  and  frequent  lectures  are  introduced  to  explain 
and  supplement  the  outlines  furnished  by  the  text-book. 

POLITICAL   SCIENCE. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related  to  the  study 
of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given  to  the  principles  of  social 
philosophy  and  constitutional  and  political  developments.  The 
subjects  considered  are  so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis  for  an  in- 
telligent investigation  of  the  economic  and  social  problems  of  to-day. 

Civil  Government.— This  subject  is  studied  during  the  Spring 
term  in  the  preparatory  department.     Its  object  is  to  prepare  for  the 
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advanced  work  in  Political  science,  and  to  furnish  an  intelligent 
acquaintance  with  our  federal  institutions.  Special  attention  is  paid 
to  the  historic  factors  and  early  struggles  for  political  liberty  that 
have  given  form  and  direction  to  our  government. 

Mowry's  Studies  in  Civil  Government,  Thorpe's  The  Government  of 
the  People  of  the  United  States  and  Macy's  Our  Government  are  the 
text-books. 

Constitutional  Law. — This  course  embraces  a  comparative  study 
of  the  principal  forms  of  constitutional  government.  The  constitu- 
tions of  leading  nations  are  carefully  studied,  and  the  salient  points 
of  their  governments  and  administrations  duly  examined.  The  aim 
is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and  principles 
which  underlie  the  civil  polity  of  modern  governments. 

Wilson's  The  State,  Cooley's  Principles  of  Constitutional  Law  and 
Bryce's  American  Commonwealth  are  used  as  text-books. 

Economics. —This  subject  is  studied  during  the  first  term  of  the 
Senior  year,  and  may  be  pursued  as  an  elective  throughout  the  year. 
Political  economy  is  not  regarded  nor  treated  as  an  isolated  science, 
but  as  intimately  connected  with  that  of  government,  and  bearing 
directly  upon  the  welfare  and  interdependence  of  States  as  well  as 
individuals.  The  study  is  based  upon  a  text-book,  but  is  supple- 
mented by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on  the  more  important 
topics  and  the  practical  applications  of  economic  principles. 

F.  A.  Walker's  Political  Economy,  Andrew's  Institutes  of  Economics 
and  other  standard  works  of  reference  are  used  in  this  department. 

International  Law.— This  subject  comprises  a  historical  and 
critical  study  of  the  international  relations  of  sovereign  States,  and  a 
discussion  of  the  principal  rights  and  obligations  which  nations  agree 
to  observe  in  their  intercourse  and  relations  with  each  other.  The 
purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  outline  of 
this  science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances  which  may  be 
made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized  law  of  nations. 

Davis'  International  Law  and  Woolsey's  Introduction  to  Inter- 
national Law  are  the  text-books  used  in  this  department. 


GERMAN   DEPARTMENT. 

The  two  courses  of  this  department  are  designed  to  meet  the  wants 
both  of  German  and  English  students. 

The  (pure)  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and  writing 
in  German  and  English  as  preparatory  studies.  Arithmetic,  Geogra- 
phy, U.  S.  History  and  Physical  Geography  are  taught  in  English. 
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These  with  English  grammar,  reading,  writing  and  spelling  give 
German  students  a  good  foundation  for  an  English  education.  The 
other  studies  of  the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  German  language  and  literature.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  grammar,  composition  and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures 
supplements  the  text-book  on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic, 
psychology,  evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with  special  instruc- 
tion in  elocution  and  oratory,  prepare  the  student  for  public  speaking 
which  is  the  aim  of  most  of  those  who  pursue  this  Course. 

The  English  German  Course,  affords  English  students  an  opportunity 
to  acquire  a  thorough  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  German 
language.  To  secure  this  result,  the  so-called  grammatical  and 
natural  methods  are  judiciously  combined.  The  student  is  led  natur- 
ally but  systematically  to  acquire  a  sufficient  working  vocabulary,  a 
knowledge  of  the  grammatical  construction  and  idioms  of  the  language, 
and  of  the  best  German  literature,  by  translation,  sight-reading  and 
lectures.  To  secure  the  highest  practical  results,  the  German  language 
is  made  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  medium  of  all  instruction  ;  and 
regular  exercises  in  conversation  and  composition  are  required 
throughout  the  entire  course. 

Students  completing  either  of  the  above  courses  receive  a  diploma, 
Those  entering  upon  a  regular  College  Course,  will  receive  credit  for 
some  of  the  above  studies. 


LATIN  LANGUACE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire  a  good  working- 
vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms  and  constructions  ;  and  along 
with  this  to  teach  sentence-building,  correct  and  fluent  pronunciation 
correct  style  and  the  art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible  instrument  of 
thought,  in  questions  and  answers  on  the  text,  and  by  turning  small 
portions  of  Latin  into  English,  and  English  into  Latin. 

The  basis  of  this  work  is  Caesar's  "Helvetian  War,"  and  the 
inductive  method  is  used  as  far  as  practicable. 

In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based  upon  selec- 
tions from  the  Authors  usually  read.  In  connection  with  the  reading 
of  Caesar  and  Cicero,  daily  exercises  in  Composition  based  on  the  text 
are  required  and  Sight  Reading  is  begun. 

Along  with  Virgil,  prosody  is  studied  and  there  is  frequent  practice 
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In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  stud}'  of  Latin  ends  here,  but  in  both 
the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical  Courses,  one  year  more  is  required. 
Selections  are  made  from  the  best  Authors  of  the  Golden  and  the 
Silver  age — Livy,  Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued  ;  and  written  translations  and  historical, 
critical  and  explanatory  papers  are  from  time  to  time  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  additional  years  of 
Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set  forth. 

GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four  years  and  are 
required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

During  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflection,  with  the  use 
of  accents  and  the  ordinary  grammatical  constructions,  is  acquired. 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to  Greek  "syntax 
and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study: 

First  Year.  —  Goodwin's  Grammar,  Whiton's  Preparation  for 
Reading  Xenophon  and  Moss'  First  Greek  Reader. 

Second  Year  -  Selections  from  the  Anabasis,  Hellenica  and  New 
Testament;  Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses  and  Jones'  Prose  Com- 
position. 

Third  Year.— Extracts  from  St.  Paul's  writings  and  Herodotus'; 
Homer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with  Metrical  reading. 

Fourth  Year.  —  Sophocles'  Oedipus  Tyrannus,  Demosthenes' 
Oration  on  the  Crown  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selections  from  other 
authors. 

An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  any  one  who  desires 
to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geography  and  Archaeology  as  related 
to  the  various  subjects  and  countries,  receive  proper  attention;  and 
throughout  the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contribute 
its  share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of  scholarship  in 
those  who  receive  instruction  in  it. 

RHETORIC  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one,  and  any 
deviation  from  the  line  of  study  here  laid  down  will  be  in  harmony 
with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  literature  has 
become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses  is  as  necessary  to  the 
useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to  the  cultured.    It  is  the  fine  thought 
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that  is  immortal,  and  it  takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully 
the  finest  thought  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear  perception 
of  the  beautiful  inventions  of  the  masters.  But  the  active  age  of 
mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought  is  yet  to  be  produced  to  answer  the 
demands  of  this  persuasive  era ;  and  every  institution  that  would 
escape  the  future  censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this 
refining  and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  North-Western  College  to  place  its  students 
upon  a  plane  where  they  can  commune  with  great  and  noble  minds. 
It  aims  to  help  them  to  teach  letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books 
of  the  century  may  be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of 
the  past;  — so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical  joy. 

Preliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a  year  is  spent 
under  a  very  competent  and  efficient  instructor.  This  is  followed  by 
Elements  of  Composition  from  which  the  Student  advances  to  Rhetoric 
proper.  The  elementary  text  books  are  Chittenden's,  and  Our  Lan- 
guage. Kellog's  Rhetoric  will  be  used  with  chapters  from  William's 
and  from  Genung's.  All  essays  are  carefully  criticised,  and  students 
are  invited  to  bring  their  compositions  for  face  to  face  criticism.  For 
aid  in  the  study  of  literature,  students  are  earnestly  recommended 
to  use  Meiklejohn's  English  language,  an  able  and  concise  work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical  productions 
until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  outline  the  styles  of  prominent 
authors. 

English  Philology  has  been  added  to  the  course,  in  which  students 
are  directed  to  apply  the  methods  of  philological  science  to  the  study 
of  English.  The  English  language  is  studied  in  its  historic  develop- 
ment, and  the  relations  between  English  and  cognate  languages  are 
carefully  pointed  out. 

For  convenience  the  following  order  of  exercises  has  been  arranged 
but  it  will  be  varied  by  frequent  description  :

During  this  year  and  the  following,  students  will  be  required 
revise  their  exercises. 

HISTORY. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  essential  facts  and  principles  of  history,  but  to  develop  in 
him  that  habit  of  mind  that  will  enable  him  to  discover  the  causal 
relations  of  events  and  to  determine  intelligently  the  conspiring 
factors  of  great  national  changes.  While  tracing  the  course  of  events, 
as  they  affect  the  political,  social  and  ethical  relations  of  society,  the 
attention  of  the  student  is  constantly  directed  to  a  correct  estimation 
of  the  fundamental  conditions  of  national  progress,  which  history 
so  amph"  illustrates. 

The  course  embraces  the  histories  of  the  leading  nations  of  ancient 
and  modern  times,  and  is  supplemented  by  the  study  of  Constitutional 
History  and  the  History  of  Civilization.  Electives  offer  an  oppertu- 
nity  for  advanced  work  in  this  department. 

The  method  of  instruction  employed  aims  to  encourage  students  to 
follow  out  independent  lines  of  investigation  and  to  go  as  far  as 
possible  to  original  sources  of  information. 

Text-books:  Montgomery's  American  History,  Johnston's  History 
of  the  United  States,  Sheldon's  Studies  in  General  History,  Meyer's 
General  History,  Fiske's  Critical  Period  of  American  History  and 
Guizot's  History  of  Civilization. 

MATHEMATICS. 

The  value  of  a  study  depends  upon  the  mental  discipline  it  affords. 
The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to  discipline  and  invigorate  the 
mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of  clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning  and  advanced 
Arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is  aimed  to  have  the  student 
lay  a  broad  foundation  here  so  as  to  be  a.ble  to  enter  creditably  upon 
the  advanced  course  in  Mathematics.  Those  desiring  to  prepare  for 
teaching  have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arithmetic, 
Algebra  through  Quadratics  and  plane  Geometry  are  taught  in  the 
last  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in  Geometry, 
including  regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry  with  original 
work  in  demonstration  of  theorems  and  solution  of  problems.

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra  including  the  binomial 
theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms,  theory  of  equations,  and 
solution  of  higher  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  in  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in  Spherical  Astron- 
omy. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic  Geometry, 
construction  of  equations,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  properties 
of  the  Conic  Sections  and  introduction  to  higher  plane  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Mathematics  is  elective.  The 
student  may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying,  Analytic  Geometry 
of  Space,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 

PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Physics.  — A  class  in  elementary  Physics  is  organized  in  the  Spring. 
This  is  especially  intended  for  students  preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a 
preparation  for  the  more  advanced  work.  The  advanced  work  on 
Physics  is  begun  in  the  Fall.  During  this  term  Mechanics  and  Acous- 
tics are  studied  and  during  the  Winter  Electricity,  Heat  and  Light, 
Avery's  Text-book  is  used.  In  addition  to  the  Text-book,  hints  and 
lectures  are  given  on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Laboratory 
work  per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry. —  About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic  chemistry  and 
half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's  Complete  Chemistry  is 
used  as  a  text-book.  The  course  is  largely  experimental.  Each 
student  is  required  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  to  perform  a 
large  number  of  experiments,  selected  to  illustrate  the  laws  of  chem- 
ical action,  and  the  properties  and  relations  of  the  more  important 
chemical  elements.  The  aim  of  this  method  is  to  develop  in  the 
student  habits  of  accurate  and  careful  observation,  and  a  practical 
skill  in  the  use  of  the  apparatus.  At  least  three  hours  per  week  are 
spent  in  the  chemical  laboratory. 

Geology. — Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many  other  sciences 
for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately  placed  in  the  last  term  of 
the  Junior  year.  The  Text-book  used  is  Le  Conte's  Compend  ;  and 
Le  Conte's  Elements  and  Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  addi- 
tional reading.  Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible;  our  locality 
affording  special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  deposits.  Mineral- 
ogy is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology  one  hour  a  week.  Talks 
are  given  on  Composition  of  Minerals,  Crystalliography  etc.,  etc.,  and 
about  fifty  minerals  are  studied  and  determined  by  their  external 
characteristics. 
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Astronomy.— The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  mathematical  and  descriptive  astronomy.  The 
instruction  is  based  upon  the  use  of  a  text-book,  and  observation  is 
encouraged  as  far  as  possible.  The  most  recent  additions  to  our 
knowledge  of  the  heavens  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students 
and  duly  considered  in  the  recitation  and  lecture  room. 

One  term  of  General  Astronomy  is  required  of  all  candidates  for 
degrees  ;  in  the' Philosophical  and  Scientific  courses  provision  is  made 
for  an  additional  term.  Young's  General  Astronomy  is  used  as  text- 
book. 

BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCE 

The  required  work  of  this  department  extends  through  the  Sopho- 
more year  of  all  the  regular  courses  of  study.  The  design  of  this 
course  is  to  impart  a  general  idea  of  the  phenomena  of  life  in  what- 
ever form  it  may  be  found,  and  to  give  such  knowledge  on  these 
subjects  as  necessarily  belongs  to  a  liberal  education.  Electhes  pro- 
vide an  opportunity  for  advanced  work  in  this  department. 

Physiology.— The  objector  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  various  organs  of  the  body 
in  their  normal  condition.  Enough  anatomy  is  given  to  render  the 
physiological  discussions  intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene  to  guide 
to  an  intelligent  care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illustrating  the 
subject  accompany  the  study.      Martin's  Human  Body  is  the  text-book. 

Zoology.— The  study  of  animal  life  is  as  much  as  possible  from 
specimens.  Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed  in  the  practical  work 
and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in  the  recitation.  Students  are  encour- 
aged to  observe  the  habits  of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  local 
ity.  The  Museum  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students'in  this  branch 
of  science. 

Botany.— The  study  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as  far  as  possible 
by  specimens,  especial  attention  being  given  to  microscopic  structure. 
As  soon  as  the  season  allows  in  the  Spring,  the  class-room  exercises 
are  supplemented  by  field  and  laboratory  work,  much  time  being  given 
to  the  analysis  and  description  of  plants  and  the  study  of  structural 
botany.     Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text-book. 

ELOCUTION, 

The  study  of  this  subject  is  required  of  all  regular  students,  and 
instruction  is  imparted  without  extra  charge.  The  aim  of  this  depart- 
ment is  to  aid  students  to  become  easy,  natural  and  effective  readers 
and  speakers.     Elocutionary  training   is  closely  related   to  general 
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culture,  and  adds  very  materially  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  student 
The  fundamental  principles  of  good  elocution  are  elucidated  and  em- 
bodied in  the  student's  practice.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  course 
much  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  essential  elements  of  vocal 
expression,  analysis  of  English  sounds,  quality  of  tones  force  pitch 
and  movement  while  in  the  more  advanced  work  the  subject  of 
gestures  receives  attention  in  connection  with  the  study  of  inflection 
emphasis,  climax  and  pauses. 

Eussel's  Vocal  Culture  and  Bacon's  Manual  of  Gestures  are  used 
as  text-books,  and  frequent  lectures  on  extempore  speech  and  the 
source  of  power  in  oratory  are  introduced. 

Classes  meet  once  a  week 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial 
transactions,  with  a  thorough  drill  in  Orthography,  Penmanship  and 
Arithmetic. 

The  course  embraces  the  theory  of  accounts  by  Single  and  Double 
Entry.  The  student  first  enters  the  elementary  or  theoretical  course 
where  he  becomes  familiar  with  Day-book  and  Journal  entries  open- 
ing and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances,  Financial' State- 
ments, etc.  ;  with  all  forms  of  Inventories,  Bills.  Discounts  and 
Premiums,  with  the  books  and  forms  as  used  in  Whalesalin*  Retail- 
ing, Commission,  Shipping,  Partnership,  Banking,  Railroading  Manu- 
facturing, Farming,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic  Com- 
mercial Correspondance,  English  Grammar,  Spelling  and  Letter 
Writing. 

After  completing  this  course  the  student  enters  the 

ACTUAL  BUSINESS  PRACTICE. 
Here  business  is  transacted  on  the  Actual  Business  Plan  which 
brings  into  practice  the  theories  and  principles  daily  taught  in  the 
class-room. 

The  papers  and  books  of  this  department  are  carefully  inspected 
by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  all  errors  are  marked  and  forms  of 
corrections  suggested.  The  student  in  each  and  every  case  is  required 
to  make  the  corrections  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and  manuscript  in 
which  errors,  blots,  or  erasures  occur.

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The  Business  Rooms  are  elegantly  fitted  up  with  different  offices 
and  the  student  passes  from  one  office  to  another,  remaining  long 
enough   in  each  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  its  actual 

SPECIAL  DRILL  EXERCISES. 

Special  daily  drill  exercises  in  writing  Letters,  Notes,  Drafts,  Checks, 
Receipts,  Orders,  Contracts,  Deeds,  Mortgages,  Leases,  etc.,  continue 
durin-  the  entire  course.  The  student  becomes  thoroughly  proficient 
in  writing  and  transferring  all  forms  of  negotiable  paper,  learns  how 
to  endorse  all  forms  of  notes  and  bills ;  how  to  examine  titles,  etc. 

PENMANSHIP. 

Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed  every  term.  Students  have  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the  art 
as  well  as  the  correct  movement  and  facility  and  beauty  of  execution. 
The  members  of  each  class  receive  weekly  drills  in  writing  Letters, 
Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders,  Checks,  etc. 

The  whole  work  of  the  course  is  made  so  practical  that  it  will  prove 
to  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  all  young  men  and  women,  whatever 
their  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  satisfactorily  pass  the  examination  at  the  close  of  the 
six  months'  course,  are  entitled  to  a  diploma.  A  course  of  nine 
months,  however,  is  offered  to  those  who  desire  special  and  advanced 

StUAgood  library,  literary  societies,  lectures,  instructive  entertain- 
ments: and  graduating  exercises  make  the  work  of  the  department 
thoroughly  interesting  as  well  as  instructive.

In  this  department  excellent  advantages  are  offered  for  gaining  a 
thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers  have  had  many  years'  experience,  and  have  been 
at  much  pains  and  expense  to  become  acquainted  with  the  best  sys- 
tems of  teaching.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  voung  teachers 
and  those  desirous  of  becoming  teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz  :  Piano-forte,  Organ,  Voice 
Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and  Advanced,)  and  Theory 
of  Music,  including  Thorough-Bass,  Harmony,  and  Form. 

The  Course  of  instruction  in  Piano-Forte  playing  is  arranged  as 
follows  :  & 

1.  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  various  kinds  of  touch 
finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios  in  moderate  tempo  and  in  various 
rhythmical  forms  with  accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  Wm.  Mason's  System  of 
Piano-* orte  Technics;  selections  from  the  following  works:  Kunz,  200  canons, 
Koehler  op.

No  student  of  the  College  is  expected  to  take   lessons   in  music 
except  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  of  music.

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough  training  in 
the  principles  of  Art,  fitting  students  for  teaching,  or  the  further 
pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  culture  or  an  artistic  career. 
The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  foundation  for  seeing  and  ob- 
serving nature,  and  to  develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to  enable 
the  pupil  to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment  in 
practical  life  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having  other 
studies  in  the  College  as  well  as  for  those  able  to  devote  all  their  time 

to  this  work.  „  . 

The  connection  with  the  College  is  an  advantage  of  great  value  to 
the  student  since  it  enables  him  to  pursue  regular  college  studies  in 
connection  with  his  work  in  Art.  Thorough  training  in  Art  work  in 
conjunction  with  suitable  literary  culture  lays  a  broad  foundation  for 
teaching  Art,  and  for  a  professional  career. 
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Students  will  be  advanced  as  they  progress  individually,  not  being 
confined  to  any  branch  for  a  specified  length  of  time.  The  instruction 
of  this  department  is  based  upon  the  method  employed  in  the  best 
Art  Schools. 

The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  charcoal,  crayon  and 
pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still  life,  the  antique  and  the  living 
model,  and  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors.

LOCATION,  BUILDING  AND  CAMPUS. 

North-Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Evangelical 
Association,  is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois,  twenty-eight  miles  from 
Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thousand,  and  is 
classed  with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago.  It  is  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best 
equipped  and  most  popular  railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central 
location,  in  the  very  heart  of  the  country,  and  its  proximity  to  the 
great  metropolis  of  the  West,  make  the  College  easily  accessible  from 
all  points.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and  healthful  site  cannot  be 
found  in  the  entire  North-west.  It  is  near  enough  to  the  city  of 
Chicago  to  secure  many  of  the  advantages  without  incurring  the 
moral  dangers  of  city  life. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious  stone  edifice, 
conveniently  arranged  and  suitably  furnished  for  its  intended  pur- 
poses.    It  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

Its    site    affords    a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent   country 
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surrounding  the  location.  The  campus  is  spacious  and  beautifully 
ornamented  with  a  fine  variety  of  trees,  making  the  surroundings  of 
the  College  cheerful  and  attractive. 

DESIGN  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the  liberal  educa- 
tion of  the  young  men  and  women  who  may  be  entrusted  to  its  care 
and  instruction,  and  thus  to  aid  them  in  securing  the  best  preparation 
for  the  different  spheres  and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal ;  its  ideals  are  high,  and 
its  work  is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decidedly  Christian 
in  theory  and  practice,  and  to  apply  Christian  principles  and  methods 
in  all  its  departments.  As  the  best  results  of  educational  effort  are 
conditioned  upon  the  symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  this 
Institution  ever  recognizes  the  development  of  moral  character  as  an 
essential  part  of  its  work.  While  endeavoring  to  inspire  and  en- 
courage a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the  Faculty  desires  and  aims 
to  foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit  which  shall  permeate  and 
crown  the  entire  Institution. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  Institution  to  keep  its  standard  fully  up  to 
that  of  the  best  western  colleges,  and  its  methods  of  instruction  in 
harmony  with  the  most  enlightened  views  of  education.  These 
methods  will  naturally  vary  with  the  subject  and  proficiency  of  the 
student ;  but  the  aim  is  the  same  in  every  department  of  the  College, 
—  mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  independent  and 
original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon  an  intelligent  use 
of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the  daily  work.  Lectures  are 
frequently  introduced  to  elucidate  and  illustrate  the  various  subjects 
of  investigation.  Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the 
students  accompany  both  methods. 

The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  departments  in 
which  it  is  practicable. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of  study  has 
been  completed,  examinations  are  held  either  oral  or  written,  as  the 
Faculty  may  deem  most  suitable. 

A  student  neglecting  to  attend  examinations,  or  failing  to  obtain 
a  grade  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study,  will  be  required  to  pursue

that  study  again,  or  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  therein.  No 
standing  in  scholarship  will  be  given  except  as  the  result  of  an 
examination  or  its  equivalent. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accommodation  of  such  students  as 
may  design  to  enter  any  of  the  departments  of  the  institution,  or 
such  as  may  have  failed  to  pass  in  some  branch  at  the  regular  exam- 
ination, are  held  on  the  day  before  the  opening  of  each  term. 

STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the  scholarship 
and  deportment  of  each  student. 

The  standing  in  scholarship  is  made  up  from  examinations  and 
•the  daily  record  in  the  class,  each  being  considered  of  equal  weight, 
on  a  scale  of  one  hundred. 

Students,  permitted  to  take  an  examination,  without  having  had 
the  regular  class  exercises  during  the  term,  will  be  credited  with  a 
daily  record  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  in  determining  their  standing  in 
that  study. 

The  deportment  record  is  read  publicly  at  the  close  of  each  term. 
Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of  a  student  will 
be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  whenever  it  may  be  requested,  or 
when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  students  who  com- 
plete satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course  ;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Phil- 
osophy on  those  completing  the  Philosophical  Course  ;  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  on  those  who  complete  the  Scientific  Course  ;  and 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Literature  on  those  who  complete  the  Course  in 
Modern  Literature. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy,  Master  of 
Science,  or  Master  of  Literature,  will  be  conferred  on  corresponding 
Bachelors  of  two  years  standing  or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good 
character,  and  who  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a 
professional  or  advanced  liberal  course  of  study.  Such  evidence  may 
be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Law  School,  or  Medical  College  ;  or  by  passing  an 
examination  on  a  course  of  liberal  and  non-professional  study  pursued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty  ;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not 
less  than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study,  and  em- 
bodying results  of  careful  investigation.  Candidates  for  degrees 
should  apply  to  the  President  at  least  one  month  before  Commence- 
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ment.     The  fee  in  each  case,  including  the  diploma,  is  five  dollars, 

payable  in  advance. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm.  The  Faculty 
aims  to  exercise  a  parental  and  moral  supervision  over  the  conduct 
and  character  of  the  students.  Such  relations  between  students  and 
teachers  are  cultivated  as  will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence. 
The  work  of  the  Faculty  is  to  instruct,  rather  than   to   administer 

discipline. 

Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies,  who  will  respect 
themselves  and  the  authority  of  the  College.  A  high  sense  of  honor 
and  truthfulness  is  inculcated  and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of  rules  is  given 
for  the  intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 

I.  THINGS  REQUIRED. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  proper  deportment,  a  decorous 
intercourse  among  themselves,  a  respectful  treatment  of  their  officers, 
a  faithful  observance  of  the  appointed  hours  for  study,  and  a  punctual 
attendance  upon  all  prescribed  exercises  of  the  College. 

II.  PROHIBITED. 

All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  College  Building  ; 
absence  from  recitations  and  other  enjoined  exercises  without  pre- 
vious permission  :  communication  during  recitations,  chapel  or 
other  exercises  of  the  College  ;  social  visiting  during  study  hours  ; 
injury  to  College  property  ;  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  ;  the  use 
of  tobacco  ;  all  offensive  and  profane  language  or  indecent  behavior  ; 
playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  chance;  visiting 
saloons  ;  interchange  of  visits  between  the  sexes  in  their  private 
rooms,  except  by  special  permission  ;  attending  parties  or  mixed 
assemblages  without  special  permission  ;  desecration  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  everything  in  the  deportment  of  students  inconsistent  with  the 
utmost  propriety  of  conduct  and  their  highest  mental  and  moral 
development. 

For  the  violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  College,  students 
will  be  liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public  reproof,  suspension,  or  dis- 
mission. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  to  remain  until  its  close.  No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent 
from  College  without  special  permission  of  the  Faculty.     The  time

appropriated  to  vacations  and  holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  of  rest  and  relaxation  from  stud}*. 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or  an}-  other 
period  of  the  term  can  only  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  stand- 
ing and  proficiency  of  the  student,  the  Faculty  earnestly  requests, 
that  parents  or  guardians  will  in  no  way  encourage  or  even  sanction 
such  absence  without  most  urgent  reasons.  Any  student  leaving 
without  permission  before  the  close  of  the  term,  cannot  re-enter  until 
he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Devotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing 
and  prayer,  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  at  which  students 
are  required  to  be  present. 

Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship  and  Sunday- 
school  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  the  churches  in  the  city.  Students 
are  allowed  to  attend  such  places  of  worship  as  they,  or  their  parents 
or  guardians  may  select  ;  but  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some 
one  church,  regularly,  unless  specially  excused. 

Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week,  which  students 
are  invited  to  attend.  These  facilities  afford  ample  opportunity  for 
Christian  growth  and  work. 

LECTURES. 

The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  during  each  Win- 
ter season.  Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures  are  provided  by  the 
Scientific  and  Christian  Associations,  and  frequent  lectures  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  are  introduced  throughout  the  year.  Among  the 
more  prominent  lecturers  engaged  by  the  College  during  the  °past 
year  were  Rev.  Con.  Haney,  of  Chicago,  Rev.  F.  A.  Nobel,  J).  D.,  of 
Chicago,  Col.  L.  F.  Copeland,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  Prof.  J.  B. 
DeMotte,  of  Greencastle,  Ind. 

These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear  the  best  speakers 
in  the  land. 

LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is  steadily  increasing. 
The  additions  are  made  with  reference  to  the  literary  and  scientific 
studies  in  the  several  courses.  It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the 
Library  shall  largely  supplement  the  class  room  instructions.  Sys- 
tematic collateral  reading  is  encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
departments.  The  books  are  arranged  on  open  shelves,  accessible  to 
all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost  freedom  of  reference  and  use 
without  extra  cost.     The  arrangement  of  books  is  by  subjects,  accord- 
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so  that  a  book 


ing  to  the  "  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classification. 
on  any  subject  can  readily  be  found. 

READING  ROOM. 

A  Reading  Room  under  the  supervision  of  tne  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  pro- 
vided with  a  large  number  of  periodicals,  secular  and  religious,  as 
well  as  a  good  collection  of  the  leading  magazines  of  the  day.

"The  North-Western  College  Chronicle"  is  published  monthly 
during  the  academic  year. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the  work  and 
condition  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ  of  the  students,  and 
contains  original  articles  by  members  of  the  school  and  others,  per- 
sonal notices  of  past  and  present  members  of  the  College,  proceed- 
ings of  the  Literary  and  Scientific  societies,  and  Christian  associations 
and  such  other  matter  pertaining  to  college  life  as  will  prove  of 
interest  to  all  friends  of  higher  education.     Subscription,  seventy-five

Catalogues  and  Circulars  are  published  annually,  and  are  supplied 

gratis  upon  application. 

LABORATORY. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and 
reagents  necessary  for  the  performance  of  experiments.  Students  are 
noWmarged  extra  for  the  use  of  apparatus  and  chemicals.  In  the 
Physical0  Laboratory  there  has  recently  been  added  some  very  fine 
apparatus,  and  more  will  be  added  during  the  year.  The  facilities  for 
experimental  or  practical  Physics  are  good. 
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MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of  the  upper  floor 
of  the  main  College  building.  The  collection  comprises  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  native  birds,  smaller  mammals  etc.;  a  number  of  the  smaller 
reptiles  and  batrachea  in  alcohol,  and  a  small  but  good  collection  of 
marine  invertebrates  donated  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The 
collection  of  minerals  is  good  and  represents  many  of  the  American 
localities.  The  fossils  are  chiefly  from  rocks  of  the  Palaeozoic  era. 
The  fossil  plants  from  the  Carboniferous  are  especially  fine. 

Students  have  access  to  the  Museum  at  all  times. 

LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies  connected  with  the 
college,  viz.:  the  CUosophic,  the  Philologian,  the  Laconian  and  the 
Philorhetorian  (German).  These  Societies  have  good,  well-furnished 
halls,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for  practice  in  public  speak- 
ing, debate  and  other  literary  exercises. 

The  Senate  of  North-  Western  College,  organized  in  1886,  has  for  its 
object  the  consideration  and  discussion  of  themes  relating  to  political 
science,  and  the  promotion  of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our 
Federal  Institutions  and  the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds 
weekly  meetings,  and  presents  opportunities  for  practice  in  extempore 
speaking,  debate  and  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate  individual  workers, 
and  to  enable  members  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  and  advancement 
of  science.  It  holds  regular  meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers 
are  read,  embodying  results  of  careful  study  and  original  research. 
Occasional  lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects  are  delivered  by 
resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently  lecturers  from 
abroad  are  invited. 

These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Faculty.  No  public  entertainment  shall  be  given 
by  any  society  without  permission  from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the 
exercises  intended  for  such  entertainments  must  be  submitted  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Faculty  before  their  public  delivery. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1873,  is 
the  second  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  Its  object  as 
set  forth  in  the  constitution  is  to  promote  growth  in  grace  and 
Christian  fellowship  among  its  members,  and  aggressive  Christian 
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work  among  all  students.  It  holds  five  meetings  weekly,  and  witli  its 
Devotional,  Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room,  and  Finance  Com- 
mittees, is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian  work. 

The  Young  Woman's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1875, 
also  the  second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  organization  in  the  State, 
has  for  its  aim  and  object  Christian  work  among  the  lady  students. 
Its  organization  is  similar  to  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  doing  much  good  in  developing  and  organ- 
izing the  Christian  activity  of  the  students,  and  in  exerting  a  whole- 
some influence  upon  the  religious  life  of  the  Institution. 

The  Y.  M  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Room  with  a  number 
of  standard  periodicals  and  leading  magazines  of  the  day  ;  and 
lectures  by  noted  speakers,  are  given  from  time  to  time,  under  the 
auspices  of  these  Organizations. 

An  Annual  Address  is  delivered  before  the  Associations  by  an 
invited  speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Commencement  week. 
LADIES'  ROOMS. 
The  new  building,  71  feet  long,  41  feet  wide,  four  stories  high, 
provides,  among  other  accommodations,  a  limited  number  of  line 
rooms  for  lady  students.  These  rooms  are  of  convenient  size,  cheer- 
ful and  homelike,  well-lighted  and  ventilated,  and  furnished  with 
steam  heat  and  electric  lights.  Each  one  will  accommodate  two  occu- 
pants and  is  provided  with  ample  closet  and  bureau  room  and  new 
furniture,  viz  :  carpet,  bedstead  with  springs  and  mattress,  wash-stand 
and  toilet  set,  table  and  chairs. 

Each  young  lady  will  supply  herself  with  one  pillow,  one  pair  of 
pillow-cases,  one  pair  of  sheets,  one  blanket,  one  comfortable,  one  bed- 
spread, towels  and  napkins,  and  such  other  articles  as  taste  and  means 
may  dictate. 

The  rent  for  these  rooms  ranges  according  to  location,  from  $4.00 
to  $6.00  per  term  for  each  student.  The  cost  of  steam  and  electric 
light  for  the  Fall  term  is  $4.00,  for  the  Winter  term  $5.00,  and  for 
the  Spring  term  $2.50,  for  each  student. 

LAUNDRY  ACCOMMODATIONS 
will  be  furnished  in  the  same  building  at  moderate  rates. 
BOARDING  DEPARTMENT. 
The  new   building    also  provides    fine,  commodious   rooms  for  a 
boarding  department,  where  ladies  who  room  in  the  building,  and 
other  students  also  who  so  desire,  can  get  good  board  on  the  club 
plan. 
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In  short,  North-Western  College  now  offers  to  lady  students,  good- 
sized,  steam-heated,  electric-lighted,  well  ventilated,  well  furnished 
and  in  all  respects  desirable  rooms  ;  also  boarding  accommodations 
and  laundry  privileges  ;— all  within  the  same  building  ;  all  under  the 
supervision  of  the  College  Faculty  ;  and  all  at  a  cost  as  low  or  lower 
than  like  accommodations  can  be  gotten  for  outside  of  the  College 
Buildings. 

BOARD. 

The  College  does  not  oblige  students  to  adopt  any  particular  plan 
of  boarding.  It  now  provides  a  boarding  department,  as  stated 
above,  where  students  can  get  good  board  on  the  club  plan. 

A  large  prop3rtion  of  our  students  adopt  the  "club"  plan,  appoint- 
ing their  own  officers,  through  them  regulating  their  bill  of  fare, 
buying  provisions  hiring  cooks,  and  maintaining  order.  The  average 
cost  of  board,  for  each  student,  by  this  plan,  has  proved  to  be  about 
$1.85  per  week. 

Another  method  adopted  by  some  of  our  students  is,  to  take  table 
board  in  private  families  at  prices  ranging  from  $2.00  to  $2.50 
per  week.  Students  who  take  their  meals  in  clubs,  or  as  table 
boarders  in  private  families,  rent  their  own  rooms  separately. 

The  price  for  board  in  private  families  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50 
per  week.  This  includes  room  and  board,  a  complete  home  excepting 
washing  and  fuel. 

Rooms. 

Students  may  rent  rooms  of  private  families  either  furnished  or 
unfurnished.  Usually  two,  but  sometimes  three  or  four  go  together 
and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  a  set  of  rooms.  The  prices  for  single 
furnished  rooms  range  from  40  cents  to  50  cents  per  week  for  each 
student.  Unfurnished  rooms  cost  correspondingly  less.  By  bringing 
some  articles  of  bedding,  towels,  lamps,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat 
reduce  their  expenses.  But  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent 
rooms  at  any  place  without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  ;  nor  to 
change  place  ef  boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the  term  without 
their  consent.  Families  who  let  rooms,  or  board  students,  are 
expected  to  be  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  the  College  rules. 
Washing  and  Fuel. 

The  price  for  washing  is  about  60  cents  per  dozen.  The  cost  for 
fuel  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $7.00  per  year. 

Books. 

All  text  and  reference  books  are  kept  in  the  College  Building,  and 
are  sold  to  students  below  Chicago  retail  prices.

The  charge  for  one  study  is  one-half  the  tuition  and  incidental  fees  ; 
for  more  than  one  study  full  rates  are  charged. 

Scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  instruction  in  any  of  the  above 
named  branches.  Orders  on  Scholarships  will  be  honored  only  if  they 
contain  the  name  of  the  bearer  and  the  proper  signature  of  the 
Scholarship-holder,  and  are  presented  on  entering  College. 

A  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  charged  for  examination  in  any  Collegiate 
study  not  regularly  taken  in  class. 

All  College  bills  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 
No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted 
sickness.      The    Treasurer's   receipt   for   tuition   and  incidentals   is 
necessary  to  secure  admission  to  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals  to  any  student 
of  any  Department,  who,  on  account  of  improper  conduct  or  violation 
of  the  Rules  of  the  College,  shall  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled 

SELF  HELP. 
Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities  for  work  where- 
by to  pay  expenses  while  at  school.  Such  opportunities  are  not 
plentiful.  Yet  there  are  generally  a  few  students  who  "earn  their 
way",  in  part  at  least.  Others  succeed  in  earning  considerable  during 
the  Summer  vacation.  Some,  after  obtaining  a  teachers's  certificate, 
teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their  college  course.  This,  though 
necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete  a  course,  gives  the 
student  much  practical  and  valuable  experience,  and  is,  therefore,  by 
no  means  lost  time. 

GROWTH  AND  NEEDS. 
The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  en- 
couraging." All  the  departments  of  instruction  are  now  fully  organ- 
ized and  well  equipped  for  efficient  work. 

Strono-  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase  the  endow- 
ment and  to  develop  all  the  resources  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the 
united  purpose  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep 
pace  with  the  progress  and  educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may  be  mentioned  : 
The  endowment  of  several  additional  Professorships  ;  the  founding 
of  perpetual  scholarships  ;    the  enlarging  of  the  Library  ;    and  in- 
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creasing  the  facilities  of  the  Physical  Laboratory.  To  these  may  be 
added  as  further  needs  :  An  appropriate  fire-proof  Library  building  ; 
a  regular  Gymnasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well  equipped  Astronomical 
Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education  are  invited  to 
contribute  to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used  most  advantageously  in  the  present 
work  of  instruction,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  highest  interests 
of  the  Institution. 

INFORMATION. 

New  students  should  plan  to  arrive  a  day  or  two  in  advance  of  the 
opening  of  the  term,  in  order  to  secure  rooms  and  eflect  all  their 
preparatory  arrangements.  Upon  arriving  in  the  city,  they  should 
repair  to  the  Treasurer's  office  in  the  College  building,  where  they 
may  find  necessary  information  in  regard  to  available  rooms  and 
places  for  boarding,  and  such  other  counsel  and  direction  as  may  be 
helpful  to  them.  It  is  generally  better  to  defer  making  definite 
arrangements  for  room  and  board  until  the  student  can  personally 
inspect  and  then  select  according  to  his  own  taste,  or  the  requirements 
of  his  circumstances. 

By  calling  upon  the  President  advice  may  be  obtained  in  reference 
to  the  mode  and  conditions  of  entering  the  College  and  other  matters 
of  personal  interest  pertaining  to  College  life.

Union  Biblical  Institute  is  closely  connected  with  North- Western 
College,  but  is  organized  and  maintained  as  a  separate  and  distinct 
institution.  Its  location  is  convenient  and  pleasant,  and  its  rela- 
tion to  the  College  secures  to  the  students  many  and  important 
advantages.  All  the  privileges  of  Library,  Reading-Room,  Lecture 
Courses,  Literary  Societies,  and  Christian  Associations  are  open  to 
the  students  of  the  Institute,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for 
intellectual  development  and  spiritual  growth.  Many  students 
have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
school,  and  are  now  laboring  successfully  as  preachers  and  pastors, 
religious  editors,  and  foreign  missionaries  in  various  parts  of  the 
Church.  Under  able  supervision  and  with  competent  instructors, 
the  Institute  recommends  itself  to  all  candidates  for  the  Christian 
ministry,  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  thorough  preparation  for 
their  calling. 


CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

^  A  collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological,  but  as  unavoidable 
circumstances  may  render  the  completion  of  a  collegiate  course  impossible 
applicants  are  admitted  to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examina 
tion  in  the  following  preparatory  studies  : 

1.  The  common  school  studies:  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  U.S. 
History. 

2.  General  History,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Psychology,  Logic. 

3.  Those  wishing  to  take  Greek  Exegesis  must  have  completed  the  Greek 
of  the  College  Preparatory  Course,  and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  idiom  of  the 
New  Testament  Greek. 

The  Institute  is  open  to  all  who  believe  themselves  called  of  God  to  the 
office  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life. 
Applicants  for  admission,  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Association, 
must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommendation  from  a  class,  approved 
by  a  quarterly  conference,  and  signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in 
charge.  Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satisfactory 
certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some  recognized  authority  of  their 
church.  None  of  the  above  credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  uncon- 
ditional claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are  requested  to 
notify  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  as  soon  as  possible. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study,  named  respectively  the 
Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma  Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and  makes  prominent 
the  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  original  languages— Hebrew  and  Greek. 
The  satisfactory  completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D. 
— Baccalaureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two  years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  can 
not,  on  account  of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  course.  In 
Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these  courses  cover  substantially 
the  same  ground.  Students  satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled 
to  the  Diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the  above  courses,  may 
receive  instruction  in  such  studies  as  they  may  select,  provided  they  prove 
themselves  qualified  to,  pursue  them  with  advantage.  The  choice  of  elective 
studies  is  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

Instruction  is  imparted  in  both  the  Euglish  and  the  German  languages.

HISTORICAL.  STATEMENT. 

North-Western  College  had  its  origin  in  the  recognition  that  the 
interests  of  Christian  education,  and  the  welfare  of  the  Church 
demand  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  higher  institutions  ot 
learning.  " 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Conference  of  the  Evangelical  Asso- 
ciation of  North  America,  held  at  Des  Plaines,  Cook  Co.,  111.,  in  April 
1861,  the  following  resolutions  relative  to  the  founding  of  a  college 
were  unanimously  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  in  union  with  the  Wisconsin,  Indiana 
and  Iowa  Conferences,  erect  a  college  including  a  Preparatory  depart- 
ment, for  male  and  female  students, 

Resolved,  That  this  institution  be  located   at  Plainfield,   Will  Co 
111.,  and  be  known  by  the  name  and  title  "  The  Plainfield  College  ot 
the' Evangelical  Association  of  North  America. 

Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  elected,  consisting  of  twen- 
ty-three members  as  follows  :  Seven  from  the  Illinois  Conference, 
seven  from  the  Wisconsin  Conference,  five  from  the  Indiana  Conference, 
and  four  from  the  Iowa  Conference. 

The  following  persons  were  duly  elected  and  constituted  the  first 
Board  of  Trustees  : —

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was  res olved  that 
the  Faculty  of  the  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  corps 
of  Professors  who  shall  be  competent  to  teach  Ancient  and  Modern 
lano-uao-es,  Mathematics,  Moral  and  Natural  Sciences,  etc. 

The  "organization  was  effected  immediately,  and  the  Preparatory 
school  began  its  work  in  the  Fall  of  1861  with  three  teachers  and  an 
encouraging  number  of  students.  Rev.  Augustine  A.  Smith  AM 
having  been  called  to  the  presidency,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  in  the  Fall  of  1862.

At  the  session  of  the  Board 
Institution  was  changed  from 
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1865.  In  November  1869  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  to  remove 
tne  Institution  from  Plainfield  to  Naperville,  Du  Page  Co  111  its 
present  location.  The  new  college  building  was  erected  in  1870*'and 
opened  for  school  purposes  in  1871. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  sphere  and  increase  the  patronage  of  the 
Institution,  steps  were  taken  during  the  years  1872  and  :73  to  induce 
other  Conferences  to  join  the  corporation,  and  share  in  the  control  and 
support  of  the  school.  In  the  course  of  three  or  four  years  seven 
other  Conferences  united  with  the  four  original  Conferences,  viz.- 
The  Ohio,  the  Michigan,  the  Canada,  the  New  York,  the  South  Indiana, 

i  «7«  Q  ?  ?,  thG  KanSaS'  and  a  new  charter  was  obtained  in 
4  lu '  ^fveral  addltl°nal  conferences  are  now  applying  for  admission 
to  the  college  corporation,  and  efforts  have  been  inaugurated  to  increase 
the  endowment  fund  and  improve  the  educational  facilities  of  the 
institution. 

CHARTER, 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  present  charter. 

nf^H™fS'  Jl1^  Board  of  Trustees  incorporated  under  a  special  law 
of  the  btato  of  Illinois  approved  and  in  force  February  15,  1865  and 
entitled  -'An  act  to  incorporate  North-western  College,"  have  'given 
their  unanimous  consent  that  said  corporation  may  become  incorpo- 
rated under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  said 
fetete  entitled  "An  act  concerning  corporations  not  for  pecuniary 
piofit,  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  said  General  Assembly  entitled 
An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  universities,  colleges,  acade- 
mies, and  other  institutions  of  learning,"  approved  March  24  1874 
and  in  force  July  1,  1874.  ' 

Therefore,  we  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  desiring  to  associate  ourselves  in 
order  that  said  corporation  may  become  incorporated  under  the 
provisions  of  the  general  law  of  Illinois  as  aforesaid,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  a  corporation  not  for  pecuniary  profit,  pursuant  to 
the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  hereinbefore 
referred  to,  do  hereby  certify  and  state  that  the  name  or  title  by  which 
such  corporation  shall  be  known  in  law  is  "Trustees  of  North- 
western College. 

That  the  particular  business  and  objects  for  which  it  is  formed  are 
to  own,  control  and  manage  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  corporation 
including  the  institution  of  learning  now  located  at  Naperville  in  said 
State  and  named  and  styled  "North-Western  College  of  the  Evangel- 
ical Association  of  North  America,"  with  its  various  departments 
Trustees5^6  "^  ^  hereafter  ma>r  be  established  by  the  Board  of 

That  the  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  fifteen,  seven  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  the  corpo- 
ration at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  ;  that  the  President  of  the  college 
s  ha  be  exofncio  one  of  said  trustees,  and  that  the  remaining  fourteen 
snail  be  elected  as  provided  for  by  the  by-laws. 
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BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

Trustees  of  the  North-Western  College. 

Adopted  August  8th,  1888. 

Sec  I— The  following  named  Conferences  of  the  Evangelical 
Association  of  North  America  are  hereby  declared  to  constitute  the 
present  membership  of  this  Corporation,  viz .:-Il linois, W isconsin, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Canada,  New  York,  South  Indiana, 
Des  Moines  and  Kansas. 

Sec  II  —Such  other  conferences  of  said  Church  denomination  as 
shall  have  consented  to  comply  with  such  requirements  as  the  trustees 
of  this  Corporation  by  a  majority  vote  may  impose  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  admission,  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  trustees  at  any  annual  meeting  thereof,  become  members 
of  this  Corporation. 

Sec  III.— Except  as  by  these  By-Laws  hereinafter  provided  the 
respective  rights  and  prerogatives  of  the  conference  members  of  this 
Corporation  shall  never  be  abridged,  and  neither  shall  any  one  or 
more  of  said  conferences  be  accorded  privileges  and  powers  not  con- 
ferred on  all : 

Provided,  th*t  the  right  conferred  on  each  conference  to  elect  a 
trustee  as  provided  in  the  next  succeeding  section  of  these  BvLaws 
shall  continue  only  so  long  as  such  conference  shall  remain  in  actual 
connection  with  the  Evangelical  Association  whether  such  connectoon 
be  adversely  declared  by  such  conference  itself  or  by  the  General 
Conference  of  said  Church,  and  submit  to  its  regu lat  10 ^  «  «>^m^ 
in  its  book  of  Discipline,  and  as  provided  and  enacted  by  the  General 
Conference  of  said  Church,  which  said  Book  of  Discipline  and  enact- 
meats  and  directions  of  General  Conference,  so  far  as  applicable  to 
Tnstitutions  of  learning  in  said  Church,  are  hereby  expressly  made 
part  of  these  By-Laws. 

Sec  iv  -The  trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall,  with  the  exception 
of  the'ex-officio  member  thereof,  be  elected  as  follows  :  Every  confer- 
ence connected  with  this  Corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  of 
"d  tZees  and  the  trustee's  so  elected  shall  at  *y^^£ 
occasion  requires,  proceed  to  elect  the  remaining  members  requisite  to 
complete  the  full  Board  : 

Provided,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  not  a  membe 
in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Association  to  the  office  of  trustee 
of  this  Corporation,  and, 

Provided,  farther,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  as 
trustee;  who  may  have  been  expelled  or  removed  from  this  Board,  for 
a  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  time  of  such  expulsion. 
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Sec.  V.— The  term  of  office  of  trustees  hereafter  elected,— except 
such  as  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  unexpired 
term  of  conference  trustees,— shall  be  three  calendar  years,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  attend  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  as 
such  trustee  ; 

Provided,  that  this  b.y-law  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent 
the  acceptance  of  the  resignation,  or  the  removal  of  trustees,  by  said 
Board  of  Trustees  for  good  cause  shown  and, 

'Provided,  further,  that  the  Board  may  at  any  time  remove  any 
trustee  of  its  own  appointment  whenever  necessarv,  in  order  to  admit 
another  conference. 

Sec.  VI.— Vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustees  elected  by  any  confer- 
ence, shall  be  filled  by  such  conference  at  an  annual  meeting  thereof, 
but  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  at  any  of  its  meetings  during  the 
existence  of  such  a  vacancy,  if  deemed'  necessary,  fill  the  same  by  the 
election  of  a  trustee,  to  hold  until  such  conference  shall  fill  the 
vacancy  in  said  office  but  not  longer  than  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term  ;  and  all  other  vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustee  may 
be  filled  by  the  Baard,  at  any  meeting,  by  the  election  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  trustees  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  hold  for  a  full 
term. 

Sec.  VII.— Should  any  conference  connected  with  this  Corporation, 
either  voluntarily  or  otherwise,  fail  for  three  successive  years  to  elect 
a  trustee  as  provided  in  Section  IV.  of  these  By-Laws,  such  conference 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  surrendered  and  forfeited  its  right  of  election 
or  appointment  of  trustees,  and,  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
remaining  trustees  to  declare  a  vacancy  in  the  Board,  and  upon 
declaring  such  vacancy,  the  Board  shall  immediately  fill  the  same  by 
the  election  of  a  trustee  for  that  purpose.  When  a  vacancy  has  been 
declared,  as  above  mentioned,  such  conference  shall  have  no  further 
right  to  elect  a  trustee  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole 
number  of  trustees,  given  in  annual  session  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  VIII.— There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year,  but 
the  Board  may,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  change  the  time  for  holding 
such  annual  meeting,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at  any  time  when  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  three  trustees,  but  only  upon 
two  weeks  previous  notice  of  such  meetings  being  published'  in  the 
official  weekly  papers  of  said  Church.  Any  special  meeting  may  be 
converted  into  an  annual  meeting  when  two-thirds  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  trustees  shall  so  order. 

Sec.  IX.— The  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  at 
a  special  meeting,  when  such  meeting  is  converted  into  an  annual 
meeting,  elect  one  of  its  members  President,  who  shall  thereupon 
appoint  a  Secretary.  A  Vice-President  shall  also  be  elected,  and  all 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,   and   until  their  successors   are 
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elected  and  appointed  respectively,  and  in  case  of  vacancy  in  such 
offices,  or  in  the  absence  of  either  of  said  officers,  the  Board  may  elect 
a  President,  or  a  Vice-President,  or  a  Secretary  may  be  appointed, 
pro  tempore,  for  the  meeting  then  convened,  unless  the  regular  officer 
sooner  appears  and  acts  : 

Provided,  In  case  a  special  meeting  be  made  an  annual  meeting, 
then  the  terms  of  the  officers  regularly  elected  and  appointed,  shall 
terminate. 

Sec.  X.— The  President  of  the  Board  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  trustees,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  and  the  Secretary 
shall  properly  keep  the  record  of  the  Corporation,  in  which  he  shall 
record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  each  of  said 
officers  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  required  by  the 
Board. 

Sec.  XL.  —There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  said  Corporation,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall,  unless  sooner 
removed,  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  Such  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties, 
execute  a  bond  in  such  amount  and  with  such  security  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  (or  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  Board 
shall  direct),  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  as 
such  treasurer  ;  that  he  will  properly  care  for  and  protect  all  the 
property  of  the  Corporation  that  shall  come  to  his  hands  as  such 
officer  ;  that  he  will  faithfully  account  for,  pay  over  and  deliver  all 
moneys  or  property  of  said  Corporation  in  his  possession  or  care,  to 
his  successor  in  office  when  elected  and  qualified,  and.that  he  will,  in 
all  things,  act  as  shall  be  required  by  the  By-Laws,  or  as  directed  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec  XII  —It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  in  a  proper 
manner  suitable  books  of  account,  and  he  shall  enter  therein  a  state- 
ment of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  and  on  what 
account.  He  shall  so  keep  his  books  that  they  will  show  the  names 
of  all  persons  subscribing  or  contributing  money  or  property  for  said 
Corporation,  and  the  amount  thereof;  the  names  of  all  persons  hold- 
ing scholarships,  the  classes  of  the  same,  the  tuition  granted  on  same, 
and  to  what  student.  He  shall  pay  out  no  money  of  the  Corporation 
except  for  the  proper  and  necessary  current  expenses  of,  or  upon  legal 
claims  against  the  Corporation,  and  shall  strictly  comply  with  all  the 
orders  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  also  give  receipts  for  all 
moneys  paid  to  him,  and  take  receipts  for  all  moneys  paid  out,  which 
receipts  shall  state  for  what  purpose  paid  or  received,  and  shall 
annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by  them,  make  report  of  his  actings 
and  doings,  and  exhibit  his  books  and  papers  for  their  inspection  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  the  Executive  Committee,  whenever  by 
them,  or  either  of  them,  required  so  to  do. 

Sec  XIII.— The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  annually  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  members,  who  shall  transact  such  business  as  may  by  the  Board 
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be  committed  to  them,  and  such  business  of  minor  importance,  when 
the  Board  is  not  in  session,— as  the  interests  of  the  Corporation  and 
the  necessities  of  the  case  may  demand. 

The  President  of  the  College  snail  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Said  committee  shall  control  its  own  organi- 
zation, and  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  entire  proceedings,  and 
shall  report  all  its  transactions  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  approval 
or  disapproval  at  each  annual  meeting  thereof,  or  at  any  other  meet- 
ing thereof,  when  required  by  said  Board. 

Sec.  XIV.— The  President,  Professors,  Lady-Principal  and  Tutors, 
appointed  by  the  Trustees,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of  North- 
western College,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Trustees,  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proper  government  of  the  conduct  of  the  students,  and  -to  take  all 
necessary  action  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  discipline  in  the  Insti- 
tution, including  the  reprimand,  suspension  or  expulsion  of  students 
for  improper  or  immoral  conduct,  violation  of  rules,  idle  or  vicious 
habits  ;  to  prescribe  and  regulate  the  mode  and  course  of  instruction  in 
the  College  for  males  and  females. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Faculty  to  report  to  the  Trustees 
at  their  annual  meeting  the  general  condition  of  the  Institution  and 
its  various  departments,  and  its  history  for  the  year  then  ending,  with 
such  suggestions  as  may  be  deemed  of  interest. 

Sec.  XV.  —The  Board  of  Trustees  may  give  and  grant  such  literary 
honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  granted  by  like  institutions,  and 
may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  give  suitable  diplomas 
and  certificates  of  scholarship,  under  the  common  seal  of  the  Corpor- 
ation. 

Sec  XVI.— North-Western  College,  in  all  its  departments,  shall  be 
open  to  all  denominations  of  Christians,  and  the  profession  of  any 
religious  faith  shall  not  be  required  of  those  who  become  students. 

Sec  XVII. — The  articles  of  association  of  this  Corporation  may  be 
changed,  and  in  such  manner  as  directed  by  the  Trustees  or  a  majority 
of  them,  whenever,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  number  of  Trustees  shall  so  order; 

Provided,  such  changes  be  ratified  by  two-thirds  of  the  conference 
members  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec  XVIII.— These  By-Laws  may  be  repeals  or  amended,  or  new 
By-Laws  may  be  adopted  at  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  by  a  majority 
vote  of  those  present ; 

Provided,  no  change,  alteration,  amendment,  or  new  By-Laws  shall 
ever  be  made  that  are  inconsistent  with  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  the 
Evangelical  Association,  or  with  the  rules,  regulations  and  general 
direction  of  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church.

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The  Institution  comprises  the  following  departments:  Collegiate, 
Preparatory,  Academic,  German,  Commercial,  Music  and  Art,  each 
offering  appropriate  courses  of  study.  The  Collegiate  Department 
presents  to  the  student  the  choice  of  four  parallel  courses  of  study, 
each  requiring  four  years  for  its  completion,  and  named  respect- 
ively the  Classical  Course,  the  Philosophical  Course,  the  Scientific 
Course,  and  the  Course  in  Modern  Literature. 

Classical  Course.— This  course  gives  prominence  to  the  study 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages.  Three  years  of  preparatory 
work  in  Latin  and  two  in  Greek  are  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  Class.  The  study  of  these  languages  and  their  literature 
is  continued  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and  pro- 
vision is  made  for  their  further  pursuit  in  the  Junior  year.  The 
completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Philosophical  Course.— The  required  work  in  Latin  and  Greek 
in  this  course  extends  through  five  years  ;  but  the  relative  amount 
of  each  language  is  left  optional  with  the  student.  While  this  course 
requires  less  work  in  the  ancient  languages  than  the  classical,  it  de- 
votes more  time  to  the  study  of  modern  languages.  The  educational 
value  of  this  course  is  believed  to  be  substantially  equal  to  that  of 
the  classical  course.  This  course  leads  to  the  degree  of  Batchelor  of 
Philosophy. 

Scientific  Course.— In  this  course  less  time  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  languages  than  in  either  of  the  preceding  courses,  but  it 
requires  more  work  in  the  departments  of  Science  and  Mathematics. 
The  aim  is  to  make  this  course  more  distinctively  scientific,  by  giv- 
ing prominence  to  a  systematic  and  progressive  study  of  physical 
science.    Its  completion  entitles  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Modern  Literature.— This  course  makes  prominent  the  study 
of  modern  languages.  The  required  work  in  the  departments  of 
History,  Philosophy,  Physical  Science,  Political  Science,  and  Gen- 
eral Literature,  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  other  college  courses. 
Students  completing  this  course  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Literature. 

Special  Courses. —  Persons  desiring  to  receive  instruction  in 
any  particular  department  of  the  college,  without  becoming  can- 
didates for  degrees,  may  be  admitted  as  special  students,  provided 
they  prove  themselves,  upon  examination,  qualified  to  pursue  with 
advantage  the  studies  of  those  departments.  In  no  case  will  a 
student  be  allowed  to  select  studies  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Faculty,  he  cannot  profitably  pursue.  The  provision  of  special 
courses  is  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of  such  students  as  cannot, 
on  account  of  adverse  circumstances,  pursue  any  of  the  regular 
courses,  but  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  the  broadest  culture 
possible  from  a  partial  course. 
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Required  and  Elective  Studies. —  In  each  of  the  regular 
courses  all  the  studies  of  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  are 
prescribed,  except  that  students  of  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific 
Courses  have  the  option  between  Greek  and  Latin,  and  that  a  few 
electives  are  introduced  in  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  Classical 
Course.  During  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  certain  studies  are 
prescribed  for  all  candidates  for  degrees,  while  others  are  made 
elective.  These  electives  embrace  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  and 
enable  the  student  to  select  his  work  with  special  reference  to  his 
chosen  vocation  in  life.  Substitutions  of  elective  for  prescribed 
studies  are  allowed  whenever  the  interests  of  the  student  seem  to 
justify  the  arrangement.  The  choice  of  elective  studies  is  in  all 
cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty.

ENTRANCE   EXAMINATIONS. 

Entrance  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  Spring  term 
and  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  college  year.  Appli- 
cants may  be  examined  and  admitted  at  other  times,  but  are 
advised  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  examined  in  the  studies 
previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  propose  to  enter. 

Applicants  from  other  institutions  must  present  certificates  of 
honorable  dismission,  and  may,  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory 
proof  of  preparation  for  the  class  which  they  wish  to  enter,  be 
admitted  without  examination.  Such  proof  should  consist  in  'cer- 
tificates, stating  explicitly,  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  work 
there  accomplished. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  be  at  least  15  years  of  age,  and 
must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  character.

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical,  Philosophical,  Scien- 
tific and  Literary  courses  of  the  College.  The  preparatory  courses 
extend  through  three  years ;  and  cover  the  usual  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  best  western  colleges. 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the  plan  of  study 
is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  manner  the  requirements  of 
such  students  as  may  not,  on  account  of  adverse  circumstances,  be 
able  to  take  a  regular  College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in  the  elementary  English 
branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue  successfully  some  one  of  the  regular 
courses  of  study.  Being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Col- 
lege Faculty,  classes  are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the 
Faculty.  The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction 
as  those  in  the  College  Department.

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers'  Course  is  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elementary  English 
Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public  schools  such  persons 
as  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to  preparation.  In  addition  to 
the  common  English  branches,  this  course  embraces  the  elements 
of  Physical  Science,  Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and 
Philosophy.  The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the 
branches  required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  for  successfully  discharging  the 
wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teacher's  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hvgiene  constitute  part  of  the  course, 
and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are  discussed,  while 
the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate  and  inculcate  the  best 
methods  of  instruction.

Logic. — The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  forms  of  deductive  and  inductive  reasoning.  Attention 
is  consequently  directed  chiefly  to  the  study  of  the  principles  of  cor- 
rect definitions,  analysis  and  synthesis  of  argument,  detection  of 
fallacies  and  estimation  of  evidence.  While  Logic  is  not  regarded 
merely  as  a  preparatory  philosophical  discipline,  care  is  taken  to 
secure  the  disciplinary  value  of  this  study  for  abstract  thinking  and 
advanced  work. 

Hyslop's  Elements  of  Logic,  Jevons'  Hill's  Elements  of  Logic 
McCosh's  The  Laws  of  Discursive  Thought,  and  Lotze's  Outlines  of 
Logic  are  used  as  text-books  on  this  subject. 

Psychology.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
clear  conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul  and  to  ac- 
quaint him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life.  Careful  observation  of 
the  personal  intellectual  activity  is  constantly  encouraged,  and  the 
conscious  operations  of  the  mind  become  a  test  and  criterion  in  many 
investigations.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  relation  of  mental 
phenomena  to  physiology,  and  of  the  senses  in  their  service  to  the 
mind.  The  most  important  philosophical  and  metaphysical  questions 
now  at  issue  among  speculators  receive  due  consideration  and  the 
results  of  recent  critical  discussions,  together  with  comments,  are 
interspersed  with  the  daily  recitations.  Physiological  Psychology  is 
offered  as  an  elective  extending  through  the  Senior  year. 

McCosh's  Psychology,  Baldwin's  Hand-book  of  Psychology,  James' 
Psychology  and  Ladd's  Physiological  Psychology  are  used  as  text- 
books in  this  department. 

History  of  Philosophy. — The  study  of  this  subject  extends 
through  two  terms  of  the  Senior  year.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to 
secure  a  clear  and  comprehensive  idea  of  the  philosophical  systems  of 
ancient  and  modern  times,  and  to  develop  in  the  student  the  philo- 
sophical habit  and  taste  in  dealing  with  philosophical  problems. 
Constant  reference  is  made  to  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines 
to  practical  life,  personal  and  social,  as  illustrated  in  history. 

Stuckenberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy,  Schwegler's 
History  of  Philosophy,  Ueberweg's  History  of  Philosophy  and  McCosh's 
Realistic  Philosophy  are  used  as  text-books. 
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Moral  Philosophy.— The  study  of  Ethics  is  intimately  connected 
with  the  instruction  in  Psychology  and  Philosophy.  In  theoretical 
ethics,  attention  is  chiefly  directed  to  the  psychology  of  conscience 
and  the  investigations  concerning  the  ultimate  ground  of  moral 
obligation.  The  remainder  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  most 
important  distinctions  of  practical  ethics,  and  to  the  study  and  dis- 
cussion of  ethical  problems. 

Bowne's  Principles  of  Ethics,  Robinson's  Principles  and  Practice  of 
Morality,  and  Porter's  Elements  of  Moral  Science  are  the  text-books 
ou  this  subject. 

^Esthetics.— This  subject  complements  the  study  of  Ethics  and 
Psychology,  and  includes  the  cultivation  of  both  a  perception  of  the 
beautiful,  as  it  exists,  and  an  ability  to  arrange  elements  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  produce  the  beautiful.  In  addition  to  a  careful  exam- 
ination of  the  physiological  and  psychological  basis  of  aesthetics, 
considerable  attention  is  devoted  to  the  determination  of  the  nature, 
laws,  elements  and  utility  of  the  beautiful. 

Day's  Science  of  ^Esthetics,  Knight's  Philosophy  of  the  Beautiful 
and  Lotzers  Outline  of  ^Esthetics  are  used  as  text-books. 

Christian  Evidences.— This  subject  is  pursued  during  two  terms 
of  the  Senior  year.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the 
fundamental  grounds  of  theistic  belief,  and  the  principal  anti-theistic 
theories  are  duly  noted.  The  object  is  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature  and  the  dic- 
tates of  reason,  and  as  having  consequently  the  highest  claims  upon 
human  acceptance. 

Text-books  used,  are  Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian 
Belief,  Row's  Manual  of  Christian.  Evidences,  Butler's  Analogy  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion  and  Bowne's  Philosophy  of  Theism. 

The  instructian  on  the  subjects  of  this  department  is  not  confined 
to  the  use  of  the  text-book  ;  free  discussions  in  the  class-room  are 
constantly  encouraged,  and  frequent  lectures  are  introduced  to  explain 
and  supplement  the  outlines  furnished  by  the  text-book. 

Political  Science. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related  to  the 
study  of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given  to  the  principles 
of  social  philosophy  and  constitutional  and  political  developments. 
The  subjects  considered  are  so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis 
for  an  intelligent  investigation  of  the  economic  and  social  problems 
of  to-day.

NORTH-WESTERN  COLLEGE. 


Civil  Government.— This  subject  is  studied  during  the  Spring 
term  in  the  preparatory  department.  Its  object  is  to  furnish  an 
intelligent  acquaintance  with  our  federal  institutions,  and  to  prepare 
for  advanced  work  in  Political  science.  Special  attention  is  paid  to 
the  historic  factors  and  early  struggles  for  political  liberty  that  have 
given  form  and  direction  to  our  government. 

°  Howry's  Studies  in  Civil  Government,  Thorpe's  The  Government  of 
the  People  of  the  United  States  and  Macy's  Our  Government  are  the 

text-books. 

Constitutional  Law.— This  course  embraces  a  comparative  study 
of  the  principal  forms  of  constitutional  government.  The  constitutions 
of  leadin-  nations  are  carefully  studied,  and  the  salient  points  of  their 
governments  and  administrations  duly  examined.  The  aim  is  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and  principles  which 
underlie  the  civil  polity  of  modern  governments. 

Wilson's  The  State,  Cooky's  Principles  of  Constitutional  Law  and 
Bryce's  American  Commonwealth  are  used  as  text-books. 

EcoNOMics.-This  subject  is  studied  during  the  first  term  of  the 
Senior  year,  and  may  be  pursued  as  an  elective  throughout  the  year. 
Political  economy  is  not  regarded  nor  treated  as  an  isolated  science, 
but  as  intimately  connected  with  that  of  government,  and  bearing 
directly  upon  the  welfare  and  interdependence  of  States  as  well  as 
individuals.  The  study  is  based  upon  a  text-book,  but  is  supple- 
mented by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on  the  more  important 
topics  and  the  practical  applications  of  enconomic  principles. 

F  A  Walker's  Political  Economy,  Andrew's  Institutes  ot  Economics 
and'other  standard  works  of  reference  are  used  in  this  department. 

International  Law.-TMs  subject  comprises  a  historical  and 
critical  study  of  the  international  relations  of  sovereign  States,  and  a 
discussion  of  the  principal  rights  and  obligations  which  nations  agree 
to  observe  in  their  intercourse  and  relations  with  each  other  The 
purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  outline  of 
this  science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances  which  may  be 
made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized  law  of  nations. 

Davis' International  Law  and  Woolsey's  Introduction  to  Interna- 
tional Law  are  the  text-books  used  in  this  department. 

German  Department- 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  meet  the  wants  both  of  German 
and  English  students.  . 

The  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and  writing  m  German 
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and  English  as  preparatory  studies.  Arithmetic,  Geography,  U.  S. 
History  and  Physical  Geography,  Physiology,  Physics,  Civil  Govern- 
ment and  Astronomy  are  taught  in  English.  These  with  English 
grammar,  reading,  writing  and  spelling  give  German  students  a 
good  foundation  for  an  English  education.  The  other  studies  of 
the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  German  language  and  literature.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
grammar,  composition  and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures  supplements 
the  text-book  on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic,  psychology, 
evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with  special  instruction  in  elocu- 
tion and  oratory,  prepare  the  student  for  public  speaking  which  is  the 
aim  of  most  of  those  who  pursue  this  Course. 

The  English-German  required  in  the  regular  college  Courses,  affords 
English  students  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  thorough  scientific  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  German  language.  To  secure  this  result, 
the  so-called  grammatical  and  natural  methods  are  judiciously  com- 
bined. The  student  is  led  naturally  but  systematically  to  acquire  a 
sufficient  working  vocabulary,  a  knowledge  of  the  grammatical 
construction  and  idioms  of  the  language,  and  of  the  best  German 
literature,  by  translation,  sight-reading  and  lectures.  To  secure  the 
highest  practical  results,  the  German  language  is  made  as  far  as  is 
practicable,  the  medium  of  all  instruction  ;  and  regular  exercises 
in  conversation  and  composition  are  required  throughout  the  entire 
course. 

Students  completing  the  German  course  receive  a  diploma.  Those 
entering  upon  a  regular  College  Course,  will  receive  credit  for  some 
of  the  above  studies. 

Latin  Language  and  Literature. 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire  a  good  working 
vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms  and  constructions  ;  and  along 
with  this  to  teach  sentence-building,  correct  and  fluent  pronunciation 
correct  style  and  the  art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible  instrument  of 
thought,  in  questions  and  answers  on  the  text,  and  by  turning  small 
portions  of  Latin  into  English,  and  English  into  Latin. 

The  basis  of  this  work  is  Caesar's  «  Helvetian  War,'  and  the  induc- 
tive method  is  used  as  far  as  practicable. 

^  In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based  upon  selec- 
tions from  the  Authors  usually  read.  In  connection  with  the  reading 
of  Caesar  and  Cicero,  daily  exercises  in  Composition  based  on  the  text 
are  required  and  Sight  Reading  is  begun. 
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Along  with  Virgil,  prosody  is  studied  and  there  is  frequent  practice 

in  scanning,  ,     . 

In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  Latin  ends  here,  but  m  both 
the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical  Courses,  one  year  more  is  required. 
Selections  are  made  from  the  best  Authors  of  the  Golden  and  the 
Silver  age— Livv,  Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued  ;  and  written  translations  and  historical, 
critical  and  explanatory  papers  are  from  time  to  ti  me  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  additional  years  of 
Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set  forth. 

Greek  Language  and  Literature. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four  years  and  are 
required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Darin*  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflection,  with  the  use 
of  accents  and  the  ordinary  grammatical  constructions,  is  squired 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to  Greek  syntax 

and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study  : 

First   Year. -Goodwin's   Grammar,   Frost's   Greek   Primer   and 

Moss'  First  Greek  Reader.  _ 

Second  YEAR.-Selections  from  the  Anabasis,  Hellemca  and  New 
Testament;  Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses  and  Jones'  Prose  Compo- 

^TtimD  YEAR.-Extracts  from  St.  Paul's  writings  and  Herodotus- 
Homer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with  Metrical  reading.  _ 
Fourth    Year.- Sophocles',    Oedipus    Tyrannus,    Demosthenes 
Oration  on  the  Crown  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selections  from  other 

"An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  any  one  who  desires 
to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geography  and  Archeology  as  related 
to  the  various  subjects  and  countries,  receive  proper  attention ;  and 
throughout  the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contnbu  e 
its  share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of  scholarship  in  those 
who  receive  instruction  in  it. 

Rhetoric  and  English  Literature. 

Tt  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one,  and  any 
deviation  from  the  line  of  study  here  laid  down  will  be  in  harmony 
with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  literature  has 
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become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses  is  as  necessary  to  the 
useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to  the  cultured.  It  is  the  fine  thought 
that  is  immortal,  and  it  takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully 
the  finest  thought  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear  perception 
of  the  beautiful  inventions  of  the  masters.  But  the  active  age  of 
mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought  is  yet  to  be  produced  to  answer  the 
demands  of  this  persuasive  era ;  and  every  institution  that  would 
escape  the  future  censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this 
refining  and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  North-Western  College  to  place  its  students 
upon  a  plane  where  they  can  commune  with  great  and  noble  minds. 
It  aims  to  help  them  to  teach  letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books 
of  the  century  may  be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of 
the  past ; — so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical  joy. 

Preliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a  year  is  spent 
under  a  very  competent  and  efficient  instructor.  This  is  followed  by 
Elements  of  Composition  from  which  the  student  advances  to  Rhetoric 
proper.  The  elementary  text  books  are  William's  Rhetoric,  and 
Lockwood's  Lessons  in  English.  Gilmore's  Rhetoric  is  used  with 
chapters  from  Genung's  in  the  college  department.  All  essays  are 
carefully  criticised,  and  students  are  invited  to  bring  their  composi- 
tions for  face  to  face  criticism.  For  aid  in  the  study  of  literature, 
students  are  earnestly  recommended  to  use  Meiklejohn's  English 
language,  an  able  and  concise  work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical  productions 
until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  outline  the  styles  of  prominent 
authors. 

English  Philology  has  been  added  to  the  course,  in  which  students 
are  directed  to  apply  the  methods  of  philological  science  to  the  study 
of  English.  The  English. language  is  studied  in  its  historic  develop- 
ment, and  the  relations  between  English  and  cognate  languages  are 
carefully  pointed  out.  Earle's  Philology  of  the  English  Tongue  is 
used  as  the  text-book.

History. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  essential  facts  and  principles  of  history,  but  to  develop  in 
him  that  habit  of  mind  that  will  enable  him  to  discover  the  causal 
relations  of  events  and  to  determine  intelligently  the  conspiring 
factors  of  great  national  changes.  "W  hile  tracing  the  course  of  events, 
as  they  affect  the  political,  social  and  ethical  relations  of  society,  the 
attention  of  the  student  is  constantly  directed  to  a  correct  estimation 
of  the  fundamental  conditions  of  national  progress,  which  history  so 
ampl}T  illustrates. 

The  course  embraces  the  histories  of  the  leading  nations  of  ancient 
and  modern  times,  and  is  supplemented  by  the  study  of  Constitutional 
History  and  the  History  of  Civilization.  Electives  offer  an  opportunity 
for  advanced  work  in  this  department. 

The  method  of  instruction  employed  aims  to  encourage  students  to 
follow  out  independent  lines  of  investigation  and  to  go  as  far  as 
possible  to  original  sources  of  information. 

Text-books  :  Montgomery's  American  History,  Johnston's  History 
of  the  United  States,  Sheldon's  Studies  in  General  History,  Meyer's 
General  History,  Fiske's  Critical  Period  of  American  History  and 
Guizot's  History  of  Civilization. 

Mathematics. 

The  value  of  a  study  depends  upon  the  mental  discipline  it  affords. 
The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to  discipline  and  invigorate  the 
mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of  clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning  and  advanced 
Arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is  aimed  to  have  the  student 
lay  a  broad  foundation  here  so  as  to  be  able  to  enter  creditably  upon 
the  advanced  course  in  Mathematics.     Those  desiring  to  prepare  for 
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teaching  have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arithmetic 
Algebra  through  Quadratics  and  plane  Geometry  are  taught  in  the 
last  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in  Geometry, 
including  regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry  with 
original  work  in  demonstration  of  theorems  and  solution  of  problems. 

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra  including  the  binomial 
theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms,  theory  of  equations,  and 
solution  of  higher  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  in  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in  Spherical  As- 
tronomy. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic  Geometry, 
construction  of  equations,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  properties 
of  the  Conic  Sections  and  introduction  to  higher  plane  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Methematics  is  elective.  The 
student  may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying,  Analytic  Geometry  of 
Space,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 

Physical  Science. 

Physics. — A  class  in  elementary  Physics  is  organized  inthe  Spring 
This  is  especially  intended  for  students  preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a 
preparation  for  the  more  advanced  work.  The  advanced  work  on 
Physics  is  begun  in  the  Fall.  During  this  term  Mechanics  and 
Acoustics  are  studied  and  during  the  Winter,  Electricity,  Heat  and 
Light,  Avery's  Text-book  is  used.  In  addition  to  the  Text-book,  hints 
and  lectures  are  given  on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Labora- 
tory work  per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry. — About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic  chemistry  and 
half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's  Complete  Chemistry  is 
used  as  a  text-book.  The  course  is  largely  experimental.  Each 
student  is  required  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  to  perform  a 
large  number  of  experiments,  selected  to  illustrate  the  laws  of  chem- 
ical action,  and  the  properties  and  relations  of  the  more  important 
chemical  elements.  The  aim  of  this  method  is  to  develop  in  the 
student  habits  of  accurate  and  careful  observation,  and  a  practical 
skill  in  the  use  of  the  apparatus.  At  least  three  hours  per  week  are 
spent  in  the  chemical  laboratory. 

Geology.— Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many  other  sciences 
for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately  placed  in  the  last  term  of 
the  Junior  year.  The  Text-book  used  is  Le  Conte's  Compend  ;  and 
Le  Conte's  Elements  and  Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  addi- 
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tional  reading.  Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible  ;  our  locality 
affording  special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  deposits.  Mineralogy- 
is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology  one  hour  a  week.  Talks 
are  given  on  Composition  of  Minerals,  Crystalliography  etc.,  etc.,  and 
about  fifty  minerals  are  studied  and  determined  by  their  external 
characteristics. 

Astronomy. — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  mathematical  and  descriptive  astronomy.  The 
instruction  is  based  upon  the  use  of  a  text-book,  and  observation  is 
encouraged  as  far  as  possible.  The  most  recent  additions  to  our 
knowledge  of  the  heavens  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students 
and  duly  considered  in  the  recitation  and  lecture  room. 

One  term  of  General  Astronomy  is  required  of  all  candidates 
for  degrees  ;  in  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific  courses  provision 
is  made  for  an  additional  term.  Young's  General  Astronomy  is 
used  as  text-book. 

Biological  Science* 

The  required  work  of  this  department  extends  through  three  terms 
in  all  the  regular  courses,  while  in  the  Scientific  Course  the  study  is 
continued  for  an  additional  year.  The  design  of  this  course  is  to  im- 
part a  general  idea  of  the  phenomena  of  life  in  whatever  form  it  may 
be  found,  and  to  give  such  knowledge  on  these  subjects  as  necessarily 
belongs  to  a  liberal  education.  Electives  provide  an  opportunity  for 
advanced  work  in  this  department. 

Physiology.— The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  various  organs  of  the 
body  in  their  normal  condition.  Enough  anatomy  is  given  to  render 
the  physiological  discussions  intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene 
to  guide  to  an  intelligent  care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illustrat- 
ing the  subject  accompany  the  study.  Martin's  Human  Body  is  the 
text-book.     One  term  is  devoted  to  Comparative  Anatomy. 

Zoology.— The  study  of  animal  life  is  as  much  as  possible  from 
specimens.  Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed  in  the  practical  work 
and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in  the  recitation.  Students  are  encour- 
aged to  observe  the  habits  of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  locality. 
The  Museum  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students  in  this  branch  of 
science. 

Botany.— The  study  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as  far  as  possible 
by  specimens,  especial  attention  being  given  to  microscopic  structure. 
As  soon  as  the  season  allows  in  the  Spring,  the  class-room  exercises 
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are  supplemented  by  field  and  laboratory  work,  much  time  being  given 
to  the  analysis  and  description  of  plants  and  the  study  of  structural 
botany.     Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text-book. 

Elocution. 

The  study  of  this  subject  is  required  of  all  regular  students,  and 
instruction  is  imparted  without  extra  charge.  The  aim  of  this  depart- 
ment is  to  aid  students  to  become  easy,  natural  and  effective  readers 
and  speakers.  Elocutionary  training  is  closely  related  to  general 
culture,  and  adds  very  materially  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  stu- 
dent. The  fundamental  principles  of  good  elocution  are  elucidated 
and  embodied  in  the  student's  practice.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the 
course  much  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  essential  elements  of 
vocal  expression,  analysis  of  English  sounds,  quality  of  tones,  force, 
pitch  and  movement,  while  in  the  more  advanced  work  the  subject  of 
gestures  receives  attention  in  connection  with  the  study  of  inflection, 
emphasis,  climax  and  pauses. 

Bell's  Principles  of  Elocution  combined  with  the  Delsartean  system 
of  Oratory  is  used  as  text-book  and  frequent  lectures  on  extempore 
speech  and  the  source  of  power  in  oratory  are  introduced. 

Classes  meet  twice  a  week.  Advanced  students  may  receive 
private  instruction. 


Qou}U}ercial  Qepartnjerat 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial 
transactions,  with  a  thorough  drill  in  Orthography,  Penmanship  and 
Arithmetic. 

The  course  embraces  the  theory  of  accounts  by  Single  and  Double 
Entry.  The  student  first  enters  the  elementary  or  theoretical  course, 
where  he  becomes  familiar  with  Day-book  and  Journal  entries,  open- 
ing and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances,  Financial '  State- 
ments, etc.  ;  with  all  forms  of  Inventories,  Bills,  Discounts  and 
Premiums,  with  the  books  aud  forms  as  used  in  Wholesaling,  Retail- 
ing, Commission,  Shipping,  Partnership,  Banking,  Railroading,  Manu- 
facturing, Farming,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Com- 
mercial Correspondence,  English  Grammar,  Spelling,  and  Letter 
Writing. 
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After  completing  this  course  the  student  enters  the 

ACTUAL  BUSINESS  PRACTICE. 

Here  business  is  transacted  on  the  Actual  Business  Plan,  which 
brings  into  practice  the  theories  and  principles  daily  taught  in  the 
class-room. 

The  papers  and  books  of  this  department  are  carefully  inspected 
by  the  teacher  in  charge,  and  all  errors  are  marked  and  forms  of 
corrections  suggested.  The  student  in  each  and  every  case  is  required 
to  make  the  corrections  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and  manuscript  in 
which  errors,  blots,  or  erasures  occur. 

The  Business  Rooms  are  elegantly  fitted  up-  with  different  offices, 
and  the  student  passes  from  one  office  to  another,  remaining  long 
enough  in  each  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  its  actual  work. 

SPECIAL  DRILL  EXERCISES. 

Special  daily  drill  exercises  in  writing  Letters,  Notes,  Drafts,  Checks, 
Receipts,  Orders,  Contracts,  Deeds,  Mortgages,  Leases,  etc.,  continue 
during  the  entire  course.  The  student  becomes  thoroughly  proficient 
in  writing  and  transferring  all  forms  of  negotiable  paper,  learns  how 
to  endorse  all  forms  of  notes  and  bills  ;  how  to  examine  titles,  etc. 

PENMANSHIP. 

Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed  every  term.  Students  have  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the  art 
as  well  as  the  correct  movement  and  facility  and  beauty  of  execution. 
The  members  of  each  class  receive  weekly  drills  in  writing  Letters, 
Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders,  Checks,  etc. 

The  whole  work  of  the  course  is  made  so  practical  that  it  will  prove 
to  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  all  young  men  and  women,  whatever 
their  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  satisfactorily  pass  the  examination  at  the  close  of  the 
six  months'  course,  are  entitled  to  a  diploma.  A  course  of  nine 
months,  however,  is  offered  to  those  who  desire  special  and  advanced 
studies. 

A  good  library,  literary  societies,  lectures,  instructive  entertain- 
ments, and  graduating  exercises  make  the  work  of  the  department 
thoroughlv  interesting  as  well  as  instructive.

EXPENSES.

In  this  department  excellent  advantages  are  offered  for  gaining  a 
thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers  have  had  many  years'  experience,'  and  have  been 
at  much  pains  and  expense  to  become  acquainted  with  the  best  sys- 
tems of  teaching.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  young  teachers 
and  those  desirous  of  becoming  teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz  :  Piano-forte,  Organ,  Voice 
Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and  advanced,)  and  Theory  of 
Music,  including  Thorough-Bass,  Harmony  and  Form. 
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The  Course  of  instruction  in  Piano-Forte  playing  is  arranged  as 

follows  : 

1  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  various  kinds  of  touch, 
finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios  in  moderate  tempo  and  in  various 
rhvthmical  forms  with  accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  Wm.  Mason  s  System  of 
Piano-Forte  Technics;  selections  from  the  following  works:  Kunz,  200  canons, 
Koehler  op.  151,  Doering  op.  8,  Krause  op.  2,  Heller  op.  47  ;  together  with 
pieces  of  suitable  grade  in  both  classical  and  popular  style. 

2  Middle.  More  advanced  technics,  canon  and  velocity  forms,  Studies  in 
Phrasing,  Heller,  op.  46  and  45,  Loeschhorn,  op.  66,  Bach's  Inventions,  Jensen, 

^Compositions  by  Schumann,  Mendelssohn,  Merkel,  Grieg,  Wollenhaupt, 
Mason  and  others. 

3.  Advanced.     High  Technics;  scales  in  double  thirds  and.  sixths,  octave 

^Selections  from  Cramer's,  Moscheles  and  Chopin's  Etudes,  and  from  the 
compositions  of  Bach,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  Mendelssohn,  Weber,  Chopin,  Liszt, 
as  well  as  from  representative  American  and  European  composers  ot  the 
present  day. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the  above  course  will  depend 
upon  the  pupil's  talent  and  amount  of  practice. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily  complete  the 
Course  in  Piano  and  theory  of  Music. 

No  student  of  the  College  is  expected  to  take  lessons  in  muic 
except  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  of  music.

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough  training  in 
the  principles  of  Art,  fitting  students  for  teaching,  or  the  further 
pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  culture  or  an  artistic  career. 
The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  foundation  for  seeing  and  ob- 
serving nature,  and  to  develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to  enable 
the  pupil  to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment  in 
practical  life.  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having  other 
studies  in  the  College  as  well  as  for  those  able  to  devote  all  their  time 
to  this  work. 

The  connection  with  the  College  is  an  advantage  of  great  value;  to 
the  student  since  it  enables  him  to  pursue  regular  college  studies*  in 
connection  with  his  work  in  Art.  Thorough  training  in  Art  work  in 
conjunction  with  suitable  literary  culture  lays  a  broad  foundation  for 
teaching  Art,  and  for  a  professional  career. 

Students  will  be  advanced  as  they  progress  individually,  not  being 
confined  to  any  branch  for  a  specified  length  of  time.  The  instruction 
of  the  department  is  based  upon  the  method  employed  in  the  best 
Art  Schools. 

The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  charcoal,  crayon  and 
pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still  life,  the  antique  and  the  living 
model,  and  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors.

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General  Information. 


LOCATION,  BUILDING  AND  CAMPUS. 

North- Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Evangelical 
Association,  is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois,  twenty-eight  miles  from 
Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thousand,  and  is 
classed  with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago.  It  is  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best 
equipped  and  most  popular  railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central 
location,  in  the  very  heart  of  the  country,  and  its  proximity  to  the 
great  metropolis  of  the  West,  make  the  College  easily  accessible  from 
all  points.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and  healthful  site  cannot  be 
found  in  the  entire  North-west.  It  is  near  enough  to  the  city  of 
Chicago  to  secure  many  of  the  advantages  without  incurring  the  moral 
dangers  of  city  life. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious  stone  edifice, 
convenientl/arranged  and  suitably  furnished  for  its  intended  purposes. 
It  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

Its  site  affords  a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent  country 
surrounding  the  location.  The  campus  is  spacious  and  beautifully 
ornamented  with  a  fine  variety  or  trees,  making  the  surroundings  of 
the  College  cheerful  and  attractive. 

DESIGN  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the  liberal  education 
of  the  young  men  and  women  who  may  be  entrusted  to  its  care  and 
instruction,  and  thus  to  aid  them  in  securing  the  best  preparation  for 
the  different  spheres  and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal  ;  its  ideals  are  high,  and 
its  work  is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decidedly  Christian 
in  theory  and  practice,  and  to  apply  Christian  principles  and  methods 
in  all  its  departments.  As  the  best  results  of  educational  effort  are 
conditioned  upon  the  symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  this 
Institution  ever  recognizes  the  development  of  moral  character  as  an 
essential  part  of  its  work.     While  endeavoring  to  inspire  and  encour- 
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age  a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the  Faculty  desires  and  aims  to 
foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit  which  shall  permeate  and 
crown  the  entire  Institution. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  institution  to  keep  its  standard  fully  up  to 
that  of  the  best  western  colleges,  and  its  methods  of  instruction  in 
harmony  with  the  most  enlightened  view  of  education.  These 
methods  will  naturally  vary  with  the  subject  and  proficiency  of  the 
student  ;  but  the  aim  is  the  same  in  every  department  of  the  College, 
—mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  independent  and 
original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon  an  intelligent  use 
of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the  daily  work.  Lectures  are 
frequently  introduced  to  elucidate  and  illustrate  the  various  subjects 
of  investigation.  Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the 
students  accompany  both  methods. 

The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  departments  in 
which  it  is  practicable. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of  study  has 
been  completed,  examinations  are  held  either  oral  or  written,  as  the 
Faculty  may  deem  most  suitable. 

A  student  neglecting  to  attend  examinations,  or  failing  to  obtain 
a  grade  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study,  will  be  required  to  pursue 
that  study  again,  or  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  therein  No 
standing  in  scholarship  will  be  given  except  as  the  result  of  an 
examination  or  its  equivalent. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accommodation  oi   such  students  as 
may  design  to  enter  any  of  the  departments  of  the  institution,  or  such 
as  may  have  failed  to  pass  in  some  branch  at  thejregular  examination 
are  held  on  the  day  before  the  opening  oi  each  term, 

STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the  scholarship  and 
deportment  of  each  student. 

The  standing  in  scholarship  is  made  up  from  examinations  and 
the  daily  record  in  the  class,  each  being  considered  of  equal  weight 
on  a  scale  of  one  hundred.  &     ' 

Students,  permitted  to  take  an  examination,  without  having  had 
the  regular  class  exercises  during  the  term,  will  be  credited  with  a 
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daily  record  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  in  determining  their  standing  in 

that  study. 

The  deportment  record  is  read  publicly  at  the  close  of  each  term. 
Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of  a  student  will 
be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  whenever  it  may  be  requested,  or 
when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty  it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  students  who  com- 
plete satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Phil- 
osophy on  those  completing  the  Philosophical  Course  ;  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  on  those  who  complete  the  Scientific  Course;  and 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Literature  on  those  who  complete  the  Course  in 
Modern  Literature. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy,  Master  of 
Science,  or  Master  of  Literature,  will  be  conferred  on  corresponding 
Bachelors  of  two  years  standing  or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good 
character,  and  who  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a 
professional  or  advanced  liberal  course  of  study.     Such  evidence  may 
be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  theo- 
logical Seminary,  Law  School,  or  Medical  College  ;  or  by  passing  an 
examination  on  a  course  of  liberal  and  non-professional  study  pursued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty ;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not 
less  than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study,  and  em- 
bodying  results  of  original  investigation.     Candidates   for   degrees 
stiould°apply  to  the  President  at  least  two  months  before  Commence- 
ment.    The  fee  in  each  case,  including  the  diploma,  is  five  dollars, 
payable  in  advance. 

GOVERNMENT. 
The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm.  The  Faculty 
aims  to  exercise  a  parental  and  moral  supervision  over  the  conduct 
and  character  of  the  students.  Such  relations  between  students  and 
teachers  are  cultivated  as  will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence. 
The  work  of  the  Faculty  is  to  instruct,  rather  than  to  administer 

d' Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies,  who  will  respect 
themselves  and  the  authority  of  the  College.  A  high  sense  of  honor 
and  truthfulness  is  inculcated  and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of  rules  is  given 
for  the  intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 
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I.  THINGS  REQUIRED. 
Students  are  held  responsible  for  proper  deportment,  a  decorous 
intercourse  among  themselves,  a  respectful  treatment  of  their  officers, 
a  faithful  observance  of  the  appointed  hours  for  study,  and  a  punctual 
attendance  upon  all  prescribed  exercises  of  the  College. 

II.  PROHIBITED. 

All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  College  Building  ; 
absence  from  recitations  and  other  enjoined  exercises  without  pre- 
vious permission  ;  communication  during  recitations,  chapel  or 
other  exercises  of  the  College;  social  visiting  during  study  hours; 
injury  to  College  property  ;  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  ;  the  use 
of  tobacco  ;  all  offensive  and  profane  language  or  indecent  behavior  ; 
playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  chance;  visiting- 
saloons  ;  interchange  of  visits  between  the  sexes  in  their  private 
rooms,  except  by  special  permission;  attending  parties  or  mixed 
assemblages  without  special  permission  ;  desecration  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  everything  in  the  deportment  of  students  inconsistent  with  the 
utmost  propriety  of  conduct  and  their  highest  mental  and  moral 
development. 

For  the  violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  College,  students 
will  be  liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public  reproof,  suspension,  or 
dismission. 

LEAVE  OP  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  to  remain  until  its  close.  No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent 
from  College  without  special  permission  of  the  Faculty.  The  time 
appropriated  to  vacations  and  holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for 
the  purpose  of  rest  and  relaxation  from  study. 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or  any  other 
period  of  the  term  can  only  have  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  stand- 
ing and  proficiency  of  the  student,  the  Faculty  earnestly  reqr-sts, 
that  parents  or  guardians  will  in  no  way  encourage  or  even  sanction 
such  absence  without  most  urgent  reasons.  Any  student  leaving 
without  permission  before  the  close  of  the  term,  cannot  re-enter  until 
he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 
Devotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing 
and  prayec,  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  at  which  students  are 
required  to  be  present. 
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Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship  and  Sunday- 
school  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  the  churches  in  the  city.  Students 
are  allowed  to  attend  such  places  of  worship  as  they,  or  their  parents 
or  guardians  may  select;  but  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some 
one*  church,  regularly,  unless  specially  excused. 

Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week,  which  students 
are  invited  to  attend.  These  facilities  afford  ample  opportunity  for 
Christian  growth  and  work. 

LECTURES. 
The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  during  each  Win- 
ter  season.  ^Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures  are  provided  by  the 
S-ientific  and  Christian  Associations,  and  frequent  lectures  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  are  introduced  throughout  the  year.  Among  the 
more  prominent  lecturers  engaged  by  the  College  during  the  past 
year  were  Joseph  Cook  of  Boston,  Dr.  Leo  M.  Woodruff  of  Detroit, 
Mich.,  Col.  L.  F.  Copeland,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  Dr.  Samuel  Phelps 

Leland,  of  Chicago.  ;",_-.  i 

These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear  the  best  speakers 

in  the  land. 

LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is  steadily  increasing. 
The  additions  are  made  with  reference  to  the  literary  and  scientific 
studies  in  the  several  courses.  It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the 
Library  shall  largely  supplement  the  class  room  instructions.  Sys- 
tematic collateral  reading  is  encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
departments.  The  books  are  arranged  on  open  shelves,  accessible  to 
all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost  freedom  of  reference  and  use 
without  extra  cost.  The  arrangement  of  books  is  by  subjects,  accord- 
ing to  the  «  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classification,"  so  that  a  book 
on  any  subject  can  readily  be  found. 

READING  ROOM. 

A  Reading  Room  under  the  supervision  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  pro- 
vided with  a°  large  number  of  periodicals,  secular  and  religious,  as 
well  as  a  good  collection  of  the  leading  magazines  of  the  day.

COLLEGE  PUBLICATIONS. 

uThe  North- Western  College  Chronicle"  is  published  monthly 
during  the  academic  year. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the  work  and 
condition  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ  of  the  students,  and 
contains  original  articles  by  members  of  the  school  and  others,  per- 
sonal notices  of  past  and  present  members  of  the  College,  proceedings 
of  the  Literary  and  Scientific  societies,  and  Christian  associations  and 
such  other  matter  pertaining  to  college  life  as  will  prove  of  interest 
to  all  friends  of  higher  education.  Subscription,  seventy-five  cents 
per  annum. 

Catalogues  and  Circulars  are  published  annually,  and  are  supplied 
gratis  upon  application. 

LABORATORY. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  enlarged  and  greatly  improved, 
and  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and  reagents  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  experiments.  Students  are  not  charged  extra  for  the 
use  of  apparatus  and  chemicals.  Tn  the  Physical  Laboratory  there 
has  recently  been  added  some  very  fine  apparatus,  and  further  addi- 
tions will  be  made  during  the  year.  The  facilities  for  the  study  of 
experimental  or  practical  Physics  are  good. 

MUSEUM. 
The  Museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of  the  upper  floor 
of  the  main  College  building,  and  contains  large  and  valuable  collec- 
tions for  illustrating  the  varions  departments  of  natural  history.  The 
collection  comprises  a  large  number  of  our  native  birds,  smaller 
mammals,  etc.;  a  number  of  the  smaller  reptiles  and  batrachea  in 
alcohol,  and  a  small  but  good  collection  of  marine  invertebrates 
donated  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution.     The  collection  of  minerals 
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has  been  greatly  increased  and  now  represents  many  of  the  American 
localities.    The  fossils  are  chiefly  from  rocks  of  the  Palaeozoic  era.    The 
fossil  plants  from  the  Carboniferous  are  especially  fine. 
Students  have  access  to  the  Museum  at  all  times. 

LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies  connected  with  the 
college,  viz.:  IheCUosophic,  the  Philologian,  the  Laconian  and  the 
Philorhetorian  (German).  These  Societies  have  good,  well-furnished 
halls,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for  practice  in  public  speak- 
ing, debate  and  other  literary  exercises. 

The  Senate  of  North- Western  College  organized  in  1886,  has  for  its 
object  the  consideration  and  discussion  of  themes  relating  to  political 
science,  and  the  promotion  of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our 
Federal  Institutions  and  the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds 
weekly  meetings,  and  presents  opportunities  for  practice  in  extempore 
speaking,  debate  and  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate  individual  workers, 
and  to° enable  members  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  and  advancement 
of  science.  It  holds  regular  meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers 
are  read,  embodying  results  of  careful  study  and  original  research. 
Occasional  lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects  are  delivered  by 
resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently  lecturers  from 

abroad  are  invited. 

These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Faculty.  No  public  entertainment  shall  be  given 
by  any  society  without  permissien  from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the 
exercises  intended  for  such  entertainments  must  be  submitted  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Faculty  before  their  public  delivery. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1873,  is 
the  second  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  Its  object  as 
set  forth  in  the  constitution  is  to  promote  growth  in  grace  and 
Christian  fellowship  among  its  members,  and  aggressive  Christian 
work  among  all  students.  It  holds  five  meetings  weekly,  and  with  its 
Devotional,  Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room,  and  Finance  Com- 
mittees, is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian  work. 

The  Young  Woman's  Christian  Association,  organized  in  1875, 
also  the  second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  organization  in  the  State,  has 
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for  its  aim  and  object  Christian  work  among  the  lady  students.  Its 
organization  is  similar  to.  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  doing  much  good  in  developing  and  organ- 
izing the  Christian  activity  of  the  students,  and  in  exerting  a  whole- 
some influence  upon  the  religious  life  of  the  Institution. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Eoom  with  a  number 
of  standard  periodicals  and  leading  magazines  of  the  day  ;  and  lectures 
by  noted  speakers,  are  given  from  time  to  time,  under  the  auspices  of 
these  Organizations. 

An  Annual  address  is  delivered  before  the  Associations  by  an  invited 
speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Commencement  week. 

LADIES'  ROOMS. 

The  new  building,  71  feet  long,  41  feet  wide,  four  stories  high, 
provides,  among  other  accommodations,  a  limited  number  of  fine  rooms 
for  lady  students.  These  rooms  are  of  convenient  size,  cheerful  and 
homelike,  well-lighted  and  ventilated,  and  furnished  with  steam  heat 
and  electric  lights.  Each  one  will  accommodate  two  occupants  and 
is  provided  with  ample  closet  and  bureau-room  and  new  furniture, 
viz.:  carpet,  bedstead  with  springs  and  mattress,  wash-stand  and  toilet 
set,  table  and  chairs. 

Each  young  lady  will  supply  herself  with  one  pillow,  one  pair  of 
pillow-cases,  one  pair  of  sheets,  one  blanket,  one  comfortable,  one  bed- 
spread, towels  and  napkins,  and  such  other  articles  as  taste  and  means 
may  dictate. 

The  rent  for  these  rooms  ranges  according  to  location,  from  $4.00 
to  $6.00  per  term  for  each  student.  The  cost  of  steam  and  electric 
light  for  the  Fall  term  is  $4.00,  for  the  Winter  term  $5.00,  and  for 
the  Spring  term  $2.50,  for  each  student. 

BOARDING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  building  also  provides  fine,  commodious  rooms  for  a 
boarding  department,  where  ladies  who  room  in  the  building,  and 
other  students  also  who  so  desire,  can  get  good  board  on  the' club 
plan. 

In  short,  North-Western  College  now  offers  to  lady  students  good- 
sized,  steam-heated,  electric-lighted,  well  ventilated,  well  furnished 
and  in  all  respects  desirable  rooms;  also  boarding  accommodations 
and  laundry  privileges  ;— all  within  the  same  building  ;  all  under  the 
supervision  of  the  College  Faculty;  and  all  at  a  cost  as  low  or  lower  than 
like  accommodations  can  be  gotten  for  outside  of  the  College  Buildings. 
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BOARD. 

The  College  does  not  oblige  students  to  adopt  any  particular  plan 
of  boarding.  It  now  provides  a  boarding  department,  as  stated  above, 
where  students  can  get  good  board  on  the  club  plan. 

A  large  proportion  of  our  students  adopt  the  club  plan  appoint- 
ing their  own  officers,  through  them  regulating  their  bill  of  fare, 
buying  provisions  and  maintaining  order.  The  average  cost  of  board, 
for  each  student,  by  this  plan,  has  proved  to  be  about  $1.85  per 
week. 

Another  method  adopted  by  some  of  our  students  is,  to  take  table 
board  in  private  families  at  prices  ranging  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per 
week.  Students  who  take  their  meals  in  clubs,  or  as  table  boarders 
in  private  families,  rent  their  own  rooms  separately. 

The  price  for  board  in  private  families  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50 
per  week.  This  includes  room  and  board,  a  complete  home  excepting 
washing  and  fuel- 

ROOMS. 

Students  may  rent  rooms  of  private  families  either  furnished  or 
unfurnished.  Usually  two,  but  sometimes  three  or  four  go  together 
and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  a  set  of  rooms.  The  prices  for  single 
furnished  rooms  range  from  40  cents  to  50  cents  per  week  for  each 
student.  Unfurnished  rooms  cost  correspondingly  less.  By  bringing 
some  articles  of  bedding,  towels,  lamps,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat 
reduce  their  expenses.  But  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent 
rooms  at  any  place  without  the  approval  of  the  Facult}T  ;  nor  to 
change  place  of  boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the  term  without 
their  consent.  Families  who  let  rooms,  or  board  students,  are 
expected  to  be  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  the  College  rules. 


WASHING  AND  FUEL. 

The  price  for  washing  is  about  (?0  cents  per  dozen.  Ladies  rooming 
in  Ladies'  Hall  are  furnished  laundry  accommodations  in  the  building 
at  moderate  rates.  The  cost  for  fuel  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $7.00  per 
year. 

BOOKS. 

All  text  and  reference  books  as  well  as  a  complete  assortment  of 
stationery  are  kept  in  the  College  building,  and  are  sold  to  students 
below  Chicago  retail  prices.

The  charge  for  one  study  is  one-half  the  tuition  and  incidental  fees  ; 
for  more  than  one  study  full  rates  are  charged. 

Scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  instruction  in  any  of  the  above 
named  branches.  Orders  on  scholarships  will  be  honored  only  if  they 
contain  the  name  of  the  bearer  and  the  proper  signature  of  the  Schol 
arship-holder,  and  are  presented  on  entering  College. 

A  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  charged  for  examination  in  any  Collegiate 
study  not  regularly  taken  in  class. 

All  College  bills  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted 
sickness.  The  Treasurer's  receipt  for  tuition  and  incidentals  is 
necessary  to  secure  admission  to  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals  to  any  student 
of  any  Department,  who,  on  account  of  improper  conduct  or  violation 
of  the  Rules  of  the  College,  shall  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled. 

SELF-HELP. 

Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities  for  work 
whereby  to  pay  expenses  while  at  school.  Such  opportunities  are 
not  plentiful.  Yet  there  are  generally  a  few  students  who  "  earn 
their  way  ",  in  part  at  least.  Others  succeed  in  earning  considerable 
during  the  Summer  vacation.  Some,  Lafter  obtaining  a  teachers's 
certificate,  teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their  college  course. 
This,  though  necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete  a  course, 
gives  the  student  much  practical  and  valuable  experience,  and  is 
therefore,  by  no  means  lost  time. 


GROWTH  AND  NEEDS.     " 

The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  encour- 
aging. All  the  departments  of  instruction  are  now  fully  organized 
and  well  equipped  for  efficient  work. 

Strong  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase  the  endowment 
and  to  develop  all  the  resources  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  united 
purpose  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep  pace 
with  the  progress  and  educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may  be  mentioned  : 
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The  endowment  of  several  additional  Professorships  ;  the  founding 
of  perpetual  scholarships  ;  the  enlarging  of  the  Library  ;  and  in- 
creasing the  facilities  of  the  Physical  Laboratory.  To  these  may  be 
added  as  further  needs  :  An  appropriate  fire-proof  Library  building  ; 
a  regular  Gymnasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well  equipped  Astronomical 
Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education  are  invited  to 
contribute  to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used  most  advantageously  in  the  present 
work  of  instruction,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  highest  interests  of 
the  Institution. 

INFORMATION. 

New  students  should  plan  to  arrive  a  da}r  or  two  in  advance  of  the 
opening  of  the  term,  in  order  to  secure  rooms  and  effect  all  their 
preparatory  arrangements.  Upon  arriving  in  the  cit}T,  they  should 
repair  to  the  Treasurer's  office  in  the  College  building,  where  they 
may  obtain  necessary  information  in  regard  to  available  rooms  and 
places  of  boarding,  and  such  other  counsel  and  direction  as  may  be 
helpful  to  them.  It  is  generally  better  to  defer  making  definite 
arrangements  for  room  and  board  until  the  student  can  personally 
inspect  and  then  select  according  to  his  own  taste,  or  the  requirements 
of  his  circumstances. 

By  calling  upon  the  President  advice  may  be  obtained  in  reference 
to  the  mode  and  conditions  of  entering  the  College  and  other  matters 
of  personal  interest  pertaining  to  College  life.

Corporations,"  approved  April  18,  1872,  do  hereby  certify  that  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  true  statement  of  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  corporation 
shall  be  known  in  law,  the  particular  business  and  object  for  which  it  is 
formed,  the 'number  of  its  trustees,  and  the  names  of  the  same  selected  for 
the  first  year  of  its  existence,  viz.: 

1st.  Name  or  Title  :  "The  Union  Biblical  Institute  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Association,  of  North  America."

Union  Biblical  Institute  is  closely  connected  with  North- Western 
College,  but  is  organized  and  maintained  as  a  separate  and  distinct 
institution.  Its  location  is  convenient  and  pleasant,  and  its  rela- 
tion to  the  College  secures  to  the  students  many  and  important 
advantages.  All  the  privileges  of  Library,  Reading-Room,  Lecture 
Courses,  Literary  Societies,  and  Christian  Associations  are  open  to 
the  students  of  the  Institute,  and  afford  excellent  opportunities  for 
intellectual  development  and  spiritual  growth.  Many  students 
have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
school,  and  are  now  laboring  successfully  as  preachers  and  pastors, 
religious  editors,  and  foreign  missionaries  in  various  parts  of  the 
Church.  Under  able  supervision  and  with  competent  instructors, 
the  Institute  recommends  itself  to  all  candidates  for  the  Christian 
ministry,  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  thorough  preparation  for 
their  calling. 


CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

A  collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological,  but  as  unavoidable 
circumstances  may  render  the  completion  of  a  collegiate  course  impossible 
applicants  are  admitted  to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  the  following  preparatory  studies  : 

1.  The  common  school  studies:  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  U.  S. 
History. 

2.  General  History,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Psychology,  Logic. 

3.  Those  wishing  to  take  Greek  Exegesis  must  have  completed  the  Greek 
of  the  College  Preparatory  Course,  and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  idiom  of  the 
New  Testament  Greek. 

The  Institute  is  open  to  all' who  believe  themselves  called  of  God  to  the 
office  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life. 
Applicants  for  admission,  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Association, 
must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommendation  from  a  class,  approved 
by  a  quarterly  conference,  and  signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in 
charge.  Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satisfactory 
certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some  recognized  authority  of  their 
church.  None  of  the  above  credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  uncon- 
ditional claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are  requested  to 
notify  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  as  soon  as  possible. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study,  named  respectively  the 
Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma  Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and  makes  prominent 
the  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  original  languages-Hebrew  and  Greek. 
The  satisfactory  completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D. 
— Baccalaureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two  years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  can 
not,  on  account  of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  course.  In 
Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these  courses  cover  substantially 
the  same  ground.  Students  satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled 
to  the  Diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the  above  courses,  may 
receive   instruction  in  such   studies  as  they  may  select,   provided  they  prove 
themselves  qualified  to  pursue  them  with  advantage.     The  choice  of  elective 
studies  is  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty.

HISTORICAL    STATEMENT. 


North-Western  College  had  its  origin  in  the  recogni- 
tion that  the  interests  of  Christian  education  and  the 
welfare  of  the  Church  demand  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Conference  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Association  of  North  America,  held  at  Des  Plaines, 
Cook  Co.,  111.,  in  April,  1861,  the  following  resolutions 
relative  to  the  founding  of  a  college  were  unanimously 
adopted: — 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  in  union  with  the  Wis- 
consin, Indiana  and  Iowa  Conferences,  erect  a  college 
including  a  Preparatory  department,  for  male  and  female 
students. 

Resolved,  That  this  institution  be  located  at  Plainfield, 
Will  Co.,  111.,  and  be  known  by  the  name  and  title,  "The 
Plainfield  College  of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North 
America." 

Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  elected,  con- 
sisting of  twenty-three  members,  as  follows:  Seven  from 
the  Illinois  Conference,  seven  from  the  Wisconsin  Confer- 
ence, five  from  the  Indiana  Conference  and  four  from  the 
Iowa  Conference. 

The  following  persons  were  duly  elected  and  con- 
stituted the  first  Board  of  Trustees: — 

Illinois  Conference:  Henry  Rohland,  J.  J.  Esher, 
S.  A.  Tobias,  Christopher  Kopp,  Joel  Dillman,  Michael 
Dice  and  Elias  Hartong. 

Wisconsin  Conference:  John  Geo.  Esher,  C.  A. 
Schnake,  John  G.  Miller,  Henry  Huelster,  John  C.  Smith, 
Louis  Krebs  and  Peter  Bruckner. 
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Indiana  Conference:  A.  B.  Shafer,  G.  G.  Platz, 
M.  W.  Steffey,  C.  Klein  and  Charles  Helwig. 

Iowa  Conference:  Sam'l  Dickover,  Wm.  Kolb,  Israel 
Kuter  and  Joseph  Martin. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was 
resolved,  that  the  Faculty  of  the  Institution  shall  consist 
of  a  President  and  a  corps  of  Professors  who  shall  be  com- 
petent to  teach  Ancient  and  Modern  languages,  Mathe- 
matics, Moral  and  Natural  Sciences,  etc. 

The  organization  was  effected  immediately,  and  the 
Preparatory  school  began  its  work  in  the  Fall  of  1861, 
with  three  teachers  and  an  encouraging  number  of  students. 
Rev.  Augustine  A.  Smith,  A.  M.,  having  been  called  to 
the  presidency,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  in  the 
Fall  of  1862. 

At  the  session  of  the  Board  in  December,  1864,  the 
name  of  the  institution  was  changed  from  Plainfield  Col- 
lege to  North-Western  College;  and  a  college  charter  was 
obtained  from  the  Legislature  in  1865.  In  November, 
1869,  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  to  remove  the  Institu- 
tion from  Plainfield  to  Naperville,  Du  Page  Co.,  111.,  its 
present  location.  The  new  college  building  was  erected 
during  the  summer  of  1870  and  opened  for  school  purposes 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  sphere  and  increase  the 
patronage  of  the  institution,  steps  were  taken  during  the 
years  1872  and  '73  to  induce  other  Conferences  to  join  the 
corporation,  and  share  in  the  control  and  support  of  the 
school.  In  the  course  of  three  or  four  years,  seven  other 
Conferences  united  with  the  four  original  Conferences, 
viz. :  the  Ohio,  the  Michigan,  the  Canada,  the  New  York, 
the  South  Indiana,  the  Des  Moines  and  the  Kansas,  and  a 
new  charter  was  obtained  in  1876.  Several  additional 
conferences  are  now  applying  for  admission  to  the  college 
corporation,  and  efforts  have  been  inaugurated  to  increase 
the  endowment  fund  and  improve  the  educational  facilities 
of  the  institution. 
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CHARTER. 


The  following  is  the  text  of  the  present  charter: 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  incorporated  under  a  special 
law  of  the  State  of  Illinois  approved  and  in  force  February  15, 
1865,  and  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  North- Western  College," 
have  given  their  unanimous  consent  that  said  corporation  may- 
become  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  said  State  entitled  "An  act  concerning  corpora- 
tions not  for  pecuniary  profit,"  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  said 
General  Assembly  entitled  "An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation 
to  universities,  colleges,  academies,  and  other  institutions  of 
learning,"  approved  March  24,  1874,  and  in  force  July  1,  1874. 

Therefore,  we,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  desiring  to  associate  our- 
selves in  order  that  said  corporation  may  become  incorporated 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  of  Illinois  as  aforesaid, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  corporation  not  for  pecuniary 
profit,  pursuant  to  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  hereinbefore  referred  to,  do  hereby  certify  and  state 
that  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  corporation  shall  be  known 
in  law  is  "Trustees  of  North- Western  College. 

That  the  particular  business  and  objects  for  which  it  is  formed 
are  to  own,  control  and  manage  the  property  and  affairs  of  the 
corporation,  including  the  institution  of  learning  now  located  at 
Naperville  in  said  State  and  named  and  styled  "  North- Western 
College  of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North  America,"  with 
its  various  departments,  as  the  same  now  or  hereafter  may  be 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

That  the  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  fifteen,  seven  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  the 
corporation,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board;  that  the  President  of 
the  college  shall  be  ex-officio  one  of  said  trustees,  and  that  the  re- 
maining fourteen  shall  be  elected  as  provided  for  by  the  by-laws. 
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BY-LAWS

ADOPTED    AUGUST    8,    1888. 


Sec.  I. — The  following-  named  Conferences  of  the  Evangelical 
Association  of  North  America  are  hereby  declared  to  constitute 
the  present  membership  of  this  Corporation,  viz.:  —  Illinois,  Wis- 
consin, Indiana,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Canada,  New  York,  South 
Indiana,  Des  Moines  and  Kansas. 

Sec.  II. —  Such  other  conferences  of  said  Church  denomination 
as  shall  have  consented  to  comply  with  such  requirements  as  the 
trustees  of  this  Corporation  by  a  majority  vote  may  impose  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  admission,  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  trustees  at  any  annual  meeting  thereof, 
become  members  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  III. —  Except  as  by  these  By-Laws,  hereinafter  provided, 
the  respective  rights  and  prerogatives  of  the  conference  members 
of  this  Corporation  shall  never  be  abridged,  and  neither  shall  any 
one  or  more  of  said  conferences  be  accorded  privileges  and  powers 
not  conferred  on  all: 

Provided,  that  the  right  conferred  on  each  conference  to  elect 
a  trustee  as  provided  in  the  next  succeeding  section  of  these  By- 
Laws,  shall  continue  only  so  long  as  such  conference  shall  remain 
in  actual  connection  with  the  Evangelical  Association  whether 
such  connection  be  adversely  declared  by  such  conference  itself 
or  by  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church,  and  submit  to  its 
regulations  as  contained  in  its  Book  of  Discipline,  and  as  provided 
and  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church,  which  said 
Book  of  Discipline  and  enactments,  and  directions  of  General 
Conference,  so  far  as  applicable  to  institutions  of  learning  in  said 
Church,  are  hereby  expressly  made  part  of  these  By-Laws. 

Sec.  IV. — The  trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  ex-officio  member  thereof,  be  elected  as  follows  : 
Every  conference  connected  with  this  Corporation  shall  be  entitled 
to  elect  one  of  said  trustees,  and  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  at 
any  meeting  when  occasion  requires,  proceed  to  elect  the  remain- 
ing members  requisite  to  complete  the  full  Board: 

Provided,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  not  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Association  to  the 
office  of  trustee  of  this  Corporation,  and, 
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Provided,  further,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  as 
trustee,  who  may  have  been  expelled  or  removed  from  this  Board, 
for  a  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  time  of  such  expulsion. 

Sec.  V.— The  term  of  office  of  trustees  hereafter  elected, — ex- 
cept such  as  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
unexpired  term  of  conference  trustees, — shall  be  three  calendar 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  attend  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  as  such  trustee  ; 

Provided,  that  this  by-law  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  pre- 
vent the  acceptance  of  the  resignation,  or  the  removal  of  trustees, 
by  said  Board  of  Trustees  for  good  cause  shown  and, 

Provided,  further,  that  the  Board  may  at  any  time  remove  any 
trustee  of  its  own  appointment  whenever  necessary,  in  order  to 
admit  another  conference. 

Sec.  VI. — Vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustees  elected  by  any 
conference,  shall  be  filled  by  such  conference  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing thereof,  but  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  at  any  of  its  meetings 
during  the  existence  of  such  a  vacancy,  if  deemed  necessary,  fill 
the  same  by  the  election  of  a  trustee,  to  hold  until  such  conference 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  in  said  office  but  not  longer  than  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  unexpired  term  ;  and  all  other  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  trustees  may  be  filled  by  the  Board,  at  any  meeting,  by  the 
election  of  a  sufficient  number  of  trustees  for  that  purpose,  who 
shall  hold  for  a  full  term. 

Sec.  VII. — Should  any  conference  connected  with  this  Corpo- 
ration, either  voluntarily  or  otherwise,  fail  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  trustee  as  provided  iu  Section  IV.  of  these  By-Laws, 
such  conference  shall  be  deemed  to  have  surrendered  and  forfeited 
its  right  of  election  or  appointment  of  trustees,  and,  thereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  trustees  to  declare  a  vacancy  in 
the  Board,  and  upon  declaring  such  vacancy,  the  Board  shall  im- 
mediately fill  the  same  by  the  election  of  a  trustee  for  that  pur- 
pose. When  a  vacancy  has  been  declared,  as  above  mentioned, 
such  conference  shall  have  no  further  right  to  elect  a  trustee  ex- 
cept by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  trustees, 
given  in  annual  session  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  VIII. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year, 
but  the  Board  may,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  change  the  time  for 
holding  such  annual  meeting,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at  any  time  when 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  three  trustees,  but  only 
upon  two  weeks  previous  notice  of  such  meetings  being  published 
in  the  official  weekly  papers  of  said  Church.     Any  special  meeting 
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may  be  converted  into  an  annual  meeting-  when  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  trustees  shall  so  order. 

Sec.  IX. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  at  its  annual  meeting-, 
or  at  a  special  meeting-,  when  such  meeting-  is  converted  into  an 
annual  meeting-,  elect  one  of  its  members  President,  who  shall 
thereupon  appoint  a  Secretary.  A  Vice-President  shall  also  be 
elected,  and  all  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  appointed  respectively,  and  in 
case  of  vacancy  in  such  offices,  or  in  the  absence  of  either  of  said 
officers,  the  Board  may  elect  a  President,  or  a  Vice-President;  or  a 
Secretary  may  be  appointed,  pro  tempore,  for  the  meeting  then 
convened,  unless  the  reg-ular  officer  sooner  appears  and  acts : 

Provided,  In  case  a  special  meeting-  be  made  an  annual  meet- 
ing, then  the  terms  of  the  officers  regularly  elected  and  appointed, 
shall  terminate. 

Sec.  X. — The  President  of  the  Board  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  trustees,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  and 
the  Secretary  shall  properly  keep  the  record  of  the  Corporation, 
in  which  he  shall  record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  each  of  said  officers  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  XL — There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  said  Corporation,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall,  unless 
sooner  removed,  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.  Such  treasurer  shall,  before  entering 
upon  his  duties,  execute  a  bond  in  such  amount  and  with  such 
security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board,  (or  by  such  person  or 
persons  as  the  Board  shall  direct),  conditioned  that  he  will  faith- 
fully discharge  his  duties  as  such  treasurer;  that  he  will  properly 
care  for  and  protect  all  the  property  of  the  Corporation  that  shall 
come  to  his  hands  as  such  officer;  that  he  will  faithfully  account 
for,  pay  over  and  deliver  all  moneys  or  property  of  said  Corpora- 
tion in  his  possession  or  care,  to  his  successor  in  office  when  elected 
and  qualified,  and  that  he  will,  in  all  things,  act  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  By-Laws,  or  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  XII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  in  a 
proper  manner  suitable  books  of  account,  and  he  shall  enter  there- 
in a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  and  on 
what  account.  He  shall  so  keep  his  books  that  they  will  show 
the  names  of  all  persons  subscribing  or  contributing  money  or 
property  for  said  Corporation,  and  the  amount  thereof  ;  the  names 
of  all  persons  holding  scholarships,  the  classes  of  the  same,  the 
tuition  granted  on  same,  and  to  what  student.  He  shall  pay  out 
no  money  of  the  Corporation  except  for  the  proper  and  necessary 
current  expenses  of,  or  upon  legal  claims  against  the  Corporation, 
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and  shall  strictly  comply  with  all  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. He  shall  endeavor  to  keep  all  moneys  not  Deeded  for  cur- 
rent expenses  loaned  out,  but  only  on  such  security  as  is  approved 
by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  also  give  receipts  for  all 
moneys  paid  to  him,  and  take  receipts  for  all  moneys  paid  out, 
which  receipts  shall  state  for  what  purpose  paid  or  received,  and 
shall  annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by  them,  make  report  of  his 
actings  and  doings,  and  exhibit  his  books  and  papers  for  their 
inspection  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, whenever  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  required  so  to  do. 
Sec.  XIII. — There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three,  appointed 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  known  as  the  Finance 
Committee,  whose  duties  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1.  They  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  and  report  to 
the  Executive  Committee  whenever  there  is  anything  of  special 
importance  to  report. 

2.  They  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  They  shall  decide  all  applications  for  loans  snbmitted  to 
them  by  the  Treasurer. 

4.  They  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  annual  report  pre- 
vious to  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  which  it  is  to 
be  read  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  XIV. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  annually  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  members,  who  shall  transact  such  business  as  may  by 
the  Board  be  committed  to  them,  and  such  business  of  minor  im- 
portance, when  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  as  the  interests  of 
the  Corporation  and  the  necessities  of  the  case  majT  demand. 

The  President  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  Said  committee  shall  control  its  own 
organization,  and  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  entire  pro- 
ceedings, and  shall  report  all  its  transactions  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  approval  or  disapproval  at  each  annual  meeting 
thereof,  or  at  any  other  meeting  thereof,  when  required  by  said 
Board. 

Sec.  XV.  —  The  President,  Professors,  Lady-Principal  and 
Tutors,  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of 
the  North-Western  College,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  th3  Trustees,  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  proper  government  of  the  conduct  of  the  students, 
and  to  take  all  necessary  action  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  dis- 
cipline in  the  Institution,  including  the  reprimand,  suspension  or 
expulsion  of  students  for  improper  or  immoral  conduct,  violation 
of  rules,  idle  or  vicious  habits;  to  prescribe  and  regulate  the  mode 
and  course  of  instruction  in  the  College  for  males  and  females. 
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And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Faculty  to  report  to  the  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  meeting-  the  general  condition  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  its  various  departments,  and  its  history  for  the  year  then 
ending,  with  such  suggestions  as  may  be  deemed  of  interest. 

Sec.  XVI. — The  Board  of  Trustees  may  give  and  grant  such 
literary  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  granted  by  like  institu- 
tions, and  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  give 
suitable  diplomas  and  certificates  of  scholarship,  under  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  XVII. — North- Western  College,  in  all  its  departments, 
shall  be  open  to  all  denominations  of  Christians,  and  the  profes- 
sion of  any  religious  faith  shall  not  be  required  of  those  who  be- 
come students. 

Sec.  XVIII. — The  articles  of  association  of  this  Corporation 
may  be  changed,  and  in  such  manner  as  directed  by  the  Trustees 
or  a  majority  of  them,  whenever,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  number  of  Trustees  shall  so  order; 

Provided,  such  changes  be  ratified  by  two-thirds  of  the  confer- 
ence members  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  XIX. — These  By-Laws  may  be  repealed  or  amended,  or 
new  By-Laws  may  be  adopted,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  by 
a  majority  vote  of  those  present; 

Provided,  no  change,  alteration,  amendment,  or  new  By-Laws 
shall  ever  be  made  that  are  inconsistent  with  the  Book  of  Discip- 
line of  the  Evangelical  Association,  or  with  the  rules,  regulations 
and  general  direction  of  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church.

The  Collegiate  department  presents  to  the  students 
the  choice. of  four  parallel  courses  of  study,  each  requiring 
four  years  of  college  work,  and  named  respectively  the 
Classical  Course,  the  Philosophical  Course,  the  Scientific 
Course,  and  the  Course  in  Modern  Literature. 


THE    CLASSICAL    COURSE. 

This  course  gives  prominence  to  the  study  of  the 
Greek  and  Latin  languages.  Three  years  of  preparatory 
work  in  Latin  and  two  in  Greek  are  required  for  admission 
to  the  Freshman  class.  The  study  of  these  languages  is 
continued  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and 
provision  is  made  in  elective  courses  for  their  further  pur- 
suit in  the  Junior  year.  The  remaining  studies  of  the 
course  include  Mathematics,  History,  German,  Physical, 
Biological  and  Political  Science,  Rhetoric,  English  Liter- 
ature, Christian  Evidences  and  Philosophy.  The  comple- 
tion of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Arts. 


THE    PHILOSOPHICAL    COURSE. 

The  study  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  language  required 
in  this  course  extends  through  five  years,  including  the 
preparatory  work;  but  the  relative  amount  to  be  taken  of 
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each  language,  is  left  optional  with  the  student.  While 
this  course  requires  less  work  in  the  ancient  languages  than 
the  Classical,  it  devotes  more  time  to  the  study  of  modern 
languages.  The  remaining  studies  and  requirements  are 
the  same  as  those  of  the  Classical  course,  and  it  is  believed 
that  these  courses  are  substantially  equal  in  educational 
value.  Students  finishing  this  course  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 


THE    SCIENTIFIC    COURSE. 

In  this  course  less  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
languages  than  in  either  of  the  above  courses,  but  it 
requires  more  work  in  the  departments  of  Science  and 
Mathematics.  An  extra  year  in  the  Elements  of  the 
Sciences  is  required  in  the  Preparatory  department,  and 
additional  advanced  courses  are  offered  in  the  Junior  year. 
The  aim  is  to  make  this  course  more  distinctively  scientific 
by  giving  prominence  to  a  systematic  and  progressive 
study  of  physical  and  biological  science.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred  upon  students  satisfac- 
torily completing  this  course. 

THE    COURSE    IN     MODERN     LITERATURE. 

This  course  makes  prominent  the  study  of  modern 
languages,  German  and  French,  and  is  designed  to  meet 
the  wants  of  such  students  as  may  desire  to  take  a  full 
college  course  without  pursuing  the  ancient  languages. 
The  required  work  in  the  departments  of  History,  Mathe- 
matics, Physical,  Biological  and  Political  Science,  Rhetoric, 
English  Literature  and  Philosophy  is  the  same  as  that  of 
the  Classical  and  Philosophical  courses.  The  successful 
completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Literature. 

REQUIRED    AND  ELECTIVE    STUDIES. 
In  all  the  courses  the  studies  of    the   Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years  are  prescribed,   except  that  students  of 
the  Philosophical  and   Scientific  Courses  have  the  option 
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between  Greek  and  Latin,  and  that  a  few  electives  are 
introduced  in  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  Classical  Course. 
During  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  certain  studies  are 
prescribed  for  all  candidates  for  degrees,  while  others  are 
made  elective.  These  electives  embrace  a  wide  range  of 
subjects,  and  enable  the  student  to  select  his  work  with 
special  reference  to  his  chosen  vocation  in  life.  Substitu- 
tions of  elective  for  prescribed  studies  are  allowed  when- 
ever the  interests  of  the  student  seem  to  justify  the 
arrangement.  The  choice  of  elective  studies  is  in  all  cases 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 


SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 

Persons  desiring  to  receive  instruction  in  any  particular 
department  of  the  college,  without  becoming  candidates 
for  degrees,  may  be  admitted  as  special  students,  provided 
they  prove  themselves,  upon  examination,  qualified  to  pur- 
sue with  advantage  the  studies  of  those  departments.  In 
no  case  will  a  student  be  allowed  to  select  studies  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  he  cannot  profitably 
pursue.  The  provision  of  special  courses  is  intended  to 
meet  the  wants  of  such  students  as  cannot,  on  account  of 
adverse  circumstances,  pursue  any  of  the  regular  courses, 
but  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  the  broadest  culture 
possible  from  a  partial  course. 


ENTRANCE   CONDITIONS. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  be  at  least  15  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

Entrance  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  term,  and  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
College  year.  Applicants  may  be  examined  and  admitted 
at  other  times,  but  are  advised  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

Examinations  will  extend  over  the  studies  required  in 
the   Preparatory  department  of  this   Institution,   or  their 
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equivalents.  Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  exam- 
ined in  the  branches  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which 
they  propose  to  enter. 

Graduates  from  High  Schools  and  Academies,  whose 
courses  and  work  have  been  approved  by  the  Faculty,  are 
admitted  without  examination  in  all  preparatory  subjects 
fully  covered  by  their  diplomas. 

Applicants  from  other  Colleges  must  present  certificates 
of  honorable  dismission,  and  may,  upon  presentation  of 
satisfactory  proof  of  preparation  for  the  class  which  they 
wish  to  enter,  be  admitted  without  examination.  Such 
proof  should  consist  in  certificates,  stating  explicitly  both 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work  there  completed.

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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students 
for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical,  Philo- 
sophical, Scientific  and  Literary  courses  of  the  College. 
The  preparatory  courses  extend  through  three  years  ;  and 
cover  the  usual  requirements  for  admission  to  the  best 
western  colleges. 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the 
plan  of  study  is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  man- 
ner the  requirements  of  such  students  as  may  not,  on  ac- 
count of  adverse  circumstances,  be  able  to  take  a  regular 
College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in  the 
elementary  English  branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue  suc- 
cessfully some  one  of  the  regular  courses  of  study.  Being 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  College  Faculty,  clas- 
ses are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the  Faculty. 
The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction  as 
those  in  the  College  Department. 


ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers' Course  is  to 
afford  an  opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elemen- 
tary English  Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public 
schools  such  persons  as  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to 
preparation.  In  addition  to  the  common  English  branches, 
this  course  embraces  the  elements  of  Physical  Science, 
Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and  Philosophy. 
The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the  branches 
required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  for  successfully  discharging 
the  wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teacher's  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hygiene  constitute  part  of  the 
course,  and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are 
discussed,  while  the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate 
and  include  the  best  methods  of  instruction. 

Latin  or  German  may  also  be  added  to  this  course.

NORTH-WESTERN    COLLEGE. 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 
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PSYCHOLOGY;  ETHICS;  PHILOSOPHY. 

The  courses  ol  this  department  begin  in  the  Junior, 
and  extend  through  the  Senior  year.  The  work  of  instruc- 
tion is  carried  on  by  means  of  recitations  based  upon 
text  books,  but  these  are  largely  supplemented  by  informal 
lectures  and  free  discussions  in  the  class-room. 

Psychology. — This  course  extends  through  two  terms 
of  the  Junior  year.  Its  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear 
conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul,  and  to 
acquaint  him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life.  The  facts 
of  conscious  experience  as  known  through  introspection, 
are  constantly  emphasized,  and  made  a  test  and  criterion 
in  many  investigations.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
relation  of  mental  phenomena  to  physiology,  and  of  the 
senses  i  1  their  service  to  the  mind.  Physiological  Psy- 
chology is  offered  as  an  elective  extending  through  the 
Senior  year. 

Sully's  Outlines  of  Psychology,  Ladd's  Psychology, 
Descriptive  and  Explanatory,  Baldwin's  Hand-bood  of 
Psychology,  and  Ladd's  Outlines  of  Physiological  Psycho- 
logy are  used  as  text-books  in  this  department. 

Logic — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  deductive  and  in- 
ductive reasoning.  In  Deductive  Logic  attention  is  chiefly 
directed  to  the  study  of  the  forms  of  thought,  the  analysis 
of  the  syllogism,  the  detection  of  fallacies,  and  the  estima- 
tion of  evidence.  In  Inductive  Logic  the  problem,  grounds 
and  principles  of  the  various  forms  of  induction  are  dis- 
cussed, and  care  is  taken  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the    methods    of    scientific    investigation     and    discovery. 

Hyslop's  Elements  of  Logic,  Jevons'  Hill's  Elements  of 
Logic,  Minto's  Logic  Inductive  and  Deductive,  and 
Fowler's  Elements  of  Inductive  Logic  are  used  as  text- 
books. 


■ 
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Introduction  to  Philosophy.— This  course  furnishes  a 
general  outline  of  the  scope,  divisions  and  aims  of  Philoso- 
phy. It  is  designed  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
methods  and  problems  of  philosophical  study,  and  to  guide 
him  in  forming  habits  of  close  analysis  and  original  synthe- 
sis in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  human  thought.  Stuck- 
enberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy,  and 
Lotze's  Philosophical  Outlines  are  used  as  text-books  on 

this  subject. 

History  of  Philosophy.— The  study  of  this  subject 
begins  with  a  brief  survey  of  the  development  of  philosophi- 
cal0 thought  in  Greece.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
Plato  and  Aristotle  as  illustrating  the  most  important  and 
interesting  phases  of  ancient  philosophy.  In  modern 
philosophy  attention  is  principally  paid  to  the  systems  of 
Kant,  Fichte  and  Hegel.  The  course  aims  not  only  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  progress  of  human  thought, 
but  also  to  exhibit  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines 
to  practicaj  life  both  personal  and  social. 

The  text-books  used  are  Schwegler's  History  of  Phi- 
losophy, (Stirling's  Translation),  Zeller's  Hand-book  of 
Greek  Philosophy,  Royce's  Spirit  of  Modern  Philosophy, 
and  Windelband's  History  of  Philosophy. 

Metaphysics.— In  addition  to  the  study  of  Philosophy 
as  connected  with  the  other  branches  of  this  department, 
one  term  is  devoted  to  metaphysics.  This  course  embraces 
Ontology,  Cosmology,  Psychology  and  the  Theory  of 
Knowledge.  The  aim  is  to  deepen  the  interest  in  the  pro- 
founder  themes  of  philosophy,  and  to  vindicate  a  theistic 
and  Christian  philosophy  from  the  misconceptions  to  which 
it  is  constantly  exposed.  The  most  important  philosophi- 
cal questions  now  at  issue  among  speculators  receive  due 
consideration,  and  the  results  of  recent  critical  discussions, 
together  with  comments   are  interspersed   with   the   daily 

recitations. 

Bowne's  Metaphysics,  Lotze's  Outline  of  Metaphysics, 
and  Bradley's  Appearance  and  Reality  are  used  as  text- 
books. 
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Ethics. — This  subject  is  intimately  connected  with  the 
study  of  Psychology  and  Philosophy,  since  its  foundations 
lie  in  the  human  soul.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the 
philosophical  interpretation  of  the  contents  and  implica- 
tions of  the  moral  consciousness  of  man  and  its  significance 
for  the  formation  of  character.  The  theory  of  Ethics  is 
studied  with  constant  reference  to  Christian  Morality. 
While  keeping  to  the  philosophical  basis,  the  aim  is 
throughout  the  course,  to  make  the  instruction  as  practical 
as  possible  by  showing  the  application  of  ethical  problems 
to  the  diversified  relations  of  the  concrete  duties  of  life. 

Bowne's  Theory  of  Ethics,  Muirhead's  Elements  of 
Ethics,  and  Robinson's  Principles  and  Practice  of  Morality 
are  the  text-books  on  this  subject. 

Christian  Evidences. — This  subject  deals  with  the 
fundamental  facts  of  Christianity,  and  the  various  argu- 
ments in  proof  of  its  claims.  The  course  embraces  the 
study  of  the  nature  and  aim  of  Christianity,  the  miracle, 
the  person  of  Christ,  the  authenticity,  genuineness  and 
credibility  of  the  Gospels;  the  testimony  of  the  apostolic 
and  patristic  ages,  and  the  effects  of  Christianity  on  human 
life  and  character.  The  method  pursued  is  both  historic 
and  philosophical,  and  aims  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature 
and  the  dictates  of  reason,  and  as  having  the  highest 
claims  upon  human  acceptance. 

Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief, 
Foster's  Evidences  of  Christianity,  and  Harris'  Self-Re- 
velation of  God  are  used  as  text  books. 


Philosophy  of  Religion. — This  course  is  designed  to 
investigate  as  thoroughly  as  possible  the  rational  grounds 
of  religious  faith  and  life.  The  foundations  and  the  logical 
value  of  the  theistic  argument  are  critically  examined,  and 
the  relation  of  theism  to  Christianity  is  carefully  pointed 
out.  The  principal  anti-theistic  theories  are  noted,  and 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  theistic  conception 
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meets  and  harmonizes  the  demands  of  the  free  intelligent 
spirit,  and  constitutes  the  solution  of  a  universal  problem. 

The  text-books  used  are  Bowne's  Philosophy  of 
Theism,  Caird's  Philosophy  of  Religion,  Valentine's  Natural 
Theology,  and  Harris'  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism. 

Philosophical  Seminary.— This  work  is  arranged  for 
students  of  philosophy,  and  is  intended  to  develop  the 
critical  spirit  and  to  promote  original  research.  The  class 
meets  once  a  week,  and  is  conducted  on  the  Seminary  plan 
co-operation  of  students  and  instructor  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  truth.  A  brief  exposition  of  some  previously 
assigned  topic  precedes  the  general  discussion  in  which 
every  member  is  expected  to  participate.  The  Philosophy 
of  Kant  was  studied  this  year,  use  being  made  of  Watson's 
Selections,  which  gives  in  the  form  of  extracts  from  the 
Critique  of  Pure  Reason,  the  Metaphysic  of  Morality,  the 
Critique  of  Practical  Reason,  and  the  Critique  of  Judg- 
ment, all  the  passages  necessary  to  the  understanding  of 
his  philosophy. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related 
to  the  study  of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  principles  of  social  philosophy  and  constitutional 
and  political  developments.  The  subjects  considered  are 
so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis  for  an  intelligent  in- 
vestigation of  the  economic  and  social  problems  of  to-day. 

Civil  Government.— This  subject  is  studied  during  the 
Spring  term  in  the  preparatory  department.  Its  object 
is  to  furnish  an  intelligent  acquaintance  with  our  federal 
institutions,  and  to  prepare  for  advanced  work  in  Political 
science.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  historic  factors 
and  early  struggles  for  political  liberty  that  have  given 
form  and  direction  to  our  government. 

Mowry's  Studies  in  Civil  Government,  Thorpe's  The 
Government  of  the  People  of  the  United  States,  and 
Macy's  Our  Government  are  the  text-books. 
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Constitutional  Law. —  This  course  embraces  a  com- 
parative study  of  the  principal  forms  of  constitutional 
government.  The  constitutions  of  leading  nations  are 
carefully  examined,  and  the  salient  points  of  their  govern- 
ments and  administrations  duly  compared.  The  aim  is  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and  prin- 
ciples which  underlie  the  civil  policy  of  modern  govern- 
ments. 

Wilson's  The  State,  Cooley's  Principles  of  Constitu- 
tional Law  and  Bryce's  American  Commonwealth  are  used 
as  text-books. 

Economics. — This  subject  is  studied  during  the  first 
term  of  the  Senior  year,  and  maybe  pursued  as  an  elective 
th  oughout  the  year.  Political  economy  is  not  regarded 
nor  treated  as  an  isolated  science,  but  as  intimately  con- 
nected with  that  of  government,  and  bearing  directly  upon 
the  welfare  and  interdependence  of  States  as  well  as  in- 
dividuals. The  study  is  based  upon  a  text-book,  but  is 
supplemented  by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on 
the  more  important  topics  and  the  practical  applications 
of  economic  principles. 

F.  A.  Walker's  Political  Economy,  Andrew's  Insti- 
tutes of  Economics  and  other  standard  works  of  reference 
are  used  in  this  department. 

International  Law. — This  subject  comprises  a  histori- 
cal and  critical  study  of  the  international  relations  of 
sovereign  states,  and  a  discussion  of  the  principal  rights 
and  obligations  which  nations  agree  to  observe  in  their  in- 
tercourse and  relations  with  each  other.  The  purpose  f 
this  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  outline  of 
this  science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances 
which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized 
law  of  nations. 

Davis'  International  Law  and  Woolsey's  Introduction 
to  International  Law  are  the  text-books  used  in  this  de- 
partment. 
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GERMAN    DEPARTMENT. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  meet  the  wants  both 
of  German  and  English  students. 

The  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and 
writing  in  German  and  English  as  preparatory  studies. 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  U.  S.  History  and  Physical  Geo- 
graphy, Physiology,  Physics,  Civil  Government  and  As- 
tronomy are  taught  in  English.  These  with  English 
grammar,  reading,  writing  and  spelling  give  German  stu- 
dents a  good  foundation  for  an  English  education.  The 
other  studies  of  the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student  with 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  German  language  and  litera- 
ture. Special  attention  is  given  to  grammar,  composition 
and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures  supplements  the  text- 
book on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic,  psycho- 
logy, evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with  special 
instruction  in  elocution  and  oratory,  prepare  the  student 
for  public  speaking  which  is  the  aim  of  most  of  those  who 
pursue  this  Course. 

The  English-German  required  in  the  regular  college 
Courses,  affords  English  students  an  opportunity  to  acquire 
a  thorough  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  Ger- 
man language.  To  secure  this  result,  the  so-called  gram- 
matical and  natural  methods  are  judiciously  combined.  The 
student  is  led  naturally  but  systematically  to  acquire  a 
sufficient  working  vocabulary,  a  knowledge  of  the  grammati- 
cal construction  and  idioms  of  the  language,  and  of  the 
best  German  literature,  by  translation,  sight-reading  and 
lectures.  To  secure  the  highest  practical  results,  the  Ger- 
man language  is  made  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  medium 
of  all  instruction;  and  regular  exercises  in  conversation  and 
composition  are  required  throughout  the  entire  course. 


LATIN    LANGUAGE    AND    LITERATURE. 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire  a 
good  working  vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms  and 
constructions  ;  and  along  with  this  to  teach  sentence-build- 
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ing,  correct  and  fluent  pronunciation,  correct  style  and  the 
art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible 
instrument  of  thought,  in  questions  and  answers  on  the 
text,  and  by  turning  small  portions  of  Latin  into  English, 
and  English  into  Latin. 

The  basis  of  this  work  is  Caesar's  "  Helvetian  War," 
and  the  inductive  method  is  used  as  far  as  practicable. 

In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based 
upon  selections  from  the  Authors  usually  read.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  reading  of  Caesar  and  Cicero,  daily  exercises 
in  Composition  based  on  the  text  are  required  and  Sight 
Reading  is  begun. 

Along  with  Virgil,  prosody  is  studied  and  there  is  fre- 
quent practice  in  scanning 

In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  Latin  ends  here, 
but  in  both  the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical  Courses, 
one  year  more  is  required.  Selections  are  made  from  the 
best  Authors  of  the  Golden  and  the  Silver  age-  Livy, 
Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued;  and  written  translations 
and  historical,  critical  and  explanatory  papers  are  from 
time  to  time  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  addi- 
tional years  of  Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set  forth. 

GREEK    LANGUAGE    AND    LITERATURE. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four 
years  and  are  required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts. 

During  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflection, 
with  the  use  of  accents  and  the  ordinary  grammatical  con- 
structions, is  acquired. 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to 
Greek  syntax  and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study: 

First  Year.  —  Goodwin's  Grammar,  Frost's  Greek 
Primer  and  Moss'  First  Greek  Reader. 
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Second  Year. — Selections  from  the  Anabasis,  Hellenica 
and  New  Testament;  Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses  and 
Jones'  Prose  Composition. 

Third  Year. — Extracts  from  St.  Paul's  writings  and 
Herodotus';  Homer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with 
Metrical  reading. 

Fourth  Year. —  Sophocles'  Oedipus  Tyrannus,  Demos- 
thenes' Oration  on  the  Crown  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selec- 
tions from  other  authors. 

An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  any 
one  who  desires  to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geo- 
graphy and  Archaeology  as  related  to  the  various  subjects 
and  countries,  receive  proper  attention;  and  throughout 
the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contribute  its 
share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of  scholar- 
ship in  those  who  receive  instruction  in  it. 


RHETORIC   AND    ENGLISH    LITERATURE. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one, 
and  any  deviation  from  the  line  of  study  here  laid  down 
will  be  in  harmony  with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  liter- 
ature has  become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses  is 
as  necessary  to  the  useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to  the 
cultured.  It  is  the  fine  thought  that  is  immortal,  and  it 
takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully  the  finest 
thought  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear 
perception  of  the  beautiful  inventions  of  the  masters.  But 
the  active  age  of  mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought  is  yet 
to  be  produced  to  answer  the  demands  of  this  persuasive 
era;  and  every  institution  that  would  escape  the  future 
censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this  refining 
and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  North-Western  College  to 
place  its  students  upon  a  plane  where  they  can  com- 
mune with  great  and  noble  minds.  It  aims  to  help  them 
to  teach  letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books  of  the  cen- 
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tury  may  be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of 
the  past; — so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical 
joy. 

Preliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a 
year  is  spent.  This  is  followed  by  Elements  of  Com- 
position and  Elementary  English  Literature  from  which 
the  student  advances  to  Rhetoric  proper.  The  ele- 
mentary text  books  are  William's  Rhetoric,  and  Lock- 
wood's  Lessons  in  English.  Gilmore's  Rhetoric  is  used 
with  chapters  from  Genung's  in  the  college  department. 
All  essays  are  carefully  criticised,  and  students  are  invited 
to  bring  their  compositions  for  face  to  face  criticism.  For 
aid  in  the  study  of  literature,  students  are  earnestly  recom- 
mended to  use  Meiklejohn's  English  language,  an  able 
concise  work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical 
productions  until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  out- 
line the  styles  of  prominent  authors. 

English  Philology  has  been  added  to  the  course,  in 
which  students  are  directed  to  apply  the  methods  of  philo- 
logical science  to  the  study  of  English.  The  English  lan- 
guage is  studied  in  its  historic  development,  and  the  rela- 
tions between  English  and  cognate  languages  are  carefully 
pointed  out.  Earle's  Philology  of  the  English  Tongue, 
Trench's  Study  of  Words  are  used  as  the  text-book.

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During  this  year  and  the  following,  students  are  re- 
quired to  revise  their  exercises. 

HISTORY. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  essential  facts  and  principles  of  his- 
tory, but  to  develop  in  him  that  habit  of  mind  that  will 
enable  him  to  discover  the  causal  relations  of  events  and 
to  determine  intelligently  the  conspiring  factors  of  great 
national  changes.  While  tracing  the  course  of  events,  as 
they  affect  the  political,  social  and  ethical  relations  of  so- 
ciety, the  attention  of  the  student  is  constantly  directed  to 
a  correct  estimation  of  the  fundamental  conditions  of 
national  progress,  which  history  so  amply  illustrates. 

The  course  embraces  the  histories  of  the  leading  na- 
tions of  ancient  and  modern  times,  and  is  supplemented  by 
the  study  of  Constitutional  History  and  the  History  of 
Civilization.  Electives  offer  an  opportunity  for  advanced 
work  in  this  department. 

The  method  of  instruction  employed  aims  to  encourage 
students  to  follow  out  independent  lines  of  investigation 
and  to  go  as  far  as  possible  to  original  sources  of  informa- 
tion. 

Text-books  :  Montgomery's  American  History,  John- 
ston's History  of  the  United  States,  Sheldon's  Studies  in 
General  History,  Meyer's  General  History,  Fiske's  Critical 
Period  of  American  History  and  Guizot's  History  of  Civili- 
zation. 

MATHEMATICS. 

The  value  of  a  study  depends  upon  the  mental  discip- 
line it  affords.  The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to 
discipline  and  invigorate  the  mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of 
clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning 
and  advanced  Arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is 
aimed  to  have  the  student  lay  a  broad  foundation  here  so 
as  to  be  able  to  enter  creditably  upon  the  advanced  course 
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in  Mathematics.  Those  desiring  to  prepare  for  teaching 
have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arithme- 
tic. Algebra  through  Quadratics  and  plain  Geometry  are 
taught  in  the  last  year  of  the  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in 
Geometry,  including  regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spherical 
Geometry  with  original  work  in  demonstration  of  theorems 
and  solution  of  problems. 

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra  includ- 
ing the  binomial  theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms, 
theory  of  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  in  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in  Spheri- 
cal Astronomy. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic 
Geometry,  construction  of  equations;  transformation  of 
co-ordinates,  properties  of  the  Conic  Sections  and  intro- 
duction to  higher  plain  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Mathematics  is  elec- 
tive. The  student  may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying, 
Analytic  Geometry  of  Space,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 

PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Physics. — A  class  of  elementary  Physics  is  organized 
in  the  Spring.  This  is  especially  intended  for  students 
preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a  preparation  for  the  more  ad- 
vanced work.  The  advanced  work  on  Physics  is  begun  in 
the  Fall.  During  this  term  Mechanics  and  Acoustics  are 
studied  and  during  the  Winter,  Electricity,  Heat  and 
Light.  Olmsted's  College  Philosophy  is  the  text-book. 
In  addition  to  the  text-book,  hints  and  lectures  are  given' 
on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Laboratory  work 
per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry. — About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic 
chemistry  and  half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's 
Complete  Chemistry  is  used  as  a  text-book.  The  course 
is  largely  experimental.      Each   student   is  required   under 
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the  direction  of  the  Professor  to  perform  a  large  number 
of  experiments,  selected  to  illustrate  the  laws  of  chemical 
action,  and  the  properties  and  relations  of  the  more  im- 
portant chemical  elements.  The  aim  of  this  method  is  to 
develop  in  the  student  habits  of  accurate  and  careful  ob- 
servation, and  a  practical  skill  in  the  use  of  the  apparatus. 
At  least  three  hours  per  week  are  spent  in  the  chemical 
laboratory. 

Geology. — Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many  other 
sciences  for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately  placed 
in  the  last  term  of  the  Junior  year.  The  text-book  used 
is  Le  Conte's  Compend  ;  and  Le  Conte's  Elements  and 
Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  additional  reading. 
Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible;  our  locality  afford- 
ing special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  deposits. 
Mineralogy  is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology  one 
hour  a  week.  Talks  are  given  on  composition  of  minerals, 
Crystalliography,  etc.,  etc.,  and  about  fifty  minerals  are 
studied  and  determined  by  their  external  characteristics. 

Astronomy.  —  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  mathematical  and  descrip- 
tive astronomy.  The  instruction  is  based  upon  the  use  of 
a  text-book,  and  observation  is  encouraged  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. The  most  recent  additions  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
heavens  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students  and 
duly  considered  in  the  recitation  and  lecture  room. 

One  term  of  General  Astronomy  is  required  of  all  can- 
didates for  degrees;  in  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific 
courses  provision  is  made  for  an  additional  term.  Young's 
General  Astronomy  is  used  as  text-book. 


BIOLOGICAL   SCIENCE. 

The  required  work  of  this  department  extends  through 
three  terms  in  all  the  regular  courses,  while  in  the  Scientific 
Course  the  study  is  continued  for  an  additional  year.  The 
design  of  this  course  is  to  impart  a  general  idea  of  the 
phenomena  of  life  in  whatever  form   it  may  be  found,  and 
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to  give  such  knowledge  on  these  subjects  as  necessarily 
belongs  to  a  liberal  education.  Electives  provide  an 
opportunity  for  advanced  work  in  this  department. 

Physiology.  —  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  various 
organs  of  the  body  in  their  normal  conditions.  Enough 
anatomy  is  given  to  render  the  physiological  discussions 
intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene  to  guide  to  an  intelli- 
gent care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illustrating  the 
subject  accompany  the  study.  Martin's  Human  Body  is  the 
text-book.      One  term  is  devoted  to  Comparative  Anatomy. 

Zoology. — The  study  of  animal  life  is  as  much  as  pos- 
sible from  specimens.  Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed 
in  the  practical  work  and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in  the 
recitation.  Students  are  encouraged  to  observe  the  habits 
of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  locality.  The  Museum 
is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students  in  this  branch  of 
science. 

Botany.— The  study  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as  far 
as  possible  by  specimens,  especial  attention  being  given  to 
microscopic  structure.  As  soon  as  the  season  allows  in  the 
Spring,  the  class-room  exercises  are  supplemented  by  field 
and  laboratory  work,  much  time  being  given  to  the  analysis 
and  description  of  plants  and  the  study  of  structural 
botany.      Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text-book. 

ELOCUTION. 

The  study  on  this  subject  is  required  of  all  regular 
students,  and  instruction  is  imparted  without  extra  charge. 
The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  aid  students  to  become 
easy,  natural  and  effective  readers  and  speakers.  Elocu- 
tionary training  is  closely  related  to  general  culture,  and  adds 
very  materially  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  student.  The 
fundamental  principle  of  good  elocution  are  elucidated  and 
embodied  in  the  student's  practice.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the 
course  much  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  essential  ele- 
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merits  of  vocal  expression,  analysis  of  English  sounds,  quality 
of  tones,  force,  pitch  and  movement,  while  in  the  more  ad- 
vanced work  the  subject  of  gestures  receives  attention  in 
connection  with  the  study  of  inflection,  emphasis,  climax 
and  pauses. 

Bell's  Principles  of  Elecution  combined  with,  the  Del- 
sartean  system  of  Oratory  is  used  as  text-book  and  frequent 
lectures  on  extempore  speech  and  the  source  of  power  in 
orator)'  are  introduced. 

Classes  meet  twice  a  week.  Advanced  students  may 
receive  private  instruction. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  provide  for  a 
thorough  business  education.  It  offers  two  courses  of 
study,  arranged  for  six  and  nine  months  respectively.  The 
aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial  transactions. 
The  plan  of  the  work  is  broad  and  liberal,  thorough  and 
complete,  and  embraces  all  the  principles  and  the  varied 
details  from  the  simple  idea  of  debit  and  credit  to  the  most 
complex  and  intricate  computations.  The  work  is  so 
practical  that  it  cannot  fail  to  be  of  greatest  value  to  every 
student,  whatever  his  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

Its  connection  with  a  literary  college  gives  the  depart- 
ment many  important  advantages.  Commercial  students 
are  in  daily  contact  with  the  students  of  the  College  and 
receive  the  benefit  of  all  those  literary  associations  that 
prove  so  helpful  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge.  They  have 
free  access  to  the  College  Library  and  Reading  Room, 
and  may  enter  any  College  class  for  which  they  are  properly 
prepared. 

Book-Keeping. — This  study  embraces  the  theory  of 
accounts  by  Single  and  Double  Entry.  The  first  term  is 
devoted  to  elementary  work,  during  which  the   student  be- 
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comes  familiar  with  Day-book  and  Journal  entries,  opening 
and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances,  Financial 
Statements,  and  the  various  forms  of  Inventories,  Bills, 
Discounts  and  Premiums.  The  second  term  advanced 
work  in  Book-Keeping  and  Banking  is  taken  up.  The 
student  is  required  to  work  in  books  and  forms  as  used  in 
Wholesaling,  Retailing,  Commission,  Shipping,  Railroad- 
ing, Partnership  and  Manufacturing.  The  practical  work 
of  this  term  is  performed  in  connection  with  offices  fitted 
up  for  this  purpose. 

Commercial  Arithmetic— In  the  study  of  this  subject 
attention  is  especially  directed  to  Interest,  Bank  Accounts, 
Trade  Discounts,  Stocks,  Bonds,  Insurance,  Partnership 
and  Equation  of  Accounts.  It  is  intended  to  give  the  stu- 
dent a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  forms  of  arithmetic  bear- 
ing upon  commercial  transactions. 

Commercial  Law. — In  this  branch  careful  instruction 
is  given  on  the  following  subjects  :  Contracts,  Negotiable 
Papers,  Agency,  Partnership,  Corporations,  Payments 
Liens,  Interest  and  Usury,  Bailment,  Guaranty  and  Surety, 
Real  Estate  Conveyance,  and  Settlement  of  Estates.  A 
text-book  is  used,  but  frequent  lectures  are  added  to  sup- 
plement the  work. 

Actual  Business  Practice. — This  is  one  of  the  special 
features  of  the  course.  Here  business  is  transacted  on  the 
actual  business  plan  which  brings  into  practice  the  theories 
and  the  principles  daily  taught  in  the  class-room.  The 
Department  is  furnished  with  Banks,  Commission  and 
Wholesale  Houses  and  all  the  appliances  necessary  to  ac- 
quaint the  student  thoroughly  with  actual  business  opera- 
tions. 

Penmanship. — Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed  every 
term.  Careful  and  systematic  instruction  and  painstaking 
practice  enable  the  student  to  acquire  not  only  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the  art,  but  also  the  ability  of 
rapid  and   graceful   execution.      Weekly    drills    in    writing 
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Letters,  Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders,  Checks  etc.,   ac- 
company the  work  in  penmanship. 

Special  Drill  Exercises.— Special  exercises  in  Business 
Correspondence,  drawing  up  of  Contracts,  Leases,  Deeds, 
Mortgages,  and  the  various  forms  of  Commercial  Papers 
continue  throughout  the  course. 

All  papers  and  books  are  carefully  inspected  by  the 
Teachers,  and  errors  are  marked  and  the  forms  of  correc- 
tions suggested.  But  the  student  is  in  every  case  required 
to  make  the  correction  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and 
manuscript  in  which  errors,  blots  or  erasures  occur. 

The  Remaining  Studies  of  the  course,  Geography,  Or- 
thography, Grammar,  American  History  and  Civil  Govern- 
ment are  taken  in  connection  with  classes  in  the  Academic 
Department.  This  arrangement  furnishes  valuable  oppor- 
tunities, and  greatly  extends  the  facilities  of  the  Commer- 
cial Department. 

Extra  Studies.— Commercial  students  are  entitled  to 
one  extra  study  in  any  department  of  the  college  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Commercial  Course,  without  extra  charge,  ex- 
cept in  Music  and  Art. 

Diplomas.  -Students,  who  satisfactorily  complete 
either  the  six  months  or  the  nine  months  course  and  pass 
the  required  examination,  receive  a  diploma. 

SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING. 
The  Commercial  Department  offers  superior  advan- 
tages for  the  study  of  Shorthand  and  Typewriting.  The 
great  demand  for  Reporters  and  Amenuenses  makes  this 
a  very  popular  course.  The  instruction  is  thorough  and 
gives  special  attention  to  system,  speed  and  accuracy. 
The  Eclectic  System  of  Shorthand  is  taught,  and  the 
Remington  Typewriter  is  used.  The  principles  of  Short- 
hand can  be  completed  in  one  term,  but  the  regular  course 
requires  two  terms.  The  work  in  Typewriting  requires 
usually  the  same  length  of  time.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC, 


In  this  department  excellent  advantages  are  offered  for 
gaining  a  thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers  have  had  many  years'  experience,  and 
have  been  at  much  pains  and  expense  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  best  systems  of  teaching.  Special  attention  will 
be  given  to  young  teachers  and  those  desirous  of  becoming 
teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz.:  Piano-forte, 
Organ,  Voice  Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and 
advanced,)  and  Theory  of  Music,  including  Thorough- 
Bass,  Harmony  and  Form. 

The  Course  of  instruction  in  Piano-Forte  playing  is 
rranged  as  follows  : 
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1.  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  various 
kinds  of  touch,  finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios  in 
moderate  tempo  and  in  various  rhythmical  forms  with 
accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  William  Mason's  System  of 
Piano-Forte  Technics ;  selections  from  the  following 
works  :  Kunz,  200  canons,  Koehler  op.  151,  Doering  op. 
8,  Krause  op.  2,  Heller  op,  47  ;  together  with  pieces  of 
suitable  grade  in  both  classical  and  popular  style. 

2.  Middle.  More  advanced  technics,  canon  and 
velocity  forms,  Studies  in  Phrasing,  Heller,  op.  46  and  45, 
Loeschhorn,  op.  66,  Bach's  Inventions,  Jensen,  op.  32. 

Compositions  by  Schumann,  Mendelssohn,  Merkel, 
Grieg,  Wollenhaupt,  Mason  and  others. 

3.  Advanced.  High  Technics  ;  scales  in  double  thirds 
and  sixths,  octave  studies. 

Selections  from  Cramer's  Moscheles  and  Chopin's 
Etudes,  and  from  the  compositions  of  Bach,  Mozart, 
Beethoven,  Mendelssohn,  Weber,  Chopin,  Liszt,  as  well 
as  from  representative  American  and  European  composers 
of  the  present  day. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the  above 
course  will  depend  upon  the  pupil's  talent  and  amount  of 
practice. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily 
complete  the  Course  in  Piano  and  theory  of  Music. 

No  student  of  the  College  is  expected  to  take  lessons 
in  music  except  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  of  music.

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ART  DEPARTMENT. 


The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough 
training  in  the  principles  of  Art,  fitting  students  for  teach- 
ing, or  the  further  pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  cul- 
ture or  an  artistic  career.  The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thor- 
ough foundation  for  seeing  and  observing  nature,  and  to 
develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to  enable  the  pupil 
to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment  in  prac- 
tical life.  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having 
other  studies  in  the  college  as  well  as  for  those  able  to  de- 
vote all  their  time  to  this  work. 

The  connection  with  the  College  is  an  advantage  of 
great  value  to  the  student  since  it  enables  him  to  pursue 
regular  college  studies  in  connection  with  his  work 
in  Art.  Thorough  training  in  Art  work  in  conjunction 
with  suitable  literary  culture  lays  a  broad  foundation  for 
teaching  Art,  and  for  a  professional  career. 

Students  will   be  advanced    as  they   progress   individ- 
ually, not   being   confined   to   any   branch    for   a   specified 
length   of    time.       The    instruction   of    the   department   is' 
based  upon  the  method  employed  in  the  best  Art  schools. 

The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  char- 
coal, crayon  and  pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still 
life,  the  antique  and  the  living  model,  and  painting  in  oil 
and  water  colors.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


LOCATION,   BUILDING  AND  CAMPUS. 

North-Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Evangelical  Association,  is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois, 
twenty-eight  miles  from  Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thou- 
sand, and  is  classed  with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago. 
It  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and 
Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most  popu- 
lar railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central  location,  in  the 
very  heart  of  the  country,  and  its  proximity  to  the  great 
metropolis  of  the  West,  make  the  College  easily  accessible 
from  all  points.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and  healthful 
site  cannot  be  found  in  the  entire  North-west.  It  is  near 
enough  to  the  city  of  Chicago  to  secure  many  of  the  advan- 
tages without  incurring  the  moral  dangers  of  city  life. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious 
stone  edifice,  conveniently  arranged  and  suitably  furnished 
•for  its  intended  purposes.  It  is  heated  throughout  by 
steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

Its  site  affords  a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent 
country  surrounding  the  location.  The  campus  is  spacious 
and  beautifully  ornamented  with  a  fine  variety  of  trees, 
making  the  surroundings  of  the  College  cheerful  and  at- 
tractive. 

DESIGN  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the 
liberal  education  of  the  young  men  and  women  who  may 
be  entrusted  to  its  care  and  instruction,  and  thus  to  aid 
them  in  securing  the  best  preparation  for  the  different 
spheres  and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal;  its  ideals 
are  high,  and  its  work  is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decid- 
edly Christian  in  theory  and   practice,   and  to  apply  Chris- 
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tian  principles  and  methods  in  all  its  departments.  As 
the  best  results  of  educational  effort  are  conditioned  upon 
the  symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  this  Institution 
ever  recognizes  the  development  of  moral  character  as  an 
essential  part  of  its  work.  While  endeavoring  to  inspire 
and  encourage  a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the  Faculty 
desires  and  aims  to  foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit 
which  shall  permeate  and  crown  the  entire  Institution. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  institution  to  keep  its  standard 
fully  up  to  that  of  the  best  western  colleges,  and  its 
methods  of  instruction  in  harmony  with  the  most  enlight- 
ened views  of  education.  These  methods  will  naturally 
vary  with  the  subject  and  proficiency  of  the  student  ;  but 
the  aim  is  the  same  in  every  department  of  the  College 
— mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  indepen- 
dent and  original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon 
an  intelligent  use  of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the 
daily  work.  Lectures  are  frequently  introduced  to  eluci- 
date and  illustrate  the  various  subjects  of  investigation. 
Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the  students  ac- 
company both  methods. 

The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  depart- 
ments in  which  it  is  practicable. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of 
study  has  been  completed,  examinations  are  held  either 
oral  or  written,  as  the  faculty  may  deem  most  suitable. 

A  student  neglecting  to  attend  examinations,  or  failing 
to  obtain  a  grade  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study,  will  be 
required  to  pursue  that  study  again,  or  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  therein.  No  standing  in  scholarship  will  be 
given  except  as  the  result  of  an  examination  or  its 
equivalent. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accomodation  of  such 
students  as  may  design  to  enter  any  of  the  departments  of 
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the  institution,  or  such  as  may  have  failed  to  pass  in  some 
branch  at  the  regular  examination,  are  held  on  the  day  be- 
fore the  opening  of  each  term. 


STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the 
scholarship  and  deportment  of  each  student. 

The  standing  in  scholarship  is  made  up  from  examina- 
tions and  the  daily  record  in  the  class,  each  being  consid- 
ered of  equal  weight,  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred. 

Students,  permitted  to  take  an  examination,  without 
having  had  the  regular  class  exercises  during  the  term,  will 
be  credited  with  a  daily  record  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  in  de- 
termining their  standing  in  that  study. 

Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of  a 
student  will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  whenever  it 
may  be  requested,  or  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty 
it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on 
students  who  complete  satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course  ; 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  on  those  completing  the 
Philosophical  Course  ;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science  on  those 
who  complete  the  Scientific  Course  ;  and  that  of  Bachelor 
of  Literature  on  those  who  complete  the  Course  in  Modern 
Literature. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy, 
Master  of  Science,  or  Master  of  Literature,  will  be  con- 
ferred on  corresponding  Bachelors  of  two  years  standing 
or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good  character,  and  who 
furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a  pro- 
fessional or  advanced  liberal  course  of  study.  Such  evi- 
dence may  be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate  of 
graduation  from  a  Theological  Seminary,  Law  School,  or 
Medical  College  ;  or  by  passing  an  examination  on  a  course 
of  liberal    and  non-professional  study  pursued  under  the 
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direction  of  the  Faculty  ;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not 
less  than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study, 
and  embodying  results  of  original  investigation.  Candi- 
dates for  degrees  should  apply  to  the  President  at  least 
two  months  before  Commencement.  The  fee  in  each  case, 
including  the  diploma,  is  five  dollars,  payable  in  advance. 


GOVERNMENT. 

The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm. 
The  Faculty  aims  to  exercise  a  parental  and  moral  super- 
vision over  the  conduct  and  character  of  the  students. 
Such  relations  between  students  and  teachers  are  cultivated 
as  will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence.  The  work 
of  the  Faculty  is  to  instruct,  rather  than  to  administer 
discipline. 

Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies, 
who  will  respect  themselves  and  the  authority  of  the 
College.  A  high  sense  of  honor  and  truthfulness  is  incul- 
cated and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of 
rules  is  given  for  the  intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 

I.  THINGS  REQUIRED. 
Students  are  held  reponsible  for  proper  deportment,  a 
decorous  intercourse  among  themselves,  a  respectful  treat- 
ment of  their  officers,  a  faithful  observance  of  the  appointed 
hours  for  study,  and  punctual  attendance  upon  all  pre- 
scribed exercises  of  the  College. 

II.  PROHIBITED. 
All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  Col- 
lege Building;  absence  from  recitations  and  other  enjoined 
exercises  without  previous  permission;  communication  dur- 
ing recitations,  chapel  or  other  exercises  of  the  College; 
social  visiting  during  study  hours;  injury  to  College  prop- 
erty ;  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  ;  the  use  of  tobacco  ; 
all   offensive   and   profane  language  or  indecent  behavior ; 
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playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  chance ; 
visiting  saloons  ;  interchange  of  visits  between  the  sexes  in 
their  private  rooms,  except  by  special  permission  ;  desecra- 
tion of  the  Sabbath,  and  everything  in  the  deportment  of 
students  inconsistent  with  the  utmost  propriety  of  conduct 
and  their  highest  mental  and  moral  development. 

For  the  violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  Col- 
lege, students  will  be  liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public  re- 
proof, suspension,  or  dismission. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening 
of  the  term,  and  to  remain  until  its  close.  No  student  is 
allowed  to  be  absent  from  College  without  special  permis- 
sion of  the  Faculty.  The  time  appropriated  to  vacations 
and  holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of 
rest  and  relaxation  from  study. 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or 
any  other  period  of  the  term  can  only  have  an  injurious 
effect  upon  the  standing  and  proficiency  of  the  student, 
the  Faculty  earnestly  requests,  that  parents  or  guardians 
will  in  no  way  encourage  or  even  sanction  such  absence 
without  most  urgent  reasons.  Any  student  leaving  with- 
out permission  before  the  close  of  the  teim,  cannot  re- 
enter until  he  has  made  sastifactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 

RELIGIOUS    EXERCISES. 

Devotiotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures, singing  and  prayer,  are  held  daily  in  the  College 
Chapel,  at  which  students  are  required  to  be  present. 

Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship 
and  Sunday-school  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  the  churches 
in  the  city.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  such  places  of 
worship  as  they,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  may  select; 
but  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some  one  church, 
regularly,  unless  specially  excused. 

Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week, 
which  students  are  invited  to  attend.  These  facilities  afford 
ample  opportunity  for  Christian  growth  and  work. 
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LECTURES. 

The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  during 
each  Winter  season.  Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures  are 
provided  by  the  Scientific  and  Christian  Associations,  and 
frequent  lectures  by  members  of  the  Faculty  are  introduced 
throughout  the  year.  Among  the  more  prominent  lecturers 
engaged  by  the  College  during  the  past  year  were  Hon. 
John  Temple  Graves  of  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  Rev.  Dr.  O.  P. 
Gifford  of  Chicago,  111.;  Russell  H.  Conwell  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.;  and  Col.  Geo.  W.  Bain  of  Lexington,  Ky. 

These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear 
some  of  the  best  speakers  in  the  land. 

LIBRARY. 
The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is 
steadily  increasing.  The  additions  are  made  with  reference 
to  the  literary  and  scientific  studies  in  the  several  courses. 
It  is  intented  that  the  use  of  the  Library  shall  largely 
supplement  the  class  room  instructions.  Systematic  col- 
lateral reading  is  encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
departments.  The  books  are  arranged  on  open  shelves, 
accessible  to  all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost  freedom 
of  reference  and  use  without  extra  cost.  The  arrangement 
of  books  is  by  subjects,  according  to  the  "Dewey  Decimal 
System  of  Classification,"  so  that  a  book  on  any  subject 
can  readily  be  found.

COLLEGE  PUBLICATIONS. 

"The  Northwestern  College  Chronicle  "  is  published 
monthly  during  the  academic  year. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the 
work  and  condition  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ  of 
the  students,  and  contains  original  articles  by  members  of 
the  school  and  others,  personal  notices  of  past  and  present 
members  of  the  College,  proceedings  of  the  Literary  and 
Scientific  societies,  the  Christian  Associations  and  such 
other  matter  pertaining  to  college  life  as  will  prove  of  in- 
terest to  all  friends  of  higher  education.  Subscription 
seventy-five  cents  per  annum. 

Catalogues  and  circulars  are  published  annually,  and 
are  supplied  gratis  upon  application. 

LABORATORY. 
The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  enlarged  and 
greatly  improved,  and  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and 
reagents  necessary  for  the  performance  of  experiments. 
Students  are  not  charged  extra  for  the  use  of  apparatus  and 
chemicals.  In  the  Physical  Laboratory  there  has  recently 
been  added  some  very  fine  apparatus,  and  further  additions 
will  be  made  during  the  year.  The  facilities  for  the  study 
of  experimental  or  practical  Physics  are  good. 
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MUSEUM. 

The  museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of  the 
upper  floor  of  the  main  College  building,  and  contains 
large  and  valuable  collections  for  illustrating  the  various 
departments  of  natural  history.  The  collection  comprises 
a  large  number  of  our  native  birds,  smaller  mammals,  etc.; 
a  number  of  the  smaller  reptiles  and  batrachia  in  alcohol, 
and  a  small  but  good  collection  of  marine  invertebrates 
donated  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The  collection 
of  minerals  has  been  greatly  increased  and  now  represents 
many  American  localities.  The  fossils  are  chiefly  from  rocks 
of  the  Palaeozoic  era.  The  fossil  plants  from  the  Carboni- 
ferous are  especially  fine. 

Students  have  access  to  the  Museum  at  all  times. 

LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies  connected 
with  the  college,  viz. :  the  Cliosophic,  the  Philologian,  the 
Laconian  and  the  Philorhetorian  (German).  These  societies 
have  good,  well-furnished  halls,  and  afford  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  practice  in  public  speaking,  debate  and  other 
literary  exercises. 

The  Senate  of  North-  Western  College  organized 
in  1886,  has  for  its  object  the  consideration  and  dis- 
cussion of  themes  relating  to  political  science,  and  the  pro- 
motion of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our  Federal  Insti- 
tutions and  the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds 
weekly  meetings,  and  presents  opportunities  for  practice  in 
extempore  speaking,  debate  and  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  Scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate 
individual  workers  and  to  enable  members  to  keep  up  with 
the  growth  and  advancement  of  science.  It  holds  regular 
meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers  are  read,  embody- 
ing results  of  careful  study  and  original  research.  Occasional 
lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects  are  delivered  by 
resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently  lec- 
turers from  abroad  are  invited. 
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These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Faculty.  No  public  enter- 
tainment shall  be  given  by  any  society  without  permission 
from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the  exercises  intended  for  such 
entertainments  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Faculty  before  their  public  delivery. 
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CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized 
in  1873,  is  the  second  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the 
State.  Its  object  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  is  to  pro- 
mote growth  in  grace  and  Christian  fellowship  among  its 
members,  and  aggressive  Christian  work  among  all  stu- 
dents. It  holds  five  meetings  weekly,  and  with  its  Devo- 
tional, Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room,  and  Finance 
Committees,  is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian 
work. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  organ- 
ized in  1875,  also  the  second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  or- 
ganization in  the  State,  has  for  its  aim  and  object  Christian 
work  among  the  lady  students.  Its  organization  is  similar 
to  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  are  doing  much  good  in  devel- 
oping and  organizing  the  Christian  activity  of  the  students 
and  in  exerting  a  wholesome  influence  upon  the  religious 
life  of  the  Institution. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Room 
with  a  number  of  standard  periodicals  and  leading  maga- 
zines of  the  day  ;  and  lectures  by  noted  speakers,  are  given 
from  time  to  time,  under  the  auspices  of  these  Organiza- 
tions. 

An  Annual  address  is  delivered  before  the  Associations 
by  an  invited  speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Commencement 
week. 
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ROOMS. 

The  College  does  not  provide  rooms  for  gentleman 
students,  but  assists  them  in  securing  rooms  in  private 
families.  Usually  two,  but  sometimes  three  or  four  go 
together  and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  set  of  rooms. 
The  rent  for  furnished  rooms  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $8.00 
per  term,  for  each  student.  Unfurnished  rooms  are  cor- 
respondingly cheaper.  By  bringing  some  articles  of  bed- 
ding, towels,  lamp,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat  reduce 
their  expenses. 

For  lady  students  the  College  furnishes  a  limited 
number  of  excellent  rooms  heated  by  steam  and  supplied 
with  electric  lights.  These  rooms  are  of  convenient  size 
for  two  occupants,  well  lighted,  cheerful  and  home-like. 
They  are  furnished  with  carpets,  bedsteads  including 
springs  and  mattresses,  table,  chairs,  washstand,  mirror, 
and  toilet  set,  and  ample  closet  and  bureau  accom- 
modation. 

Each  young  lady  rooming  in  the  Dormitory  will  sup- 
ply herself  with  one  pillow,  one  pair  of  pillow-cases,  one 
pair  of  sheets,  one  blanket,  one  comfortable,  one  bed- 
spread, towels  and  napkins,  and  such  other  articles  as 
taste  and  means  may  dictate. 

The  rent  for  these  rooms  ranges  according  to  location, 

from  $4.00  to  $6.00  per  term  for  each   student.      The  cost 

of   steam   and   electric  light  for  the  Fall  term  is  $4.00,  for 

the  Winter  term  $5.00,  and  for  the  Spring  term  $2.50  for 

each  student. 

BOARD. 

The  College  provides  a  boarding  department  where 
ladies  rooming  in  the  building  and  students  rooming  in 
town  can  get  good  board  on  the  club  plan.  This  plan  of 
boarding  is  adopted  by  a  large  proportion  of  our  students, 
and  gives  general  satisfaction.  In  addition  to  the  accom- 
modations furnished  by  this  department,  several  other 
clubs  have  been  organized  in  private  families  and  are  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner.  The  average  cost  of  board  in 
clubs  has  proved  to  be  about  $1.85  per  week. 
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Some  students  prefer  to  take  table  board  in  private 
families,  which  may  be  had  at  prices  ranging  from  #2.00  to 
$2. 50  per  week.  Students  boarding  in  clubs  or  taking  their 
meals  in  private  families,  rent  rooms  separately.  The 
price  for  board  in  private  families,  including  furnished 
room,  except  light  and  fuel,  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50  per 
week. 

But  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent  rooms 
at  any  place  without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  ;  nor  to 
change  place  of  boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the 
term  without  their  consent.  Families  who  let  rooms,  or 
board  students,  are  expected  to  be  interested  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  College  rules. 

WASHING  AND    FUEL. 
The   price  for  washing  is   about   60   cents    per  dozen. 
Ladies    rooming    in    Ladies'  Hall    are    furnished    laundry 
accommodations  in  the  building  at   moderate   rates.      The 
cost  for  fuel  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $7.00  per  year. 

BOOKS. 
All  text  and  reference  books    as  well  as    a  complete 
assortment  of  stationery  are  kept  in   the  College  building, 
and  are  sold  to  students  below  Chicago  retail  prices.

incidental    fees;    for   more   than   one   study  full   rates  are 

charged. 

Scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  instruction  in  any  of 
the  above  named  branches.  Orders  on  scholarships  will 
be  honored  only  if  they  contain  the  name  of  the  bearer 
and  the  proper  signature  of  the  Scholarship-holder,  and 
are  presented  on  entering  College. 
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A  fee  of  #2.00  will  be  charged  for  examination  in  any- 
Collegiate  study  not  regularly  taken  in  class. 

All  College  bills  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases 
of  protracted  sickness.  The  Treasurer's  receipt  for  tuition 
and  incidentals  is  necessary  to  secure  admission  to  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals 
to  any  student  of  any  Department,  who,  on  account  of 
improper  conduct  or  violation  of  the  Rules  of  the  College, 
shall  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled. 


SELF-HELP. 

Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities 
for  work  whereby  to  pay  expenses  while  at  school.  Such 
opportunities  are  not  plentiful.  Yet  there  are  generally  a 
few  students  who  "earn  their  way,"  in  part  at  least. 
Others  succeed  in  earning  considerable  during  the  Summer 
vacation.  Some,  after  obtaining  a  teachers'  certificate, 
teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their  college  course. 
This,  though  necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete 
a  course,  gives  the  student  much  practical  and  valuable 
experience,  and  is  therefore,  by  no  means  lost  time. 
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GROWTH    AND     NEEDS. 

The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  encouraging.  All  the  departments  of  instruction  are 
now  fully  organized  and  well  equipped  for  efficient  work. 

Strong  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase 
the  endowment  and  to  develop  all  the  resources  of  the 
Institution.  It  is  the  united  purpose  of  the  Faculty  and 
the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep  pace  with  the  progress 
and  educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may 
be  mentioned  :  The  endowment  of  several  Professor- 
ships ;  the  founding  of  perpetual  scholarships  ;  the  en- 
larging of  the  Library  ;  and  increasing  the  facilities  of  the 
Physical  Laboratory.     To   these  may  be  added  as  further 
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needs :  An  appropriate  fire-proof  Library  building  ;  a 
regular  Gymnasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well  equipped 
Astronomical  Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education 
are  invited  to  contribute  to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used   most  advantageously  in 
the  present  work  of  instruction,  aud  for  the  promotion  of 
the  highest  interests  of  the  Institution. 

INFORMATION. 

New  students  should  plan  to  arrive  a  day  or  two  in 
advance  of  the  opening  of  the  term,  in  order  to  secure 
rooms  and  effect  all  their  preparatory  arrangements.  Upon 
arriving  in  the  city,  they  should  repair  to  the  Treasurer's 
office  in  the  College  building,  where  they  may  obtain  ne- 
cessary information  in  regard  to  available  rooms  and  places 
of  boarding,  and  such  other  counsel  and  direction  as  may 
be  helpful  to  them.  It  is  generally  better  to  defer  making 
definite  arrangements  for  room  and  board  until  the  student 
can  personally  inspect  and  then  select  according  to  his  own 
taste,  or  the  requirements  of  his  circumstances. 

By  calling  upon  the  President  advice  may  be  obtained 
in  reference  to  the  mode  and  conditions  of  entering  the 
College  and  other  matters  of  personal  interest  pertaining 
to  College  life.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  text  of  the  charter  of 
Union  Biblical  Institute: 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  citizens  of  the  United 
States  desiring  to  form  a  corporation,  not  for  pecuniary 
profit;  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning  Corpora- 
tions," approved  April  18,  1872,  do  hereby  certify  that  the 
following  is  a  true  statement  of  the  name  or  title  by  which 
such  corporation  shall  be  known  in  law,  the  particular 
business  and  object  for  which  it  is  formed,  the  number  of 
its  trustees,  and  the  names  of  the  same  selected  for  the 
first  year  of  its  existence,  viz. : 

1st.  Name  or  Title:  "The  Union  Biblical  Institute 
of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North  America." 

2d.  Particular  Business  and  Object:  To  establish, 
maintain  and  conduct  a  Biblical  Institute,  or  Theological 
School  at  Naperville,  Illinois. 

3d.      Number  of  Trustees:     Nine. 

4th.  Names  of  Trustees  selected  for  the  first  year: 
Christian  Hummel,  John  Schneider,  Martin  Brown,  Henry 
Huelster,  Lehonhart  Buehler,  John  Esch,  Michael  W. 
Steffy,  Fredrick  Eckhert,  Augustine  A.  Smith.

Union  Biblical  Institute  is  closely  connected  with 
North-Western  College,  but  is  organized  and  maintained 
as  a  separate  and  distinct  institution.  Its  location  is  con- 
venient and  pleasant,  and  its  relation  to  the  College  secures 
to  the  students  many  and  important  advantages.  All  the 
privileges  of  Library,  Reading-Room,  Lecture  Courses, 
Literary  Societies,  and  Christian  Associations  are  open  to 
the  students  of  the  Institute,  and  afford  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  intellectual  development  and  spiritual  growth. 
Many  students  have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  ad- 
vantages offered  by  the  school,  and  are  now  laboring  suc- 
cessfully as  preachers  and  pastors,  religious  editors,  and 
foreign  missionaries  in  various  parts  of  the  Church.  Under 
able  supervision  and  with  competent  instructors,  the  Insti- 
tute recommends  itself  to  all  candidates  for  the  Christian 
ministry,  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  thorough  prepara- 
tion for  their  calling. 


CONDITIONS  OF   ADMISSION. 

A  collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological,  but 
as  unavoidable  circumstances  may  render  the  completion 
of  a  collegiate  course  impossible  applicants  are  admitted 
to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
the  following  preparatory  atudies  : 

1.  The  common  school  studies:  Arithmetic,  Geog- 
raphy, Grammar,  U.   S.  History. 

2.  General  History,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Psychology, 
Logic. 

3.  Those  wishing  to  take  Greek  Exegesis  must  have 
completed  the  Greek  of  the  College  Preparatory  Course, 
and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  idioms  of  the  New  Testament 
Greek. 
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The  Institute  is  open  to  all  who  believe  themselves 
called  of  God  to  the  office  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and 
intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life.  Applicants  for 
admission,  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Associa- 
tion, must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommenda- 
tion from  a  class,  approved  by  a  quarterly  conference,  and 
signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in  charge. 
Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satis- 
factory certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some 
recognized  authority  of  their  church.  None  of  the  above 
credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  unconditional 
claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are 
requested  to  correspond  with  the  Principal  of  the  Institute, 
informing  him  of  their  intentions. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study, 
named  respectively  the  Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma 
Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and 
makes  prominent  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  orig- 
inal languages — Hebrew  and  Greek.  The  satisfactory 
completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D. — 
Baccalaureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of 
the  Greek  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two 
years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  can  not,  on  account 
of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  course. 
In  Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these 
courses  cover  substantially  the  same  ground.  Students 
satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled  to  the 
Diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the 
above  courses,  may  receive  instruction  in  such  studies  as 
they  may  select,  provided  they  prove  themselves  qualified 
to  pursue  them  with  advantage.     The  choice  of  elective 
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studies   is   in   all   cases   subject   to    the   approval  of    the 
Faculty. 

Instruction  is  imparted  in  both  the  English  and  the 
German  languages. 

Written  examinations  are  required  on  all  studies  pur- 
sued during  each  term.

HISTORICAL   STATEMENT, 


North-Western  College  had  its  origin  in  the  recogni- 
tion that  the  interests  of  Christian  education  and  the 
welfare  of  the  Church  demand  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Conference  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Association  of  North  America,  held  at  Des  Plaines, 
Cook  Co.,  111.,  in  April,  1861,  the  following  resolutions 
relative  to  the  founding  of  a  college  were  unanimously 
adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  in  union  with  the  Wis- 
consin, Indiana  and  Iowa  Conferences,  erect  a  college 
including  a  Preparatory  department,  for  male  and  female 
students. 

Resolved,  That  this  institution  be  located  at  Plainfield, 
Will  Co.,  111.,  and  be  known  by  the  name  and  title,  "The 
Plainfield  College  of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North 
America." 

Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  elected,  con- 
sisting of  twenty-three  members,  as  follows  :  Seven  from 
the  Illinois  Conference,  seven  from  the  Wisconsin  Con- 
ference, five  from  the  Indiana  Conference  and  four  from 
the  Iowa  Conference. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was 
resolved  that  "  The  Faculty  of  the  Institution  shall  con- 
sist of  a  President  and  a  corps  of  Professors  who  shall  be 
competent  to  teach  Ancient  and  Modern  languages, 
Mathematics,  Moral  and  Natural  Sciences,  etc." 

The  organization  was  effected  immediately,  and  the 
Preparatory  school  began  its  work  in  the  Fall  of  1861, 
with  three  teachers  and  an  encouraging  number  of  students. 
Rev.  Augustine  A.  Smith,  A.M.,  having  been  called  to 
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the  presidency,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  in 
the  Fall  of  1862. 

At  the  session  of  the  Board  in  December,  1864.  the 
name  of  the  institution  was  changed  from  Plainfield  Col- 
lege to  North-Western  College;  and  a  college  charter  was 
obtained  from  the  Legislature  in  1865.  In  November, 
1869,  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  to  remove  the  Insti- 
tution from  Plainfield  to  Naperville,  Du  Page  Co.,  111.,  its 
present  location.  The  new  college  building  was  erected 
during  the  summer  of  1870  and  opened  for  school  purposes 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  sphere  and  increase  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  institution,  steps  wers  taken  during  the 
years  1872  and  '73  to  induce  other  conferences  to  join  the 
corporation,  and  share  in  the  control  and  support  of  the 
school.  In  the  course  of  three  or  four  years,  seven  other 
Conferences  united  with  the  four  original  Conferences,  viz.: 
the  Ohio,  the  Michigan,  the  Canada,  the  New  York,  the 
South  Indiana,  the  Des  Moines  and  the  Kansas,  and  a  new 
charter  was  obtained  in  1876. 

Within  recent  years  steps  have  been  taken  to  enlarge 
the  general  scope  of  the  College  and  to  develop  it  into  a 
central  institution  of  learning  of  the  church.  For  this 
purpose  other  conferences  were  invited  to  unite  with 
the  College  corporation,  and  vigorous  efforts  have  been 
inaugurated  to  increase  the  endowment  fund.  In  response 
to  the  invitation  four  additional  conferences  applied  for 
admission,  and  were  received  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  institution,  viz.:  the  Erie,  the 
Nebraska,  the  Minnesota,  and  the  Dakota. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in 
February,  1894,  the  following  resolutions,  relative  to  an 
amendment  to  the  charter,  were  passed: 

Whereas  the  interests  of  North-Western  College,, 
located  at  Naperville,  111.,  require  that  a  change  be  made 
in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  in  order  to  increase  its 
number  of  trustees, — 
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1 .  Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  that  provision  in  the 
articles  of  incorporation  or  charter  of  this  corporation, 
(to-wit,  Trustees  of  North-Western  ollege,)  which  pro- 
vides that  the  number  of  trustees  shall  be  fifteen,  shall 
be  changed  so  as  to  read  "  that  the  number  of  trustees 
shall  be  twenty-two,  twelve  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  the  corpo- 
ration at  any  meeting  of  the  Board." 

2.  Further,  resolved,  That  the  charter  or  articles  of 
incorporation  shall  be  changed  and  modified  so  as  to  pro- 
vide therein  that  one  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Evangelical 
Association  (to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Bishops), 
shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
said  corporation.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as 
that  of  the  Conference  Trustees. 

These  resolutions  having  been  duly  ratified  by  the 
Conferences  connected  with  the  College,  the  required  cer- 
tificate was  filed  with  the  proper  officer,  in  February,  1895, 
as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 
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The  following  is  the  text  of  the  charter  obtained  in  1876. 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Trustees  incorporated  under  a  special 
law  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  approved  and  in  force  February  15, 
1865,  and  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  North-Western  College," 
have  given  their  unanimous  consent  that  said  corporation  may 
become  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  said  State  entitled  "An  act  concerning  corpora- 
tions not  for  pecuniary  profit,"  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  said 
General  Assembly  entitled  "An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation 
to  universities,  colleges,  academies,  and  other  institutions  of 
learning,"  approved  March  24,  1874,  and  in  force  July  1,  1874. 

Therefore,  we,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  desiring  to  associate  our- 
selves in  order  that  said  corporation  may  become  incorporated 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  of  Illinois  as  aforesaid, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  forming  a  corporation  not  for  pecuniary 
profit,  pursuant  to  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  hereinbefore  referred  to,  do  hereby  certify  and  state 
that  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  corporation  shall  be  known 
in  law  is  "Trustees  of  North-Western  Cou,ege." 

That  the  particular  business  and  objects  for  which  it  is  formed 
are  to  own,  control  and  manage  the  property  and  affairs  of  the 
corporation,  including  the  institution  of  learning  now  located  at 
Naperville  in  said  State  and  named  and  styled  "  North-Western 
College  of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North  America,"  with 
its  various  departments,  as  the  same  now  or  hereafter  may  be 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

That  the  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  fifteen,  seven  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of 
the  corporation,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board;  that  the  President 
of  the  college  shall  be  ex-officio  one  of  said  trustees,  and  that  the 
remaining  fourteen  shall  be  elected  as  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

Trustees  of  the  North-Western  College 


ADOPTED  AUGUST  8,  11 


SEC  I.— The  following-  named  Conferences  of  the  Evangelical 
Association  of  North  America  are  hereby  declared  to  constitute 
the  present  membership  of  this  Corporation,  viz.:— Illinois,  Wis- 
consin, Indiana,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Canada,  New  York,  Des 
Moines,  Kansas,  Erie,  Nebraska,  Minnesota  and  Dakota. 

Sec.  II.— Such  other  conferences  of  said  Church  denomination 
as  shall  have  consented  to  comply  with  such  requirements  as  the 
trustees  of  this  Corporation  by  a  majority  vote  may  impose  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  admission,  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  trustees  at  any  annual  meeting-  thereof, 
become  members  of  this  Corporation. 

SEC.  III.— Except  as  by  these  By-Eaws,  hereinafter  provided, 
the  respective  rights  and  prerogatives  of  the  conference  members 
of  this  Corporation  shall  never  be  abridged,  and  neither  shall  any 
one  or  more  of  said  conferences  be  accorded  privileges  and  powers 
not  conferred  on  all : 

Provided,  That  the  right  conferred  on  each  conference  to  elect 
a  trustee  as  provided  in  the  next  succeeding  section  of  these  By- 
Eaws,  shall  continue  only  so  long  as  such  conference  shall  remain 
in  actual  connection  with  the  Evangelical  Association  whether 
such  connection  be  adversely  declared  by  such  conference  itself 
or  by  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church,  and  submit  to  its 
regulations  as  contained  in  its  Book  of  Discipline,  and  as  provided 
and  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church,  which  said 
Book  of  Discipline  and  enactments,  and  directions  of  General 
Conference,  so  far  as  applicable  to' institutions  of  learning  in  said 
Church,  are  hereby  expressly  made  part  of  these  By-Eaws. 

SEC.  IV.— The  trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  ex-officio  members  thereof,  be  elected  as  follows: 
Every  conference  connected  with  this  Corporation  shall  be  entitled 
to  elect  one  of  said  trustees,  and  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  at 
at  any  meeting  when  occasion  requires,  proceed  to  elect  the  re- 
maining members  requisite  to  complete  the  full  Board: 

Provided,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  not  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Association  to  the 
office  of  trustee  of  this  Corporation,  and, 
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Provided,  further,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  as 
trustee  who  may  have  been  expelled  or  removed  from  this  Board, 
for  a  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  time  of  such  expulsion.' 

Sec.  V.— The  term  of  office  of  trustees  hereafter  elected,— ex- 
cept such  as  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
unexpired  term  of  conference  trustees— shall  be  three  calendar 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  attend  at  a  meet- 
ing- of  the  Board  as  such  trustee: 

Provided,  that  this  by-law  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  pre- 
vent the  acceptance  of  the  resignation,  or  the  removal  of  trustees, 
by  said  Board  of  Trustees  for  good  cause  shown  and, 

Provided,  further,  that  the  Board  may  at  any  time  remove  any 
trustee  of  its  own  appointment  whenever  necessary,  in  order  to 
admit  another  conference. 

Sec.  VI.— Vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustees  elected  by  any 
conference,  shall  be  filled  by  such  conference  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing- thereof,  but  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  at  any  of  its  meetings 
during-  the  existence  of  such  a  vacancy,  if  deemed  necessary,  fill 
the  same  by  the  election  of  a  trustee,  to  hold  until  such  conference 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  in  said  office  but  not  long-er  than  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  unexpired  term ;  and  all  other  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  trustees  may  be  filled  by  the  Board,  at  any  meeting,  by 
the  election  of  a  sufficient  number  of  trustees  for  that  purpose, 
who  shall  hold  for  a  full  term. 

Sec.  VII — Should  any  conference  connected  with  this  Corpo- 
ration, either  voluntarily  or  otherwise,  fail  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  trustee  as  provided  in  Section  IV.  of  these  By-Laws, 
such  conference  shall  be  deemed  to  have  surrendered  and  forfeited 
its  right  of  election  or  appointment  of  trustees,  and,  thereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  trustees  to  declare  a  vacancy  in 
the  Board,  and  upon  declaring  such  vacancy,  the  Board  shall  im- 
mediately fill  the  same  by  the  election  of  a  trustee  for  that  pur- 
pose. When  a  vacancy  has  been  declared,  as  above  mentioned, 
such  conference  shall  have  no  further  right  to  elect  a  trustee  ex- 
cept by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  trustees, 
given  in  annual  session  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  VIII.— There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year, 
butthe  Board  may,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  change  the  time  for 
holding  such  annual  meeting,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at  any  time  when 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  three  trustees,  but  only 
upon  two  weeks  previous  notice  of  such  meetings  being  published 
in  the  official  weekly  papers  of  said  Church.    Any  special  meeting 
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may  be  converted  into  an  annual  meeting  when  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  trustees  shall  so  order. 

SEC.  IX.— The  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  at  its  annual  meeting, 
or  at  a  special  meeting,  when  such  meeting  is  converted  into  an 
annual  meeting,  elect  one  of  its  members  President,  who  shall 
thereupon  appoint  a  Secretary.  A  Vice-President  shall  also  be 
elected,  and  all  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  appointed  respectively,  and  in  case  of 
vacancy  in  such  offices,  or  in  the  absence  of  either  of  said  officers, 
the  Board  may  elect  a  President,  or  a  Vice-President;  or  a  Secre- 
tary may  be  appointed,  pro  tempore,  for  the  meeting  then  con- 
vened, unless  the  regular  officer  sooner  appears  and  acts: 

Provided,  In  case  a  special  meeting  be  made  an  annual  meet- 
ing, then  the  terms  of  the  officers  regularly  elected  and  appointed, 
shall  terminate. 

SEC.  X.— The  President  of  the  Board  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  trustees,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President  and 
the  Secretary  shall  properly  keep  the  record  of  the  Corporation, 
in  which  he  shall  record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  each  of  said  officers  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  Board. 

SEC.  XI.— There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  said  Corporation,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall,  unless 
sooner  removed,  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.  Such  treasurer  shall,  before  entering 
upon  his  duties,  execute  a  bond  in  such  amount  and  with  such 
security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board,  (or  by  such  person  or 
persons  as  the  Board  shall  direct,)  conditioned  that  he  will  faith- 
fully discharge  his  duties  as  such  treasurer;  that  he  will  properly 
care  for  and  protect  all  the  property  of  the  Corporation  that  shall 
come  to  his  hands  as  such  officer;  that  he  will  faithfully  account 
for  pay  over  and  deliver  all  moneys  or  property  of  said  Corpora- 
tion in  his  possession  or  care,  to  his  successor  in  office  when  elected 
and  qualified,  and  that  he  will,  in  all  things,  act  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  By-Eaws,  or  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  XII.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  in  a 
proper  manner  suitable  books  of  account,  and  he  shall  enter  there- 
in a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  and  on 
what  account.  He  shall  so  keep  his  books  that  they  will  show 
the  names  of  all  persons  subscribing  or  contributing  money  or 
property  for  said  Corporation,  and  the  amount  thereof;  the  names 
of  all  persons  holding  scholarships,  the  classes  of  the  same,  the 
tuition  granted  on  same,  and  to  what  student.  He  shall  pay  out 
no  money  of  the  Corporation  except  for  the  proper  and  necessary 
current  expenses  of,  or  upon  legal  claims  against  the  Corporation, 
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and  shall  strictly  comply  with  all  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. He  shall  endeavor  to  keep  all  moneys  not  needed  for  cur- 
rent expenses  loaned  out,  but  only  on  such  security  as  is  approved 
by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  also  give  receipts  for  all 
moneys  paid  to  him,  and  take  receipts  for  all  moneys  paid  out. 
which  receipts  shall  state  for  what  purpose  paid  or  received,  and 
shall  annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by  them,  make  report  of  his 
actings  and  doings,  and  exhibit  his  books  and  papers  for  their 
inspection  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, whenever  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  required  so  to  do. 

Sec.  XIII.— There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three,  appointed 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  known  as  the  Finance 
Committee,  whose  duties  shall  be  as  follows:— 

1.  They  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  >books  and  report  to 
the  Executive  Committee  whenever  there  is  anything-  of  special 
importance  to  report. 

2.  They  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  They  shall  decide  all  applications  for  loans  submitted  to 
them  by  the  Treasurer. 

4.  They  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  annual  report  pre- 
vious to  each  meeting-  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  which  it  is  to 
be  read  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  XIV.— -The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  annually  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting-  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  members,  who  shall  transact  such  business  as  may  by 
the  Board  be  committed  to  them,  and  such  business  of  minor  im- 
portance, when  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  as  the  interests  of 
the  Corporation  and  the  necessities  of  the  case  may  demand. 

The  President  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  Said  committee  shall  control  its  own 
organization,  and  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  entire  pro- 
ceedings, and  shall  report  all  its  transactions  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  approval  or  disapproval  at  each  annual  meeting 
thereof,  or  at  any  other  meeting  thereof,  when  required  by  said 
Board. 

SEC.  XV.— The  President,  Professors,  Eady-Principal  and 
Tutors,  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of 
the  North-Western  College,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  the  proper  government  of  the  conduct  of  the  students, 
and  to  take  all  necessary  action  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  dis- 
cipline in  the  Institution,  including  the  reprimand,  suspension  or 
expulsion  of  students  for  improper  or  immoral  conduct,  violation 
of  rules,  idle  or  vicious  habits;  to  prescribe  and  regulate  the  mode 
and  course  of  instruction  in  the  College  for  males  and  females.

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Faculty  to  report  to  the  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  meeting-  the  general  condition  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  its  various  departments,  and  its  history  for  the  year  then 
ending-,  with  such  suggestions  as  may  be  deemed  of  interest. 

SEC  XVI.— The  Board  of  Trustees  may  give  and  grant  such 
literary  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  granted  by  like  institu- 
tions, and  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  give 
suitable  diplomas  and  certificates  of  scholarship,  under  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  Corporation. 

SEC  XVII.—  North-Western  College,  in  all  its  departments, 
shall  be  open  to  all  denominations  of  Christians,  and  the  profes- 
sion of  any  religious  faith  shall  not  be  required  of  those  who  be- 
come students. 

SEC.  XVIII.— The  articles  of  association  of  this  Corporation 
may  be  changed,  and  in  such  manner  as  directed  by  the  Trustees 
or  a  majority  of  them,  whenever,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  number  of  Trustees  shall  so  order; 

Provided,  such  changes  be  ratified  by  two-thirds  of  the  confer- 
ence members  of  this  Corporation. 

SEC.  XIX.— These  By-Laws  may  be  repealed  or  amended,  or 
new  By-Laws  may  be  adopted,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  by 
a  majority  vote  of  those  present ; 

Provided,  no  change,  alteration,  amendment,  or  new  By-Laws 
shall  ever  be  made  that  are  inconsistent  with  the  Book  of  Discip- 
line of  the  Evangelical  Association,  or  with  the  rules,  regulations 
and  general  direction  of  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church.

North-Western  College  now  comprises  the  following 
departments,  each  offering  appropriate  courses  of  study. 

I.     COLLEGIATE. 
PREPARATORY. 
ACADEMIC. 
GERMAN. 
COMMERCIAL. 
MUSIC. 
ART. 

The  Collegiate  Department  presents  to  the  students 
the  choice  of  four  parallel  courses  of  study,  each  requiring 
four  years  of  college  work,  and  named  respectively  the 
Classical  Course,  the  Philosophical  Course,  the  Scientific 
Course,  and  the  Course  in  Modern  Literature. 

THE  CLASSICAL  COURSE. 

This  course  gives  prominence  to  the  study  of  the 
Greek  and  Latin  languages.  Three  years  of  preparatory 
work  in  Latin  and  two  in  Greek  are  required  for  admission 
to  the  Freshman  class.  The  study  of  these  languages  is 
continued  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and 
provision  is  made  in  elective  courses  for  their  further  pur- 
suit in  the  Junior  year.  The  remaining  studies  of  the 
course  include  Mathematics,  History,  German,  Physical, 
Biological  and  Political  Science,  Rhetoric,  English  Liter- 
ature, Christian  Evidences  and  Philosophy.  The  comple- 
tion of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

THE  PHILOSOPHICAL  COURSE. 

The  study  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  language  required 
in  this  course  extends  through  five  years,  including  the 
preparatory  work;  but  the  relative  amount  to  be  taken  of 
each  language,  is  left  optional  with  the  student.     While 
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this  course  requires  less  work  in  the  ancient  languages  than 
the  Classical,  it  devotes  more  time  to  the  study  of  modern 
languages.  The  remaining  studies  and  requirements  are 
the  same  as  those  of  the  Classical  course,  and  it  is  believed 
that  these  courses  are  substantially  equal  in  educational 
value.  Students  finishing  this  course  receive  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

In  this  course  less  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
languages  than  in  either  of  the  above  courses,  but  it 
requires  more  work  in  the  departments  of  Science  and 
Mathematics.  An  extra  year  in  the  Elements  of  the 
Sciences  is  required  in  the  Preparatory  department,  and 
additional  advanced  courses  are  offered  in  the  Junior  year. 
The  aim  is  to  make  this  course  more  distinctively  scientific 
by  giving  prominence  to  a  systematic  and  progressive 
study  of  physical  and  biological  science.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred  upon  students  satisfac- 
torily completing  this  course. 

THE  COURSE  IN  MODERN  LITERATURE. 

This  course  makes  prominent  the  study  of  modern 
languages,  German  and  French,  and  is  designed  to  meet 
the  wants  of  such  students  as  may  desire  to  take  a  full 
college  course  without  pursuing  the  ancient  languages. 
The  required  work  in  the  departments  of  History,  Mathe- 
matics, Physical,  Biological  and  Political  Science,  Rhetoric, 
English  Literature  and  Philosophy  is  the  same  as  that  of 
the  Classical  and  Philosophical  courses.  The  successful 
completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Literature. 

REQUIRED  AND  ELECTIVE  STUDIES. 

In  all  the  courses  the  studies  of  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years  are  prescribed,  except  that  students  of 
the  Philosophical  and  Scientific  Courses  have  the  option 
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between  Greek  and  Latin,  and  that  a  few  electives  are 
introduced  in  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  Classical  Course. 
During  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  certain  studies  are 
prescribed  for  all  candidates  for  degrees,  while  others  are 
made  elective.  These  electives  embrace  a  wide  range  of 
subjects,  and  enable  the  student  to  select  his  work  with 
special  reference  to  his  chosen  vocation  in  life.  Substitu- 
tions of  elective  for  prescribed  studies  are  allowed  when- 
ever the  interests  of  the  student  seem  to  justify  the 
arrangement.  The  choice  of  the  elective  studies  is  in  all 
cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 


SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 

Persons  desiring  to  receive  instruction  in  any  particular 
department  of  the  college,  without  becoming  candidates 
for  degrees,  may  be  admitted  as  special  students,  provided 
they  prove  themselves,  upon  examination,  qualified  to  pur- 
sue with  advantage  the  studies  of  those  departments.  In 
no  case  will  a  student  be  allowed  to  select  studies  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  he  cannot  profitably 
pursue.  The  provision  of  special  courses  is  intended  to 
meet  the  wants  of  such  students  as  cannot,-  on  account  of 
adverse  circumstances,  pursue  any  of  the  regular  courses, 
but  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  the  broadest  culture 
possible  from  a  partial  course. 


ENTRANCE   CONDITIONS. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  be  at  least  15  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

Entrance  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  term,  and  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
College  year.  Applicants  may  be  examined  and  admitted 
at  other  times,  but  are  advised  to  enter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

Examinations  will  extend  over  the  studies  required  in 
the  Preparatory  department  of  this  Institution,   or  their 
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equivalents.  Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  exam- 
ined in  the  branches  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which 
they  propose  to  enter. 

Graduates  from  High  Schools  and  Academies,  whose 
courses  and  work  have  been  approved  by  the  Faculty,  are 
admitted  without  examination  in  all  preparatory  subjects 
fully  covered  by  their  diplomas. 

Applicants  from  other  Colleges  must  present  certifi- 
cates of  honorable  dismission,  and  may,  upon  presentation 
of  satisfactory  proof  of  preparation  for  the  class  which  they 
wish  to  enter,  be  admitted  without  examination.  Such 
proof  should  consist  in  certificates,  stating  explicitly  both 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work  there  completed.

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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students 
for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical, 
Philosophical,  Scientific  and  Literary  courses  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  preparatory  courses  extend  through  three  years; 
and  cover  the  usual  requirements  for  admission  to  the  best 
western  colleges. 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the 
plan  of  study  is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  man- 
ner the  requirements  of  such  students  as  may  not,  on 
account  of  adverse  circumstances,  be  able  to  take  a  regu- 
lar College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least 
thirteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in 
the  elementary  English  branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue 
successfully  some  one  of  the  regular  courses  of  study. 
Being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  College  Faculty, 
classes  are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the  Faculty. 
The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction 
as  those  in  the  College  Department. 


ACADEMIC   DEPARTMENT. 

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers'  Course  is  to 
afford  an  opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elemen- 
tary English  Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public 
schools  such  persons  as  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to 
preparation.  In  addition  to  the  common  English  branches, 
this  course  embraces  the  elements  of  Physical  Science, 
Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and  Philosophy. 
The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the  branches 
required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  forsuccessfully  discharging 
the  wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teachers'  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hygiene  constitute  part  of  the 
course,  and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are 
discussed,  while  the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate 
and  include  the  best  methods  of  instruction. 

Latin  or  German  may  also  be  added  to  this  course. 

In  the  common  branches  classes  are  organized  every 
term.

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DEPARTMENTS   OF    INSTRUCTION. 

PSYCHOLOGY;    ETHICS;    PHILOSOPHY. 

The  courses  of  this  department  begin  in  the  Junior, 
and  extend  through  the  Senior  year.  The  work  of 
instruction  is  carried  on  by  means  of  recitations  based 
upon  text  books,  but  these  are  largely  supplemented  by 
informal  lectures  and  free  discussions  in  the  class-room. 

PSUOhOlOQU.— This  course  extends  through  two 
terms  of  the  Junior  year.  Its  aim  is  to  give  the  student 
a  clear  conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul, 
and  to  acquaint  him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life. 
The  facts  of  conscious  experience  as  known  through 
introspection,  are  constantly  emphasized,  and  made  a  test 
and  criterion  in  many  investigations.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  the  relation  of  mental  phenomena  to  physiology, 
and  of  the  senses  in  their  service  to  the  mind.  Physio- 
logical Psychology  is  offered  as  an  elective  extending 
through  the  Senior  year. 

Sully's  Outlines  of  Psychology,  Ladd's  Psychology, 
Descriptive  and  Explanatory,  Baldwin's  Hand-book  of 
Psychology,  and  Ladd's  Outlines  of  Physiological  Psy- 
chology are  used  as  text-books  in  this  department. 

LOQiG.— The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  deductive  and 
inductive  reasoning.  In  Deductive  Logic  attention  is 
chiefly  directed  to  the  study  of  the  forms  of  thought,  the 
analysis  of  the  sillogism,  the  detection  of  fallacies,  and  the 
estimation  of  evidence.  In  Inductive  Logic  the  problem, 
grounds  and  principles  of  the  various  forms  of  induction  are 
discussed,  and  care  is  taken  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the  methods  of  scientific  investigation  and  discovery. 

Hyslop's  Elements  of  Logic,  Jevons'  Hill's  Elements 
of  Logic,  Minto's  Logic,  Inductive  and  Deductive,  and 
Fowler's  Elements  of  Inductive  Logic  are  used  as  text- 
books. 
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IntmdUGtion  tO  Philosophy .— This  course  furnishes  a 
general  outline  of  the  scope,  divisions  and  aims  of  Philoso- 
phy. It  is  designed  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
methods  and  problems  of  philosophical  study,  and  to  guide 
him  in  forming  habits  of  close  analysis  and  original  syn- 
thesis in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  human  thought. 
Stuckenberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy, 
and  Lotze's  Philosophical  Outlines  are  used  as  text-books 
on  this  subject. 

HiStOrU  Of  PhilOSOPhy  —  The  study  of  this  subject 
begins  with  a  brief  survey  of  the  development  of  philo- 
sophical thought  in  Greece.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
Plato  and  Aristotle  as  illustrating  the  most  important  and 
interesting  phases  of  ancient  philosophy.  In  modern 
philosophy  attention  is  principally  paid  to  the  systems  of 
Kant,  Fichte  and  Hegel.  The  course  aims  not  only  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  progress  of  human  thought, 
but  also  to  exhibit  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines 
to  practical  life  both  personal  and  social. 

The  text-books  used  are  Schwegler's  History  of  Phi- 
losophy, (Stirling's  Translation),  Zeller's  Hand-book  of 
Greek  Philosophy,  Royce's  Spirit  of  Modern  Philosophy, 
and  Windelband's  History  of  Philosophy. 

MBtaphlJSiGS. — In  addition  to  the  study  of  Philosophy 
as  connected  with  the  other  branches  of  this  department, 
one  term  is  devoted  to  metaphysics.  This  course  embraces 
Ontology,  Cosmology,  Psychology  and  the  Theory  of 
Knowledge.  The  aim  is  to  deepen  the  interest  in  the  pro- 
founder  themes  of  philosophy,  and  to  vindicate  a  theistic 
and  Christian  philosophy  from  the  misconceptions  to 
which  it  is  constantly  exposed.  The  most  important 
philosophical  questions  now  at  issue  among  speculators 
receive  due  consideration,  and  the  results  of  recent  criti- 
cal discussions,  together  with  comments  are  interspersed 
with  the  daily  recitations. 

Bowne's  Metaphysics,  Ladd's  Philosophy  of  Mind, 
Ormond's   Basal   Concept  of  Philosophy,  Deussen's  Ele- 
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ments  of  Metaphysics,  and    Bradley's    Appearance   and 
Reality  are  used  as  text-books. 

EthiCS. — This  subject  is  intimately  connected  with  the 
study  of  Psychology  and  Philosophy,  since  its  foundations 
lie  in  the  human  soul.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the 
philosophical  interpretation  of  the  contents  and  implica- 
tions of  the  moral  consciousness  of  man  and  its  significance 
for  the  formation  of  character.  The  theory  of  Ethics  is 
studied  with  constant  reference  to  Christian  Morality. 
While  keeping  to  the  philosophical  basis,  the  aim  is 
throughout  the  course,  to  make  the  instruction  as  practical 
as  possible  by  showing  the  application  of  ethical  problems 
to  the  diversified  relations  of  the  concrete  duties  of  life. 

Bowne's  Theory  of  Ethics,  Seth's  Study  of  Ethical 
Principles,  Muirhead's  Elements  of  Ethics,  and  Robin- 
son's Principles  and  Practice  of  Morality  are  the  text- 
books on  this  subject. 

Christian  Evidences.— This  subject  deals  with  the 

fundamental  facts  of  Christianity,  and  the  various  argu- 
ments in  proof  of  its  claims.  The  course  embraces  the 
study  of  the  nature  and  aim  of  Christianity,  the  miracle, 
the  person  of  Christ,  the  authenticity,  genuineness  and 
credibility  of  the  Gospels;  the  testimony  of  the  apostolic 
and  patristic  ages,  and  the  effects  of  Christianity  on  human 
life  and  character.  The  method  pursued  is  both  historic 
and  philosophical,  and  aims  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature 
and  the  dictates  of  reason,  and  as  having  the  highest 
claims  upon  human  acceptance. 

Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief, 
Robinson's  Christian  Evidences,  and  Harris'  Self-Revela- 
tion of  God  are  used  as  text-books. 

PhilOSODhlj  Of  Religion.— This  course  is  designed  to 
investigate  as  thoroughly  as  possible  the  rational  grounds 
of  religious  faith  and  life.  The  foundations  and  the  logical 
value  of  the  theistic  argument  are  critically  examined,  and 
the  relation  of  theism  to  Christianity  is  carefully  pointed 
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out.  The  principal  anti-theistic  theories  are  noted,  and 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  theistic  conception 
meets  and  harmonizes  the  demands  of  the  free  intelligent 
spirit,  and  constitutes  the  solution  of  a  universal  problem. 
The  text-books  used  are  Bowne's  Philosophy  of 
Theism,  Caird's  Philosophy  of  Religion,  Valentine's  Nat- 
ural Theology,  and  Harris'  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism. 
PtlilOSODhiGa!  Seminary.— This  work  is  arranged  for 
students  of  philosophy,  and  is  intended  to  develop  the 
critical  spirit  and  to  promote  original  research.  The  class 
meets  once  a  week,  and  is  conducted  on  the  Seminary  plan 
— co-operation  of  students  and  instructor  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  truth.  A  brief  expositon  of  some  previously 
assigned  topic  precedes  the  general  discussion  in  which 
every  member  is  expected  to  participate.  The  Philosophy 
of  Kant  was  studied  this  year,  use  being  made  of  Watson's 
Selections,  which  gives  in  the  form  of  extracts  from  the 
Critique  of  Pure  Reason,  the  Metaphysic  of  Morality,  the 
Critique  of  Practical  Reason,  and  the  Critique  of  Judg- 
ment, all  the  passages  necessary  to  the  understanding  of 
his  philosophy. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related 
to  the  study  of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  principles  of  social  philosophy  and  constitutional 
and  political  developments.  The  subjects  considered  are 
so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis  for  an  intelligent  in- 
vestigation of  the  economic  and  social  problems  of  to-day. 

GiVil  GOVerment.— This  subject  is  studied  during  the 
Spring  term  in  the  preparatory  department.  Its  object 
is  to  furnish  an  intelligent  acquaintance  with  our  federal 
institutions,  and  to  prepare  for  advanced  work  in  Political 
Science.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  historic  factors 
and  early  struggles  for  political  liberty  that  have  given 
form  and  direction  to  our  government. 

Mowry's  Studies  in  Civil  Government,  Thorpe's  The 
Government  of  the  People  of  the  United  States,  and 
Macy's  Our  Government,  are  the  text-books. 
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.  Constitutional  Law.— This  course  embraces  a  com- 
parative study  of  the  principal  forms  of  constitutional 
government.  The  constitutions  of  leading  nations  are 
carefully  examined,  and  the  salient  points  of  their  govern- 
ments and  administrations  duly  compared.  The  aim  is  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and 
principles  which  underlie  the  civil  policy  of  modern  gov- 
ernments. 

Wilson's  The  State,  Cooley's  Principles  of  Constitu- 
tional Law  and  Bryce's  American  Commonwealth,  are 
used  as  text-books. 

EGOnomiGS. — This  subject  is  studied  during  the  first 
term  of  the  Senior  year,  and  may  be  pursued  as  an  elective 
throughout  the  year.  Political  economy  is  not  regarded 
nor  treated  as  an  isolated  science,  but  as  intimately  con- 
nected with  that  of  government,  and  bearing  directly  upon 
the  welfare  and  interdependence  of  States  as  well  as 
individuals.  The  study  is  based  upon  a  text-book,  but  is 
supplemented  by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on 
the  more  important  topics  and  the  practical  applications 
of  economic  principles. 

F.  A.  Walker's  Political  Economy,  Andrew's  Insti- 
tutes of  Economics  and  other  standard  works  of  reference 
are  used  in  this  department. 

International  Law.— This  subject  comprises  a  historical 
and  critical  study  of  the  international  relations  of  soverign 
states,  and  a  discussion  of  the  principal  rights  and  obli- 
gations which  nations  agree  to  observe  in  their  intercourse 
and  relations  with  each  other.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  outline  of  this 
science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances  which 
may  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized  law  of 
nations. 

Davis'  International  Law  and  Woolsey's  Introduction 
to  International  Law  are  the  text-books  used  in  this 
department. 
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GERMAN  DEPARTMENT. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  meet  the  wants  both 
of  German  and  English  students. 

The  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and 
writing  in  German  and  English  as  preparatory  studies. 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  U.  S.  History  and  Physical  Geo- 
graphy, Physiology,  Physics,  Zoology,  Civil  Government 
and  Astronomy  are  taught  in  English.  These  with  Eng- 
lish grammar,  reading,  writing  and  spelling  give  German 
students  a  good  foundation  for  an  English  education. 
The  other  studies  of  the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student 
with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  German  language  and 
literature.  Special  attention  is  given  to  grammar,  com- 
position and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures  supplements 
the  text-book  on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic, 
psychology,  evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with 
special  instruction  in  elocution  and  oratory,  prepare  the 
student  for  public  speaking  which  is  the  aim  of  most  of 
those  who  pursue  this  Course. 

The  English-German  required  in  the  regular  college 
Courses,  affords  English  students  an  opportunity  to 
acquire  a  thorough  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of 
the  German  language.  To  secure  this  result,  the  so-called 
grammatical  and  natural  methods  are  judiciously  com- 
bined. The  student  is  led  naturally  but  systematically  to 
acquire  a  sufficient  working  vocabulary,  a  knowledge  of 
the  grammatical  construction  and  idioms  of  the  language, 
and  of  the  best  German  literature,  by  translation,  sight- 
reading  and  lectures.  To  secure  the  highest  practical 
results,  the  German  language  is  made  as  far  as  is  prac- 
ticable, the  medium  of  all  instruction;  and  regular  exer- 
cises in  conversation  and  composition  are  required 
throughout  the  entire  course.  Students  completing  the 
German  course  are  entitled  to  a  diploma. 

LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire 
a  good  working  vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms 
and  constructions;  and  along  with  this  to  teach  sentence- 
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building,  correct  and  fluent  pronunciation,  correct  style 
and  the  art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible 
instrument  of  thought,  iu  questions  and  answers  on  the 
text,  and  by  turning  small  portions  of  Latin  into  English, 
and  English  into  Latin. 

The  basis  of  this  work  is  Caesar's  "  Helvetian  War," 
and  the  inductive  method  is  used  as  far  as  practicable. 

In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based 
upon  selections  from  the  author's  usually  read.  In  con- 
nection with  the  reading  of  Caesar  and  Cicero,  daily  exer- 
cises in  Composition  based  on  the  text  are  required  and 
sight-reading  is  begun. 

Along  with  Virgil,  prosody  is  studied  and  there  is 
frequent  practice  in  scanning. 

In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  Latin  ends 
here,  but  in  both  the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical 
Courses,  one  year  more  is  required.  Selections  are  made 
from  the  best  authors  of  the  Golden  and  Silver  age — 
Livy,  Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued;  and  written  translations 
and  historical,  critical  and  explanatory  papers  are  from 
time  to  time  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  ad- 
ditional years  of  Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set 
forth. 

GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four 
years  and  are  required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts. 

During  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflec- 
tion, with  the  use  of  accents  and  the  ordinary  grammatical 
constructions,  is  required. 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to 
Greek  syntax  and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study:

Primer  and  Moss'  First  Greek  Reader. 
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Second  Year. — Selections  from  the  Anabasis,  Hellen- 
ica  and  New  Testament,  Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses 
and  Jones'  Prose  Composition. 

Third  Year — Extracts  from  St.  Paul's  writings  and 
Herodotus';  Homer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with 
Metrical  reading. 

Fourth  Year. — Sophocles'  Oedipus  Tyrannus,  Demos- 
thenes' Oration  on  the  Crown  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selec- 
tions from  other  authors. 

An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  any 
one  who  desires  to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geo- 
graphy and  Archaeology  as  related  to  the  various  subjects 
and  countries,  receive  proper  attention;  and  throughout 
the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contribute 
its  share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of 
scholarship  in  those  who  receive  instruction  in  it. 

RHETORIC  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one, 
and  any  deviation  from  the  line  of  study  here  laid  down 
will  be  in  harmony  with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  lit- 
erature has  become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses 
is  as  necessary  to  the  useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to 
the  cultured.  It  is  the  fine  thought  that  is  immortal,  and 
it  takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully  the  finest 
thought  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear 
perception  of  the  beautiful  inventions  of  the  masters. 
But  the  active  age  of  mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought 
is  yet  to  be  produced  to  answer  the  demands  of  this 
persuasive  era;  and  every  institution  that  would  escape  the 
future  censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this 
refining  and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  North- Western  College  to  place 
its  students  upon  a  plane  where  they  can  commune  with 
great  and  noble  minds.     It  aims  to  help  them  to  teach 
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letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books  of  the  century  may 
be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of  the  past; 
— so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical  joy. 

Peliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a 
year  is  spent.  This  is  followed  by  Elements  of  Compo- 
sition and  Elementary  English  Literature  from  which  the 
student  advances  to  Rhetoric  proper.  The  elementary 
text-books  are  William's  Rhetoric,  and  Lockwood's  Les- 
sons in  English.  Gilmore's  Rhetoric  is  used  with  chap- 
ters from  Genung's  in  the  college  department.  All  essays 
are  carefully  criticised,  and  students  are  invited  to  bring 
their  compositions  for  face  to  face  criticism.  For  aid  in 
the  study  of  literature,  students  are  earnestly  recommended 
to  use  Meiklejohn's  English  language,  an  able  concise 
work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical 
productions  until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  out- 
line the  styles  of  prominent  authors. 

English  Philology  has  been  added  to  the  course,  in 
which  students  are  directed  to  apply  the  methods  of 
philological  science  to  the  study  of  English.  The  English 
language  is  studied  in  its  historic  development,  and  the 
relations  between.  English  and  cognate  languages  are 
carefully  pointed  out.  Earle's  Philology  of  the  English 
Tongue,  Emerson's  History  of  the  English  Language  and 
Trench's  Study  of  Words  are  used  as  the  text-book. 

For  convenience  the  following  order  of  exercises  has 
been  arranged  but  it  will  be  varied  by  frequent  description:

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During  this  year  and  the  following,  students  are 
required  to  revise  their  exercises. 

HISTORY. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  essential  facts  and  principles  of  his- 
tory, but  to  develop  in  him  that  habit  of  mind  that  will 
enable  him  to  discover  the  causal  relations  of  events  and 
to  determine  intelligently  the  conspiring  factors  of  great 
national  changes.  While  tracing  the  course  of  events,  as 
they  affect  the  political,  social  and  ethical  relations  of 
society,  the  attention  of  the  student  is  constantly  directed 
to  a  correct  estimation  of  the  fundamental  conditions  of 
national  progress,  which  history  so  amply  illustrates. 

The  course  embraces  the  histories  of  the  leading 
nations  of  ancient  and  modern  times,  and  is  supplemented 
by  the  study  of  Constitutional  History  and  the  History  of 
Civilization.  Electives  offer  an  opportunity  for  advanced 
work  in  this  department. 

The  method  of  instruction  employed  aims  to  encourage 
students  to  follow  out  independent  lines  of  investigation 
and  to  go  as  far  as  possible  to  original  sources  of  infor- 
mation. 

Text-books:  Montgomery's  American  History,  Fiske's 
History  of  the  United  States,  Sheldon's  Studies  in  Gen- 
eral History,  Meyer's  General  History,  Emerson's 
Mediaeval  Europe,  Fiske's  Critical  Period  of  American 
History  and  Guizot's  History  of  Civilization. 

MATHEMATICS. 

The  value  of  a  study  depends  upon  the  mental  disci- 
pline it  affords.  The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to 
discipline  and  invigorate  the  mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of 
clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning 
and  advanced  arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is 
aimed  to  have  the  student  lay  a  broad  foundation  here  so 
as  to  be  able  to  enter  creditably  upon  the  advanced  course 
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in  Mathematics.  Those  desiring  to  prepare  for  teaching 
have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arith- 
metic. Algebra  through  Quadratics  and  plain  Geometry 
are  taught  in  the  last  year  of  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in 
Geometry,  including  regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spher- 
ical Geometry  with  original  work  in  demonstration  of 
theorems  and  solution  of  problems. 

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra,  includ- 
ing the  binomial  theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms, 
theory  of  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  in  Plane 
and  Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in 
Spherical  Astronomy. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic 
Geometry,  construction  of  equations;  transformation  of 
coordinates,  properties  of  the  Conic  Sections  and  intro- 
duction to  higher  plane  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Mathemathics  is  elec- 
tive. The  student  may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying, 
Analytic  Geometry  of  Space,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 

PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Physics. — A  class  of  elementary  Physics  is  organized 
in  the  Spring.  This  is  especially  intended  for  students 
preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a  preparation  for  the  more  ad- 
vanced work.  The  advanced  work  on  Physics  is  begun  in 
the  Fall.  During  this  term  Mechanics  and  Acoustics  are 
studied  and  during  the  Winter,  Electricity,  Heat  and 
Light.  Olmsted's  College  Philosophy  is  the  text-book. 
In  addition  to  the  text-book,  hints  and  lectures  are  given 
on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Laboratory  work 
per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry. — About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic 
chemistry  and  half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's 
Complete  Chemistry  is  used  as  a  text-book.  The  course 
is  largely  experimental.     Each  student  is  required  under 
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the  direction  of  the  Professor  to  perform  a  large  number 
of  experiments,  selected  to  illustrate  the  laws  of  chemical 
action,  and  the  properties  and  relations  of  the  more  im- 
portant chemical  elements.  The  aim  of  this  method  is  to 
develop  in  the  student  habits  of  accurate  and  careful  ob- 
servation, and  a  practical  skill  in  the  use  of  the  appar- 
atus. At  least  three  hours  per  week  are  spent  in  the 
chemical  laboratory. 

Geology — Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many 
other  sciences  for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately 
placed  in  the  last  term  of  the  Junior  year.  The  text-book 
used  is  Le  Conte's  Compend;  and  Le  Conte's  Elements 
and  Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  additional  read- 
ing. Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible;  our  locality 
affording  special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  depos- 
its. Mineralogy  is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology 
one  hour  a  week.  Talks  are  given  on  composition  of 
minerals,  crystalliography,  etc.,  etc.,  and  about  fifty  min- 
erals are  studied  and  determined  by  their  external  char- 
acteristics. 

Astronomy — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  mathematical  and  de- 
scriptive astronomy.  The  instruction  is  based  upon  the 
use  of  a  text-book,  and  observation  is  encouraged  as  far 
as  possible.  The  most  recent  additions  to  our  knowledge 
of  the  heavens  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students 
and  duly  considered  in  the  recitation  and  lecture  room. 

One  term  of  General  Astronomy  is  required  of  all 
candidates  for  degrees;  in  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific 
courses  provision  is  made  for  an  additional  term.  Young's 
General  Astronomy  is  used  as  text-book. 

BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCE. 
The  required  work  of  this  department  extends  through 
three  terms  in  all  the  regular  courses,  while  in  the  Scien- 
tific Course  the  study  is  continued  for  an  additional  year. 
The  design  of  this  course  is  to  impart  a  general  idea  of 
the  phenomena  of  life  in  whatever  form  it  may  be  found, 
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and  to  give  such  knowledge  on  these  subjects  as  neces- 
sarily belongs  to  a  liberal  education.  Electives  provide 
an  opportunity  for  advanced  work  in  this  department. 

Physiology. — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  vari- 
ous organs  of  the  body  in  their  normal  conditions. 
Enough  anatomy  is  given  to  render  the  physiological  dis- 
cussions intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene  to  guide  to 
an  intelligent  care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illus- 
trating the  subject  accompany  the  study.  Martin's  Human 
Body  is  the  text-book.  One  term  is  devoted  to  Compar- 
ative Anatomy. 

Zoology. — The  study  of  animal  life  is  as  much  as  pos- 
sible from  specimens.  Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed 
in  the  practical  work  and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in 
the  recitation.  Students  are  encouraged  to  observe  the 
habits  of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  locality.  i  The 
Museum  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students  in  this 
branch  of  science. 

Botany. — The  study  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as 
far  as  possible  by  specimens,  especial  attention  being 
given  to  microscopic  structure.  As  soon  as  the  season 
allows  in  the  Spring,  the  class-room  exercises  are  supple- 
mented by  field  and  laboratory  work,  much  time  being 
given  to  the  analysis  and  description  of  plants  and  the 
study  of  structural  botany.  Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text- 
book. 

ELOCUTION. 

The  study  on  this  subject  is  required  of  all  regular 
students,  and  instruction  is  imparted  without  extra  charge. 
The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  aid  students  to  become 
easy,  natural  and  effective  readers  and  speakers.  Elocu 
tionary  training  is  closely  related  to  general  culture,  and 
adds  very  materially  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  student. 
The  fundamental  principles  of  good  elocution  are  eluci- 
dated and  embodied  in  the  student's  practice.  In  the 
earlier  part  of  the  course  much  time  is  devoted  to  the 
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study  of  the  essential  elements  of  vocal  expression, 
analysis  of  English  sounds,  quality  of  tones,  force,  pitch 
and  movement,  while  in  the  more  advanced  work  the  sub- 
ject of  gestures  receives  attention  in  connection  with  the: 
study  of  inflection,  emphasis,  climax  and  pauses. 

Bell's  Principles  of  Elocution  combined  with  the 
Delsartean  system  of  Oratory  is  used  as  text-book  and 
frequent  lectures  on  extempore  speech  and  the  source  of 
power  in  oratory  are  introduced. 

Classes  meet  twice  a  week.  Advanced  students  may 
receive  private  instruction. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  provide  for  a 
thorough  business  education.  It  offers  two  courses  of 
study,  arranged  for  six  and  nine  months  respectively.  The 
aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial  transac- 
tions. The  plan  of  the  work  is  broad  and  liberal,  thorough 
and  complete,  and  embraces  all  the  principles  and  the 
varied  details  from  the  simple  idea  of  debit  and  credit  to 
the  most  complex  and  intricate  computations.  The  work 
is  so  practical  that  it  cannot  fail  to  be  of  greatest  value 
to  every  student,  whatever  his  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

Its  connection  with  a  literary  college  gives  the  de- 
partment many  important  advantages.  Commercial 
students  are  in  daily  contact  with  the  students  of  the  col- 
lege and  receive  the  benefit  of  all  those  literary  associa- 
tions that  prove  so  helpful  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge. 
They  have  free  access  to  the  College  library  and  reading 
room,  and  may  enter  any  College  class  for  which  they  are 
properly  prepared. 

Book-Keeping.— This  study  embraces  the  theory  of 
accounts  by  Single  and  Double  Entry.  The  first  term  is 
devoted  to  elementary  work,  during  which  the  student

becomes  familiar  with  Day-book  and  Journal  entries, 
opening  and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances, 
Financial  Statements,  and  the  various  forms  of  Inventor- 
ies, Bills,  Discounts  and  Premiums.  The  second  term 
advanced  work  in  Book-keeping  and  Banking  is  taken  up. 
The  student  is  required  to  work  in  books  and  forms  as 
used  in  Wholesaling,  Retailing,  Commission,  Shipping, 
Railroading,  Partnership  and  Manufacturing.  The  prac- 
tical work  of  this  term  is  performed  in  connection  with 
offices  fitted  up  for  this  purpose. 

Commercial  Arithmetic — In  the  study  of  this  subject 
attention  is  especially  directed  to  Interest,  Bank  Accounts, 
Trade  Discounts,  Stocks,  Bonds,  Insurance,  Partnership 
and  Equation  of  Accounts.  It  is  intended  to  give  the 
student  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  forms  of  arithmetic 
bearing  upon  commercial  transactions. 

Commercial  Law. — In  this  branch  careful  instruction 
is  given  on  the  following  subjects:  Contracts,  Negotiable 
Papers,  Agency,  Partnership,  Corporations,  Payments, 
Liens,  Interest  and  Usury,  Bailment,  Guaranty  and  Surety, 
Real  Estate  Conveyance,  and  Settlement  of  Estates.  A 
text-book  is  used,  but  frequent  lectures  are  added  to  sup- 
plement the  work. 

Actual  Business  Practice. — This  is  one  of  the  special 
features  of  the  course.  Here  business  is  transacted  on 
the  actual  business  plan  which  brings  into  practice  the 
theories  and  the  principles  daily  taught  in  the  class-room, 
The  Department  is  furnished  with  Banks,  Commission  and 
Wholesale  Houses,  and  all  the  appliances  necessary  to 
acquaint  the  student  thoroughly  with  actual  business 
operations. 

Penmanship.— Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed 
every  term.  Careful  and  systematic  instruction  and 
painstaking  practice  enable  the  student  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the  art,  but  also 
the   ability  of    rapid   and   graceful    execution.     Weekly 
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drills  in  writing  Letters,  Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders. 
Checks,  etc.,  accompany  the  work  in  penmanship. 

Special  Drill  Exercises — Special  exercises  in  Business 
Correspondence,  drawing  up  of  Contracts,  Leases,  Deeds, 
Mortgages,  and  the  various  forms  of  Commercial  Papers 
continue  throughout  the  course. 

All  papers  and  books  are  carefully  inspected  by  the 
Teachers,  and  errors  are  marked  and  the  forms  of  correc- 
tions suggested.  But  the  student  is  in  every  case  required 
to  make  the  correction  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and 
manuscript  in  which  errors,  blots  or  erasures  occur. 

The  Remaining  Studies  of  the  course,  Geography, 
Orthography,  Grammar,  American  History  and  Civil 
Government  are  taken  in  connection  with  classes  in  the 
Academic  Department.  This  arrangement  furnishes  valu- 
able opportunities,  and  greatly  extends  the  facilities  of 
the  Commercial  Department. 

Extra  Studies — Commercial  students  are  entitled  to 
one  extra  study  in  any  department  of  the  college  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Commercial  Course,  without  extra  charge, 
except  in  Music  and  Art. 

Diplomas — Students,  who  satisfactorily  complete 
either  the  six  months  or  the  nine  months  course  and  pass 
the  required  examination,  receive  a  diploma. 

SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING. 

The  Commercial  Department  offers  superior  advan- 
tages for  the  study  of  Shorthand  and  Typewriting.  The 
great  demand  for  Reporters  and  Amenuenses  makes  this 
a  very  popular  course.  The  instruction  is  thorough  and 
gives  special  attention  to  system,  speed  and  accuracy. 
The  Eclectic  System  of  Shorthand  is  taught,  and  the 
Remington  Typewriter  is  used.  The  principles  of  Short- 
hand can  be  completed  in  one  term,  but  the  regular  course 
requires  two  terms.  The  work  in  Typewriting  requires 
usually  the  same  length  of  time.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 


In  this  department  excellent  advantages  are  offered 
for  gaining  a  thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers  have  had  many  years'  experience,  and 
have  been  at  much  pains  and  expense  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  best  systems  of  teaching.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  young  teachers  and  those  de- 
sirous of  becoming  teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz.:  Piano-forte, 
Organ,  Voice  Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and 
advanced),  and  Theory  of  Music,  including  Thorough 
Bass,  Harmony  and  Form. 

The  Course  of  instruction  in  Piano-forte  playing  is 
arranged  as  follows: 

1.  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  vari- 
ovs  kinds  of  touch,  finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios 
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in  moderate  tempo  and  in  various  rhythmical  forms  with 
accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  William  Mason's  System  of 
Piano-forte  Technics  ;  selections  from  the  following 
works:  Kunz,  200  canons,  Koehler  op.  151,  Doering  op. 
8,  Krause  op.  2,  Heller  op.  47,  together  with  pieces  of 
suitable  grade  in  both  classical  and  popular  style. 

2.  Middle.  More  advanced  technics,  canon  and 
velocity  forms,  Studies  in  Phrasing,  Heller,  op.  46  and  45, 
Loeschhorn,  op.  66,  Bach's  Inventions,  Jensen,  op,  32. 

Compositions  by  Schumann,  Mendelssohn,  Merkel, 
Grieg,  Wollenhaupt,  Mason  and  others. 

3.  Advanced.  High  Technics  ;  scales  in  double 
thirds  and  sixths,  oetave  studies. 

Selections  from  Cramer's  Moscheles  and  Chopin's 
Etudes,  and  from  the  compositions  of  Bach,  Mozart, 
Beethooven,  Mendelsshon,  Weber,  Chopin,  Liszt,  as  well 
as  from  representative  American  and  European  com- 
posers of  the  present  day. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the  above 
course  will  depend  upon  the  pupil's  talent  and  amount  of 
practice. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily 
complete  the  course  in  Piano  and  theory  of  Music. 

No  student  of  the  college  is  expected  to  take  lessons 
in  music  except  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  of 
music.

ART   DEPARTMENT. 


The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough 
training  in  the  principles  of  Art,  fitting  students  for  teach- 
ing, or  the  further  pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  cul- 
ture or  an  artistic  career.  The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thor- 
ough foundation  for  seeing  and  observing  nature,  and  to 
develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to  enable  the  pupil 
to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment  in  prac- 
tical life.  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having 
other  studies  in  the  college  as  will  as  for  those  able  to  de- 
vote all  their  time  to  this  work. 

The  connection  with  the  College  is  an  advantage  of 
great  value  to  the  student  since  it  enables  him  to  pursue 
regular  college  studies  in  connection  with  his  work  in  Art. 
Thorough  training  in  Art  work  in  connection  with  suit- 
able literary  culture  lays  a  broad  foundation  for  teaching 
Art,  and  for  a  professional  career. 

Students  will  be  advanced  as  they  progress  individu- 
ally, not  being  confined  to  any  branch  for  a  specified 
length  of  time.  The  instruction  of  the  department  is 
based  upon  the  method  employed  in  the  best  Art  schools. 

The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  char- 
coal, crayon  and  pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still 
life,  the  antique  and  the  living  model,  and  painting  in  oil 
and  water  colors.

Painting-  in  Oil  and  Water  Colors 12.00 

Out  of  Door  Sketching-,  10  Lessons 6.00 

There  will  be  a  sketch  class  once  a  week,  free  to  all 

students  in  the  College,  and  it  is  hoped  that  such  as  are 

otherwise  prevented  from  pursuing  the  course,  will  avail 

themselves  of  this  opportunity  freely. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION, 


LOCATION,   BUILDING   AND    CAMPUS. 

North-Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Evangelical  Association,  is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois, 
twenty-eight  miles  from  Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thou- 
sand, and  is  classed  with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago. 
It  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and 
Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most  popu- 
lar railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central  location,  in  the 
very  heart  of  the  country,  and  its  proximity  to  the  great 
metropolis  of  the  West,  make  the  College  easily  accessible 
from  all  points.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and  healthful 
site  cannot  be  found  in  the  entire  North-west.  It  is  near 
enough  to  the  city  of  Chicago  to  secure  many  of  the  advan- 
tages without  incurring  the  moral  dangers  of  city  life. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious 
stone  edifice,  conveniently  arranged  and  suitably  furnished 
for  its  intended  purposes.  It  is  heated  throughout  by 
steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 

Its  site  affords  a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent 
country  surrounding  the  location.  The  campus  is  spacious 
and  beautifully  ornamented  with  a  fine  variety  of  trees, 
making  the  surroundings  of  the  College  cheerful  and  at- 
tractive. 
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DESIGN  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the 
liberal  education  of  the  young  men  and  women  who  may 
be  entrusted  to  its  care  and  instruction,  and  thus  to  aid 
them  in  securing  the  best  preparation  for  the  different 
spheres  and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal;  its  ideals 
are  high,  and  its  work  is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decid- 
edly Christian  in  theory  and  practice,  and  to  apply  Chris- 
tian principles  and  methods  in  all  its  departments.  As  the 
best  results  of  educational  effort  are  conditioned  upon 
the  symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  this  Institution 
ever  recognizes  the  development  of  moral  character  as  an 
essential  part  of  its  work.  While  endeavoring  to  inspire 
and  encourage  a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the  Faculty 
desires  and  aims  to  foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit 
which  shall  permeate  and  crown  the  entire  institution. 
METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  institution  to  keep  its  standard 
fully  up  to  that  of  the  best  western  colleges,  and  its 
methods  of  instruction  in  harmony  with  the  most  enlight- 
ened views  of  education.  These  methods  will  naturally 
vary  with  the  subject  and  proficiency  of  the  student;  but 
the  aim  is  the  same  in  every  department  of  the  College 
— mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  indepen- 
dent and  original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon 
an  intelligent  use  of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the 
daily  work.  Lectures  are  frequently  introduced  to  eluci- 
date and  illustrate  the  various  subjects  of  investigation. 
Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the  students 
accompany  both  methods. 

The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  de- 
partments in  which  it  is  practicable. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of 
study  has  been  completed,  examinations  are  held  either 
oral  or  written,  as  the  faculty  may  deem  most  suitable. 
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Astudent  neglecting  to  attend  examinations,  or  failing 
to  obtain  a  grade  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study,  will  be 
required  to  pursue  the  study  again,  or  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  therein.  No  standing  in  scholarship  will  be 
given  except  as  the  result  of  an  examination  or  its 
equivalent. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accommodation  of  such 
students  as  may  design  to  enter  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution,  or  such  as  may  have  failed  to  pass  in  some 
branch  at  the  regular  examinations,  are  held  on  the  day  be- 
fore the  opening  of  each  term. 

STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the 
scholarship  and  deportment  of  each  student. 

The  standing  in  scholarship  is  made  up  from  examin- 
ations and  the  daily  record  in  the  class,  each  being  con- 
sidered of  equal  weight,  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred. 

Students,  permitted  to  take  an  examination,  without 
having  had  the  iegular  class  exercises  during  the  term,  will 
be  credited  with  a  daily  record  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  in 
determining  their  standing  in  that  study. 

Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of 
a  student  will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  whenever  it 
may  be  requested,  or  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty 
it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  stu- 
dents who  complete  satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course; 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  on  those  completing  the 
Philosophical  Course;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science  on  those 
who  complete  the  Scientific  Course;  and  that  of  Bachelor 
of  Literature  on  those  who  complete  the  Course  in  Mod- 
ern Literature. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy, 
Master  of  Science,  or  Master  of  Literature,  will  be  con- 
ferred on  corresponding  Bachelors  of  two  years  standing 
or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good  character,  and  who 
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furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a  profes- 
sional or  advanced  liberal  course  of  study.  Such  evidence 
may  be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate  of  graduation 
from  a  Theological  Seminary,  Law  School,  or  Medical 
College;  or  by  passing  an  examination  on  a  course  of  lib- 
eral and  non-professional  study  pursued  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not  less 
than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study,  and 
embodying  results  of  original  investigation.  Candidates 
for  degrees  should  apply  to  the  President  at  least  two 
months  before  Commencement.  The  fee  in  each  case,  in- 
cluding the  diploma,  is  five  dollars,  payable  in  advance. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm. 
The  Faculty  aims  to  exercise  a  parental  and  moral  super- 
vision over  the  conduct  and  character  of  the  students. 
Such  relations  between  students  and  teachers  are  cultivated 
as  will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence.  The  work 
of  the  Faculty  is  to  instruct,  rather  than  to  administer 
discipline. 

Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies, 
who  will  respect  themselves  and  the  authority  of  the  Col- 
lege. A  high  sense  of  honor  and  truthfulness  is  incul- 
cated and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of 
rules  is  given  for  the  intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 

I.    THINGS  REQUIRED. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  proper  deportment' 
a  decorous  intercourse  among  themselves,  a  respectful 
treatment  of  their  officers,  a  faithful  observance  of  the 
appointed  hours  of  study,  and  punctual  attendance  upon 
all  prescribed  exercises  of  the  College. 
II.    PROHIBITED. 

All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  Col- 
lege building;  absence  from  recitations  and  other  enjoined 
exercises  without    previous    permission;   communication 
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during  recitations,  chapel  or  other  exercises  of  the  College; 
social  visiting  during  study  hours;  injury  to  College  prop- 
erty; the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  ;  the  use  of  tobacco; 
all  offensive  and  profane  language  or  indecent  behavior; 
playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  change  ; 
visiting  saloons;  interchange  of  visits  between  the  sexes  in 
their  private  rooms,  except  by  special  permission;  desecra- 
tion of  the  Sabbath,  and  everything  in  the  deportment  of 
students  inconsistent  with  the  utmost  propriety  of  conduct 
and  their  highest  mental  and  moral  development. 

For  the  violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  Col- 
lege, students  will  be  liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public 
reproof,  suspension  or  dismission. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  term,  and  to  remain  until  its  close.  No  student 
is  allowed  to  be  absent  from  College  without  special  per- 
mission of  the  Faculty.  The  time  appropriated  to  vaca- 
tions and  holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rest  and  relaxation  from  study. 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or 
any  other  period  of  the  term  can  only  have  an  injurious 
effect  upon  the  standing  and  proficiency  of  the  student, 
the  Faculty  earnestly  requests,  that  parents  or  guardians 
will  in  no  way  encourage  or  even  sanction  such  absence 
without  most  urgent  reasons.  Any  student  leaving  with- 
out permission  before  the  close  of  the  term,  cannot  re-enter 
until  he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Devotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures, singing  and  prayer,  are  held  daily  in  the  College 
Chapel,  at  which  students  are  required  to  be  present. 

Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship 
and  Sunday-school  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  the  churches 
in  the  city.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  such  places  of 
worship  as  they,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  may  select; 
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but  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some  one  church, 
regularly,  unless  specially  excused. 

Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week, 
which  students  are  invited  to  attend.  These  facilities  afford 
ample  opportunity  for  Christian  growth  and  work. 

LECTURES. 

The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  dur- 
ing each  Winter  season.  Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures 
are  provided  by  the  Scientific  and  Christian  Associations, 
and  frequent  lectures  by  members  of  the  Faculty  are  intro- 
duced throughout  the  year.  Among  the  more  prominent 
lecturers  engaged  by  the  College  during  the  past  year  were 
Rev.  C.  H.  Fraser,  of  Lake  Geneva,  Wis.;  Rev.  Dr.  Frank 
Bristol,  of  Evanston,  111.;  Hon.  J.  Wight  Giddings,  of 
Detroit,  Mich.;  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Mclntyre,  of  Denver, 
Col,  and  Rev.  Dr.  N.  D.  Hillis,  of  Chicago,  111. 

These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear 
some  of  the  best  speakers  in  the  land. 

LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is 
steadily  increasing.  The  additions  are  made  with  reference 
to  the  literary  and  scientific  studies  in  the  several  courses. 
It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the  Library  shall  largely 
supplement  the  class  room  instructions.  Systematic  col- 
lateral reading  is  encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
departments.  The  books  are  arranged  on  open  shelves, 
accessible  to  all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost  free- 
dom of  reference  and  use  without  extra  cost.  The  arrange- 
ment of  books  is  by  subjects,  according  to  the  "  Dewey 
Decimal  System  of  Classification,"  so  that  a  book  on  any 
subject  can  readily  be  found. 

READING  ROOM. 
A  Reading  Room  under  the  supervision  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  is  provided  with  a  large   number  of    periodicals, 
secular  and  religious,  as  well  as  a  good  collection  of  the 
leading  magazines  of  the  day.

COLLEGE  PUBLICATIONS. 

"The  Northwestern  College  Chronicle"  is  published 
monthly  during  the  academic  year. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the 
work  and  condition  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ  of 
the  students,  and  contains  original  articles  by  members  of 
the  school  and  others,  personal  notices  of  past  and  present 
members  of  the  College,  proceedings  of  the  Literary  and 
Scientific  societies,  the  Christian  Association  and  such 
other  matter  pertaining  to  college  life  as  will  prove  of  in- 
terest to  all  friends  of  higher  education.  Subscription 
seventy-five  cents  per  annum. 

Catalogues  and  circulars  are  published  annually,  and 
are  supplied  gratis  upon  application. 

LABORATORY. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  enlarged  and 
greatly  improved,  and  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and 
reagents  necessary  for  the  performance  of  experiments. 
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Students  are  not  charged  extra  for  the  use  of  apparatus 
and  chemicals.  In  the  Physical  Laboratory  there  has  re- 
cently been  added  some  very  fine  apparatus,  and  further 
additions  will  be  made  during  the  year.  The  facilities  for 
the  study  of  experimental  or  practical  Physics  is  good. 

MUSEUM. 

The  museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of  the 
upper  floor  of  the  main  College  building,  and  contains 
large  and  valuable  collections  for  illustrating  the  various 
departments  of  natural  history.  The  collection  comprises 
a  large  number  of  our  native  birds,  smaller  mammals,  etc.; 
a  number  of  the  smaller  reptiles  and  batrachia  in  alcohol, 
and  a  small  but  good  collection  of  marine  invertebrates 
donated  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The  collection 
of  minerals  has  been  greatly  increased  and  now  represents 
many  American  localities.  The  fossils  are  chiefly  from 
rocks  of  the  Palaeozoic  era.  The  fossil  plants  from  the 
Carboniferous  are  especially  fine. 

Students  have  access  to  the  Museum  at  all  times. 
LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies  connected 
with  the  College,  viz.:  the  Cliosophic,  the  Philologian,  the 
Laconian  and  the  Philorhetorian  (German).  These  societies 
have  good,  well-furnished  halls,  and  afford  excellent  op- 
portunities for  practice  in  public  speaking,  debate  and 
other  literary  exercises. 

The  Senate  of  North- Western  College  organized  in  1886, 
has  for  its  object  the  consideration  and  discussion  of 
hemes  relating  to  political  science,  and  the  promotion  of 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our  Federal  institutions  and 
the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds  weekly 
meetings,  and  presents  opportunities  for  practice  in  ex- 
tempore speaking,  debate  and  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  Scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate 
individual  workers  and  to  enable  members  to  keep  up  with 
the  growth  and  advancement  of  science.    It  holds  regular 
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meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers  are  read,  embody- 
ing results  of  careful  study  and  original  research.  Occa- 
sional lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects  are  delivered 
by  resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently 
lecturers  from  abroad  are  invited. 

These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Faculty.  No  public  enter- 
tainment shall  be  given  by  any  society  without  permission 
from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the  exercises  intended  for  such 
entertainments  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Faculty  before  their  public  delivery. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized 
in  1873,  is  the  second  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in 
the  State.  Its  object  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  is  to 
promote  growth  in  grace  and  Christian  fellowship  among 
its  members,  and  aggressive  Christian  work  among  all 
students.  It  holds  five  meetings  weekly,  and  with  its  De- 
votional, Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room  and  Finance 
Committees,  is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian  work. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  organ- 
ized in  1875,  also  the  second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  or- 
ganization in  the  State,  has  for  its  aim  and  object  Christian 
work  among  the  lady  students.  Its  organization  is  simi- 
lar to  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  doing  much  good  in  develop- 
ing and  organizing  the  Christian  activity  of  the  students 
and  in  exerting  a  wholesome  influence  upon  the  religious 
life  of  the  Institution. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Room 
with  a  number  of  standard  periodicals  and  leading  maga- 
zines of  the  day;  and  lectures  by  noted  speakers,  are  given 
from  time  to  time,  under  the  auspices  of  these  Organiza- 
tions. 

An  Annual  address  is  delivered  before  the  Associa- 
tions by  an  invited  speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Com- 
mencement week. 
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ROOMS. 

The  College  does  not  provide  rooms  for  gentleman 
students,  but  assists  them  in  securing  room  in  private 
families.  Usually  two,  but  sometimes  three  or  four  go 
together  and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  set  of  rooms. 
The  rent  for  furnished  rooms  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $8.00 
per  term,  for  each  student.  Unfurnished  rooms  are  cor- 
respondingly cheaper.  By  bringing  some  articles  of  bed- 
ding, towels,  lamp,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat  reduce 
their  expenses. 

For  lady  students  the  College  furnishes  a  limited 
number  of  excellent  rooms  heated  by  steam  and  supplied 
with  electric  lights.  These  rooms  are  of  convenient  size 
for  two  occupants,  well  lighted,  cheerful  and  home-like. 
They  are  furnished  with  carpets,  bedsteads,  including 
springs  and  mattresses,  table,  chairs,  washstand,  mirror, 
and  toilet  set,  and  ample  closet  and  bureau  accom- 
modation. 

Each  young  lady  rooming  in  the  Dormitory  will  sup- 
ply herself  with  one  pillow,  one  pair  of  pillow-cases,  one 
pair  of  sheets,  one  blanket,  one  comfortable,  one  bed- 
spread, towels  and  napkins,  and  such  other  articles  as 
taste  and  means  may  dictate. 

The  rent  for  these  rooms  ranges  according  to  loca- 
tion, from  $4.00  to  $6.00  per  term  for  each  student.  The 
cost  of  steam  and  electric  light  for  the  Fall  term  is  $4.00, 
for  the  Winter  term  $5.00,  and  for  the  Spring  term  $2.50 

for  each  student. 

BOARD. 

The  College  provides  a  boarding  departmeut  where 
ladies  rooming  in  the  building  and  students  rooming  in 
town  can  get  good  board  on  the  club  plan.  This  plan  of 
boarding  is  adopted  by  a  large  proportion  of  our  students, 
and  gives  general  satisfaction.  In  addition  to  the  accom- 
modations furnished  by  this  department,  several  other 
clubs  have  been  organized  in  private  families  and  are  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner.  '  The  average  coast  of  board 
in  clubs  has  proved  to  be  about  $1.85  per  week. 
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Some  students  prefer  to  take  table  board  in  private- 
families,  which  may  be  had  at  prices  ranging  from  $2.00 
to  $2.50  per  week.  Students  boarding  in  clubs  or  taking 
their  meals  in  private  families,  rent  rooms  separately. 
The  price  for  board  in  private  families,  including  furnished- 
room,  except  light  and  fuel,  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50 
per  week. 

The  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent  rooms 
at  any  place  without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty;  nor  to 
change  place  of  boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the 
term  without  their  consent.  Families  who  let  rooms,  or 
board  students,  are  expected  to  be  interested  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  College  rules.

Scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  instruction  in  any 
of  the  above  named  branches.  Orders  on  scholarships 
will  be  honored  only  if  they  contain  the  name  of  the 
bearer  and  the  proper  signature  of  the  scholarship-holder, 
and  are  presented  on  entering  College. 
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A  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  charged  for  examination  in  any 
Collegiate  study  not  regularly  taken  in  class. 

All  college  bills  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases 
of  protracted  sickness.  The  Treasurer's  receipt  for 
tuition  and  incidentals  is  necessary  to  secure  admission 
into  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals 
to  any  student  of  any  Department,  who,  on  account  of 
improper  conduct  or  violation  of  the  Rules  of  the  College, 
may  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled. 

SELF-HELP. 
Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities 
for  work  whereby  to  pay  expenses  while  at  school.  Such 
opportunities  are  not  plentiful.  Yet  there  are  generally  a 
few  students  who  "  earn  their  way,"  in  part  at  least.  Oth- 
ers succeed  in  earning  considerable  during  the  Summer 
vacation.  Some,  after  obtaining  a  teacher's  certificate, 
teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their  college  course. 
This,  though  necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete 
a  course,  gives  the  student  much  practical  and  valuable 
experience,  and  is  therefore,  by  no  means  lost  time. 

GROWTH  AND  NEEDS. 

The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  encouraging.  All  the  departments  of  instruction  are 
now  fully  organized  and  well  equipped  for  efficient  work. 

Strong  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase 
the  endowment  and  to  develop  all  the  resources  of  the 
Institution.  It  is  the  united  purpose  of  the  Faculty  and 
the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep  pace  with  the  progress 
and  educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may 
be  mentioned:  The  endowment  of  several  Professorships; 
the  founding  of  perpetual  scholarships;  the  enlarging  of 
the  Library;  and  increasing  the  facilities  of  the  Physical 
Laboratory.     To   these  may  be  added  as  further  needs: 
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An  appropriate  fire-proof  Library  building ;  a  regular 
Gmynasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well  equipped  Astronom- 
ical Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education 
are  invited  to  contribute  to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used  most  advantageously  in 
the  present  work  of  instruction,  and  for  the  promotion  of 
the  highest  interests  of  the  institution. 

INFORMATION. 

New  students  should  plan  to  arrive  a  day  or  two  in 
advance  of  the  opening  of  the  term,  in  order  to  secure 
rooms  and  effect  all  their  preparatory  arrangements. 
Upon  arriving  in  the  city,  they  should  repair  to  the  Treas- 
urer's office  in  the  College  building,  where  they  may  ob- 
tain necessary  information  in  regard  to  available  rooms 
and  places  of  boarding,  and  such  other  counsel  and  direc- 
tion as  may  be  helpful  to  them.  It  is  generally  better  to 
defer  making  definite  arrangements  for  room  and  board 
until  the  student  can  personally  inspect  and  then  select 
according  to  his  own  taste,  or  the  requirements  of  his 
circumstances. 

By  calling  upon  the  President  advice  may  be  obtained 
in  reference  to  the  mode  and  conditions  of  entering  the 
College  and  other  matters  of  personal  interest  pertaining 
to  College  life.

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General   Statement 


Union  and  Biblical  Institute  is  closely  connected  with 
North-Western  College,  but  is  organized  and  maintained 
as  a  suparate  and  distinct  institution.  Its  location  is  con- 
venient and  pleasant,  and  its  relation  to  the  College  secures 
to  the  students  many  and  important  advantages.  All  the 
privileges  of  Library,  Reading-Room,  Lecture  Courses, 
Literary  Societies,  and  Christian  Associations  are  open  to 
the  students  of  the  Institute,  and  afford  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  intellectual  development  and  spiritual  growth. 
Many  students  have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  ad- 
vantages offered  by  the  school,  and  are  now  laboring  suc- 
cessfully as  preachers  and  pastors,  religious  editors,  and 
foreign  missionaries  in  various  parts  of  the  church.  Under 
able  supervision  and  with  competent  instructors,  the  Insti- 
tute recommends  itself  to  all  candidates  for  the  Christian 
ministry,  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  thorough  prepa- 
ration for  their  calling. 

CONDITIONS   OF  ADMISSION. 

A  collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological, 
but  as  unavoidable  circumstances  may  render  the  comple- 
tion of  a  collegiate  course  impossible  applicants  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation in  the  following  preparatory  studies: 

1.  The  common  school  studies:  Arithmetic,  Geog- 
raphy, Grammar,  U.  S.  History. 

2.  General  History,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Psychology, 
Logic. 

3.  Those  wishing  to  take  Greek  Exegesis  must  have 
completed  the  Greek  of  the  College  Preparatory  Course, 
and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  idioms  of  the  New'  Testa- 
ment Greek. 
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The  Institute  is  open  to  all  who  believe  themselves 
called  of  God  to  the  office  of  the  Christian  ministry,  and 
intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life.  Applicants  for 
admission,  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Associa- 
tion, must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommenda- 
tion from  a  class,  approved  by  a  quarterly  conference,  and 
signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in  charge. 
Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satis- 
factory certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some 
recognized  authority  of  their  church.  None  of  the  above 
credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  unconditional 
claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are 
requested  to  correspond  with  the  Principal  of  the  Insti- 
tute, informing  him  of  their  intentions, 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study, 
named  respectively  the  Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma 
Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and 
makes  prominent  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  orig- 
inal languages — Hebrew  and  Greek.  The  satisfactory 
completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D. — 
Baccalaureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of 
the  Greek  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two 
years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  cannot,  on  account 
of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  course. 
In  Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these 
courses  cover  substantially  the  same  ground.  Students 
satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled  to  the 
Diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the 
above  courses,  may  receive  instruction  in  such  studies  as 
they  may  select,  provided  they  prove  themselves  qualified 
to  pursue  them  with  advantage.  The  choice  of  elective 
studies  is  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty. 
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Instruction  is  imparted  in  both  the  English  and  the 
German  languages. 

Written  examinations  are  required  on  all  studies  pur- 
sued during  each  term.

HISTORICAL   STATEMENT. 


North-Western  College  had  its  origin  in  the  recogni- 
tion that  the  interests  of  Christian  education  and  the 
welfare  of  the  Church  demand  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Conference  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Association  of  North  America,  held  at  Des  Plaines, 
Cook  Co.,  111.,  in  April,  1861,  the  following  resolutions 
relative  to  the  founding  of  a  college  were  unanimously 
adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  in  union  with  the  Wis- 
consin, Indiana  and  Iowa  Conferences,  erect  a  college 
including  a  Preparatory  department,  for  male  and  female 
students. 

Resolved,  That  this  institution  be  located  at  Plainfleld, 
Will  Co.,  111.,  and  be  known  by  the  name  and  title,  "The 
Plainfield  College  of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North 
America." 

Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  elected,  con- 
isting  of  twenty-three  members,  as  follows  :  Seven  from 
the  Illinois  Conference,  seven  from  the  Wisconsin  Con- 
ference, five  from  the  Indiana  Conference  and  four  from 
the  Iowa  Conference. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was 
resolved  that  "  The  Faculty  of  the  Institution  shall  con- 
sist of  a  President  and  a  corps  of  Professors  who  shall  be 
competent  to  teach  Ancient  and  Modern  languages, 
Mathematics,  Moral  and  Natural  Sciences,  etc." 

The  organization  was  effected  immediately,  and  the 
Preparatory  school  began  its  work  in  the  Fall  of  1861, 
with  three  teachers  and  an  encouraging  number  of  students. 
The  teachers  of  the  first  year  were  John  Rodes,  A.  M., 
John  Miller,  A.  B.,  and  Miss  C.  M.  Harlacher.  Rev. 
Augustine  A.  Smith,  A.  M.,  who  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  in  the  fall  of  1862,  became  the  first  President 
of  the  Institution. 
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At  the  session  of  the  Board  in  December,  1864,  the 
name  of  the  institution  was  changed  from  Plainfield  Col- 
lege to  North-Western  College;  and  a  college  charter  was 
obtained  from  the  Legislature  in  1865.  In  November, 
1869,  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  to  remove  the  Insti- 
tution from  Plainfield  to  Naperville,  Du  Page  Co.,  111.,  its 
present  location.  The  new  college  building  was  erected 
during  the  summer  of  1870  and  opened  for  school  purposes 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  sphere  and  increase  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  institution,  steps  wers  taken  during  the 
years  1872  and  '73  to  induce  other  conferences  to  join  the 
corporation,  and  share  in  the  control  and  support  of  the 
school.  In  the  course  of  three  or  four  years,  seven  other 
Conferences  united  with  the  four  original  Conferences,  viz.: 
the  Ohio,  the  Michigan,  the  Canada,  the  New  York,  the 
South  Indiana,  the  Des  Moines  and  the  Kansas,  and  the 
following  charter  was  obtained  in  1876: 

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Trustees  incorporated  under  a  special 
law  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  approved  and  in  force  February  15, 
1865,  and  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  North-Western  College," 
have  given  their  unanimous  consent  that  said  corporation  may 
become  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  said  State  entitled  "An  act  concerning-  corpora- 
tions not  for  pecuniary  profit,"  as  contemplated  by  the  act  of  said 
General  Assembly  entitled  "An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation 
to  universities,  colleges,  academies,  and  other  institutions  of 
learning,"  approved  March  24,  1874,  and  in  force  July  1,  1874. 

Therefore,  we,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  desiring  to  associate  our- 
selves in  order  that  said  corporation  may  become  incorporated 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  of  Illinois  as  aforesaid, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  forming  a  corporation  not  for  pecuniary 
profit,  pursuant  to  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  hereinbefore  referred  to,  do  hereby  certify  and  state 
that  the  name  and  title  by  which  said  corporation  shall  be  known 
in  law  is  "Trustees  OE  North- WESTERN  Cou,EGE." 

That  the  particular  business  and  objects  for  which  it  is  formed 
are  to  own,  control  and  manage  the  property  and  affairs  of  the 
corporation,  including  the  institution  of  learning  now  located  at 
Naperville  in  said  State  and  named  and  styled  "North-Western 
College  of  the  Evangelical  Association  of  North  America,"  with 
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its  various  departments,  as  the  same  now  or  hereafter  may  be 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

That  the  number  or  Trustees  shall  be  fifteen,  seven  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of 
the  corporation,  at  any  meeting-  of  the  Board;  that  the  President 
of  the  college  shall  be  ex-omcio  one  of  said  trustees,  and  that  the 
remaining-  fourteen  shall  be  elected  as  provided  for  by  the  by-laws. 

Within  recent  years  steps  have  been  taken  to  enlarge 
the  general  scope  of  the  College  and  to  develop  it  into  a 
central  institution  of  learning  of  the  church.  For  this 
purpose  other  conferences  were  invited  to  unite  with 
the  College  corporation,  and  vigorous  efforts  have  been 
inaugurated  to  increase  the  endowment  fund.  In  response 
to  the  invitation  four  additional  conferences  applied  for 
admission,  and  were  received  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  institution,  viz.:  the  Erie,  the 
Nebraska,  the  Minnesota,  and  the  Dakota. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in 
February,  1894,  the  following  resolutions,  relative  to  an 
amendment  to  the  charter,  were  passed: 

Whereas  the  interests  of  North-Western  College, 
located  at  Naperville,  111.,  require  that  a  change  be  made 
in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  in  order  to  increase  its 
number  of  trustees, — 

1.  Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  that  provision  in  the 
articles  of  incorporation  or  charter  of  this  corporation, 
(to-wit,  Trustees  of  North-Western  College),  which  pro- 
vides that  the  number  of  trustees  shall  be  fifteen,  shall 
be  changed  so  as  to  read  "  that  the  number  of  trustees 
shall  be  twenty-two,  twelve  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion at  any  meeting  of  the  Board." 

2.  Further,  resolved,  That  the  charter  of  articles  of 
incorporation  shall  be  changed  and  modified  so  as  to  pro- 
vide therein  that  one  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Evangelical 
Association  (to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Bishops), 
shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
said  corporation.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as 
that  of  the  Conference  Trustees. 

These  resolutions  having  been  duly  ratified  by  the 
Conferences  connected  with  the  College,  the  required 
certificate  was  filed  with  the  proper  officer,  in  February, 
1895,  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois.

ADOPTED  AUGUST  8,  11 


SEC.  I. — The  following-  named  Conferences  of  the  Evangeli- 
cal Association  of  North  America  are  hereby  declared  to  consti- 
tute the  present  membership  of  this  Corporation,  viz.: — Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Canada,  New  York, 
Des  Moines,  Kansas,  Erie,  Nebraska,  Minnesota  and  Dakota. 

SEC.  II. — Such  other  conferences  of  said  Church  denomina- 
tion as  shall  have  consented  to  comply  with  such  requirements  as 
the  trustees  of  this  Corporation  by  a  majority  vote  may  impose  as 
a  condition  precedent  to  admission,  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  trustees  at  any  annual  meeting  thereof, 
become  members  of  this  Corporation. 

SEC.  III. — Except  as  by  these  By-Eaws,  hereinafter  provided, 
the  respective  rights  and  perogatives  of  the  conference  members 
of  this  Corporation  shall  never  be  abridged,  and  neither  shall  any 
one  or  more  of  said  conferences  be  accorded  privileges  and 
powers  not  conferred  on  all: 

Provided,  That  the  right  conferred  on  each  conference  to  elect 
a  trustee  as  provided  in  the  next  succeeding  section  of  these  By- 
Eaws,  shall  continue  only  so  long  as  such  conference  shall  re- 
main in  actual  connection  with  the  Evangelical  Association 
whether  such  connection  be  adversely  declared  by  such  confer- 
ence itself  or  by  the  General  Conference  of  said  Church,  which 
said  Book  of  Discipline  and  enactments,  and  directions  of  Gen- 
eral Conference,  so  far  as  applicable  to  institutions  of  learning  in 
said  Church,  are  hereby  expressly  made  part  of  these  By-Eaws. 

Sec.  IV. — The  trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall,  with  the 
exception  of  the  ex-officio  members  thereof,  be  elected  as  follows: 
Every  conference  connected  with  this  Corporation  shall  be 
entitled  to  elect  one  of  said  trustees,  and  the  trustees  so  elected 
shall  at  any  meeting  when  occasion  requires,  proceed  to  elect  the 
remaining  members  requisite  to  complete  the  full  Board: 

Provided,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person  not  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Association  to  the 
office  of  trustee  of  this  Corporation,  and,

Provided,  further,  that  no  conference  shall  elect  any  person 
as  trustee  who  may  have  been  expelled  or  removed  from  this 
Board,  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  time  of  such 
expulsion. 

Sec  V.— The  term  of  office  of  trustees  hereafter  elected, — 
except  such  as  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  vacancies 
in  the  unexpired  term  of  conference  trustees, — shall  be  three  cal- 
endar years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  attend  at  a 
meeting-  of  the  Board  as  such  trustee: 

Provided,  that  this  by-law  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  pre- 
vent the  acceptance  of  the  resignation,  or  the  removal  of  trus- 
tees, by  said  Board  of  Trustees  for  good  cause  shown  and, 

Provided,  further,  that  the  Board  may  at  any  time  remove 
any  trustee  of  its  own  appointment  whenever  necessary,  in  order 
to  admit  another  conference. 

Sec.  VI. — Vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustees  elected  by  any 
conference,  shall  be  filled  by  such  conference  at  an  annual 
meeting  thereof,  but  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  at  any  of  its 
meetings  during  the  existence  of  such  a  vacancy,  if  deemed  nec- 
essary, fill  the  same  by  the  election  of  a  trustee,  to  hold  until  such 
conference  shall  fill  the  vacancy  in  said  office  but  not  longer  than 
for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term;  and  all  other  vacancies 
in  the  office  of  trustees  may  be  filled  by  the  Board  at  any  meeting, 
by  the  election  of  a  sufficient  number  of  trustees  for  that  purpose, 
who  shall  hold  for  a  full  term. 

SEC  VII. — Should  any  conference  connected  with  this  Corpo- 
ration, either  voluntarily  or  otherwise,  fail  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  trustee  as  provided  in  Section  IV.  of  these  By- 
Laws,  such  conference  shall  be  deemed  to  have  surrendered  and 
forfeited  its  right  of  election  or  appointment  of  trustees,  and, 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  trustees  to  de- 
clare a  vacancy  in  the  Board,  and  upon  declaring  such  vacancy 
the  Board  shall  immediately  fill  the  same  by  the  election  of  a 
trustee  for  that  purpose.  When  a  vacancy  has  been  declared,  as 
above  mentioned,  such  conference  shall  have  no  further  right  to 
elect  a  trustee  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  trustees,  given  in  annual  session  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  VIII. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year, 
but  the  Board  may,  at  any  meeting-  thereof,  chang-e  the  time  for 
holding  such  annual  meeting,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  held  at  any  time  when 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any  three  trustees,  but 
only  upon  two  weeks'  previous  notice  of  such  meetings  being 
published  in  the  official  weekly  papers  of  said  Church.     Any  spe- 
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cial  meeting-  may  be  converted  into  an  annual  meeting-  when  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  trustees  shall  so  order. 

Sec.  IX. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  at  its  annuaj  meeting-, 
or  at  a  special  meeting-,  when  such  meeting-  is  converted  into  an 
annual  meeting-,  elect  one  of  its  members  President,  who  shall 
thereupon  appoint  a  Secretary.  A  Vice-President  shall  also  be 
elected,  and  all  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  appointed  respectively,  and  in 
case  of  vacancy  in  such  offices,  or  in  the  absence  of  either  of  said 
officers,  the  Board  may  elect  a  President,  or  a  Vice-President;  or 
a  Secretary  may  be  appointed,  pro  tempore,  for  the  meeting  then 
convened,  unless  the  reg-ular  officer  sooner  appears  and  acts: 

Provided,  In  case  a  special  meeting  be  made  an  annual  meet- 
ing, then  the  terms  of  the  officers  regularly  elected  and  appointed, 
shall  terminate. 

SEC.  X. — The  President  of  the  Board  >shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  trustees,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
and  the  Secretary  shall  properly  keep  the  record  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, in  which  he  shall  record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  each  of  said  officers  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  Board. 

SEC.  XI. — There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  said  Corporation, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall,  unless 
sooner  removed,  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified.  Such  treasurer  shall,  before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  execute  a  bond  in  such  amount  and  with 
such  security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board,  (or  by  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  the  Board  shall  direct,)  conditioned  that  he  will 
faithfully  discharge  his  duties  as  such  treasurer;  that  he  will 
properly  care  for  and  protect  all  the  property  of  the  Corporation 
that  shall  come  to  his  hands  as  such  officer;  that  he  will  faith- 
fully account  for,  pay  over  and  deliver  all  moneys  or  property  of 
said  Corporation  in  his  possession  or  care,  to  his  successor  in 
office  when  elected  and  qualified,  and  that  he  will,  in  all  things, 
act  as  he  shall  be  required  by  the  By-Laws,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

SEC.  XII. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  in  a 
proper  manner  suitable  books  of  account,  and  he  shall  enter 
therein  a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him, 
and  on  what  account.  He  shall  keep  his  books  that  they  will 
show  the  names  of  all  persons  subscribing  or  contributing  money 
or  property  for  said  Corporation,  and  the  amount  thereof;  the 
names  of  all  persons  holding  scholarships,  the  classes  of  the 
same,  the  tuition  granted  on  same,  and  to  what  student.  He 
shall  pay  out  no  money  of  the  Corporation  except  for  the  proper 
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and  necessary  current  expenses  of,  or  upon  legal  claims  against 
the  Corporation,  and  shall  strictly  comply  with  all  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  endeavor  to  keep  all  moneys  not 
needed  for  current  expenses  loaned  out,  but  only  on  such  security 
as  is  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  also  give 
receipts  far  all  moneys  paid  to  him,  and  take  receipts  for  all 
moneys  paid  out,  which  receipts  shall  state  for  what  purpose  paid 
or  received,  and  shall  annually,  or  oftener,  if  required  by  them, 
make  report  of  his  actings  and  doings,  and  exhibit  his  books  and 
papers  for  their  inspection  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  whenever  by  them,  or  either  of  them, 
required  so  to  do. 

SEC.  XIII. — There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three,  appointed 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  known  as  the  Finance 
Committee,  whose  duties  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1.  They  shall  decide  all  applications  for  loans  submitted  to 
them  by  the  Treasurer. 

2.  They  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

SEC.  X1IIJ4. — There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three  appointed 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  known  as  the  Auditing 
Committee,  whose  duties  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1.  They  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  and  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  whenever  there  is  anything  of  special  im- 
portance to  report,  or  when  requested  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee to  do  so. 

2.  They  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  annual  report  and 
books  previous  to  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  which 
it  is  to  be  read  by  the  Treasurer. 

SEC.  XIV. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  annually  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  seven  members,  four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
who  shall  transact  such  business  as  may  by  the  Board  be  com- 
mitted to  them,  and  such  business  of  minor  importance,  when 
the  Board  is  not  in  session,  as  the  interests  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  necessities  of  the  case  may  demand. 

The  President  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  Said  committee  shall  control  its  own 
organization,  and  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  entire  pro- 
ceedings, and  shall  report  all  its  transactions  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  approval  or  disapproval  at  each  annual  meeting 
thereof,  or  at  any  other  meeting  thereof,  when  required  by  said 
Board. 

SEC.  XV.— The  President,  Professors,  Lady-Principal  and 
Tutors,  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of 
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the  North-Western  College,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  to  make  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  proper  government  of  the  conduct  of  the  stu- 
dents, and  to  take  all  necessary  action  for  the  proper  enforcement 
of  discipline  in  the  Institution,  including  the  reprimand,  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion  of  students  for  improper  or  immoral  conduct, 
violation  of  rules,  idle  or  vicious  habits;  to  prescribe  and  regulate 
the  mode  and  course  of  instruction  in  the  College  for  males  and 
females. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Faculty  to  report  to  the  Trus- 
tees at  their  annual  meeting  the  general  condition  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  its  various  departments,  and  its  history  for  the  year 
then  ending,  with  such  suggestions  as  may  be  deemed  of  interest. 

SEC.  XVI. — The  Board  of  Trustees  may  give  and  grant  such 
literary  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  granted  by  like  insti- 
tutions, and  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  give 
suitable  diplomas  and  certificates  of  scholarship,  under  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  XVII. — North-Western  College,  in  all  its  departments, 
shall  be  open  to  all  denominations  of  Christians,  and  the  profes- 
sion of  any  religious  faith  shall  not  be  required  of  those  who  be- 
come students. 

Sec.  XVIII.— The  Articles  of  association  of  this  Corporation 
may  be  changed,  and  in  such  manner  as  directed  by  the  Trus- 
tees or  a  majority  of  them,  whenever  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  number  of  Trustees  shall  so  order: 

Provided,  such  changes  be  ratified  by  two-thirds  of  the  con- 
ference members  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  XIX. — These  By-Laws  may  be  repealed  or  amended,  or 
new  By-Laws  may  be  adopted,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  by 
a  majority  vote  of  those  present: 

Provided,  no  change,  alteration,  amendment,  or  new  By- 
Laws  shall  ever  be  made  that  are  inconsistent  with  the  Book  of 
Discipline  of  the  Evangelical  Association,  or  with  the  rules,  regu- 
lations and  general  direction  of  the  General  Conference  of  said 
Church.

The  Collegiate  Department  offers  four  parallel 
courses  of  study,  viz.: 

I.  THE  CLASSICAL  COURSE. 

II.  THE  PHILOSOPHICAL  COURSE. 

III.  THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

IV.  THE  COURSE  IN  MODERN  LITERATURE 

THE   CLASSICAL   COURSE. 

This  course  gives  prominence  to  the  study  of  the 
Greek  and  Latin  languages.  Three  years  of  preparatory 
work  in  Latin  and  two  in  Greek  are  required  for  admission 
to  the  Freshman  class.  The  study  of  these  languages  is 
continued  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and 
provision  is  made  in  elective  courses  for  their  further  pur- 
suit in  the  Junior  year.  The  remaining  studies  of  the 
course  include  Mathematics,  History,  German,  Physical, 
Biological  and  Political  Science,  Rhetoric,  English  Liter- 
ature, Christian  Evidences  and  Philosophy.  The  comple- 
tion of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts. 

THE   PHILOSOPHICAL   COURSE. 

The  study  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  language  required 
in  this  course  extends  through  five 'years,  including  the 
preparatory  work;  but  the  relative  amount  to  be  taken  of 
each  language,  is  left  optional  with  the  student.  While 
this  course  requires  less  work  in  the  ancient  languages  than 
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the  Classical,  it  devotes  more  time  to  the  study  of  modern 
languages.  The  remaining  studies  and  requirements  are 
the  same  as  those  of  the  Classical  course,  and  it  is  believed 
that  these  courses  are  substantially  equal  in  educational 
value.  Students  finishing  this  course  receive  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

In  this  course  less  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
languages  than  in  either  of  the  above  courses,  but  it 
requires  more  work  in  the  departments  of  Science  and 
Mathematics.  An  extra  year  in  the  Elements  of  the 
Sciences  is  required  in  the  Preparatory  department,  and 
additional  advanced  courses  are  offered  in  the  Junior  year. 
The  aim  is  to  make  this  course  more  distinctively  scientific 
by  giving  prominence  to  a  systematic  and  progressive 
study  of  physical  and  biological  science.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred  upon  students  satisfac- 
torily completing  this  course. 

THE  COURSE  INJMODERN  LITERATURE. 

This  course  makes  prominent  the  study  of  modern 
languages,  German  and  French,  and  is  designed  to  meet 
the  wants  of  such  students  as  may  desire  to  take  a  full 
college  course  without  pursuing  the  ancient  languages. 
The  required  work  in  the  departments  of  History,  Mathe- 
matics, Physical,  Biological  and  Political  Science,  Rhetoric, 
English  Literature  and  Philosophy  is  the  same  as  that  of 
the  Classical  and  Philosophical  courses.  The  successful 
completion  of  this  course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Literature. 

REQUIRED  AND  ELECTIVE  STUDIES. 

In  all  the  courses  the  studies  of  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years  are  prescribed,  except  that  students  of 
the  Philosophical  and  Scientific  Courses  have  the  option 
between  Greek  and  Latin,  and  that  a  few  electives  are 
introduced  in  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  Classical  Course. 
During  the  Junior  and  Senior   years    certain  studies  are 
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prescribed  for  all  candidates  for  degrees,  while  others  are 
made  elective.  These  electives  embrace  a  wide  range  of 
subjects,  and  enable  the  student  to  select  his  work  with 
special  reference  to  his  chosen  vocation  in  life.  Substitu- 
tions of  elective  for  prescribed  studies  are  allowed  when- 
ever the  interests  of  the  student  seem  to  justify  the 
arrangement.  The  choice  of  the  elective  studies  is  in  all 
cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 


SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 

Persons  desiring  to  receive  instruction  in  any  particular 
department  of  the  college,  without  becoming  candidates 
for  degrees,  may  be  admitted  as  special  students,  provided 
they  prove  themselves,  upon  examination,  qualified  to  pur- 
sue with  advantage  the  studies  of  those  departments.  In 
no  case  will  a  student  be  allowed  to  select  studies  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  he  cannot  profitably 
pursue.  The  provision  of  special  courses  is  intended  to 
meet  the  wants  of  such  students  as  cannot,  on  account  of 
adverse  circumstances,  pursue  one  of  the  regular  courses, 
but  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  the  broadest  culture 
possible  from  a  partial  course. 


ENTRANCE  CONDITIONS. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  be  at  least  15  years 
of  age,  and  must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

Entrance  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  term,  and  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
College  year.  Applicants  may  be  examined  and  admitted 
at  other  times,  but  are  advised  to  enter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

Examinations  will  extend  over  the  studies  required  in 
the  Preparatory  department  of  this  Institution,  or  their 
equivalents.  Candidates  for  advanced  standing  are  exam- 
ined in  the  branches  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which 
they  propose  to  enter. 
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Graduates  from  High  Schools  and  Academies,  whose 
courses  and  work  have  been  approved  by  the  Faculty,  are 
admitted  without  examination  in  all  preparatory  subjects 
fully  covered  by  their  diplomas. 

Applicants  from  other  Colleges  must  present  certifi- 
cates of  honorable  dismission,  and  may,  upon  presentation 
of  satisfactory  proof  of  preparation  for  the  class  which  they 
wish  to  enter,  be  admitted  without  examination.  Such 
proof  should  consist  in  certificates,  stating  explicitly  both 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  work  there  completed.

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students 
for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical, 
philosophical,  Scientific  and  Literary  courses  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  preparatory  courses  extend  through  three  years ; 
and  cover  the  usual  requirements  for  admission  to  the  best 
American  colleges. 

While  preparatory  training  is  the  principal  aim,  the 
plan  of  study  is  so  arranged  as  to  meet  in  a  desirable  man- 
ner the  requirements  of  such  students  as  may  not,  on 
account  of  adverse  circumstances,  be  able  to  take  a  regu- 
lar College  Course. 

Applicants  for  this  department  should  be  at  least 
thirteen  years  of  age,  and  must  have  such  proficiency  in 
the  elementary  English  branches  as  to  be  able  to  pursue 
successfully  some  one  of  the  regular  courses  of  study. 
Being  underthe  general  supervision  of  the  College  Faculty, 
classes  are  taught  by  the  different  members  of  the  Faculty. 
The  students  thus  receive  the  same  quality  of  instruction 
as  those  in  the  College  Department. 


ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

The  design  of  the  Academic  and  Teachers'  Course  is  to 
afford  an  opportunity  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  Elemen- 
tary English  Branches,  and  to  qualify  for  teaching  in  public 
schools  such  persons  as  can  devote  only  a  limited  time  to 
preparation.  In  addition  to  the  common  English  branches, 
this  course  embraces  the  elements  of  Physical  Science, 
Mathematics,  Literature,  General  History  and  Philosophy. 
The  aim  is  not  only  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  the  branches 
required  for  teachers'  certificates,  but  by  an  extended  cul- 
ture to  give  a  broad  preparation  for  successfully  discharging 
the  wide  and  varied  duties  of  the  teachers'  profession. 

School  Law  and  School  Hygiene  constitute  part  of  the 
course,  and  the  Theories  and  Principles  of  Education  are 
discussed,  while  the  class  recitations  practically  illustrate 
and  include  the  best  methods  of  instruction.

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DEPARTMENTS   OF    INSTRUCTION. 


PSYCHOLOGY;    ETHICS;    PHILOSOPHY. 

The  courses  of  this  department  begin  in  the  Junior, 
and  extend  through  the  Senior  year.  The  work  of 
instruction  is  carried  on  by  means  of  recitations  based 
upon  text  books,  but  these  are  largely  supplemented  by 
informal  lectures  and  free  discussions  in  the  class-room. 

PSUChOlOQU. — This  course  extends  through  two 
terms  of  the  Junior  year.  Its  aim  is  to  give  the  student 
a  clear  conception  of  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  soul, 
and  to  acquaint  him  with  the  problems  of  mental  life. 
The  facts  of  conscious  experience  as  known  through 
introspection,  are  constantly  emphasized,  and  made  a  test 
and  criterion  in  many  investigations.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  the  relation  of  mental  phenomena  to  physiology, 
and  of  the  senses  in  their  service  to  the  mind.  Physio- 
logical Psychology  is  offered  as  an  elective  extending 
through  the  Senior  year. 

Baldwin's  Hand-book  of  Psychology,  Sully's  The 
Human  Mind,  Ladd's  Psychology,  Descriptive  and  Ex- 
planatory, and  Ladd's  Elements  of  Physiological  Psy- 
chology are  used  as  text-books  in  this  department. 

LOQJG. — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  deductive  and 
inductive  reasoning.  In  Deductive  Logic  attention  is 
chiefly  directed  to  the  study  of  the  forms  of  thought,  the 
analysis  of  the  syllogism,  the  detection  of  fallacies,  and  the 
estimation  of  evidence.  In  Inductive  Logic  the  problem, 
grounds  and  principles  of  the  various  forms  of  induction  are 
discussed,  and  care  is  taken  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the  methods  of  scientific  investigation  and  discovery. 

Hyslop's  Elements  of  Logic;  Davis'  Elements  of 
Deductive  and  Inductive  Logic,  and  Fowler's  Elements 
of  Inductive  Logic  are  used  as  text-books. 
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Introduction  to  Philosophy— This  course  furnishes  a 

general  outline  of  the  scope,  divisions  and  aims  of  Philoso- 
phy. It  is  designed  to  introduce  the  student  to  the 
methods  and  problems  of  philosophical  study,  and  to  guide 
him  in  forming  habits  of  close  analysis  and  original  syn- 
thesis in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  human  thought. 
Stuckenberg's  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Philosophy, 
and  Lotze's  Philosophical  Outlines  are  used  as  text-books 
on  this  subject. 

History  of  Philosophy —The  study  of  this  subject 

begins  with  a  brief  survey  of  the  development  of  philo- 
sophical thought  in  Greece.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
Plato  and  Aristotle  as  illustrating  the  most  important  and 
interesting  phases  of  ancient  philosophy.  In  modern 
philosophy  attention  is  principally  paid  to  the  systems  of 
Kant,  Fichte  and  Hegel.  The  course  aims  not  only  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  progress  of  human  thought, 
but  also  to  exhibit  the  relations  of  philosophical  doctrines 
to  practical  life  both  personal  and  social. 

The  text-books  used  are  Schwegler's  History  of  Phi- 
losophy, (Stirling's  Translation),  Zeller's  Hand-book  of 
Greek  Philosophy,  Royce's  Spirit  of  Modern  Philosophy, 
and  Windelband's  History  of  Philosophy. 

MCtaphlJSiCS. — I11  addition  to  the  study  of  Philosophy 
as  connected  with  the  other  branches  of  this  department, 
one  term  is  devoted  to  metaphysics.  This  course  embraces 
Ontology,  Cosmology,  Psychology  and  the  Theory  of 
Knowledge.  The  aim  is  to  deepen  the  interest  in  the  pro- 
founder  themes  of  philosophy,  and  to  vindicate  a  theistic 
and  Christian  philosophy  from  the  misconceptions  to 
which  it  is  constantly  exposed.  The  most  important 
philosophical  questions  now  at  issue  among  speculators 
receive  due  consideration,  and  the  results  of  recent  criti- 
cal discussions,  together  with  comments  are  interspersed 
with  the  daily  recitations. 

Bowne's  Metaphysics,  Ladd's  Philosophy  of  Mind, 
Lotze's  System  of  Philosophy,  and  Bradley's  Appearance 
and  Realty  are  used  as  text-books. 
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EthiCS. — This  subject  is  intimately  connected  with  the 
study  of  Psychology  and  Philosophy,  since  its  foundations 
lie  in  the  human  soul.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  the 
philosophical  interpretation  of  the  contents  and  implica- 
tions of  the  moral  consciousness  of  man  and  its  significance 
in  the  formation  of  character.  The  theory  of  Ethics  is 
studied  with  constant  reference  to  Christian  Morality. 
While  keeping  to  the  philosophical  basis,  the  aim  is 
throughout  the  course,  to  make  the  instruction  as  practical 
as  possible  by  showing  the  application  of  ethical  problems 
to  the  diversified  relations  of  the  concrete  duties  of  life. 

Bowne's  Theory  of  Ethics,  Seth's  Study  of  Ethical 
Principles,  Calderwood's  Hand-Book  of  Moral  Philoso- 
phy, and  Robinson's  Principles  and  Practice  of  Morality 
are  the  text-books  on  this  subject. 

PhilOSODhl'Gal  Seminary.— This  work  is  arranged  for 
students  of  philosophy,  and  is  intended  to  develop  the 
critical  spirit  and  to  promote  original  research.  The  class 
meets  once  a  week,  and  is  conducted  on  the  Seminary  plan 
—co-operation  of  students  and  instructor  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  truth.  A  brief  expositon  of  some  previously 
assigned  topic  precedes  the  general  discussion  in  which 
every  member  is  expected  to  participate.  The  Philosophy 
of  Kant  was  studied  this  year,  use  being  made  of  Watson's 
Selections,  which  gives  in  the  form  of  extracts  from  the 
Critique  of  Pure  Reason,  the  Metaphysic  of  Morality,  the 
Critique  of  Practical  Reason,  and  the  Critique  of  Judg- 
ment, all  the  passages  necessary  to  the  understanding  of 
his  philosophy. 

PedaQOQU.— This  course  has  been  introduced  to  meet 
the  demands  of  such  students  as  purpose  to  follow  teach- 
ing. Its  aim  is  to  unfold  the  principles  of  education  and 
to  prepare  for  the  practical  duties  of  teaching.  Current 
theories  on  education  as  well  as  the  most  approved 
methods  of  instruction  are  carefully  studied  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  school  management  are  thoroughly  elucidated. 

White's  Pedagogy  and  School  Management,  Putnam's 
Manual  of  Pedagogics,  Compayre's  History  of  Pedagogy, 
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and  Laurie's  Institutes  of  Education  are  the  text-books 
used. 

BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 

Th6  Bibl6.— The  study  of  the  Bible  extends  through  the 
entire  College  Course,  classes  meeting  once  a  week.  The 
course  is  systematic  and  progressive,  and  aims  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  historical  facts  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  Scriptures,  and  the  truths  and  principles  of 
Christianity  as  taught  by  Christ  and  his  apostles.  The 
relation  of  the  Bible  to  general  history  is  carefully  pointed 
out  and  its  influence  upon  the  World,  as  a  supernatural 
revelation  is  duly  recognized.  While  no  attempt  is  made  to 
teach  a  dogmatic  system  of  belief,  attention  is  constantly 
directed  to  the  profound  significance  of  this  study  for 
religious  culture  and  the  development  of  the  best  type  of 
character. 

Christian  Evidences.— This  subject  deals  with  the 

fundamental  facts  of  Christianity,  and  the  various  argu- 
ments in  proof  of  its  claims.  The  course  embraces  the 
study  of  the  nature  and  aim  of  Christianity,  the  miracle, 
the  person  of  Christ,  the  authenticity,  genuineness  and 
credibility  of  the  Gospels;  the  testimony  of  the  apostolic 
and  patristic  ages,  and  the  effects  of  Christianity  on  human 
life  and  character.  The  method  pursued  is  both  historic 
and  philosophical,  and  aims  to  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
student  the  Christian  system  as  in  harmony  with  nature 
and  the  dictates  of  reason,  and  as  having  the  highest 
claims  upon  human  acceptance. 

Fisher's  Grounds  of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief, 
Robinson's  Christian  Evidences,  and  Harris*  Self-Revela- 
tion of  God  are  used  as  text-books. 

PhilOSOphU  0$  ReHQion.— This  course  is  designed  to 
investigate  as  thoroughly  as  possible  the  rational  grounds 
of  religious  faith  and  life.  The  foundations  and  the  logical 
value  of  the  theistic  argument  are  critically  examined,  and 
the  relation  of  theism  to  Christianity  is  carefully  pointed 
out.     The  principal  anti-theistic  theories  are  noted,  and 
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emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  theistic  conception 
meets  and  harmonizes  the  demands  of  the  free  intelligent 
spirit,  and  constitutes  the  solution  of  a  universal  problem. 
The  text-books  used  are  Bowne's  Philosophy  of 
Theism,  Caird's  Philosophy  of  Religion,  Valentine's  Nat- 
ural Theology,  and  Harris'  Philosophical  Basis  of  Theism. 

POLITICAL  AND  SOCIAL   SCIENCE. 

A  high  estimate  is  placed  on  this  course.  It  is  related 
to  the  study  of  history,  in  which  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  principles  of  social  philosophy  and  constitutional 
and  political  developments.  The  subjects  considered  are 
so  treated  as  to  form  a  broad  basis  for  an  intelligent  in- 
vestigation of  the  economic  and  social  problems  of  to-day. 

GiVil  G0V6mment.— This  subject  is  studied  during  the 
Spring  term  in  the  preparatory  department.  Its  object 
is  to  furnish  an  intelligent  acquaintance  with  our  federal 
institutions,  and  to  prepare  for  advanced  work  in  Political 
Science.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  historic  factors 
and  early  struggles  for  political  liberty  that  have  given 
form  and  direction  to  our  government. 

Mowry's  Studies  in  Civil  Government,  Thorpe's  The 
Government  of  the  People  of  the  United  States,  and 
Macy's  Our  Government,  are  the  text-books. 

Constitutional  Law.— This  course  embraces  a  com- 
parative study  of  the  principal  forms  of  constitutional 
government.  The  constitutions  of  leading  nations  are 
carefully  examined,  and  the  salient  points  of  their  govern- 
ments and  administrations  duly  compared.  The  aim  is  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  fundamental  facts  and 
principles  which  underlie  the  civil  polity  of  modern  gov- 
ernments. 

Wilson's  The  State,  Cooley's  Principles  of  Constitu- 
tional Law  and  Bryce's  American  Commonwealth,  are 
used  as  text-books. 

ECOnomiCS. — This  subject  is  studied  during  the  first 
term  of  the  Senior  year,  and  may  be  pursued  as  an  elective 
throughout  the  year.     Political  economy  is  not  regarded 
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nor  treated  as  an  isolated  science,  but  as  intimately  con- 
nected with  that  of  government,  and  bearing  directly  upon 
the  welfare  and  interdependence  of  States  as  well  as 
individuals.  The  study  is  based  upon  a  text-book,  but  is 
supplemented  by  discussions  and  occasional  lectures  on 
the  more  important  topics  and  the  practical  applications 
of  economic  principles. 

F.  A.  Walker's  Political  Economy,  Andrew's  Insti- 
tutes of  Economics  and  other  standard  works  of  reference 
are  used  in  this  department. 

International  Law. — This  subject  comprises  a  historical 
and  critical  study  of  the  international  relations  of  soverign 
states,  and  a  discussion  of  the  principal  rights  and  obli- 
gations which  nations  agree  to  observe  in  their  intercourse 
and  relations  with  each  other.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  outline  of  this 
science,  and  to  note  any  modifications  or  advances  which 
may  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  recognized  law  of 
nations. 

Davis'  International  Law  and  Woolsey's  Introduction 
to  International  Law  are  the  text-books  used  in  this 
department. 


SOCiOlOQU* — This  subject  is  pursued  in  the  last  two 
terms  of  the  Senior  year.  Its  aim  is  to  give  a  true  con- 
ception of  society;  to  trace  the  principles  underlying  the 
social  conditions  of  life;  and  to  promote  thoughtfulness 
concerning  the  diversified  relations  of  man  to  man.  It 
embraces  the  study  of  the  genesis  and  structure  of  soci- 
ety and  the  forces  that  have  determined  its  development. 
The  economic  phenomena  of  society  are  carefully  exam- 
ined and  current  problems  of  social  reform  receive 
special  attention. 

Small  and  Vincent's  Introduction  to  the  study  of  So- 
ciety, Gidding's  Principles  of  Sociology  and  Mackenzie's 
Introduction  to  Social  Philosophy  are  used  as  text-books. 
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GERMAN  DEPARTMENT. 


The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  meet  the  wants  both 
of  German  and  English  students. 

The  German  Course  requires  reading,  spelling  and 
writing  in  German  and  English  as  preparatory  studies. 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  U.  S.  History  and  Physical  Geo- 
graphy, Physiology,  Physics,  Zoology,  Civil  Government 
and  Astronomy  are  taught  in  English.  These  with  Eng- 
lish grammar,  reading,  writing  and  spelling  give  German 
students  a  good  foundation  for  an  English  education. 
The  other  studies  of  the  Course  aim  to  furnish  the  student 
with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  German  language  and 
literature.  Special  attention  is  given  to  grammar,  com- 
position and  rhetoric.  A  course  of  lectures  supplements 
the  text-book  on  rhetoric.  The  higher  sciences  as  logic, 
psychology,  evidences  of  Christianity  and  ethics,  with 
special  instruction  in  elocution  and  oratory,  prepare  the 
student  for  public  speaking  which  is  the  aim  of  most  of 
those  who  pursue  this  Course. 

The  English-German  required  in  the  regular  college 
Courses,  affords  English  students  an  opportunity  to 
acquire  a  thorough  scientific  and  practical  knowledge  of 
the  German  language.  To  secure  this  result,  the  so-called 
grammatical  and  natural  methods  are  judiciously  com- 
bined. The  student  is  led  naturally  but  systematically  to 
acquire  a  sufficient  working  vocabulary,  a  knowledge  of 
the  grammatical  construction  and  idioms  of  the  language, 
and  of  the  best  German  literature,  by  translation,  sight- 
reading  and  lectures.  To  secure  the  highest  practical 
results,  the  German  language  is  made  as  far  as  is  prac- 
ticable, the  medium  of  all  instruction;  and  regular  exer- 
cises in  conversation  and  composition  are  required 
throughout  the  entire  course.  Students  completing  the 
German  course  are  entitled  to  a  diploma. 

LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 
The  chief  aim  in  the  first  year  of  Latin  is  to  acquire 
a  good  working  vocabulary  and  a  knowledge  of  forms 
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and  constructions;  and  along  with  this  to  teach  sentence- 
building,  correct  and  fluent  pronunciation,  correct  style 
and  the  art  of  thinking  in  the  language. 

This  is  done  by  daily  use  of  Latin  as  a  living  flexible 
instrument  of  thought,  in  questions  and  answers  on  the 
text,  and  by  turning  small  portions  of  Latin  into  English, 
and  English  into  Latin. 

In  the  second  and  third  years,  the  instruction  is  based 
upon  selections  from  the  authors  usually  read.  In  con- 
nection with  the  reading  of  Nepos,  Caesar  and  Cicero,  daily 
exercises  in  Composition  based  on  the  text  are  required 
and  sight-reading  is  begun. 

Along  with  Virgil,  prosody  is  studied  and  there  is 
frequent  practice  in  scanning. 

In  the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  Latin  ends 
here,  but  in  both  the  Classical  and  the  Philosophical 
Courses,  one  year  more  is  required.  Selections  are  made 
from  the  best  authors  of  the  Golden  and  Silver  age — 
Livy,  Horace  and  Tacitus. 

Sight-reading  is  continued;  and  written  translations 
and  historical,  critical  and  explanatory  papers  are  from 
time  to  time  required. 

Provision  is  made  in  Elective  Courses  for  two  addi- 
tional years  of  Latin,  under  conditions  elsewhere  set  forth. 


GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND   LITERATURE. 

The  studies  of  this  department  extend  through  four 
years  and  are  required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts. 

During  the  first  year  a  thorough  mastery  of  inflec- 
tion, with  the  use  of  accents  and  the  ordinary  grammat- 
ical constructions,  is  required. 

During  the  second  year  special  attention  is  given  to 
Greek  Syntax  and  idioms. 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  study: 

First  Year. — Goodwin's  Grammar,  and  White's  Be- 
ginner's Greek  Book. 
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Second  Year. — Selections  from  the  Anabasis,  Hellen- 
ica  and  New  Testament,  Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses 
and  Jones'  Prose  Composition. 

Third  Year — Extracts  from  St.  Paul's  writings  and 
Herodotus';  Homer's  Iliad  (Books  I,  II,  V  and  VI)  with 
Metrical  reading. 

Fourth  Year. — Sophocles'  Antigone,  Demosthenes' 
Oration  on  the  Crown,  and  Plato's  Phaedo  or  selections 
from  other  authors. 

An  additional  year  of  Greek  may  be  elected  by  any 
one  who  desires  to  continue  its  study.  History,  Geo- 
graphy and  Archaeology  as  related  to  the  various  subjects 
and  countries,  receive  proper  attention;  and  throughout 
the  course  it  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  contribute 
its  share  to  the  development  of  the  highest  grade  of 
scholarship  in  those  who  receive  instruction  in  it. 

RHETORIC  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  course  a  progressive  one, 
and  any  deviation  from  the  line  of  study  here  laid  down 
will  be  in  harmony  with  an  advanced  standard. 

In  this  intensely  earnest  age  of  ours  the  study  of  lit- 
erature has  become  a  refective,  and  the  charm  it  diffuses 
is  as  necessary  to  the  useful  person  as  it  is  delightful  to 
the  .cultured.  It  is  the  fine  thought  that  is  immortal,  and 
it  takes  the  cultivated  mind  to  appreciate  fully  the  finest 
thought  as  well  as  to  originate  it.  Hence  the  reader  must 
be  trained  with  the  writer  if  he  would  only  have  a  clear 
perception  of  the  beautiful  inventions  .of  the  masters. 
But  the  active  age  of  mind  is  not  gone.  Much  thought 
is  yet  to  be  produced  to  answer  the  demands  of  this 
persuasive  era;  and  every  institution  that  would  escape  the 
future  censure  of  its  graduates  must  make  room  for  this 
refining  and  soul-elating  art. 

It  is  the  aim  of  North-Western  College  to  place 
its  students  upon  a  plane  where  they  can  commune  with 
great  and   noble  minds.     It  aims  to  help  them  to  teach 
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letters,  to  love  them,  so  that  the  books  of  the  century  may 
be  to  these  young  people  more  than  dumb  lips  of  the  past; 
-^so  that  they  may  be  a  perpetual  and  a  practical  joy. 

Preliminary  work  begins  with  Grammar,  in  which  a 
year  is  spent.  This  is  followed  by  Elements  of  Compo- 
sition and  Elementary  English  Literature  from  which  the 
student  advances  to  Rhetoric  proper.  The  Elementary 
text-books  are  William's  Rhetoric,  and  Lockwood's  Les- 
sons in  English.  Hart's  Rhetoric  is  used  with  chap- 
ters from  Genung's  in  the  college  department.  All  essays 
are  carefully  criticised,  and  students  are  invited  to  bring 
their  compositions  for  face  to  face  criticism.  For  aid  in 
the  study  of  literature,  students  are  earnestly  recommended 
to  use  Meikeljohn's  English  language,  an  able  concise 
work. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  analysis  of  classical 
productions  until  the  class  can  discern  and  correctly  out- 
line the  styles  of  prominent  authors. 

English  Philology  has  been  added  to  the  course,  in 
which  students  are  directed  to  apply  the  methods  of 
philological  science  to  the  study  of  English.  The  English 
language  is  studied  in  its  historic  development,  and  the 
relations  between  English  and  cognate  languages  are 
carefully  pointed  out.  Earle's  Philology  of  the  English 
Tongue,  Emerson's  History  of  the  English  Language  and 
Trench's  Study  of  Words  are  used  as  the  text-book. 

For  convenience  the  following  order  of  exercises  has 
been  arranged  but  it  will  be  varied  by  frequent  description:

HISTORY. 

The  design  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  essential  facts  and  principles  of  his- 
tory, but  to  develop  in  him  that  habit  of  mind  that  will 
enable  him  to  discover  the  causal  relations  of  events  and 
to  determine  intelligently  the  conspiring  factors  of  great 
national  changes.  While  tracing  the  course  of  events,  as 
they  affect  the  political,  social  and  ethical  relations  of 
society,  the  attention  of  the  student  is  constantly  directed 
to  a  correct  estimation  of  the  fundamental  conditions  of 
national  progress,  which  history  so  amply  illustrates. 

The  course  embraces  the  histories  of  the  leading 
nations  of  ancient  and  modern  times,  and  is  supplemented 
by  the  study  of  Constitutional  History  and  the  History  of 
Civilization.  Electives  offer  an  opportunity  for  advanced 
work  in  this  department. 

The  method  of  instruction  employed  aims  to  encourage 
students  to  follow  out  independent  lines  of  investigation 
and  to  go  as  far  as  possible  to  original  sources  of  infor- 
mation. 

Text-books:  Montgomery's  American  History,  Fiske's 
History  of  the  United  States,  Sheldon's  Studies  in  Gen- 
eral History,  Meyer's  General  History,  Emerton's 
Mediaeval  Europe,  Fiske's  Critical  Period  of  American 
History  and  Guizot's  History  of  Civilization. 


MATHEMATICS. 

The  value  of  a  study  depends  upon  the  mental  disci- 
pline it  affords.  The  end  sought  in  this  department  is  to 
discipline  and  invigorate  the  mind,  to  train  it  to  habits  of 
clear  and  consecutive  reasoning. 

In  the  preparatory  department  classes  in  beginning 
and  advanced  arithmetic  are  organized  each  term.  It  is 
aimed  to  have  the  student  lay  a  broad  foundation  here  so 
as  to  be  able  to  enter  creditably  upon  the  advanced  course 
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in  Mathematics.  Those  desiring  to  prepare  for  teaching 
have  excellent  advantages  in  the  higher  classes  in  Arith- 
metic. Algebra  through  Quadratics  and  plain  Geometry- 
are  taught  in  the  last  year  of  Preparatory  Course. 

In  the  Freshman  year  there  is  required  one  term  in 
Geometry,  including  regular  polygons,  Solid  and  Spher- 
ical Geometry  with  original  work  in  demonstration  of 
theorems  and  solution  of  problems. 

The  second  term  is  given  to  Higher  Algebra,  includ- 
ing the  binomial  theorem,  theory  and  use  of  logarithms, 
theory  of  equations.  The  third  term  is  spent  in  Plane 
and  Spherical  Trigonometry  with  practical  exercises  in 
Spherical  Astronomy. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  one  term  is  given  to  Analytic 
Geometry,  construction  of  equations;  transformation  of 
coordinates,  properties  of  the  Conic  Sections  and  intro- 
duction to  higher  plane  curves. 

The  remainder  of  the  course  in  Mathemathics  is  elec- 
tive. The  student  may  continue  the  course  in  Surveying, 
Analytic  Geometry  of  Space,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus,  and  Mechanics. 


PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Physics — A  class  of  elementary  Physics  is  organized 
in  the  Spring.  This  is  especially  intended  for  students 
preparing  to  teach,  and  as  a  preparation  for  the  more  ad- 
vanced work.  The  advanced  work  on  Physics  is  begun  in 
the  Fall.  During  this  term  Mechanics  and  Acoustics  are 
studied  and  during  the  Winter,  Electricity,  Heat  and 
Light.  Olmsted's  College  Philosophy  is  the  text-book. 
In  addition  to  the  text-book,  hints  and  lectures  are  given 
on  various  subjects.  Several  hours  of  Laboratory  work 
per  week  are  required  of  each  student. 

Chemistry. — About  one  term  is  spent  in  Inorganic 
chemistry  and  half  a  term  in  Organic  chemistry.  Avery's 
Complete  Chemistry  is  used  as  text-book.  The  course 
is  largely  experimental.     Each  student  is  required  under 
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the  direction  of  the  Professor  to  perform  a  large  number 
of  experiments,  selected  to  illustrate  the  laws  of  chemical 
action,  and  the  properties  and  relations  of  the  more  im- 
portant chemical  elements.  The  aim  of  this  method  is  to 
develop  in  the  student  habits  of  accurate  and  careful 
observation,  and  a  practical  skill  in  the  use  of  the  appar- 
atus. At  least  three  hours  per  week  are  spent  in  the 
chemical  laboratory. 

Geology. — Since  Geology  depends  upon  so  many 
other  sciences  for  its  comprehension,  it  is  appropriately 
placed  in  the  last  term  of  the  Junior  year.  The  text-book 
used  is  Le  Conte,s  Compend;  and  Le  Conte's  Elements 
and  Dana's  Manual  are  recommended  for  additional  read- 
ing. Field  work  is  done  as  much  as  possible;  our  locality 
affording  special  facilities  for  observation  of  drift  depos- 
its. Mineralogy  is  taken  up  in  connection  with  Geology 
one  hour  a  week.  Talks  are  given  on  composition  of 
minerals,  crystallography,  etc.,  etc.,  and  about  fifty  min- 
erals are  studied  and  determined  by  their  external  char- 
acteristics. 

Astronomy. — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  mathematical  and  de- 
scriptive astronomy.  The  instruction  is  based  upon  the 
use  of  a  text-book,  and  observation  is  encouraged  as  far 
as  possible.  The  most  recent  additions  to  our  knowledge 
of  the  heavens  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students 
and  duly  considered  in  the  recitation  and  lecture  room. 

One  term  of  General  Astronomy  is  required  of  all 
candidates  for  degrees;  in  the  Philosophical  and  Scientific 
courses  provision  is  made  for  an  additional  term.  Young's 
General  Astonomy  is  used  as  text-book. 

BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCE. 
The  required  work  of  this  department  extends  through 
three  terms  in  all  the  regular  courses,  while  in  the  Scien- 
tific Course  the  study  is  continued  for  an  additional  year. 
The  design  of  the  required  work  is  to  impart  a  general  idea 
of  the  phenomena  of  life  in  whatever  form  it  may  be  found, 
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and  to  give  such  knowledge  on  these  subjects  as  neces- 
sarily belongs  to  a  liberal  education.  Electives  provide 
an  opportunity  for  advanced  work  in  this  department. 

Physiology — The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  vari- 
ous organs  of  the  body  in  their  normal  conditions. 
Enough  anatomy  is  given  to  render  the  physiological  dis- 
cussions intelligible,  and  enough  of  hygiene  to  guide  to 
an  intelligent  care  of  the  body.  Demonstrations  illus- 
trating the  subject  accompany  the  study.  Martin's  Human 
Body  is  the  text-book.  One  term  is  devoted  to  Compar- 
ative Anatomy. 

Zoology — The  study  of  animal  life  is  as  much  as  pos- 
sible from  specimens.  Colton's  Zoology  is  to  be  followed 
in  the  practical  work  and  Steele's  Practical  Zoology  in 
the  recitation.  Students  are  encouraged  to  observe  the 
habits  of  such  animals  as  are  found  in  this  locality.  The 
Museum  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  students  in  this 
branch  of  science. 

Botany. — The  study  of  this  subject  is  illustrated  as 
far  as  possible  by  specimens,  especial  attention  being 
given  to  microscopic  structure.  As  soon  as  the  season 
allows  in  the  Spring,  the  class-room  exercises  are  supple- 
mented by  field  and  laboratory  work,  much  time  being 
given  to  the  analysis  and  description  of  plants  and  the 
study  of  structural  botany.  Gray's  Lessons  is  the  text- 
book. 

ELOCUTION. 

The  study  of  this  subject  is  required  of  all  regular 
students,  and  instruction  is  imparted  without  extra  charge. 
The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  aid  students  to  become 
easy,  natural  and  effective  readers  and  speakers.  Elocu- 
tionary training  is  closely  related  to  general  culture,  and 
adds  very  materially  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  student. 
The  fundamental  principles  of  good  elocution  are  eluci- 
dated and  embodied  in  the  student's  practice.  In  the 
earlier  part  of  the  course  much  time  is  devoted  to  the 
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study  of  the  essential  elements  of  vocal  expression, 
analysis  of  English  sounds,  quality  of  tones,  force,  pitch 
and  movement,  while  in  the  more  advanced  work  the  sub- 
ject of  gestures  receives  attention  in  connection  with  the 
study  of  inflection,  emphasis,  climax  and  pauses. 

Bell's  Principles  of  Elocution  combined  with  the 
Delsartean  system  of  Oratory  is  used  as  text-book  and 
frequent  lectures  on  extempore  speech  and  the  source  of 
power  in  oratory  are  introduced. 

Classes  meet  twice  a  week.  Advanced  students  may 
receive  private  instruction. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  provide  a 
thorough  business  education.  It  offers  two  courses  of 
study,  arranged  for  six  and  nine  months  respectively.  The 
aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  clear  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  Science  of  Accounts  and  all  commercial  transac- 
tions. The  plan  of  the  work  is  broad  and  liberal,  thorough 
and  complete,  and  embraces  all  the  principles  and  the 
varied  details  from  the  simple  idea  of  debit  and  credit  to 
the  most  complex  and  intricate  computations.  The  work 
is  so  practical  that  it  cannot  fail  to  be  of  greatest  value 
to  every  student,  whatever  his  pursuit  in  life  may  be. 

Its  connection  with  a  literary  college  gives  the  de- 
partment many  important  advantages.  Commercial 
students  are  in  daily  contact  with  the  students  of  the  col- 
lege and  receive  the  benefit  of  all  those  literary  associa- 
tions that  prove  so  helpful  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge. 
They  have  free  access  to  the  College  library  and  reading 
room,  and  may  enter  any  College  class  for  which  they  are 
properly  prepared. 

Book=Keeping — This  study  embraces  the  theory  of 
accounts  by  Single  and  Double  Entry.  The  first  term  is 
devoted  to  elementary  work,  during  which  the  student 
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becomes  familiar  with  Day-book  and  Journal  entries, 
opening  and  closing  the  Ledger,  making  Trial  Balances, 
Financial  Statements,  and  the  various  forms  of  Inventor- 
ies, Bills,  Discounts  and  Premiums.  The  second  term 
advanced  work  in  Book-keeping  and  Banking  is  taken  up. 
The  student  is  required  to  work  in  books  and  forms  as 
used  in  Wholesaling,  Retailing,  Commission,  Shipping, 
Railroading,  Partnership  and  Manufacturing.  The  prac- 
tical work  of  this  term  is  performed  in  connection  with 
offices  fitted  up  for  this  purpose. 

Commercial  Arithmetic— In  the  study  of  this  subject 
attention  is  especially  directed  to  Interest,  Bank  Accounts, 
Trade  Discounts,  Stocks,  Bonds,  Insurance,  Partnership 
and  Equation  of  Accounts.  It  is  intended  to  give  the 
student  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  forms  of  arithmetic 
bearing  upon  commercial  transactions. 

Commercial  Law. — In  this  branch  careful  instruction 
is  given  on  the  following  subjects:  Contracts,  Negotiable 
Papers,  Agency,  Partnership,  Corporations,  Payments, 
Liens,  Interest  and  Usury,  Bailment,  Guaranty  and  Surety, 
Real  Estate  Conveyance,  and  Settlement  of  Estates.  A 
text-book  is  used,  but  frequent  lectures  are  added  to  sup- 
plement the  work. 

Actual  Business  Practice — This  is  one  of  the  special 
features  of  the  course.  Here  business  is  transacted  on 
the  actual  business  plan  which  brings  into  practice  the 
theories  and  the  principles  daily  taught  in  the  class-room, 
The  Department  is  furnished  with  Banks,  Commission  and 
Wholesale  Houses,  and  all  the  appliances  necessary  to 
acquaint  the  student  thoroughly  with  actual  business 
operations. 

Penmanship. — Classes  in  Penmanship  are  formed 
every  term.  Careful  and  systematic  instruction,  and 
painstaking  practice  enable  the  student  to  acquire  not  only 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  the  art,  but  also 
the   ability   of  rapid   and   graceful   execution.     Weekly 
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drills  in  writing  Letters,  Notes,  Receipts,  Drafts,  Orders, 
Checks,  etc.,  accompany  the  work  in  penmanship. 

Special  Drill  Exercises. — Special  exercises  in  Business 
Correspondence,  drawing  up  of  Contracts,  Leases,  Deeds, 
Mortgages,  and  the  various  forms  of  Commercial  Papers 
continue  throughout  the  course. 

All  papers  and  books  are  carefully  inspected  by  the 
Teachers,  and  errors  are  marked  and  the  forms  of  correc- 
tions suggested.  But  the  student  is  in  every  case  required 
to  make  the  correction  himself,  and  copy  all  work  and 
manuscript  in  which  errors,  blots  or  erasures  occur. 

The  Remaining  Studies  of  the  course,  Geography, 
Orthography,  Grammar,  American  History  and  Civil 
Government  are  taken  in  connection  with  classes  in  the 
Academic  Department.  This  arrangement  furnishes  valu- 
able opportunities,  and  greatly  extends  the  facilities  of 
the  Commercial  Department. 

Extra  Studies. — Commercial  students  are  entitled  to 
one  extra  study  in  any  department  of  the  college  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Commercial  Course,  without  extra  charge, 
except  in  Music  and  Art. 

Diplomas. — Students,  who  satisfactorily  complete 
either  the  six  months  or  the  nine  months  course  and  pass 
the  required  examination,  receive  a  diploma. 

SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING. 

The  Commercial  Department  offers  superior  advan- 
tages for  the  study  of  Shorthand  and  Typewriting.  The 
great  demand  for  Reporters  and  Amenuenses  makes  this 
a  very  popular  course.  The  instruction  is  thorough  and 
gives  special  attention  to  system,  speed  and  accuracy. 
The  Eclectic  System  of  Shorthand  is  taught,  and  the 
Remington  Typewriter  is  used.  The  principles  of  Short- 
hand can  be  completed  in  one  term,  but  the  regular  course 
requires  two  terms.  The  work  in  Typewriting  usually 
requires  the  same  length  of  time.

Excellent  advantages  are  here  offered  for  gaining  a 
thorough  musical  education. 

The  teachers  have  had  many  years'  experience,  and 
have  been  at  much    pains   and   expense  to  become  ac- 
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quainted  with  the  best  systems  of  teaching.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  young  teachers  and  those  de- 
sirous of  becoming  teachers  of  music. 

The  following  branches  are  taught,  viz.:  Piano-forte, 
Organ,  Voice  Culture,  Chorus  Singing,  (Elementary  and 
advanced),  and  Theory  of  Music,  including  Thorough 
Bass,  Harmony,  Musical  Form,  History  of  Music,  Bio- 
graphy of  the  great  composers  and  other  noted  musicians. 

VOICE   CULTURE. 

Two  courses  of  study  are  offered : 

i.  Teacher's  Certificate  Course,  including  the  study 
of  Lutgen,  Vaccai,  Concone,  Marchesi,  studies  from 
Randegger  and  Lamperti,  a  number  of  choice  selections. 
Pupils  must  be  able  to  play  accompaniments  well ;  read 
and  study  books  on  voice  building  and  training,  history 
of  music,  biography  of  noted  composers  and  other  musici- 
ans, harmony  and  theory  of  music. 

2.    Graduating    Course Studies    continued    from 

Randegger,  Garcia,  Bordogni,  Marchesi;  arias  from  the 
oratorios,  Rossini,  Bellini  and  others;  classical  selections, 
songs  from  the  best  song  writers;  study  of  the  Italian 
language;  harmony  and  theory  of  music  for  one  year. 

PIANO. 

The  Course  of  instruction  in  Piano-forte  playing  is 
arranged  as  follows: 

I.  Preparatory.  Comprising  instruction  in  the  vari- 
ous kinds  of  touch,  finger  exercises,  scales,  and  arpeggios 
in  moderate  tempo  and  in  various  rhythmical  forms  with 
accents,  on  the  basis  of  Dr.  William  Mason's  System  of 
Piano-forte  Technics  ;  selections  from  the  following 
works:  Kunz,  200  canons,  Koehler  op.  151,  Doering  op. 
8,  Krause  op.  2,  Heller  op.  47,  Jensen  op.  33,  Climenti 
Sonatines  op.  36,  37,  38;  Czerny's  octave  studies,  selec- 
tions from  Bach,  together  with  pieces  of  suitable  grade 
in  both  classical  and  popular  style,  biography  of  great 
composers,  and  theory  of  music. 
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2.  Teacher's  Certificate  Course — More  advanced 
technics,  canon  and  velocity  forms,  Studies  in  Phrasing, 
Heller,  op.  46  and  45,  Loeschhorn,  op.  66,  Bach's  Inven- 
tions, Jensen,  op,  32;  Cramer  Etudes,  Kullak  seven  octave 
studies ;  Chopin  selections,  one  concerto ;  Beethoven's 
"  Moonlight  Sonata;"  compositions  by  Schumann,  Men- 
delssohn, Merkel,  Haydn,  Grieg,  Wollenhaupt,  Mason 
and  others.  One  year's  study  in  harmony  and  musical 
history. 

3.  Graduating  Course — High  Technics  ;  scales  in 
double  thirds  and  sixths,  octave  studies. 

Selections  from  Cramer's  Moscheles  and  Chopin's 
Etudes,  and  from  the  compositions  of  Bach,  Mozart, 
Beethooven,  Mendelssohn,  Weber,  Chopin,  Liszt,  as  well 
as  from  representative  American  and  European  com- 
posers of  the  present  day;  also  one  concerto. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the  above 
course  will  depend  upon  the  pupil's  talent  and  amount  of 
practice. 

The  average  student  can  complete  this  prescribed 
course  in  four  years,  by  faithful  study  and  three  to  five 
hours  practice  each  day,  with  two  lessons  per  week. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily 
complete  the  course  in  Piano,  theory  of  Music,  and  Voice 
Culture. 

No  student  of  the  college  is  expected  to  take  lessons 
in  music  except  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  of 
music.

It  will  be  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  teachers  to  improve 
the  advantages  of  the  conservatory,  and  to  give  the  pupil  the 
highest  possible  returns  for  time  and  money  invested. 


ART  DEPARTMENT. 


The  object  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  thorough 
training  in  the  principles  of  Art,  fitting  students  for  teach- 
ing, or  the  further  pursuit  of  these  studies  for  mental  cul- 
ture or  an  artistic  career.  The  chief  aim  is  to  lay  a  thor- 
ough foundation  for  seeing  and  observing  nature,  and  to 
develop  a  sufficient  dexterity  of  hand  to  enable  the  pupil 
to  apply  this  useful  and  beautiful  accomplishment  in  prac- 
tical life.  The  courses  are  arranged  for  students  having 
other  studies  in  the  college  as  well  as  for  those  able  to  de- 
vote all  their  time  to  this  work. 

The  connection  with  the  College  is  an  advantage  of 
great  value  to  the  student  since  it  enables  him  to  pursue 
regular  college  studies  in  connection  with  his  work  in  Art. 
Thorough  training  in  Art  work  in  connection  with  suit- 
able literary  culture  lays  a  broad  foundation  for  teaching 
Art,  and  for  a  professional  career. 

Students  will  be  advanced  as  they  progress  individu- 
ally, not  being  confined  to  any  branch  for  a  specified 
length   of  time.     The   instruction   of   the   department  is 
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based  upon  the  methods  employed  in  the  best  Art  schools. 
The  work  begins  with  drawing  from  the  flat  in  char- 
coal, crayon  and  pencil,  proceeding  to  drawing  from  still 
life,  the  antique  and  the  living  model,  and  painting  in  oil 
and  water  colors.

There  will  be  a  sketch  class  once  a  week,  free  to  all 
students  in  the  College,  and  it  is  hoped  that  such  as  are 
otherwise  prevented  from  pursuing  the  course,  will  avail 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  freely. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


LOCATION,   BUILDING   AND    CAMPUS. 

North-Western  College,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Evangelical  Association,  is  located  at  Naperville,  Illinois, 
twenty-eight  miles  from  Chicago. 

Naperville  contains  a  population  of  about  three  thou- 
sand, and  is  classed  with  the  towns  suburban  to  Chicago. 
It  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and 
Quincy  Railway,  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most  popu- 
lar railroads  in  the  country.  Its  central  location,  in  the 
very  heart  of  the  country,  and  its  proximity  to  the  great 
metropolis  of  the  West,  make  the  College  easily  accessible 
from  all  points.  It  is  near  enough  to  the  city  of  Chicago  to 
secure  many  of  the  advantages  without  incurring  the  moral 
dangers  of  city  life.  A  more  desirable,  beautiful  and 
healthful  site  cannot  be  found  in  the  entire  North-west. 

The  College  building  is  an  elegant  and  commodious 
stone  edifice,  conveniently  arranged  and  suitably  furnished 
for  its  intended  purposes.  It  is  heated  throughout  by 
steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 
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Its  site  affords  a  commanding  view  of  the  magnificent 
country  surrounding  the  location.  The  campus  is  spacious 
and  beautifully  ornamented  with  a  fine  variety  of  trees, 
making  the  surroundings  of  the  College  cheerful  and  at- 
tractive. 
DESIGN  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  object  of  the  Institution  is,  to  provide  for  the 
liberal  education  of  the  young  men  and  women  who  may 
be  entrusted  to  its  care  and  instruction,  and  thus  to  aid 
them  in  securing  the  best  preparation  for  the  different 
spheres  and  avocations  of  life. 

Its  courses  of  study  are  broad  and  liberal;  its  ideals 
are  high,  arfd  its  work  is  thorough. 

The  College  is  not  sectarian,  but  it  aims  to  be  decid- 
edly Christian  in  theory  and  practice,  and  to  apply  Chris- 
tian principles  and  methods  in  all  its  departments.  As  the 
best  results  of  educational  effort  are  conditioned  upon 
the  symmetrical  culture  of  heart  and  mind,  the  Institution 
ever  recognizes  the  development  of  moral  character  as  an 
essential  part  of  its  work.  While  endeavoring  to  inspire 
and  encourage  a  vigorous  intellectual  activity,  the  Faculty 
desires  and  aims  to  foster  a  healthy  Christian  life  and  spirit 
which  shall  permeate  and  crown  the  entire  institution. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  institution  to  keep  its  standard 
fully  up  to  that  of  the  best  American  colleges,  and  its 
methods  of  instruction  in  harmony  with  the  most  enlight- 
ened views  of  education.  These  methods  will  naturally 
vary  with  the  subject,  and  proficiency  of  the  student;  but 
the  aim  is  the  same  in  every  department  of  the  College 
—mastery  of  the  subject  and  encouragement  to  indepen- 
dent and  original  investigation.  Recitations  based  upon 
an  intelligent  use  of  text-books  hold  a  large  place  in  the 
daily  work.  Lectures  are  frequently  introduced  to  eluci- 
date and  illustrate  the  various  subjects  of  investigation. 
Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the  students 
accompany  both  methods. 
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The  laboratory  system  is  fully  employed  in  all  de- 
partments in  which  it  is  practicable. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term,  or  whenever  any  branch  of 
study  has  been  completed,  examinations  are  held  either 
oral  or  written,  as  the  faculty  may  deem  most  suitable. 

A  student  neglecting  to  attend  examinations,  or  failing 
to  obtain  a  grade  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  study,  will  be 
required  to  pursue  the  study  again,  or  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  therein.  No  standing  in  scholarship  will  be 
given  except  as  the  result  of  an  examination  or  its 
equivalent. 

Special  examinations  for  the  accommodation  of  such 
students  as  may  design  to  enter  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution,  or  such  as  may  have  failed  to  pass  in  some 
branch  at  the  regular  examinations,  are  held  on  the  day  be- 
fore the  opening  of  each  term. 

STANDING. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  by  the  Faculty,  both  of  the 
scholarship  and  deportment  of  each  student. 

The  standing  in  scholarship  is  made  up  from  examin- 
ations and  the  daily  record  in  the  class,  each  being  con- 
sidered of  equal  weight,  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred. 

Students,  permitted  to  take  an  examination,  without 
having  had  the  regular  class  exercises  during  the  term,  will 
be  credited  with  a  daily  record  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  in 
determining  their  standing  in  that  study. 

Information  concerning  the  progress  and  conduct  of 
a  student  will  be  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  whenever  it 
may  be  requested,  or  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty 
it  may  be  necessary. 

DEGREES. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  stu- 
dents who  complete  satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course; 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  on  those  completing  the 
Philosophical  Course;  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science  on  those 
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who  complete  the  Scientific  Course;  and  that  of  Bachelor 
of  Literature  on  those  who  complete  the  Course  in  Mod- 
ern Literature. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Philosophy, 
Master  of  Science,  or  Master  of  Literature,  will  be  con- 
ferred on  corresponding  Bachelors  of  two  years  standing 
or  more,  who  have  sustained  a  good  character,  and  who 
furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  pursued  a  profes- 
sional, or  advanced  liberal  course  of  study.  Such  evidence 
may  be  furnished  by  presenting  a  certificate  of  graduation 
from  a  Theological  Seminary,  Law  School,  or  Medical 
College;  or  by  passing  an  examination  on  a  course  of  lib- 
eral and  non-professional  study  pursued  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty;  or  by  submitting  a  thesis  of  not  less 
than  three  thousand  words  connected  with  such  study,  and 
embodying  results  of  original  investigation.  Candidates 
for  degrees  should  apply  to  the  President  at  least  two 
months  before  Commencement.  The  fee  in  each  case,  in- 
cluding the  diploma,  is  five  dollars,  payable  in  advance. 


GOVERNMENT. 

The  discipline  of  this  Institution  is  mild,  but  firm. 
The  Faculty  aims  to  exercise  a  parental  and  moral  super- 
vision over  the  conduct  and  character  of  the  students. 
Such  relations  between  students  and  teachers  are  cultivated 
as  will  inspire  mutual  respect  and  confidence.  The  work 
of  the  Faculty  is  to  instruct,  rather  than  to  administer  dis- 
cipline. Students  are  presumed  to  be  gentlemen  and  ladies, 
who  will  respect  themselves  and  the  authority  of  the  Col- 
lege. A  high  sense  of  honor  and  truthfulness  is  incul- 
cated and  maintained. 

In  harmony  with  these  views  the  following  outline  of 
rules  is  given  for  the  intelligent  guidance  of  students  : 

I.    THINGS  REQUIRED. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  proper  deportment, 
a   decorous   intercourse   among  themselves,  a  respectful 
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treatment  of  their  officers,  a  faithful  observance  of  the 
appointed  hours  of  study,  and  punctual  attendance  upon 
all  prescribed  exercises  of  the  College. 

II.    PROHIBITED. 

All  disorderly  conduct  in  private  rooms,  or  in  the  Col- 
lege building;  absence  from  recitations  and  other  enjoined 
exercises  without  previous  permission;  communication 
during  recitations,  chapel  or  other  exercises  of  the  College ; 
social  visiting  during  study  hours;  injury  to  College  prop- 
erty; the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco; 
all  offensive  and  profane  language  or  indecent  behavior; 
playing  at  billiards,  cards  and  other  games  of  chance- 
visiting  saloons;  interchange  of  visits  between  the  sexes  in 
their  private  rooms,  except  by  special  permission;  desecra- 
tion of  the  Sabbath,  and  everything  in  the  deportment  of 
students  inconsistent  with  the  utmost  propriety  of  conduct 
and  their  highest  mental  and  moral  development. 

For  the  violation  of  these,  and  other  rules  of  the  Col- 
lege, students  will  be  liable  to  a  fine,  private  or  public 
reproof,  suspension  or  dismission. 


LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  be  present  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  term,  and  to  remain  until  its  close.  No  student 
is  allowed  to  be  absent  from  College  without  special  per- 
mission of  the  Faculty.  The  time  appropriated  to  vaca- 
tions and  holidays  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rest  and  relaxation  from  study. 

Since  absence  from  examinations,  commencement,  or 
any  other  period  of  the  term  can  only  have  an  injurious 
effect  upon  the  standing  and  proficiency  of  the  student, 
the  Faculty  earnestly  requests,  that  parents  or  guardians 
will  in  no  way  encourage  or  even  sanction  such  absence 
without  most  urgent  reasons.  Any  student  leaving  with- 
out permission  before  the  close  of  the  term,  cannot  re-enter 
until  he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  to  the  Faculty. 
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RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Devotional  services,  consisting  of  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures, singing  and  prayer,  are  held  daily  in  the  College 
Chapel,  at  which  students  are  required  to  be  present. 

Students  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship 
and  Sunday-school  on  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  the  churches 
in  the  city.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  such  places  of 
woi»ship  as  they,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  may  select; 
but  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  some  one  church, 
regularly,  unless  specially  excused. 

Many  social  religious  meetings  are  held  each  week, 
which  students  are  invited  to  attend.  These  facilities  afford 
ample  opportunity  for  Christian  growth  and  work. 

LECTURES. 

The  College  sustains  a  first-class  Lecture  Course  dur- 
ing each  Winter  season.  Besides  this  a  number  of  lectures 
are  provided  by  the  Scientific  and  Christian  Associations, 
and  frequent  lectures  by  members  of  the  Faculty  are  intro- 
duced throughout  the  year.  Among  the  more  prominent 
lecturers  engaged  by  the  College  during  the  past  year  were 
Rev.  Dr.  P.  S.  Henson,  of  Chicago,  111.;  Evelyn  B.  Bald- 
win, A.  M.,  of  Naperville;  Hon.  G.  R.  Wendling,  of 
Washington,  D.  C;  Hon.  E.  S.  Yovtcheff,  of  Rumania, 
Europe,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Mclntyre,  of  Denver,  Col. 

These  Lecture  Courses  afford  opportunities  to  hear 
some  of  the  best  speakers  in  the  land. 

LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  College  Library  is 
steadily  increasing.  The  additions  are  made  with  reference 
to  the  literary  and  scientific  studies  in  the  several  courses. 
It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  the  Library  shall  largely 
supplement  the  class  room  instructions.  Systematic  col- 
lateral reading  is  encouraged  by  the  teachers  of  the  various 
departments.  The  books  are  arranged  on  open  shelves, 
accessible  to  all  students,  thus  affording  the  utmost  free- 
dom of  reference  and  use  without  extra  cost.   The  arrange- 
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ment  of  books  is  by  subjects,  according  to  the  "  Dewey 
Decimal  System  of  Classification,"  so  that  a  book  on  any 
subject  can  readily  be  found. 

READING  ROOM. 

A  Reading  Room  under  the  supervision  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  is  provided  with  a  large  number  of  periodicals, 
secular  and  religious,  as  well  as  a  good  collection  of  the 
leading  magazines  of  the  day.

COLLEGE  PUBLICATIONS. 

"The  Northwestern  College  Chronicle"  is  published 
monthly  during  the  academic  year. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the 
work  and  condition  of  the  Institution.  It  is  the  organ  of 
the  students,  and  contains  original  articles  by  members  of 
the  school  and  others,  personal  notices  of  past  and  present 
members  of  the  College,  proceedings  of  the  Literary  and 
Scientific  societies,  the   Christian  Association   and   such 
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other  matter  pertaining  to  college  life  as  will  prove  of  in- 
terest to  all  friends  of  higher  education.  Subscription 
seventy-five  cents  per  annum. 

Catalogues  and  circulars  are  published  annually,  and 
are  supplied  gratis  upon  application. 
LABORATORY. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  enlarged  and 
greatly  improved,  and  is  well  furnished  with  apparatus  and 
reagents  necessary  for  the  performance  of  experiments. 
Students  are  not  charged  extra  for  the  use  of  apparatus 
and  chemicals.  In  the  Physical  Laboratory  there  has  re- 
cently been  added  some  very  fine  apparatus,  and  further 
additions  will  be  made  during  the  year.  The  facilities  for 
the  study  of  experimental  or  practical  Physics  are  good. 
MUSEUM. 

The  museum  now  occupies  the  entire  south  side  of  the 
upper  floor  of  the  main  College  building,  and  contains 
large  and  valuable  collections  for  illustrating  the  various 
departments  of  natural  history.  The  collection  comprises 
a  large  number  of  our  native  birds,  smaller  mammals,  etc.; 
a  number  of  the  smaller  reptiles  and  batrachia  in  alcohol, 
and  a  small  but  good  collection  of  marine  invertebrates 
donated  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The  collection 
of  minerals  has  been  greatly  increased  and  now  represents 
many  American  localities.  The  fossils  are  chiefly  from 
rocks  of  the  Palaeozoic  era.  The  fossil  plants  from  the 
Carboniferous  are  especially  fine. 

Students  have  access  to  the  Museum  at  all  times. 

LITERARY  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies  connected 
with  the  College,  viz.:  the  Cliosophic,  the  Philologian,  the 
Lacoiiian  and  the  Philorhetorian  ( German ) .  These  societies 
have  good,  well-furnished  halls,  and  afford  excellent  op- 
portunities for  practice  in  public  speaking,  debate  and 
other  literary  exercises. 

The  Senate  of  North- We  stern  College  organized  in  1886, 
has  for  its   object  the    consideration  and    discussion    of 
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themes  relating  to  political  science,  and  the  promotion  of 
a  thorough  acquaintance  with  our  Federal  institutions  and 
the  duties  of  intelligent  citizenship.  It  holds  weekly 
meetings,  and  presents  opportunities  for  practice  in  ex- 
tempore speaking,  debate  and  parliamentary  procedure. 

The  Scientific  Association  was  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  Scientific  study.  Its  aim  is  to  stimulate 
individual  workers  and  to  enable  members  to  keep  up  with 
the  growth  and  advancement  of  science.  It  holds  regular 
meetings  at  stated  times,  at  which  papers  are  read,  embody- 
ing results  of  careful  study  and  original  research.  Occa- 
sional lectures  on  popular  scientific  subjects  are  delivered 
by  resident  members  of  the  Association,  and  frequently 
lecturers  from  abroad  are  invited. 

These  and  all  other  societies  of  the  College  are  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Faculty.  No  public  enter- 
tainment shall  be  given  by  any  society  without  permission 
from  the  Faculty,  and  all  the  exercises  intended  for  such 
entertainments  must  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Faculty  before  their  public  delivery. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 
The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  organized 
in  1873,  is  the  second  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in 
the  State.  Its  object  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  is  to 
promote  growth  in  grace  and  Christian  fellowship  among 
its  members,  and  aggressive  Christian  work  among  all 
students.  It  holds  five  meetings  weekly,  and  with  its  De- 
votional, Mission,  Reception,  Reading  Room  and  Finance 
Committees,  is  well  organized  to  do  effective  Christian  work. 
The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  organ- 
ized in  1875,  also  the  second  Young  Ladies'  Christian  or- 
ganization in  the  State,  has  for  its  aim  and  object  Christian 
work  among  the  lady  students.  Its  organization  is  simi- 
lar to  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

These  Associations  are  doing  much  good  in  develop- 
ing and  organizing  the  Christian  activity  of  the  students 
and  in  exerting  a  wholesome  influence  upon  the  religious 
ife  of  the  Institution. 
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The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  supplies  the  College  Reading  Room 
with  a  number  of  standard  periodicals  and  leading  maga- 
zines of  the  day;  and  lectures  by  noted  speakers,  are  given 
from  time  to  time,  under  the  auspices  of  these  Organiza- 
tions. 

An  Annual  address  is  delivered  before  the  Associa- 
tions by  an  invited  speaker,  Sunday  evening  of  Com- 
mencement week. 

ROOMS. 

The  College  does  not  provide  rooms  for  gentleman 
students,  but  assists  them  in  securing  room  in  private 
families.  Usually  two,  but  sometimes  three  or  four  go 
together  and  share  the  rent  for  a  room  or  set  of  rooms. 
The  rent  for  furnished  rooms  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $8.00 
per  term,  for  each  student.  Unfurnished  rooms  are  cor- 
respondingly cheaper.  By  bringing  some  articles  of  bed- 
ding, towels,  lamp,  etc.,  students  may  somewhat  reduce 
their  expenses. 

For  lady  students  the  College  furnishes  a  limited 
number  of  excellent  rooms  heated  by  steam  and  supplied 
with  electric  lights.  These  rooms  are  of  convenient  size 
for  two  occupants,  well  lighted,  cheerful  and  home-like. 
They  are  furnished  with  carpets,  bedsteads,  including 
springs  and  mattresses,  table,  chairs,'  washstand,  mirror, 
and  toilet  set,  and  ample  closet  and  bureau  accom- 
modation. 

Each  young  lady  rooming  in  the  Dormitory  will  sup- 
ply herself  with  one  pillow,  one  pair  of  pillow-cases,  one 
pair  of  sheets,  one  blanket,  one  comfortable,  one  bed- 
spread, towels  and  napkins,  and  such  other  articles  as 
taste  and  means  may  dictate. 

The  rent  for  these  rooms  ranges  according  to  loca- 
tion, from  $4.00  to  $6.00  per  term  for  each  student.  The 
cost  of  steam  and  electric  light  for  the  Fall  term  is  $4.00, 
for  the  Winter  term  $5.00,  and  for  the  Spring  term  $2.50 
for  each  student. 
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BOARD. 

The  College  provides  a  boarding  departmeut  where 
ladies  rooming  in  the  building  and  students  rooming  in 
town  can  get  good  board  on  the  club  plan.  This  plan  of 
boarding  is  adopted  by  a  large  proportion  of  our  students, 
and  gives  general  satisfaction.  In  addition  to  the  accom- 
modations furnished  by  this  department,  several  other 
clubs  have  been  organized  in  private  families  and  are  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner.  The  average  coast  of  board 
in  clubs  has  proved  to  be  about  #1.85  per  week. 

Some  students  prefer  to  take  table  board  in  private 
families,  which  may  be  had  at  prices  ranging  from  $2.00 
to  $2.50  per  week.  Students  boarding  in  clubs  or  taking 
their  meals  in  private  families,  rent  rooms  separately. 
The  price  for  board  in  private  families,  including  furnished 
room,  except  light  and  fuel,  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $3.50 
per  week. 

The  students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  rent  rooms 
at  any  place  without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty;  nor  to 
change  place  of  boarding  or  leave  their  rooms  during  the 
term  without  their  consent.  Families  who  let  rooms,  or 
board  students,  are  expected  to  be  interested  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  College  rules. 

WASHING  AND  FUEL. 
The   price  for  washing  is  about  60  cents  per  dozen. 
Ladies  rooming  in  the  Ladies  Hall  are  furnished  laundry 
accommodations  in  the  building  at  moderate   rates.     The 
cost  for  fuel  ranges  from  $5.00  to  $7.00  per  year. 

BOOKS. 

All  text  and  reference  books  as  well  as  a  complete 
assortment  of  stationery  are  kept  in  the  College  building, 
and  are  sold  to  students  below  Chicago  retail  prices.

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The  charge  for  one  study  is  one-half  the  tuition  and 
incidental  fees;  for  more  than  one  study  full  rates  are 
charged. 

Scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  instruction  in  any 
of  the  above  named  branches.  Orders  on  scholarships 
will  be  honored  only  if  they  contain  the  name  of  the 
bearer  and  the  proper  signature  of  the  scholarship-holder, 
and  are  presented  on  entering  College. 

A  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  charged  for  examination  in  any 
Collegiate  study  not  regularly  taken  in  class. 

All  college  bills  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases 
of  protracted  sickness.  The  Treasurer's  receipt  for 
tuition  and  incidentals  is  necessary  to  secure  admission 
into  classes. 

No  money  will  be  refunded  on  Tuition  or  Incidentals 
to  any  student  of  any  Department,  who,  on  account  of 
improper  conduct  or  violation  of  the  Rules  of  the  College, 
may  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled. 

SELF-HELP. 

Frequently  we  receive  inquiries  about  opportunities 
for  work  whereby  to  pay  expenses  while  at  school.  Such 
opportunities  are  not  plentiful.  Yet  there  are  generally  a 
few  students  who  "  earn  their  way,"  in  part  at  least.  Oth- 
ers succeed  in  earning  considerable  during  the  Summer 
vacation.  Some,  after  obtaining  a  teacher's  certificate, 
teach  for  a  time,  and  then  continue  their  college  course. 
This,  though  necessarily  requiring  more  time  to  complete 
a  course,  gives  the  student  much  practical  and  valuable 
experience,  and  is  therefore,  by  no  means  lost  time. 

GROWTH  AND  NEEDS. 

The  progress  of  the  College  has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  encouraging.  All  the  departments  of  instruction  are 
now  fully  organized  and  well  equipped  for  efficient  work. 

Strong  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  to  increase 
the  endowment  and  to  develop  all  the  resources  of  the 
Institution.     It  is  the  united  purpose  of  the  Faculty  and 
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the  Trustees  that  the  College  keep  pace  with  the  progress 
and  educational  demands  of  the  country. 

Among  the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  College  may- 
be mentioned:  The  endowment  of  several  Professorships; 
the  founding  of  perpetual  scholarships;  the  enlarging  of 
the  Library;  and  increasing  the  facilities  of  the  Physical 
Laboratory.  To  these  may  be  added  as  further  needs: 
An  appropriate  fire-proof  Library  building;  a  regular 
Gmynasium,  and  a  suitable  and  well  equipped  Astronom- 
ical Observatory. 

The  friends  of  the  College  and  of  higher  education 
are  invited  to  contribute  to  these  objects. 

Such  donations  will  be  used  most  advantageously  in 
the  present  work  of  instruction,  and  for  the  promotion  of 
the  highest  interests  of  the  institution. 


INFORMATION. 

New  students  should  plan  to  arrive  a  day  or  two  in 
advance  of  the  opening  of  the  term,  in  order  to  secure 
rooms  and  effect  all  their  preparatory  arrangements. 
Upon  arriving  in  the  city,  they  should  repair  to  the  Treas- 
urer's office  in  the  College  building,  where  they  may  ob- 
tain necessary  information  in  regard  to  available  rooms 
and  places  of  boarding,  and  such  other  counsel  and  direc- 
tion as  may  be  helpful  to  them.  It  is  generally  better  to 
defer  making  definite  arrangements  for  room  and  board 
until  the  student  can  personally  inspect  and  then  select 
according  to  his  own  taste,  or  the  requirements  of  his 
circumstances. 

By  calling  upon  the  President  advice  may  be  obtained 
in  reference  to  the  mode  and  conditions  of  entering  the 
College  and  other  matters  of  personal  interest  pertaining 
to  College  life.

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General   Statement. 


Union  Biblical  Institute  is  closely  connected  with 
North-Western  College,  but  is  organized  and  maintained 
as  a  separate  and  distinct  institution.  Its  location  is  con- 
venient and  pleasant,  and  its  relation  to  the  College  secures 
to  the  students  many  and  important  advantages.  AU  the 
privileges  of  Library,  Reading-Room,  Lecture  Courses, 
Literary  Societies,  and  Christian  Associations  are  open  to 
the  students  of  the  Institute,  and  afford  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  intellectual  development  and  spiritual  growth. 
Many  students  have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  ad- 
vantages offered  by  the  school,  and  are  now  laboring  suc- 
cessfully as  preachers  and  pastors,  religious  editors,  and 
foreign  missionaries  in  various  parts  of  the  church.  Under 
able  supervision  and  with  competent  instructors,  the  Insti- 
tute recommends  itself  to  all  candidates  for  the  Christian 
ministry  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  thorough  prepa- 
ration for  their  calling. 

CONDITIONS  OP  ADMISSION. 

A  collegiate  course  should  precede  the  theological, 
but  as  unavoidable  circumstances  may  render  the  comple- 
tion of  a  collegiate  course  impossible,  applicants  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  Institute  after  passing  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation in  the  following  preparatory  studies: 

1.  The  common  branches:  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
Grammar,  U.  S.  History. 

2.  General  History,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Psychology, 

Logic. 

3.  Those  wishing  to  take  the  Degree  Course  must 
have  completed  the  Greek  of  the  College  Preparatory 
Course,  and  have  a  knowledge  of  the  New  Testament 
Greek. 
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The  Institute  is  open  to  all  who  believe  themselves 
called  of  God  to  the  office  of  the  Christian  ministry  and 
intend  to  make  it  their  calling  for  life.  Applicants  for 
admission  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Associa- 
tion must  present  a  preacher's  license  or  a  recommenda- 
tion from  a  class,  approved  by  a  quarterly  conference,  and 
signed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  preacher  in  charge. 
Members  of  other  Christian  Churches  must  show  a  satis- 
factory certificate  and  recommendation  signed  by  some 
recognized  authority  of  their  church.  None  of  the  above 
credentials,  however,  will  be  regarded  as  unconditional 
claims  to  admission  in  the  Institute.  Applicants  are 
requested  to  correspond  with  the  Principal  of  the  Insti- 
tute. 

COURSES   OF   INSTRUCTION. 

The  Institute  offers  two  regular  courses  of  study, 
named  respectively  the  Degree  Course  and  the  Diploma 
Course. 

The  Degree  Course  requires  three  years  of  work,  and 
makes  prominent  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  orig- 
inal languages— Hebrew  and  Greek.  The  satisfactory 
completion  of  this  Course  entitles  to  the  degree  of  B.  D. — 
Baccalaureus  Divinitatis. 

The  Diploma  Course  does  not  require  the  study  of 
the  Greek  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  is  arranged  for  two 
years.  It  is  designed  for  students  who  cannot,  on  account 
of  uncontrollable  circumstances,  take  the  longer  Course. 
In  Historical,  Systematic  and  Practical  Theology  these 
Courses  cover  substantially  the  same  ground.  Students 
satisfactorily  completing  this  course  are  entitled  to  the 
Diploma  of  the  Institute. 

Students  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  either  of  the 
above  Courses  may  receive  instruction  in  such  studies  as 
they  may  select,  provided  they  prove  themselves  qualified 
to  pursue  them  with  advantage.  The  choice  of  elective 
studies  is  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty.
